I'd  like  to  begin  the  list  with  a 
message  from  Allen  Mincho,  our  Director  of  Currency  Auctions,  about  the  collection  of  Dusty  Gibson. 

The  Dustinn  (Dusty)  Lee  Gibson  Collection 

We  are  pleased  to  present  in  this  sale  selections  from  the  collection  of  our  long  time  friend  Dustinn  Gibson.  "Dusty," 
as  everyone  who  knew  him  referred  to  him,  was  a  familiar  sight  at  coin  and  currency  shows  as  varied  as  ANA,  Long 
Beach  and  Memphis.  Dusty  began  his  collecting  hobby  when  his  grandmother  gave  him  a  group  of  U.S.  coins  when 
Dusty  was  in  high  school.  Intrigued  by  the  coins,  Dusty  was  hooked  at  once,  starting  a  fifty  plus  year  romance  with 
the  study  of  coins  and  currency. 

While  Dusty  began  with  coins,  his  real  affection  was  for  paper  money,  particularly  the  currency  of  his  native  state 
of  Oregon.  He  began  collecting  Oregon  National  Bank  Notes  in  the  late  1960's,  mentored  by  fellow  collectors  Jim 
Gates  and  Richard  Dreger,  as  the  trio  engaged  in  a  spirited  competition  to  discover  and  own  the  great  Oregon 
Nationals  that  became  available  in  the  sixties  and  seventies.  We  at  Heritage  were  privileged  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  offer  Dusty's  large  size  Oregon  holdings  in  January  of  2004,  and  we  will  be  offering  Dusty's  set  of  small  size 
Oregon  National  Bank  Notes,  the  most  complete  ever  assembled,  along  with  his  other  currency,  in  our  late  April 
Central  States  Numismatic  Society  currency  sale. 

Dusty's  coins  reflect  his  wide  ranging  interests,  from  early  large  cents  and  key  date  quarters  to  a  high  relief  Saint.  He 
was  known  for  his  keen  eye  and  was  perfectly  happy  buying  multiples  of  the  same  item  when  the  opportunity  arose, 
correctly  realizing  even  in  the  early  days  that  coins  such  as  1916  Standing  Liberty  quarters  would  not  be  available  at 
then  current  price  levels  forever. 

Dusty  was  a  life-long  bachelor  and  a  doting  uncle,  living  his  entire  life  in  the  Siletz  River  Valley  near  the  central 
Oregon  coast.  He  worked  at  the  Toledo  Paper  Mill  until  his  retirement  after  36  years  on  the  job,  a  retirement  that 
allowed  him  to  attend  even  more  coin  and  currency  shows.  He  died  in  a  tragic  accident  while  on  a  hunting  trip  in 
October  of  2009.  Dusty  was  a  gentleman  among  collectors,  fair,  easy  to  deal  with,  and  a  man  of  his  word.  He  is 
missed  by  his  many  friends  in  the  numismatic  world,  but  his  collecting  accomplishments  will  live  on  in  the  pages  of 
these  catalogues.  -  Allen  Mincho 


The  Peter  Kevorkian  Collection 

This  small  but  impressive  selection  focuses  on  high-end  coinage  of  the  19th  and  early  20th  centuries.  Almost  half  the 
pieces  in  the  collection  are  in  Platinum  Night,  including  such  highlights  as  an  1 869  Seated  half  dollar  graded  PR66 
Cameo  by  PCGS  with  CAC  sticker. 


The  Dr.  Donald  M.  Gilner  Collection 

Dr.  Donald  M.  Gilner  served  two  years  in  active  duty  with  the  United  States  Air  Force  and  20  years  more  on  active 
reserve,  retiring  as  Colonel.  He  was  inspired  to  military  service  by  the  experience  of  his  family;  his  father  had  fled  the 
rising  tide  of  anti-Semitism  in  Poland  after  World  War  I  as  a  teenager,  and  his  mother  was  born  in  the  United  States 
to  parents  who  had  also  left  Poland  under  similar  circumstances.  As  a  medical  doctor,  he  received  certification  from 
the  American  Board  of  Member  Specialties  in  the  fields  of  Pediatrics  and  Allergy  and  Immunology.  Following  his 
retirement  from  medical  practice  in  2001,  the  Legion  of  Merit  honoree  spent  seven  years  doing  pro  bono  work  at 
Fort  McPherson  in  Georgia. 

A  long-term  numismatist  and  Life  Member  of  the  ANA,  Dr.  Gilner  worked  with  Bill  Fivaz  and  others  to  build  an 
eclectic  collection  of  mostly  nickel,  silver,  and  gold  coinage,  and  his  early  embrace  of  certification  services  explains 
the  preponderance  of  early  holders  among  his  lots.  Highlights  include  an  1853-D  half  eagle  graded  AU53  by  PCGS  in 
the  green  label  era,  and  a  1 91 5-S  Panama-Pacific  half  dollar  graded  MS66  by  NGC  that  is  also  in  a  prior-generation 
holder. 


The  Paul  Taylor  Collection 

Six  years  after  Heritage  offered  two  of  his  famous  PCGS  Registry  Sets,  Paul  Taylor  returns  with  an  impressive 
collection  of  Peace  dollars,  highlighted  by  his  1927-D,  formerly  of  the  Jack  Lee  Collection  and  graded  MS66  by 
PCGS  with  CAC  sticker. 

Mr.  Taylor  started  collecting  coins  as  a  teenager  in  the  late  1 950s  and  early  1 960s.  After  selling  his  collection  to 
buy  his  first  car,  he  pursued  other  hobbies.  When  he  returned  to  coins  in  1 996,  he  tackled  Registry  collecting  with 
gusto,  assembling  remarkable  sets  of  Peace  dollars,  proof  Barber  halves,  and  two  gold  type  sets  in  the  categories  of 
Circulation  Strikes  and  20th  Century  Proofs.  Paul  Taylor  coins  are  not  merely  high-technical-grade  pieces,  either,  but 
examples  with  genuine  aesthetic  appeal  that  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.

The  Orchid  Collection 

An  eclectic  and  intriguing  grouping  that  runs  across  nearly  the  entire  history  of  U.S.  Mint  issues.  One  of  the  earliest 
pieces,  a  Choice  XF  1 795  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves  dollar,  highlights  a  sequence  of  four  Platinum  Night  entries 
that  also  includes  an  1 882  gold  dollar  in  PR66  Cameo,  an  1 855-D  quarter  eagle  in  AU53,  and  an  1 856-0  half  eagle 
in  MS61 . 


The  Michael  A.  Tongg  Collection 

Michael  A.  Tongg  was  a  remarkably  well-rounded  individual  whose  various  passions  were  tied  to  family  and 
Hawaiian  history.  By  trade,  the  lifelong  Oahu  resident  was  an  attorney  specializing  in  family  law,  but  he  took  that 
mission  beyond  simply  being  an  attorney.  He  also  lectured  on  being  a  child  advocate,  and  with  Janice,  his  wife  of  33 
years,  he  provided  a  loving  Christian  household  to  more  than  50  teenagers  in  the  foster  care  system.  Michael  and 
Janice  also  raised  four  children  of  their  own,  and  Michael  lived  to  see  one  of  his  four  grandchildren. 


Michael  was  also  an  enthusiastic  outrigger  canoeist.  On  a  double-hull  canoe  named  Hokule'a,  he  sailed  from  Hawaii 
and  crossed  Polynesian  waters  to  reach  places  such  as  Tahiti,  Samoa,  New  Zealand,  Rapa  Nui,  and  the  Cook  Islands, 
all  without  the  aid  of  modern  navigational  equipment.  He  also  traveled  more  traditionally  around  the  world  as  a 
promoter,  teacher,  and  coach  of  outrigger  canoe  paddling.  As  a  collector,  he  had  wide  interests  but  a  particular 
enthusiasm  for  Hawaiiana.  Where  this  intersected  with  his  coin  collecting,  the  results  were  spectacular;  our  Platinum 
Night  session  will  offer  his  1881  Hawaii  five  cents  and  1883  Hawaii  eighth  dollar  patterns,  two  sublime  rarities  which 
will  make  specialists  take  notice. 


The  B  &  D  Collection 

The  B  &  D  Collection  was  assembled  over  a  span  of  about  nine  years  by  a  dedicated  numismatist.  Anchoring  the 
collection  are  several  widely  recognized  rarities  from  the  1895  -  1915  period,  including  an  1895  Morgan  dollar  in 
PR66,  three  pieces  of  matte  proof  gold,  and  round  and  octagonal  versions  of  the  1 91 5-S  Panama-Pacific  fifty  dollar 
commemorative.

Cent  to  Silver  Dollar,  Well  Matched  Toning 


3001  1888  Cent  PR66  ★  Red  and  Brown  NGC.  This  coin  and  the 
following  six  lots  constitute  a  well  matched  seven  piece  1888 
proof  set.  A  substantial  mintage  of  4,582  proof  Indian  cents  was 
accomplished  in  1888,  and  this  amazing  specimen  is  one  of  the 
finest  survivors.  This  high-end  Premium  Gem  proof  has  rich 
reddish-orange  mint  color,  slightly  subdued  over  time,  with  sharp 
details  and  exceptional  contrast.  NGC  Census:  1  in  PR66^  Red 
and  Brown,  none  finer  (2/11).  (#2352) 


3002  1888  Three  Cent  Nickel  PR65  NGC.  Part  of  a  seven  piece  1888 
proof  set.  The  1888  three  cent  nickel  enjoyed  a  large  proof  mintage 
of  4,582  pieces,  and  high  quality  specimens  are  reasonably  available 
in  today’s  market.  Splashes  of  pale  gold  toning  appear  over  the  light 
gray  surfaces  of  this  attractive  Gem  proof,  and  all  design  elements 
are  boldly  detailed.  (#3785) 


3003  1888  Nickel  PR63  NGC.  Part  of  a  seven  piece  1888  proof  set. 
The  1888  proof  Liberty  Head  nickel  claims  a  sizeable  mintage  of 
4,582  pieces.  Walter  Breen  notes  most  examples  seen  have  dull 
mint  luster,  possibly  due  to  some  trace  element  in  the  nickel  stock. 
Sharp  design  details  confirm  the  proof  status  of  this  piece.  The 
obverse  has  light  gold  and  violet  toning  with  a  few  dark  flecks, 
while  the  reverse  displays  rainbow  patina.  (#3886) 


3004  1888  Dime  PR66  NGC.  Part  of  a  seven  piece  1888  proof  set. 
Only  832  proof  Seated  Liberty  dimes  were  struck  in  1888.  This 
spectacular  Premium  Gem  proof  displays  outstanding  iridescent 
toning  and  impressive  design  definition.  A  splash  of  light  silver 
brilliance  is  evident  on  the  obverse.  NGC  Census:  23  in  PR66,  7 
finer  (2/11).  (#4785) 


3005  1888  Quarter  PR64  NGC.  Part  of  a  seven  piece  1888  proof  set. 
The  obverse  of  this  attractive  Choice  proof  has  a  circle  of  light 
silver  brilliance  with  surrounding  violet  and  sea-green  toning. 
The  reverse  is  similar  but  slightly  darker.  All  devices  are  sharply 
detailed.  Only  832  Seated  Liberty  quarters  were  minted  in  1888. 
Census:  64  in  64,  53  finer  (2/11).  (#5589) 


3006  1888  Half  Dollar  PR66  NGC.  Part  of  a  seven  piece  1888  proof 
set.  A  delightful  Premium  Gem,  this  piece  has  light  contrast  with 
considerable  brilliant  silver  on  the  obverse,  accented  by  rainbow 
toning.  The  reverse  has  violet  and  sea-green  around  central 
brilliance.  Razor-sharp  definition  is  apparent  on  all  design  elements. 
A  nominal  mintage  of  832  proof  Seated  Liberty  half  dollars  was 
achieved  in  1888,  and  examples  in  Premium  Gem  condition  are 
quite  rare.  Census:  12  in  66,  5  finer  (2/11).  (#6449) 
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3007  1888  Morgan  Dollar  PR64  NGC.  Part  of  a  seven  piece  1888  proof 
set.  This  exceptional  Choice  proof  displays  full  cameo  contrast 
beneath  the  toning,  although  not  designated  as  a  Cameo  by  NGC. 
This  piece  is  deeply  toned  with  sea-green  and  gold  on  each  side,  the 
reverse  with  additional  violet  and  light  silver  brilliance.  For  some 
unknown  reason,  the  Mint  struck  833  proof  Morgan  dollars  in 
1888,  one  more  than  the  other  silver  denominations.  Census:  47  in 
64,  38  finer  (2/11).  (#7323) 


3008  1898  Five-Piece  Proof  Set  PCGS,  CAC.  All  in  green  label 
holders  with  CAC  sticker.  Set  includes:  cent  PR63  Red  and 
Brown,  copper-gold,  orange,  and  violet;  nickel  PR62,  strong 
green-gold  toning;  dime  PR61  (CAC  Gold  Label),  strongly 
mirrored  with  peripheral  champagne  and  blue;  quarter  PR62, 
hazy  blue,  gold,  and  cloud-white  peripheral  toning  and  significant 
contrast;  and  a  half  dollar  PR60,  significantly  hairlined  but  with 
prominent  contrast. (Total:  5  coins) 

SHIELD  NICKELS 

3009  1866  Rays  MS65  PCGS.  A  gorgeous  Gem  example  from  America’s 
first  circulating  copper-nickel  five  cent  issue,  impressively  lustrous 
with  rich  honey-gold  and  cream-gray  toning.  PCGS  has  graded  just 
27  finer  examples  (3/11). 

Ex:  FUN  Signature  (Heritage,  1/2009),  lot  697,  which  realized 
$1,955. (#3790) 

3010  1866  Rays  MS65  NGC.  Gold-to-orange  patina  covers  warmly 
lustrous  surfaces.  This  first-year  With  Rays  Shield  nickel  shows 
extensive  peripheral  die  cracks,  a  testament  to  the  troubles  the 
Mint  had  dealing  with  a  metal  colloquially  known  as  the  “Devil’s 
copper.  ”(#3790) 

3011  1866  Rays  MS65  PCGS.  CAC.  Light  gold-to-peach  patina  covers 
much  of  this  satiny  first-year  five  cent  nickel  Gem.  On  the  reverse, 
the  bottom  stars  are  better-defined  than  those  on  top.  PCGS  has 
graded  27  numerically  finer  pieces  (3/11). (#3790) 


1871  Shield  Nickel,  MS66 
Tied  for  Finest  Certified 


3012  1871  MS66  NGC.  The  1871  Shield  nickel  is  an  important 
condition  rarity  in  the  series  that  seldom  receives  its  due.  This 
Premium  Gem  is  tied  with  only  a  few  other  coins  for  the  finest 
certified  example.  Both  sides  exhibit  delicate  champagne  toning 
over  brilliant  nickel-gray  luster  with  a  bold  strike  and  satin  surfaces. 
Census:  6  in  66,  0  finer  (2/11).  (#3798) 


3013  1872  MS65  PCGS.  An  exemplary  nickel,  boldly  defined  with 
charming  pastel  sunset-gold  toning.  Satiny  and  pristine  with 
exceptional  eye  appeal.  Population:  34  in  65,  15  finer  (3/11). 

Ex:  Dallas  Signature  (Heritage,  11/2006),  lot  309,  which  realized 
$1,495.  (#3  799) 

3014  1876  MS65  PCGS.  Potent  luster,  a  sharp  strike,  and  a  smooth 
appearance  combine  to  confirm  the  Gem  status  of  this  Centennial- 
year  Gem.  Light  rose,  aqua,  and  cream-gray  toning.  The  date  is 
lightly  repunched  north.  Population:  33  in  65,  8  finer  (3/1 1 ). 

Ex:  Central  States  Signature  (Heritage,  5/2004),  lot  6081,  which 
realized  $1,121. 25. (#3805) 

3015  1879  AU58  PCGS.  CAC.  A  scarce  date  in  the  Shield  nickel 
series,  the  1879  had  a  mintage  of  just  25,900  business  strikes.  This 
light  gray  example  has  a  sharp  strike  with  a  few  darker  splashes. 
PCGS  has  certified  six  pieces  at  this  grade,  with  92  full  Mint  State 
examples  (3/11).  This  would  be  a  good  beginning  for  a  matched 
AU58  set  of  these  coins.  (#3 808) 


1880  Shield  Nickel,  XF40 
Only  16,000  Business  Strikes  Produced 


3016  1880  XF40  NGC.  With  16,000  business  strikes  and  3,955  proofs 
produced,  it  is  much  easier  for  the  date  collector  to  locate  a  proof 
than  one  of  the  rare  business  strikes  of  this  date.  The  1880  nickel  is 
rare  across  the  board  with  few  pieces  known  in  any  grade,  but  the 
higher-graded  examples  cost  multiples  of  an  XF  such  as  this  one. 
So  few  1880  nickels  were  struck  it  is  believed  that  the  same  dies 
were  used  on  business  strikes  and  proofs.  This  pleasing,  moderately 
circulated  example  was  pulled  out  of  circulation  after  several  years. 
The  surfaces  are  light  gray  overall  with  bright  highlights  over  the 
devices.  There  are  no  obvious  or  detracting  marks  on  either  side. 
(#3810) 


3017  1882  MS66  PCGS.  The  obverse  is  flashy  with  appreciable  mirrors. 
The  minimally  toned  reverse  is  also  bright  but  with  more  swirling 
luster.  A  great  Premium  Gem  from  late  in  the  Shield  nickel  series. 
Population:  66  in  66,  4  finer  (3/1 1  ).(#381 2) 

3018  1882  MS66+  PCGS.  CAC.  This  penultimate  Shield  nickel 
issue  was  clearly  struck  from  late-state  dies,  so  that  the  last  digit 
in  the  date  is  a  virtual  blob,  much  of  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  shows  signs  of  die  erosion,  and  spidery  die  cracks  appear 
around  the  peripheries  of  both  sides.  The  strike  as  produced  by  the 
dies  is  nonetheless  excellent,  as  is  the  subsequent  preservation  of 
this  splendid  Premium  Gem.  Population:  1  in  66+,  4  finer  (3/11).

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1883  Shield  Nickel,  MS67 
Prominent  Die  Cracks 


3019  1883  MS67  NGC.  CAC.  Many  1883  shield  nickels  were  saved 
as  the  last  year  of  issue,  thereby  accounting  for  the  large  number  of 
extant  Mint  State  examples.  Specimens  in  the  lofty  grade  of  MS67 
are  infrequently  encountered,  however.  Radiantly  lustrous  nickel- 
white  surfaces  exhibit  sharply  struck  design  elements  and  have 
been  well  cared  for.  Heavy  peripheral  cracks  are  visible.  Census:  16 
in  67,0  finer  (3/11).  (#3813) 

3020  1883/2  XF45  NGC.  FS-302.  An  underlying  2  is  clearly  visible 
slightly  left  of  the  3,  and  a  die  break  runs  from  the  rim  through 
the  3  and  the  ball  of  the  shield.  Both  attributes  are  visible  in 
the  Cherry  picker  s’  photo  as  well.  Consistent  nickel-gray  patina 
encompasses  both  sides  of  this  Choice  XF  piece.

3021  1866  Rays  PR66  PCGS.  By  far  the  more  available  of  the  two 
With  Rays  proof  issues,  as  the  1867  Rays  is  a  great  rarity.  This  first- 
year  specimen  boasts  uniformly  attractive  nickel-gold  surfaces  with 
considerable  cameo  contrast,  even  though  unnoted  on  the  holder. 
Some  fuzziness  on  the  holder  may  obscure  the  lower  part  of  the 
central  5  in  the  photo.  Population:  39  in  66,  1  finer  (3/11).  (#3817) 


3022  1867  No  Rays  PR65  PCGS.  Reverse  Ha.  Second  year  of  the  issue 
and  the  first  year  this  design  was  struck  without  the  rays  on  the 
reverse.  This  moderately  reflective  coin  has  even  golden  toning 
over  both  sides.  A  distraction-free,  solidly  graded  Gem  example. 
Population:  33  in  65,  7  finer  (3/11). (#3821) 


1868  Shield  Nickel,  PR67  Cameo 
Seldom-Seen  Date 


3023  1868  PR67  Cameo  NGC.  The  1868  proof  nickel  is  ranked  as 
second  scarcest  in  the  series.  Only  600  proofs  were  struck,  and 
PR67  Cameo  is  the  ultimate  grade  with  two  other  pieces  so  graded 
but  none  finer  (3/11).  This  is  a  lovely  example  that  shows  deeply 
mirrored  fields,  nicely  contrasting  frosted  devices,  and  faint  traces 
of  blue  and  rose  color  on  each  side.

1869  Shield  Nickel,  PR67 
Tied  for  Finest  Certified 


3024  1869  PR67  NGC.  The  1869  is  a  moderately  scarce  proof  Shield 
nickel  date  with  a  mintage  around  600  pieces.  Even  though  the  insert 
does  not  specify  the  coin  is  a  Cameo,  there  is  moderate  contrast 
between  the  fields  and  devices  on  each  side.  The  surfaces  are  mostly 
untoned  with  only  faint  specks  of  lint  struck  into  the  planchet,  and 
visible  only  with  magnification.

Newman  1-C,  W-8445,  R.3.  The  CURENCY  Continental  dollars 
were  likely  struck  in  New  York  City  in  1776,  prior  to  that  city's  cap¬ 
ture  by  the  British  in  September  of  that  year.  The  purpose  behind 
their  manufacture  was  to  replace  the  one  dollar  Continental  Cur¬ 
rency  note.  Although  a  few  silver  examples  are  known,  those  were 
presumably  made  as  patterns,  to  demonstrate  the  issue  under  ideal 
circumstances.  Brass  pieces  were  struck,  likely  as  test  pieces,  from 
prototype  Newman  1-A  and  1-B  dies,  but  no  brass  or  copper  exam¬ 
ples  are  known  for  Newman  1-C. 

Enough  pewter  examples  of  Newman  1-C  have  survived  that 
the  issue  must  have  been  intended  to  circulate.  The  leading  services 
have  certified  a  Good  4  and  a  VG10,  along  with  numerous  pieces 
in  Fine  and  Very  Fine.  It  is  interesting  that  of  the  initial  die  pair,  the 
reverse  was  modified  first,  despite  the  blundered  CURENCY  legend 
on  the  obverse.  This  was  because  an  entirely  new  obverse  die  was 
needed  to  correct  that  error,  while  the  appearance  of  the  existing 
reverse  die  could  be  improved  by  reengraving  the  outlines  of  the  13 
rings  from  dots  to  lines. 

The  present  lot  is  a  magnificent  example  of  this  famous  and 
popular  Early  American  type.  Both  sides  are  minimally  abraded  and 
display  blended  chestnut-gold  and  olive-green  toning.  The  obverse  is 
remarkably  free  from  spots,  and  planchet  issues  are  limited  to  a  small 
flaw  just  inside  the  rim  at  8  o'clock.  The  stand  of  the  R  in  YOUR  has 
shifted  but  remains  intact.  The  reverse  has  a  few  light  charcoal-gray 
spots  that  determine  the  grade  but  have  little  impact  on  the  eye 
appeal,  which  is  far  superior  to  the  typical  pewter  Continental  dollar.

West  Company  tokens  were  redemption  tokens  used  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  to  be  exchanged  with  the  Indians  for  beaver  pelt.  A  note 
in  the  current  Guide  Book  suggests  that  most  surviving  pieces  have 
been  found  in  Oregon's  lower  Columbia  River  valley.  Production  is 
attributed  to  John  Walker  and  Company  of  Birmingham,  England,. 
Examples  were  struck  in  brass  and  copper. 

Nearly  all  known  pieces  have  a  hole  at  12  o'clock,  with  just  two 
unholed  examples  confirmed.  This  brass  example  and  the  copper 
piece  in  the  present  sale  are  both  examples  with  holes,  undoubtedly 
used  to  string  multiple  pieces  together  for  ease  of  carrying.  This  piece 
exhibits  tan  and  olive  surfaces  with  microscopic  roughness,  but  it 
is  far  smoother  than  usual.  The  central  motif  is  typically  weak,  with 
sharp  peripheral  details.  NGC  has  only  certified  five  in  all  grades, 
with  an  XF45  and  this  VF35  the  two  finest  (3/11).

Ronald  Manley  writes  in  The  Half  Cents  Die  State  Book  that 
this  variety  is  normally  found  in  low  grades,  but  at  least  two  Mint 
State  pieces  exist.  Walter  Breen  recorded  five  Uncirculated  pieces 
and  six  AU  coins,  acknowledging  that  some  of  those  listings  may 
be  duplicates.  This  specimen  is  one  of  the  AU  pieces  in  Breen's 
roster,  from  the  Richard  Picker  Collection,  where  it  was  cataloged  as 
Uncirculated. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  lack  access  to  the  September  1968 
Merkin  catalog  offering  this  piece,  we  reprint  the  description  of  lot

punctuation  following  the  date  and  LIBERTY.  The  entire  36,103-coin 
mintage  of  Chain  cents  was  delivered  from  March  1-12,  1793,  and 
the  Periods  coins  were  probably  struck  during  the  five-day  period 
from  March  8  to  12.  Specifically  correlating  varieties  and  delivery 
dates  is  an  interesting  but  likely  impossible  exercise. 

Aside  from  a  modest  obverse  rim  bruise  at  5  o'clock,  this  exam¬ 
ple  has  smooth,  problem-free  steel  and  tan  surfaces  with  a  "wood- 
grain"  toning  pattern.  It  is  attractive  and  nicely  detailed  with  a  full 
date,  motto,  and  legend.

many  unknowns  surrounding  our  early  coinage  is  the  1793  Periods 
Obverse  Chain  cent.  No  clues  exist  to  tell  us  why  the  engraver  placed 
periods  after  the  date  and  LIBERTY.  For  that  matter,  we  do  not  even 
know  who  the  engraver  was.  Walter  Breen  suggests  that  the  engraver 
may  have  been  Joseph  Wright,  who  placed  a  period  after  LIBERTY  on 
the  obverse  of  his  1792  pattern  quarter  dollar.  An  alternative  is  that 
another  engraver  was  merely  familiar  with  the  Wright  quarter  dollar 
design  and  copied  the  concept. 

This  representative  of  the  Periods  design  has  a  blend  of  medium 
olive  and  dark  steel  with  faintly  granular  surfaces.  However,  there  are 
no  marks  or  bruises  of  consequence  on  either  side.  This  attractive 
piece  will  appeal  to  the  variety  specialist  or  date  collector.

The  Vine  and  Bars  edge  was  utilized  for  the  Chain  cents  and 
most  of  the  Wreath  cents,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Lettered  Edge 
that  was  used  for  most  of  the  S-11  Wreath  cents,  continuing  partway 
through  the  1795  series.  Some  major  variety  collectors  consider  both 
Wreath  cent  types  necessary,  while  others  ignore  the  edge  differenc¬ 
es.  Of  course,  variety  collectors  seek  all  of  the  different  die  marriages 
and  edge  types. 

This  pleasing  piece  has  medium  brown  surfaces  with  traces  of 
darker  steel.  Faint  granularity  is  only  visible  with  a  glass,  and  a  small 
reverse  rim  bruise  at  1  o'clock  is  inconsequential.

Brown  piece  is  nominally  tied  for  the  finest-graded  Sheldon-284  that 
we  have  offered  in  the  last  few  years  with  a  couple  of  other  examples 
in  the  same  grade,  one  each  at  NGC  and  PCGS.  Dr.  Sheldon  consid¬ 
ered  the  S-284  to  be  the  rarest  of  the  year,  while  Breen  favored  the 
S-283  and  S-285;  the  overdate  1810/09,  S-281,  is  the  commonest  of 
them  all.  This  example  exhibits  pleasing  light  brown  color  over  prob¬ 
lem-free  surfaces  that  are  well-struck  overall,  a  tad  more  so  on  the 
obverse.  Minor  softness  appears  on  the  leaves  on  the  reverse.  The 
finest  S-284  that  PCGS  has  certified  is  a  single  MS65  Brown  piece 
(3/11).

An  Important  Proof  Rarity 
Rarely  Seen  With  Brilliant  Surfaces 

5022  1829  PR64  Brown  NGC.  N-6,  R.6  as  a  Proof.  The  1829 

N-6  is  readily  secured  as  a  business  strike,  but  proofs  are  extremely 
rare.  Walter  Breen's  1988  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colo¬ 
nial  Coins  states  under  Breen-1841,  "at  least  6  proofs  of  N-6."  A  few 
years  earlier  Breen,  in  the  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial 
Proof  Coins,  pedigreed  seven  examples,  with  the  Brand  specimen 
(#7)  possibly  the  same  as  the  Beckwith  example  (#2).  Eliasberg,  of 
course,  used  a  proof  to  represent  the  1829  cent  within  his  legendary 
"complete"  collection.  The  Bowers  and  Merena  catalog  description 
for  that  piece  states,  "Perhaps  10  proofs  are  known  of  this  variety,  in 
the  cataloger's  opinion,  although  John  Wright  suggests  12  to  16." 

This  is  only  the  fourth  appearance  of  an  1829  proof  large  cent 
in  any  of  our  auctions  dating  back  to  the  beginning  of  our  archives 
in  1993,  including  one  previous  offering  of  this  identical  specimen. 
In  the  roughly  25  years  of  operation  of  NGC  and  PCGS,  the  services 
have  encapsulated  a  total  of  13  proofs  for  the  1829,  which  presum¬ 
ably  are  from  N-6  dies.  Most  of  those  pieces  were  bronzed  at  the 
Mint,  including  10  of  the  13  certified  submissions.  Breen  states  that 
the  technique  involves  coating  a  planchet  or  a  struck  example  with 
bronzing  powder  and  baking  it,  used  mostly  on  19th  century  Mint 
medals  —  although  some  proof  patterns,  half  cents,  and  cents  were 
also  bronzed. 

The  present  example  appears  to  be  unbronzed,  and  in  fact 
shows  traces  of  the  original  orange-gold  color,  particularly  on  the 
reverse  legends  and  wreath.  The  strike  is  sharp  aside  from  stars  6 
to  9,  consistent  with  Breen's  comment  that  "all  proofs  have  the  top 
four  stars  weak."  Star  8  is  repunched,  which  helps  identify  this  Large 
Letters  variety.  The  dies  are  rotated  counterclockwise  perhaps  30 
degrees,  and  the  only  relevant  imperfections  are  a  couple  of  wispy 
marks  near  the  NT  in  CENT.  The  fields  are  nicely  mirrored.  The  proof 
1829  will  be  a  centerpiece  of  even  the  most  advanced  holding  of 
middle-date  large  cents.

The  1856  N-5  large  cent  is  a  proof-only  date  with  about  60 
examples  believed  to  exist  today,  although  few  are  as  fine  as  this 
Gem  Red  and  Brown  specimen.  This  coin  was  previously  in  the  col¬ 
lections  of  Henry  C.  Hines  (1856-1946),  Homer  K.  Downing  (1898- 
1951),  and  John  Jay  Pittman  (1913-1996). 

Housed  in  a  green-label  PCGS  holder,  this  cent  has  mostly 
orange  mint  color  on  the  obverse  blended  with  light  olive  toning,  and 
deeper  gold  on  the  reverse  intermingled  with  blue  and  violet.  Several 
darker  provenance  spots  are  visible  on  each  side,  especially  below 
the  1  in  the  date,  at  the  dentil  tips  between  stars  3  and  4,  and  below 
the  right  side  of  the  N  in  CENT.

but  most  are  in  lower  grades  than  this  piece.  The  Mint  distributed 
proof  large  cents  in  larger  quantities  in  1856  and  1857  than  at  any 
previous  time.  The  result  is  a  higher  survival  rate,  but  many  have 
become  damaged  or  impaired  in  the  intervening  years.  Relatively 
few  exist  in  higher  grades,  and  this  piece  ranks  as  one  of  the  10  fin¬ 
est  known  examples.  Just  six  pieces  carry  the  numerical  PR66  grade, 
including  two  PR66  Red  and  Brown  PCGS,  two  PR66  Brown  NGC, 
and  two  PR66  Red  and  Brown  NGC  (2/11). 

Housed  in  a  green-label  PCGS  holder,  this  Premium  Gem 
exhibits  brilliant  red  and  violet  surfaces  with  slight  mellowing  of  the 
original  mint  color.

considerably  scarcer  than  Snow-9  and  is  associated  with  business 
strikes  coined  in  1856,  instead  of  proof  restrikes  made  a  few  years 
later.  However,  the  current  specimen  has  a  full  strike  and  mirrored 
fields,  giving  every  indication  of  production  as  a  proof,  aside  from  its 
status  as  a  Snow-3.  The  orange-gold  and  olive  surfaces  are  devoid  of 
contact  and  exhibit  only  infrequent  pinpoint  carbon. 

in  2001,  early  small  cent  specialist  Rick  Snow  wrote  concerning 
Snow-3: 

"Only  rarely  does  this  die  pair  show  prooflike  fields,  a 
strong  strike,  and  taken  on  its  own  merits  could  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  proof.  It  is  entirely  possible  that  a  small  pre-pro¬ 
duction  run  of  proofs  were  struck  prior  to  the  non-proof 
press  run.  If  in  fact  there  are  a  few  struck  as  proofs,  they 
are  in  such  a  small  minority  as  to  make  them  a  statistical 
anomaly." 

If  Snow  is  correct,  the  present  example  could  have  been  among

The  diagnostic  die  dot 
appears  at  the  junction  of  the  hair  and  neck  just  above  the  ribbon, 
but  we  do  not  see  any  of  the  clash  marks  or  die  cracks  that  are  noted 
on  later  states.  The  striking  details  seen  here  are  not  quite  as  strong 
as  usually  seen  on  S-2  coins.  However,  the  surfaces  are  magnificent, 
and  this  will  undoubtedly  be  the  centerpiece  of  a  major  collection  of 
Indian  cents.  Approximately  half  of  the  original  mint  red  still  remains 
and  makes  the  surfaces  glow.  We  see  no  mentionable  abrasions  and 
only  microscopic  evidence  of  dots  of  carbon  (magnification  will  be 
required).

5029  1859  PR67  NGC.  An  important  one-year  type  coin  with  a 

reported  mintage  of  800  pieces.  Richard  Snow  writes  of  the  1859 
proof  in  his  series  reference:  "Very  rare,  as  many  were  unsold  and 
melted.  Probably  under  a  hundred  pieces  survive  as  no  question 
proofs.  Intense  collector  demand  for  this  one  year  type."  Walter 
Breen,  in  his  proof  Encyclopedia,  queries:  "Do  as  many  as  forty 
survive?" 

NGC/PCGS  population  figures  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
extant  population  is  higher;  the  two  services  have  certified  about 
440  examples,  undoubtedly  including  numerous  resubmissions  and 
crossovers. 

This  Superb  Gem  ranks  among  the  four  finest-graded  examples, 
including  one  certified  PR67  Cameo  NGC,  as  this  piece  should  be 
graded.  The  reflective  fields  are  a  beautiful  orange-gold  and  estab¬ 
lish  pronounced  contrast  with  the  light  tan  motifs,  especially  when 
the  coin  is  tilted  slightly  under  a  light  source.  The  strike  is  complete 
throughout,  and  both  sides  are  immaculately  preserved.  A  coin  with 
great  eye  appeal.

coin  exemplifies  why  the  1862  is  considered  the  ultimate  date  for  a 
copper-nickel  cent  type  coin.  In  general,  strike,  mirroring,  and  plan- 
chet  problems  are  not  a  problem  on  1862  cents.  That  is  certainly  the 
case  on  this  coin.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  and  the  devices 
nicely  frosted,  which  gives  the  coin  a  pronounced  cameo  contrast 
on  each  side.  The  obverse  displays  an  even  reddish  coloration,  while 
the  reverse  tends  more  toward  the  original  whitish-tan  the  coin  had 
when  new.  This  is  a  memorable  coin  from  this  important  set  of  proof 
Indian  cents.

However,  the  emphasis  in  Philadelphia  was  certainly  on  quan¬ 
tity,  as  at  the  Superb  Gem  Red  level  of  the  present  coin,  there  are 
only  10  submissions  at  PCGS,  with  a  single  finer  (3/11).  The  surfaces 
are  uniformly  orange-red  on  both  sides  and  show  an  unusual  "crin¬ 
kly"  appearance,  as  made,  with  no  singular  contact  and  only  a  single 
small  dark  fleck  on  the  reverse,  above  U(NITED).

The 
strike  is  a  trifle  soft  in  the  date  area,  but  the  doubling  on  the  lettering 
is  as  crisp  as  a  collector  could  want.

proof  1856  trime,  but  the  production  total  must  have  been  quite 
small.  Walter  Breen  believed  only  30-40  specimens  survive  in  all 
grades,  and  the  present  coin  is  tied  with  one  other  example  for  finest 
certified  at  NGC  (2/11). 

This  splendid  Premium  Gem  proof  exhibits  faint  lilac  splashes 
on  otherwise  brilliant  silver  surfaces  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  that 
frame  its  lustrous  silver  devices.  Design  elements  are  bold  and  carry 
a  cameolike  presentation  on  the  fields.  In  fact,  this  piece  may  qualify 
for  a  Cameo  designation,  although  no  designation  is  currently  on  the 
holder.  The  fields  show  prominent  die  polishing  lines  that  are  usually 
encountered  on  true  proofs.

The  fully 
detailed  devices  are  thickly  frosted  and  offer  great  contrast  with  the 
surrounding  mirrors.  Aside  from  occasional  pale  gray  overtones,  the 
only  hint  of  patina  is  a  suggestion  of  green-gold  along  the  right  rims. 
A  stunning  Superb  Gem  specimen  that  is  entirely  deserving  of  its  Star

5036  1884  MS66  NGC.  Only  1,700  business-strike  three  cent 

nickels  were  struck  in  1884,  the  second  smallest  regular-issue  mint¬ 
age  of  the  series.  In  addition,  few  examples  were  saved  by  collectors 
in  1884,  and  the  date  has  a  low  survival  rate.  In  today's  market,  the 
1884  is  the  most  difficult  issue  of  the  series  to  locate,  outdistancing 
the  lower-mintage  1885.  The  1884  is  the  key  to  the  business-strike 
series. 

The  present  coin  is  a  delightful  Premium  Gem  with  sharply 
detailed  devices  and  strong  satiny  mint  luster.  Intermingled  shades  of 
green  and  lavender  toning  blanket  the  unmarked  surfaces.  Eye  appeal 
is  outstanding.

5037  1865  PR66  Deep  Cameo  PCGS.  The  three  cent  denomi¬ 

nation,  which  began  as  a  subsidiary  silver  coin,  had  faded  into 
near-irrelevance  by  1865,  when  the  copper-nickel  version  was  first 
produced.  The  "three  cent  nickels"  quickly  supplanted  their  silver 
counterparts,  thanks  to  a  first-year  production  of  more  than  11.3 
million  business  strikes,  more  than  double  the  mintage  of  any  other 
year.  While  the  business  strikes  of  1865  are  abundant,  their  proof 
counterparts  number  among  the  fewest,  with  somewhere  north  of 
500  specimens  made. 

That  makes  the  1865  proof  issue  challenging  regardless  of 
condition  and  puts  tremendous  pressure  on  the  few  Deep  Cameo 
survivors,  such  as  the  present  piece.  Light  green-gold  toning  cov¬ 
ers  parts  of  the  boldly  mirrored  fields,  while  the  devices  are  thickly 
frosted  nickel-white.  As  always,  strong  repunching  on  the  date  adds 
visual  interest.

piece,  made  its  circulation  debut.  Along  with  the  more  than  14  mil¬ 
lion  business  strikes  that  first  year,  some  600-plus  proofs  were  also 
produced  for  collectors,  unintentionally  creating  the  only  With  Rays 
proof  Shield  nickel  issue  that  is  accessible  to  most  contemporary 
numismatists. 

Of  course,  any  issue  has  its  extraordinary  representatives,  and 
this  Cameo  PR67  representative  is  sure  to  be  appreciated  by  even  the 
most  elite  collectors  of  nickels.  Faint  hints  of  peripheral  green-gold 
grace  otherwise  nickel-white  surfaces  that  shift  between  mirror- 
polish  in  the  fields  and  appreciable  frost  on  well-defined  devices.

Rays  Shield  nickels  were  apparently  struck,  then  restruck  at  various 
times,  according  to  extensive  research  conducted  by  John  Dan- 
nreuther,  published  in  the  June  2007  PCCS  Rare  Coin  Market  Report 
and  previously  summarized  in  the  2006  Bowers  Guide  Book  of 
Shield  and  Liberty  Head  Nickels. 

According  to  the  latter  reference: 

"The  1867  With  Rays  Proof  ...  is  a  classic  rarity.  Prob¬ 
ably  no  more  than  several  dozen  are  known;  there  are 
some  prooflike  Mint  State  coins  that  have  been  mistakenly 
called  Proofs.  The  mintage  is  unknown.  Students  of  the 
series  have  given  many  opinions,  including  the  statement 
that  no  Proofs  at  all  were  struck  until  several  years  later. 
John  Dannreuther,  who  has  studied  the  die  technicalities, 
has  demonstrated  that  Proofs  were  struck  on  several  runs. 
Per  the  same  authority,  an  estimated  15  originals  were 
made  in  1867,  plus  perhaps  three  or  more  times  that  many 
were  made  on  at  least  five  later  production  sequences. 
Likely,  dealers  with  close  connections  to  the  Mint  —  John 
W.  Haseltine  being  the  prime  example  —  simply  ordered 
more  Proofs  as  needed  for  store  stock.  The  depth  and 
breadth  of  such  restriking  is  just  beginning  to  be  appreci¬ 
ated,  with  new  leading-edge  scholarship  by  Dannreuther 
and  others." 

Among  the  characteristics  for  Dannreuther-1  are: 

— the  left  serif  of  the  1  in  the  date  over  the  right  half  of  a  dentil; 

— 7  in  date  recut; 

— the  lack  of  die  polish  within  the  vertical  stripes  at  the  bottom 
of  the  shield; 

— a  fully  detached  upper  right  olive  leaf; 

— and  probably  the  most  obvious  of  all,  the  frosted  devices  and 
deeply  reflective  fields,  indicative  of  fresh  dies. 

The  Bowers  reference  notes  further  down  that  "the  earliest  [die] 
state  was  used  to  strike  With  Rays  Proofs  on  or  before  February  8, 
1867,  then  Without  Rays  Proofs,  and  then  more  With  Rays  Proofs." 
This  piece  appears  to  be  a  later  die  state  of  the  obverse  as,  despite 
the  abundant  cameo  contrast,  some  of  the  leaves  are  assuming  a 
"hollowed"  look  and  a  couple  of  the  berries  are  detached,  sans 
stems. 

As  noted,  intense  contrast  is  evident  throughout,  and  the  surfac¬ 
es  are  mostly  nickel-gray,  with  faint  glints  of  rose  on  the  obverse.  We 
note  an  interesting  planchet  flaw  or  strike-through  on  the  right  part  of 
the  W  in  WE,  and  another  die  crack  on  the  reverse,  through  the  U  in 
UNITED  and  the  rays  below,  appears  to  connect  to  a  small  planchet 
lamination.  A  couple  of  other  minor  planchet  blemishes  appear  on 
the  reverse  under  a  loupe,  all  Mint-made.  There  are  no  other  obvious 
marks  or  contact  on  either  side.  An  appealing  and  interesting  coin  (as 
well  as  a  quite  rare  one)  that  should  prove  equally  rewarding  to  the 
type  collector  or  specialized  researcher.

base  of  the  1  in  the  date  is  over  the  left  portion  of  a  dentil.  The  lower 
portion  of  the  shield  displays  die  polish.  The  lower  shield  is  clear  for 
Dannreuther-1,  and  Dannreuther-3  has  the  left  base  of  the  1  over  the 
right  portion  of  a  dentil.  The  rarity  of  the  proof  1867  Rays  nickel  was 
known  to  collectors  at  an  early  date,  and  it  appears  that  the  Mint 
made  unofficial  restrikes  between  1867  and  1879,  likely  for  sale  at  a 
profit  to  well-connected  Philadelphia  dealers. 

The  1867  Rays  nickel  has  a  traditional  proof  mintage  of  25 
pieces,  which  presumably  applies  only  to  examples  struck  in  early 
1867.  In  the  2006  Guide  Book  of  Shield  and  Liberty  Head  Nickels, 
Q.  David  Bowers  estimates  a  mintage  of  55  to  80  proofs.  This  figure 
is  approximately  10%  of  the  1867  No  Rays  mintage,  and  less  than 
2%  of  the  proof  production  for  the  1883  Shield  nickel.  The  key  date 
status  of  the  proof  1867  Rays  variety  is  unchallenged. 

Delicate  plum-red,  gold,  and  ice-blue  toning  visits  this  flashy  and 
intricately  struck  Premium  Gem.  The  attractive  patina  is  undoubtedly 
the  inspiration  for  the  Star  designation  awarded  by  NGC.  For  those 
who  research  the  pedigrees  of  this  rare  variety,  we  note  a  small  plan- 
chet  flake  beneath  the  E  in  CENTS,  and  a  curly  Mint-made  lint  mark 
at  the  lower  right  corner  of  the  N  in  IN. 

NGC  has  seen  30  proof  1867  Rays  nickel  "certification  events" 
in  all  grades,  although  several  of  those  certainly  represent  dupli¬ 
cate  submissions  (3/11).  None  have  been  certified  as  Ultra  Cameo, 
and  none  have  been  certified  without  a  Cameo  designation  above 
the  PR65  level.  Four  proofs  are  graded  PR66  Cameo,  but  only  this 
piece  and  one  other  (or  the  present  piece  twice)  have  garnered 
the  Star  designation.  The  present  piece  thus  holds  the  honor  of 
tied  for  finest  NGC-certified,  assuming  the  two  pieces  are  different 
coins.  The  PCGS  population  is  similar,  with  none  encapsulated  as 
Deep  Cameo  and  none  certified  higher  than  PR66  with  or  without  a 
Cameo  designation.

A 
faint  olive-gold  overtone  across  parts  of  the  gleaming  mirrors  serves 
only  to  heighten  the  essential  contrast  between  fields  and  sharply 
struck,  thickly  frosted  devices.  Marvelously  preserved  with  only  a 
few  minuscule  irregularities,  such  as  a  tiny  toning  dot  at  the  lower 
right  obverse,  to  serve  as  future  pedigree  markers.

remarkable  to  many  numismatists  today  that  the  1916  Doubled  Die 
Obverse  nickel,  one  of  the  most  blatant  doubled  dies  of  any  U.S. 
denomination,  would  have  spent  nearly  half  a  century  in  obscu¬ 
rity  before  it  was  discovered.  Awareness  of  doubled  dies  and  similar 
varieties  was  not  widespread  before  1955,  the  year  the  bold  1955 
Doubled  Die  Obverse  cent  captured  the  public  imagination,  and 
many  important  varieties,  including  the  1916  Doubled  Die  Obverse 
nickel,  were  not  found  until  the  1960s. 

By  then,  many  examples  had  worn  to  some  degree.  While  this 
piece  experienced  a  degree  of  wear,  it  is  nonetheless  pleasing,  faintly 
luminous  with  peach-gray  patina  and  few  significant  marks.  This  is 
one  of  the  relative  handful  of  circulated  coins  that  creates  a  solid 
impression  of  "quality."

A  small  die  crack  crosses  the  high  point  of  the  Indian's 
cheek.  The  splendid  variegated  color  palette  comprises  gold,  olive, 
ice-blue,  and  lilac  in  pleasing  proportions.

1920s.  A  short  list  at  the  Gem  level  would  include  the  1918-S,  1921-

1926-S.  This  Gem  1923-S  Buffalo  is  certified  in  a  green-label  holder 
and  accompanied  by  the  CAC  green-label  approbation.  The  strike  on 
this  coin  is  incredible,  a  simply  amazing  strike  that  we  are  tempted 
to  call  full.  The  tail  is  split,  the  bison  is  shaggy,  the  horn  and  eye  are 
complete,  and  all  obverse  details  are  equally  pleasing.  Obviously 
beauty  and  fullness  of  strike  are  both  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder,  but 
we  recommend  a  personal  inspection,  as  it  will  not  disappoint.  The 
prevailing  color  is  a  light  olive-gray,  with  traces  of  iridescence  on  the 
obverse.

the  entire  series  —  and  survivors  in  any  grade  above  Fine  are  elusive. 
David  Lange's  reference  offers  these  comments: 

"Seemingly  the  most  difficult  date  in  the  series  in  grades 
VF-AU,  1924-S  is  also  quite  rare  in  mint  state.  Although 
largely  spared  the  technical  problems  that  plague  other 
key  dates,  it  is  rare  by  virtue  of  its  poor  survivorship  in 
desirable  grades.  1924-S  nickels  are  much  scarcer  than 
the  vaunted  1926-S  in  grades  VF-AU,  although  both  are 
rare  in  mint  state.  In  fact,  these  two  dates  are  tied  for 
first/second  place  with  the  lowest  certified  mint  state 
populations." 

This  Gem  example  is  certified  in  a  green-label  holder  and  also 
has  the  CAC  green  label.  Lovely  olive,  jade,  and  gold  hues  waft 
over  both  sides.  The  strike,  while  incomplete,  is  much  bolder  than 
normally  seen,  and  singular  contact  is  simply  a  nonissue.

5057  1937-D  Three-Legged  MS64  PCGS.  CAC.  FS-901.  The 

1937-D  Three-Legged  Buffalo  nickel  is  one  of  the  most  famous 
and  sought-after  error  coins  in  the  U.S.  federal  series.  The  1937-D 
was  produced  in  large  numbers,  and  the  dies  were  used  until  they 
developed  heavy  erosion  problems,  and  one  set  of  dies  clashed. 
Mint  employees  tried  to  erase  the  clash  marks  by  polishing  the  die 
surfaces.  An  unintended  consequence  of  this  procedure  was  the 
eradication  of  the  bison's  leading  foreleg.  The  error  went  unnoticed, 
and  the  coins  were  released,  most  examples  surfacing  in  Montana. 
The  variety  was  discovered  almost  immediately,  and  became  a  prime 
target  for  coin  hunters.  Its  popularity  remains  undiminished  today. 

The  present  coin  is  a  well  struck  Choice  example,  patinated  in 
attractive  shades  of  ice-blue  and  gold.  The  luster  is  a  trifle  subdued, 
as  David  Lange  notes  the  overworked  dies  caused  the  coins  to  have 
"very  diffused  light  reflection."  Overall,  this  coin  possesses  excellent

5058  1937-D  Three-Legged  MS65  NGC.  FS-901.  The  discovery 

of  the  Three-Legged  Buffalos  was  published  in  Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine  in  1937-38,  shortly  after  the  coins  were  minted.  This 
is  a  serendipity  for  collectors,  and  a  similar  story  to  the  later  1955 
Doubled  Die  Obverse  Lincoln  cent.  Both  were  found  soon  after 
their  creation,  and  today  examples  are  readily  obtainable  for  a  price 
in  nearly  any  grade  desired.  Only  in  the  highest  Mint  State  grades 
do  examples  command  extremely  steep  prices.  Both  are  also  avail¬ 
able  in  more  reasonably  attainable  Mint  State  grades  such  as  MS61 
through  MS63.  A  couple  of  thousand  Three-Leggeds  have  been  certi¬ 
fied  in  Mint  State  at  NGC  and  PCGS  combined,  with  a  only  a  small 
handful  in  the  MS66-67  range,  the  latter  only  at  NGC  (3/11).  Despite 
the  large  supply,  the  popularity  of  the  variety  is  such  that  buyers 
eagerly  snap  up  nice  examples  whenever  they  appear. 

This  coin  has  wonderfully  satiny  surfaces  with  even  rose  toning 
over  each  side.  The  satiny  mint  luster  is  noteworthy,  as  many  Three- 
Legged  nickels  have  subdued  mint  luster.  No  abrasions  are  apparent 
to  the  unaided  eye.

With  that  sentence  in  late 
1916,  Mint  Director  Frederich  von  Engelken  ended  regular  produc¬ 
tion  of  proof  sets  for  the  next  two  decades.  At  the  time,  only  600 
two-coin  minor  proof  sets  had  been  issued,  each  containing  a  matte 
proof  Lincoln  cent  and  a  Buffalo  nickel  such  as  the  present  piece. 
This  beautifully  textured  and  carefully  preserved  specimen  has  gen¬ 
erous  satiny  nickel-white  luster  with  pale  gold  and  peach  overtones 
gracing  parts  of  each  side.

The  present  coin  is  nonetheless  found  in  an  extremely  uncommon 
condition.  This  piece  is  one  of  only  two  MS68s  of  the  issue  certified 
at  NGC,  and  the  sole  possessor  of  the  Star  designation  for  superior 
eye  appeal.

was  minted  more  than  a  decade  before  the  Mint  began  its  commer¬ 
cial  offerings  of  proof  sets,  and  no  mintage  figures  were  recorded. 
The  number  struck  was  certainly  small,  probably  no  more  than  10-12 
examples.  The  known  specimens  are  all  of  the  V-2  variety,  with  the 
tops  of  all  the  numerals  in  the  date  touching  the  base  of  the  rock  and 
heavy  reverse  lettering.

David  Akers 
estimates  only  30-35  examples  are  extant  today  in  all  grades,  and  the 
date  is  very  rare  at  the  Premium  Gem  level.  This  is  only  the  third  time 
Heritage  has  been  privileged  to  handle  an  1856  half  dime  in  PR66. 
The  spectacular  Premium  Gem  offered  in  lot  1793  of  the  Milwaukee 
ANA  Auction  (Heritage,  8/2007)  realized  $17,250. 

The  present  coin  claims  an  illustrious  pedigree  to  the  famous 
John  Jay  Pittman  Collection.  Pittman  was  widely  known  for  the  high 
quality  of  his  coins,  and  this  example  more  than  lives  up  to  his  stan¬ 
dards.  Delicate  champagne  toning  on  the  obverse  and  light  heather 
toning  on  the  reverse  fail  to  subdue  the  brilliant  mirrored  finish  and 
distinct  cameo  contrast  of  this  Premium  Gem.  The  obverse  has  red¬ 
dish  splashes  that  provide  additional  character.  Both  sides  feature 
a  strong  strike  that  only  shows  weakness  along  the  obverse  border, 
with  a  few  tiny  planchet  flakes  on  otherwise  pristine  surfaces.

of  the  variety,  this  piece  is  tied  with  one  other  MS67  NGC  coin  for 
the  finest  certified  of  the  date  (2/11).  Star  6  is  high  and  close  to  the 
lower  edge  of  a  denticle,  the  ED  of  UNITED  is  close  and  even  at  the 
base,  and  the  I  in  the  motto  is  under  the  right  foot  of  the  second  T  in 
STATES. 

The  surfaces  display  bright  luster  and  are  enveloped  with  deli¬ 
cate,  variegated  cobalt-blue  and  pastel  tan  patination.  A  sharp  strike 
characterizes  the  design  elements,  except  for  softness  on  the  centrils 
of  stars  1  and  2,  and  on  those  along  the  right  border.  Minor  softness 
is  also  noted  on  some  of  Liberty's  hair  curls,  on  the  eagle's  neck 
feathers,  and  on  the  horizontal  lines  of  the  upper  right  part  of  the 
shield.

Encyclopedia  aptly  describes  this  variety:  "Wide  date,  'horned'  8, 
recut  3,  high  5,  UN  even  but  too  high.  Tall  0  in  10  C."  Stars  1  and  10 
touch  denticles  at  the  border.  The  D  ending  UNITED  is  noticeably 
lower  than  the  rest  of  the  word.  The  mintage  of  this  early  dime  issue 
is  unknown  but  minuscule  by  any  measure.  Some  sources  estimate 
the  entire  mintage  at  only  10  pieces,  although  that  figure  seems  on 
the  low  side.  This  piece  offers  smoke-gray  and  aqua  patina  over  sur¬ 
faces  that  show  considerable  cameo  contrast.

5068  1855  Arrows  MS68  NGC.  This  beautiful  Superb  Gem  type 

coin  is  close  to  brilliant,  although  specks  of  faint  tan  toning  are  pres¬ 
ent  here  and  there.  These  flecks  of  color  make  this  otherwise  brilliant 
coin  identifiable.  Three  faint  golden-brown  dabs  are  seen  in  the  right 
obverse  field  above  the  foot  of  Liberty,  and  a  similar  number  are 
located  in  the  left  obverse  field.  On  the  reverse  there  are  a  few  faint 
freckles  of  color  in  the  field  below  the  ME  in  DIME  and  just  above 
the  right  part  of  the  wreath.  The  design  motifs  are  well  struck  aside 
from  the  dentils  on  the  rim  on  the  lower  part  of  the  reverse.  The 
preservation  is  outstanding,  since  careful  evaluation  is  necessary  to 
locate  the  occasional  faint  grazes.  The  mint  luster  is  softly  frosted, 
and  the  essentially  untoned  appearance  of  the  coin  allows  full  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  lustrous  finish. 

Arrows  dimes  were  struck  for  only  three  years,  1853  to  1855.  By 
1849,  West  Coast  gold  was  mined  in  sufficient  quantity  to  increase 
the  relative  value  of  silver.  Silver  coins  were  promptly  hoarded  and 
melted.  The  Mint  responded  by  reducing  the  weight  of  silver  coins 
in  1853,  which  allowed  them  to  circulate.  Arrows  were  added  to  the 
date  to  denote  the  new  tenor.  The  1853  production  was  prodigious 
and  ended  the  shortage  of  silver  in  circulation,  but  by  1855,  mintages 
were  reduced  to  normal  levels  and  Mint  State  pieces  are  elusive.

Francisco  Mint  for  this  issue  of  190,000  coins,  as  Brian  Greer's  series 
reference  notes  that  most  of  the  survivors  show  the  same  die  crack. 
On  this  piece  it  passes  from  the  tops  of  187  in  the  date  to  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  rock  above  the  2,  and  to  the  left-side  corner  of  the  rock  in 
the  other  direction  up  to  UNITE,  sounding  a  bit  more  extensive  than 
the  Greer  description.  That  die  economy  was  a  theme  is  unsurpris¬ 
ing,  as  the  dies  were  all  made  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  shop,  nearly 
3,000  miles  away.  This  piece  is  well-struck  overall,  with  pinkish-gray 
surfaces  and  lots  of  eye  appeal.  The  weakness  on  the  left  side  of  the 
wreath  is  also  a  common  occurrence.

5070  1856  PR66  NGC.  The  mintage  figure  for  the  1856  proof 

Seated  Liberty  dime  is  unrecorded,  but  experts  estimate  only  35-45 
specimens  survive  today  in  all  grades.  A  search  of  auction  records 
reveals  only  four  prior  appearances  of  the  1856  proof  dime  in  Premi¬ 
um  Gem  condition  over  the  last  two  decades,  with  a  single  offering 
of  a  finer  coin  in  PR67.  The  fabulous  Superb  Gem  in  lot  1794  of  the 
Milwaukee  ANA  Auction  (Heritage,  8/2007)  realized  $29,900. 

The  present  coin  was  once  a  highlight  of  the  famous  Eliasberg 
Collection,  perhaps  the  most  famous  coin  collection  of  all  time, 
justly  noted  for  its  quality  and  completeness.  This  PR66  example  is 
a  worthy  representative  of  that  famous  holding.  Both  sides  exhibit 
satiny  devices  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  sufficient  contrast  that 
a  Cameo  designation  is  deserved,  although  this  piece  is  currently 
undesignated.  The  obverse  has  lovely  gold,  heather,  and  blue  toning, 
while  the  reverse  has  a  similar  but  lighter  presentation.  Minuscule 
marks  on  each  side  do  little  to  prevent  a  strong  grade  assessment.

Among  Philadelphia  issues  it  ranks  first  in  both  overall  Mint 
State  rarity  and  MS65  and  finer  rarity.  This  is  important  since  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  are  so  difficult  that  significant  date  pressure  has  tradition¬ 
ally  been  exerted  on  the  proofs  of  this  date.  This  is  a  wondrous  proof. 
The  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  on  each  side  and  set  up  a  "black" 
background  for  the  frosted  whiteness  on  the  devices.  The  centers 
are  dazzlingly  brilliant  and  surrounded  at  the  margins  by  golden-rose 
and  blue  rings  of  toning.  The  surfaces  appear  perfect,  even  with  mag¬ 
nification.

While 
numerous  Cameo  and  even  Deep/Ultra  dimes  can  be  located,  it  is 
evident  that  preservation  in  high  grades  was  a  particular  problem.  In 
general,  it  just  did  not  happen.  Only  one  other  PR67  Deep  Cameo 
has  been  certified  by  PCGS,  and  a  single  Ultra  Cameo  has  been 
graded  by  NGC  (3/11).  This  is  an  exceptional,  starkly  contrasted  proof 
with  deeply  reflective  mirrors  in  the  fields  and  equally  thick  mint 
frost  over  the  devices.  As  one  would  suspect  from  a  PR67,  there  are 
no  contact  marks  on  either  side.

Cameo  1900  dime  certified  by  PCGS.  It  remains  so  today  (3/11).  Each 
side  of  this  stunning  coin  is  brilliant  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  and 
heavily  frosted,  contrasting  devices.  The  1900  dime  is  an  under¬ 
recognized  rarity  with  Deep/Ultra  Cameo  contrast.  Only  nine  total 
pieces  have  been  certified  in  all  grades  and  range  from  PR62  to  this 
piece  (which  is  tied  with  four  examples  at  NGC).  Both  obverse  and 
reverse  are  virtually  perfect,  with  no  obvious  flaws;  the  only  pedigree 
identifier  might  (or  might  not)  be  a  milky  spot  of  color  at  the  top  of 
the  wreath  on  the  reverse.

The  strike  is  sharp,  especially  on 
the  reverse  bands,  and  the  high  points  show  only  the  slightest  trace  of 
wear.  Gold  and  blue  shadings  grace  amply  lustrous  surfaces  that  are 
remarkably  unabraded,  and  the  eye  appeal  as  a  whole  is  excellent.

tion.  In  the  context  of  the  Joshua  II  Collection,  this  coin  was  unusual 
in  that  it  was  not  a  Superb  Gem,  though  this  is  hardly  the  fault  of  the 
collector;  PCGS  has  still  not  certified  a  single  MS67  Full  Bands  piece 
in  its  Population  Report  (3/11),  and  there  are  just  six  MS66  Full  Bands 
coins  tied  for  finest.  This  is  one  of  them,  brightly  lustrous  with  subtly 
frosted  surfaces  beneath  ethereal  but  colorful  patina.  Green-to-gold 
peripheral  toning  is  most  prominent,  while  the  centers  offer  a  mix  of 
silver-gray  and  subdued  rose.

5076  1921-D  MS67  Full  Bands  NGC.  The  1921-D  is  definitely  a 

semikey  along  with  the  1921  in  the  Mercury  dime  series  compared 
to  the  vaunted  1916-D  key,  and  grade  for  grade  they  are  much  more 
available  and  less  expensive  than  their  earlier  counterpart.  The 
upside  to  this,  however,  is  that  nice  Mint  State  examples  are  at  least 
available  and  comparatively  affordable  in  relation  to  the  '16-D. 

The  present  example,  however,  is  no  ordinary  Mint  State  exam¬ 
ple,  but  rather  one  of  only  two  Full  Bands  examples  certified  at  NGC, 
and  there  are  none  finer  (3/11).  (The  finest  at  PCGS  are  15  MS66  Full 
Bands  submissions.)  This  piece  exhibits  superb,  swirling  mint  luster 
over  surfaces  that  are  lightly  toned  in  shades  of  pale  lilac  and  rose.  A 
pronounced  die  crack  appears  on  the  obverse,  running  from  the  rim 
left  of  the  first  1  to  the  upper  part  of  the  neck,  a  not-infrequent  occur¬

is  perhaps  the  best-known  strike  rarity  of  the  past  65  years.  It  is 
unknown  why  quality  control  was  so  lax  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in 
1945,  but  the  result  was  that  extremely  few  dimes  were  produced 
with  a  complete  split  in  the  reverse  horizontal  bands.  According  to 
Lange:  "1945-P  is  the  rarest  coin  in  the  series  with  full  bands."  This 
piece  is  well  struck,  with  attractive  ice-blue  and  light  gold  toning. 
The  focal  features  are  crisply  defined,  and  the  central  crossbands  are 
fully  separated.  The  fields  are  smooth  and  pristine,  while  two  or  three 
tiny  ticks  on  the  central  devices  are  the  only  evidence  of  contact  or 
handling.  With  fulsome  luster,  this  beautiful  coin  could  form  the  cen¬ 
terpiece  of  any  advanced  Mercury  dime  collection.  Population:  13  in 
66  Full  Bands,  3  finer  (3/11).

5078  1796  VF35  PCGS.  B-2,  R.3  The  variety  with  the  high  6, 

nearly  touching  the  drapery,  is  more  plentiful  than  the  low  6  vari¬ 
ety,  although  neither  variety  is  seen  with  any  frequency.  As  the  first 
year  of  issue  for  the  denomination  and  the  only  year  for  the  Small 
Eagle  reverse  design  type,  this  issue  receives  extraordinary  demand 
from  type  collectors  on  top  of  its  importance  to  date  and  variety 
collectors. 

The  example  offered  here  is  remarkable  for  its  preservation.  It  is 
finer  than  usually  encountered,  and  incredibly,  exhibits  no  problems 
other  than  the  usual  minor  hairlines  and  abrasions  received  from  cir¬ 
culation.  The  silver-gray  fields  darken  to  steel-gray  near  the  borders, 
with  lighter  gray  devices.  Traces  of  pale  blue  and  iridescent  toning

example  of  the  more  elusive  (very  scarce)  die  pair  for  this  one-year 
design  type.  Both  sides  show  diagnostic  die  cracks  of  the  advanced 
state;  the  1  in  the  date  has  a  crack  at  the  left  side  on  the  obverse, 
while  the  reverse  shows  a  spidery  crack  connecting  the  letters  in  OF. 
While  a  relative  handful  of  Mint  State  1796  quarters  are  available  to 
modern  collectors,  the  vast  majority  of  them  are  of  the  more  com¬ 
mon  (though  still  scarce)  B-2  variety. 

In  fact,  while  this  NCC-graded  MS63  example  would  not  make 
the  Condition  Census  for  the  B-2  variety  (as  listed  in  Early  United 
States  Quarters  by  Tompkins,  where  all  slots  are  taken  up  by  MS64 
and  MS65  examples),  as  a  B-1,  it  is  nominally  tied  for  second  in  the 
census,  behind  only  an  "MS65+"  example  offered  as  part  of  the 
Eliasberg  Collection.  In  practice,  this  representative  probably  ranks 
third,  since  the  tie  is  with  a  "Choice  BU  Prooflike"  coin  offered  by 
RARCOA  in  August  1980,  a  coin  that  would  have  a  solid  chance  of 
bearing  a  higher  grade  today. 

One  need  not  be  a  specialist  in  early  quarters  to  appreciate 
this  Select  example,  of  course;  even  type  enthusiasts  recognize  the 
inherent  condition  rarity  and  appeal  of  a  coin  such  as  this.  Signifi¬ 
cantly  reflective  fields  shine  through  green-gold,  aqua,  and  blue-gray 
toning,  and  well-defined  devices  are  faintly  frosted.  The  reverse  has 
a  number  of  crisscrossing  adjustment  marks  that  should  not  be  inter¬ 
preted  as  damage,  and  indeed  will  not  be  by  the  sophisticated  col¬ 
lector,  who  will  appreciate  them  as  part  of  the  coin's  charm.  For  the 
two  1796  quarter  varieties  combined,  Census:  7  in  63,  11  finer  (2/11).

Previously  Unpublished  Die  State 

5080  1805  —  Improperly  Cleaned  —  NGC  Details.  XF.  B-4, 

Low  R.4.  This  remarkable  1805  Draped  Bust  quarter  displays  promi¬ 
nent  clash  marks  on  both  sides,  indicating  this  piece  represents  a 
rare,  previously  unpublished  die  state  of  the  scarce  B-4  die  mar¬ 
riage.  The  B-4  variety  is  distinguished  by  the  large  reverse  stars  and 
the  position  of  25  in  the  denomination  close  to  U  in  UNITED.  The 
large  star  punch  was  used  throughout  1806  and  1807,  indicating  this 
reverse  die  was  probably  the  last  one  produced  in  1805.  Both  the 
Browning/Breen  reference  and  Steve  Tompkins'  Early  United  States 
Quarters  1796-1838  indicate  the  B-4  marriage  is  only  known  with 
perfect  dies.  In  an  extremely  unusual  circumstance,  probably  due  to 
a  shortage  of  die  steel,  the  used  obverse  die  was  annealed  and  a  6 
was  punched  over  the  5  in  the  date  to  create  an  obverse  for  use  in 
1806.  While  overdating  dies  was  not  unusual  during  this  time  period, 
most  overdates  were  made  from  leftover  dies  that  had  not  been  pre¬ 
viously  used,  as  the  dies  became  hardened  and  brittle  with  striking. 
Paired  with  the  same  reverse  used  on  the  B-4  variety,  this  overdated 
obverse  was  used  to  strike  the  B-1  variety  of  the  1806  quarter.  Both 
standard  quarter  references  suggest  the  1806  B-1  quarter  is  known 
with  perfect  dies  in  its  initial  die  state.  We  can  only  conclude  the 
1805  B-4  dies  clashed  late  in  the  year,  and  must  have  been  lapped 
to  remove  the  clash  marks  before  being  overdated  for  use  in  1806. 
The  fact  that  both  the  1805  B-4  and  1806  B-1  varieties  are  usually 
seen  with  weak  striking  details  would  camouflage  any  loss  of  detail 
incurred  during  the  lapping. 

A  new  reference  on  early  quarters,  Early  Quarter  Dollars  of  the 
United  States  Mint  1796-1838,  by  Rory  Rea,  Dr.  Glenn  Peterson, 
Bradley  S.  Karoleff,  and  John  J.  Kovach,  Jr.,  is  now  at  the  printers. 
Noted  early  quarter  specialist  and  author  Rory  Rea  was  kind  enough 
to  let  us  know  this  reference  does  not  list  clashing  on  the  1805  B-4 
quarter,  but  does  note  a  few  minor  die  cracks  on  the  reverse.  The  die 
cracks  are  noted  on  the  initial  state  of  1806  B-1  as  well,  not  perfect 
dies.  About  the  clashing,  Rea  states,  "Off  the  top  of  my  head,  I  don't 
believe  I  have  seen  a  clashed  example.  Not  on  the  Pittman  specimen, 
not  on  my  old  AU  example,  and  not  on  the  high  grade  examples  in 
my  data  base."  We  believe  this  previously  unrecorded,  clashed  die 
state  of  the  1805  B-4  quarter  must  be  extremely  rare,  but  further 
study  may  bring  other  examples  to  light. 

The  coin  offered  here  shows  little  actual  wear,  but  displays 
the  typical  softness  on  the  central  details,  especially  the  shield  and 
reverse  star  4.  Dramatic  clashing  is  apparent  on  the  obverse,  with 
a  cloud  and  a  star  clearly  impressed  in  the  left  obverse  field,  imme¬ 
diately  adjacent  to  the  bust.  Other  clash  marks  are  observed  in  the 
right  obverse  field  before  Liberty's  face  and  below  the  bust.  On  the 
reverse,  the  clash  marks  show  through  the  stars,  beside  the  eagle's 
wings,  arrows,  and  wreath.  The  surfaces  exhibit  the  unnatural  bright¬ 
ness  usually  associated  with  a  previous  cleaning,  but  attractive  gold 
and  green  toning  is  returning  to  the  peripheries.  Altogether,  this  coin 
is  an  attractive  representative  of  a  scarce  variety  and,  to  date,  pos¬ 
sibly  unique  in  this  die  state.

The  present  piece,  while  an  early  die  state,  has  a  crack  in  the 
field  above  the  Liberty  cap,  identifying  the  variety.  This  Choice  Mint 
State  specimen  has  subdued  silver  luster  with  bold  design  definition 
and  faint  champagne  toning.  The  B-2  is  the  most  common  1818 
quarter  variety  and  is  the  die  marriage  most  often  chosen  for  type 
collections.

Capped  Bust  quarter  claims  a  mintage  of  286,000  pieces,  and  the 
B-1  is  the  most  available  of  the  five  die  varieties  known  for  the  date. 
This  specimen  is  from  a  late  die  state,  with  the  reverse  die  rotated 
about  45  degrees  clockwise  from  the  usual  alignment.  The  dies  have 
been  lapped,  and  the  lower  leaves  on  the  olive  branch  are  detached. 
Several  clash  marks  are  still  evident  below  Liberty's  ear. 

The  present  coin  is  a  sharply  detailed  Choice  example,  with 
original  iridescent  gold  and  powder-blue  patina.  Strong  mint  luster 
is  evident  beneath  the  toning.

The  obverse  also  shows  several  wispy  die  cracks,  and  an  interesting, 
extensive  area  of  apparent  die  polishing  to  the  right  of  and  inside  the 
right  portion  of  the  shield.  On  the  reverse  a  long,  spindly  die  crack 
runs  through  ITED  STAT,  to  the  top  of  E(S),  to  the  base  of  OF  AMER, 
upward  through  ICA  to  terminate  at  the  rim  above  the  last  A.  Besides 
the  interesting  two-sided  variety-die  state,  this  early  Seated  quarter  is 
the  sole  Gem  certified  of  this  issue  at  NGC,  with  a  single  piece  finer 
(3/11).  The  silver  centers  complement  rim  toning  of  copper-gold,  with

5084  1857  MS67+  NGC.  This  one  of  those  occasional  numis¬ 

matic  treasures  that  we  Heritage  catalogers  get  to  enjoy  before  the 
bidders  —  a  coin  that  simply  should  not  exist  in  so  high  a  grade. 
Antebellum  Seated  quarters,  even  when  Mint  State,  usually  hover 
around  the  MS63-MS64  grade,  with  the  infrequent  MS65  or  MS66. 
This  incredible  MS67+  example  is  one  of  the  two  finest  of  the  issue, 
despite  the  large  mintage  approaching  10  million  coins.  Fabulous 
iridescent  toning  prevails  on  each  side.  The  rim  on  the  obverse  has 
concentric  rings  of  varying  shades  of  blue  and  then  rose,  with  a 
golden-rose  center.  The  reverse  is  sky-blue  accented  with  rose-gold 
on  each  side.  Bright  underlying  frosted  luster  only  serves  to  make  the 
color  pop  that  much  more.  The  strike  is  a  bit  soft  on  each  side,  and  as 
expected  for  the  high  grade,  no  mentionable  contact  marks  appear.

Perhaps  Six  Mint  State  Coins  Survive 

5085  1867-S  MS63  ANACS.  The  mintage  of  48,000  pieces 

sounds  sufficient  for  a  number  of  higher-grade  1867-S  quarters  to 
have  survived,  but  that  is  not  the  case.  Beginning  with  the  Cold  Rush 
in  1849  and  the  subsequent  influx  of  miners  and  hangers-on,  subsid¬ 
iary  coinage  was  in  great  demand  in  northern  California.  World  coins 
were  used  until  the  San  Francisco  Mint  opened  in  1854,  and  then 
non-U. S.  coinage  was  banned  in  1857.  Once  world  coins  were  no 
longer  usable  in  the  channels  of  commerce,  great  pressure  was  put 
upon  San  Francisco  to  produce  a  substitute.  This  increased  demand 
was  coupled  with  a  distinctly  Western  affinity  for  silver  and  gold 
coins  rather  than  paper  money,  the  result  predictably  being  the  high 
attrition  rates  of  S-mint  subsidiary  coinage.  Probably  no  more  than  a 
half-dozen  Uncirculated  1867-S  quarters  are  known  today.  This  solid 
MS63  example  exhibits  softly  frosted  mint  luster  abundantly  evident 
beneath  rose  and  emerald-green  toning  over  each  side.  The  strike  is 
sharp  throughout,  and  the  only  mark  of  any  note  is  a  horizontal  abra¬ 
sion  that  connects  Liberty's  right  shin  and  star  13.  (#5471)

5086  1870-CC  VG10  NGC.  In  April  1997,  the  finest  known 

example  of  the  1870-CC  quarter,  the  Eliasberg  Collection  specimen, 
cataloged  as  MS-64  prooflike  by  Bowers  and  Merena  and  far  and 
away  the  finest  known,  brought  a  staggering  $187,000  at  auction. 
Carson  City  Mint  chronicler  Rusty  Goe  says  that  the  auction,  along 
with  an  1876-CC  twenty  cent  piece  on  the  same  night,  "kicked  prices 
up  a  notch,"  and  they  have  been  going  ever  since. 

The  1870-CC  Seated  quarter,  with  a  recorded  mintage  of  8,340 
pieces,  is  in  demand  in  all  grades.  This  Choice  VG  piece  has  pinkish- 
gold  surfaces  that  display  extensive,  grade-consistent  wear,  but  no 
singular  abrasions  aside  from  a  few  thin  marks  on  Liberty's  legs  and 
shield.  A  tiny  area  near  star  1 0  is  an  apparent  planchet  flaw.  The  rims 
are  full  around  both  sides,  LIBERTY  is  complete,  and  the  mintmark  is 
clear,  with  the  second  C  weaker  than  the  first  as  always.  A  classic  rar¬ 
ity  in  U.S.  coinage,  this  piece  should  see  heated  demand  at  auction

5087  1886  MS67  PCGS.  Only  5,000  business-strike  Seated  Lib¬ 

erty  quarters  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1886,  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  small  mintage  of  886  proofs.  The  1886  is  the  rarest  date 
of  the  series  in  circulated  grades,  and  Mint  State  survivors  are  often 
mistaken  for  proofs  because  of  their  prooflike  surfaces.  The  coin 
offered  here  exhibits  prooflike  reflectivity  in  the  fields,  but  the  stars 
show  strong  centrils  and  the  reverse  shows  the  effects  of  lapping, 
both  diagnostics  of  a  regular-issue  coin.  Superb  Gem  survivors  are 
extremely  rare. 

The  present  coin  is  a  sharply  struck  Superb  Gem,  but  die  polish¬ 
ing  has  resulted  in  a  lack  of  detail  in  some  areas.  Liberty's  neckline 
and  the  rock  above  the  date  show  a  little  softness,  while  the  eagle's 
tail  below  the  shield  is  faint.  Attractive  greenish-gray  and  violet  ton¬ 
ing  enhances  the  pristine  fields.

A  remarkable  Premium  Gem  proof,  this  1856  quarter  exhibits 
gold,  violet,  and  blue  toning  on  the  obverse  with  lighter  champagne 
inside  a  frame  of  gold  and  blue  on  the  reverse.  The  fields  are  deeply 
mirrored  with  sharply  defined,  satiny  devices.  All  proof  1856  quarters 
exhibit  the  die  bulge  visible  at  the  right  side  of  the  reverse  on  this 
specimen.  Walter  Breen  estimated  perhaps  30  examples  of  the  1856 
proof  quarter  survive  in  all  grades.  NGC  has  certified  only  two  coins 
in  PR66,  with  none  finer,  while  PCGS  has  graded  a  single  Premium 
Gem  proof,  also  with  none  finer  (2/11).

5089  1858  PR66  NGC.  At  one  time  the  reported  mintage  for  all 

proof  silver  coins  in  1858  was  just  80  pieces  of  each  denomination. 
As  recently  as  20  years  ago,  the  figure  of  80  coins  was  still  used, 
including  in  Larry  Briggs'  reference  on  the  Seated  quarters.  However, 
today,  the  Guide  Book  records  a  mintage  of  300  proofs,  a  figure  that 
is  merely  an  estimate.  The  actual  proof  mintage  for  all  silver  denomi¬ 
nations  in  1858  remains  unknown.  For  every  denomination  the 
number  of  certified  proofs  falls  in  the  range  of  113  to  164  coins,  fig¬ 
ures  that  admittedly  include  resubmissions,  but  are  still  substantially 
higher  than  the  old  report  of  80  pieces  minted.  This  was  the  first  year 
that  proofs  were  widely  distributed  to  contemporary  collectors. 

This  Premium  Gem  proof  exhibits  multihued  toning  with  deli¬ 
cate  blue  and  lavender.  Both  sides  are  fully  mirrored  and  sharply 
detailed  with  light  cameo  contrast.  Slight  design  doubling  appears  at 
the  lower  right  part  of  the  reverse.  An  outstanding  opportunity  for  the 
proof  Seated  connoisseur.

This  second  die  pair  has  three  prominent  die 
lines  extending  up  from  the  left  base  of  the  rock,  nearly  reaching 
the  border  below  star  1.  The  reverse  has  QUAR.  DOL.  recut.  This 
incredible  Superb  Gem  Cameo  proof  exhibits  full  silver  brilliance 
with  no  evidence  of  toning  on  either  side.

1873,  converted  subsidiary  coinage  to  the  metric  system,  and  in  so 
doing  slightly  increased  the  weight  of  silver  planchets.  Passage  of  the 
legislation,  sometimes  known  as  the  "Crime  of  '73,"  discontinued  the 
two  cent  piece,  three  cent  silver,  half  dime,  and  silver  dollar,  at  the 
same  time  creating  the  Trade  dollar  and  moving  the  Mint  offices  from 
Philadelphia  to  Washington,  D.C. 

The  arrows  were  a  distinguishing  mark  to  easily  identify  the 
new  coins  from  the  old-tenor  silver  pieces.  The  weight  change  was 
so  slight  that  old  blanks  remained  within  Mint  tolerance  and  prob¬ 
ably  stayed  in  use.  A  further  result  of  the  1873  act  was  an  order  sent 
to  San  Francisco  and  Carson  City  to  melt  all  older  coins  on  hand, 
creating  rarities  for  collectors  today.  In  two  instances,  the  order  com¬ 
pletely  eliminated  a  particular  issue.  No  1873-S  Seated  half  dollars  or 
dollars  are  known  today,  despite  mintages  of  5,000  and  700  coins, 
respectively. 

Only  540  proof  1873  Arrows  quarters  were  struck.  The  cur¬ 
rent  specimen  is  tied  with  one  other  PR68  as  the  finest  certified  by 
the  two  major  services,  that  other  coin  graded  PR68  Cameo  NGC.

Even  so,  there  are  only  16  specimens  at  both  services  that  have 
achieved  the  Deep  or  Ultra  Cameo  designation  (the  same  number  as 
when  we  offered  this  piece  four  years  ago).  Of  those  coins,  however, 
the  present  coin  is  the  solitary  PR68  ★  at  NGC,  and  its  shares  with  a 
single  PR67  *  the  honor  of  being  awarded  the  Star  designation  (3/11). 
The  finest  Deep  Cameos  at  PCGS  are  five  submissions  at  the  PR67 
level. 

White-on-black  contrast  immediately  grabs  the  viewer's  atten¬ 
tion,  and  the  heavily  frosted  motifs  appear  to  glide  over  the  deep 
watery  fields  when  the  piece  is  rotated  beneath  a  light  source.  A 
powerful  strike  emboldens  the  design  features,  leaving  no  areas  with 
even  a  hint  of  softness.  Immaculately  preserved,  completely  untoned 
surfaces  round  out  this  coin's  fantastic  eye  appeal.

Clearly,  the  Mint  engravers  and 
technicians  had  fully  mastered  the  techniques  of  proof  coinage  at  this 
juncture.

it,  but  they  narrowly  escaped  a  series  called  the  "Woolley."  Tom 
LaMarre  wrote  in  a  Coins  Magazine  article  in  September  2009  that 
"Mint  Director  Robert  W.  Woolley  was  involved  in  overseeing  the 
preparation  of  the  quarter  design  in  the  Mint  that  the  Gettysburg 
Times  predicted  would  be  known  as  the  'Woolley  quarter'  or  simply 
the  'Woolley.'  "  The  small  mintage  of  52,000  1916-dated  Standing 
Liberty  quarters,  the  first  of  the  new  design,  would  see  circulation  in 
early  1917  along  with  the  1917  Type  One  issues.  This  briefly  circu¬ 
lated  piece  still  retains  noticeable  amounts  of  mint  luster.  The  bright 
surfaces  displays  only  the  slightest  hints  of  golden  toning  on  each 
side.  A  few  small  marks  appear  on  the  obverse.

5130  1916  MS61  NGC.  The  1916  Standing  Liberty  quarters  were 

released  only  a  short  time  after  the  Panama-Pacific  commemorative 
coins  of  1915,  and  the  original  design  had  much  in  common  with 
those  coins  commemorating  the  Panama  Canal  completion.  Design¬ 
er  Hermon  MacNeil's  original  concept  had  dolphins  flanking  Liberty 
on  each  side  of  her  pedestal,  symbolizing  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
oceans,  as  on  the  octagonal  fifty  dollar  gold  pieces  of  the  previous 
year.  Sprigs  of  laurel  joined  the  dolphins'  tails  to  LIBERTY,  and  the 
rim  had  a  cable  design  rather  than  beads  and  pellets.  One  reverse 
design  had  olive  branches  tied  with  ribbons  near  the  rim. 

MacNeil  later  thought  better  of  his  dolphins  and  received  per¬ 
mission  from  the  Mint  to  make  changes.  Fortunately,  the  design  as 
finally  released  in  1917  was  a  cleaner,  less-cluttered  one.  The  Stand¬ 
ing  Liberty  quarter  design  remains  a  favorite  of  collectors  today,  and 
the  key  1916  and  1918/7-S  issues  are  at  the  top  of  many  collectors' 
want  lists. 

This  piece  is  remarkably  lustrous  for  an  MS61.  It  is  also  remark¬ 
ably  free  from  any  distracting  abrasions.  The  strike  is  strong  through¬ 
out,  and  each  side  has  just  a  tinge  of  light  rose-colored  toning,  all 
adding  up  to  a  remarkably  attractive  coin  in  this  grade.  (#5704)

is  the  unquestioned  key  to  the  series,  especially  if  one  chooses  to 
exclude  the  variety  overdate,  1918/7-S.  All  the  other  series  issues  are 
obtainable,  even  if  some  are  conditional  rarities.  The  1916  quarter 
has  enough  distinguishing  characteristics  that  even  dateless  Fair  or 
Poor  specimens  can  occasionally  be  cherrypicked  from  bulk  90% 
silver  coinage.  The  finest  specimen  certified  at  PCCS  (and  pictured 
on  the  CoinFacts  website)  is  a  marvelous  MS67+  Full  Head  example 
with  glorious  amber  and  cherry  patina  on  portions  of  the  obverse,  a 
visual  treat.  The  finest  at  NCC  are  three  submissions,  each  graded 
MS67  Full  Head.  While  this  may  not  be  one  of  the  league  with  these 
finest  known  examples,  it  is  nevertheless  a  well-struck  Uncirculated 
piece,  quite  a  rarity  in  itself.  Each  side  has  subdued  gray  and  golden- 
rose  patina  with  an  undercurrent  of  blue.  The  only  abrasion  of  note  is 
a  short  reeding  mark  on  Liberty's  left  (facing)  breast.  (#5704)

out  by  collectors  cognizant  of  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of 
the  issue.)  With  the  increased  collecting  of  Full  Head  specimens, 
collectors  have  also  become  aware  of  the  unusual  strike  attributes  of 
the  1916  Standing  Liberty  quarter.  Even  AU55  and  AU58  examples 
can  sometimes  meet  the  criteria  for  Full  Head  certification,  providing 
a  viable  alternative  to  Mint  State  Full  Head  pieces,  which  are  much 
more  pricey  and,  of  course,  less  available  in  any  case.  The  fields  and 
high  points  of  the  devices  on  this  piece  only  show  slight  thinning  of 
the  mint  luster  —  a  small  difference  between  this  and  a  technically 
Uncirculated  coin.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  display  pronounced 
mattelike  granularity,  and  there  are  no  mentionable  marks  on  either 
side.

pieces.  To  keep  the  coins  from  being  hoarded,  they  were  withheld 
from  circulation  that  year  and  later  released  mixed  with  1917  Type 
One  quarters.  Fortunately,  a  number  of  high-end  pieces  have  sur¬ 
vived,  among  them  this  Full  Head  near-Gem.  Golden  toning  ranges 
from  antique  shadings  at  the  borders  to  pale  gold-gray  at  the  frosty 
centers.

5134  1918/7-S  MS65  PCGS.  CAC.  FS-101.  An  unknown  quantity 

of  overdated  1918/7-S  quarters  were  struck  from  a  single  obverse 
die  and  released  into  circulation.  These  pieces  circulated  freely,  and 
the  overdate  was  not  discovered  until  nearly  20  years  after  the  coins 
entered  commerce;  as  a  consequence,  few  Mint  State  survivors  are 
known  today,  and  in  most  Uncirculated  grades,  the  1918/7-S  has  the 
highest  price  among  dates  and  varieties  listed  in  the  Guide  Book. 

In  the  August  2001  edition  of  The  Numismatist,  Brian  A.  Silli- 
man's  ANA  Authentication  Bureau  column  looked  at  the  1918/7-S 
Standing  Liberty  quarter  and  supplied  two  useful  diagnostics,  apart 
from  the  overdate: 

"The  most  notable  characteristic  of  genuine  specimens  is 
a  die  clash  in  the  protected  recess  next  to  Liberty's  right 
knee.  It  can  be  seen  on  most  specimens,  even  those  grad¬ 
ing  Good  and  Very  Good. 

"Another  important  diagnostic  is  a  small  'pimple'  of  extra 
metal  above  and  to  the  right  of  the  last  digit  of  the  date. 
However,  it  is  hard  to  discern  (or  virtually  invisible)  on 
very  worn  specimens." 

Since  the  present  example  is  a  beautiful  and  thoroughly  well- 
preserved  Gem,  both  markers  are  easy  to  spot;  the  former,  in  particu¬ 
lar,  shows  that  it  is  the  E  from  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  on  the  reverse. 
The  devices  are  well  struck,  save  for  slight  softness  on  the  shield  and 
head,  with  only  the  lack  of  an  earhole  precluding  Full  Head  status. 
Hints  of  pink-gold  toning  grace  the  brightly  lustrous  and  otherwise 
silver-white  surfaces.  The  sole  mark  warranting  individual  mention 
is  noted  on  Liberty's  midsection,  on  the  line  formed  by  the  words  IN

with  high  or  moderate  levels  of  wear,  Mint  State  coins  are  elusive 
regardless  of  where  they  fall  in  the  spectrum.  This  is  a  Premium  Gem 
representative,  flashy  silver  with  pink  and  purple  toning  that  deepens 
to  claret  in  crescents  among  the  lower  and  left  borders.  Softly  struck 
on  Liberty's  head  and  shield  but  otherwise  an  impressive  example.

Guide  Book,  and  one  of  the  best  known  examples  of  the  1950-D/S 
variant  is  offered  here.  Satin-frost  surfaces  are  largely  brilliant  with 
faint  but  delightful  accents  in  pink  and  gold.  The  sharp  unaided  eye 
can  detect  an  anomaly  in  the  mintmark  area,  and  under  magnifica¬ 
tion  the  curve  of  the  S  under  the  D  is  easily  appreciated.  For  the

nally  placed  the  date  low,  merged  with  the  denticles,  and  corrected 
his  mistake  in  the  normal  centered  position  between  the  border  and 
bust,  creating  a  distinctive  and  boldly  recut  date.  This  advanced  die 
state  has  clash  marks  in  the  obverse  and  reverse  fields,  with  a  heavy 
obverse  die  crack  from  the  upper  border  through  the  E  to  the  hair, 
ear,  and  center  dot.  Another  crack  joins  stars  3  through  7. 

This  scarce  variety  is  popular  with  collectors  and  rarely  seen  in 
high  grades.  An  amazing  Gem  from  the  St.  Oswald  sale  appeared  in 
our  February  1995  auction,  and  a  slightly  finer  AU58  specimen  car¬ 
ries  a  provenance  from  the  famous  Eliasberg  Collection.  The  present 
specimen  appears  to  be  the  third  finest  survivor  from  the  die  pair. 

Only  a  trace  of  high-point  wear  is  evident  on  this  lustrous 
example.  Both  sides  are  nicely  detailed  with  an  excellent  strike  and 
full  borders.  Trivial  surface  marks  are  visible  beneath  lovely  gold  and

Bust  Small  Eagle  half  dollar,  bearing  the  date  1796  or  1797,  is  usually 
absent  from  even  advanced  type  collections.  When  an  example  does 
make  an  infrequent  appearance  at  auction  it  may  well  exhibit  impair¬ 
ments  such  as  whizzing,  scratches,  digs,  plugs,  graffiti,  or  corrosion. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  specimen  without  problems,  even  in  the  grades 
of  Good  or  Very  Good,  might  put  it  out  of  the  price  range  of  most 
collectors.  The  present  Fair  offering,  showing  just  honest  wear,  is 
therefore  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  the  collector  seeking  to  obtain 
this  important  key  to  a  U.S.  type  set. 

Apparently  an  early  die  state  with  no  visible  evidence  of  the 
crack  through  stars  1  to  4.  This  well-worn  example  has  a  complete 
bust,  a  sharp  date,  and  a  dozen  fully  outlined  stars,  with  a  few  border 
dentils  visible  at  the  lower  edge.  The  reverse  is  worn  smooth  with 
no  visible  details.  Most  important  about  this  piece,  in  addition  to 
the  sharp  and  complete  date,  is  the  surface  quality.  There  are  a  few 
microscopic  lines  and  marks,  including  a  tiny  reverse  rim  nick  at  12 
o'clock,  but  it  is  essentially  a  problem-free  coin.  Both  sides  are  light 
tan  with  wisps  of  delicate  blue  on  the  obverse.

Small  Eagle  half  dollar  of  1796-1797  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  type 
coins  in  American  numismatics,  regardless  of  the  level  of  preserva¬ 
tion.  It  certainly  exhibits  the  highest  value,  on  a  grade-for-grade 
basis,  of  any  U.S.  type  coin.  Consequently,  it  is  absent  from  most 
collections. 

The  VF25  offering  in  this  lot  is  a  perfect  fit  for  a  mid-  to  high- 
grade  collection.  Medium  gray  fields  highlight  silver-gray  devices, 
yielding  a  pleasing  two-tone  patination.  Liberty's  hair  displays  excel¬ 
lent  detail  for  the  grade,  as  does  most  of  the  drapery.  About  one-half 
of  the  eagle's  feather  detail  is  visible,  and  the  right  (facing)  talons  are 
nearly  full.  The  dentilation  is  nearly  complete  on  both  sides,  a  signifi¬ 
cant  attribute  for  a  1797  half  that  ordinarily  shows  extensive  weak¬ 
ness  along  the  right  obverse.  The  wreath,  clouds,  and  lettering  also 
stand  out.  We  mention  a  few  unobtrusive  marks  solely  for  pedigree 
purposes:  one  near  the  rim  to  the  lower  right  of  star  1,  a  diagonal 
mark  beneath  Liberty's  chin,  and  one  to  the  upper  right  of  the  eagle's 
beak. 

The  reverse  of  this  coin  is  significant  in  that  it  approaches  the 
terminal  die  state  of  Overton's  1797  101a  variety,  as  seen  by  myriad 
die  cracks.  While  many  of  them  are  worn  off  on  lower-grade  exam¬ 
ples,  the  present  specimen  retains  several  diagnostic  cracks.  We 
describe  them  for  the  benefit  of  early  half  dollar  specialists  who  col¬ 
lect  by  die  state.  First,  a  crack  runs  from  the  lower  right  side  of  the  O 
in  OF  through  the  palm  leaves  to  the  wing.  Second,  a  crack  extends 
from  the  rim  between  D  and  S  through  the  wreath  to  the  wing. 
Finally,  a  crack  travels  from  the  rim  through  the  first  T  in  STATES  and 
the  wreath  to  the  eagle's  neck.  The  absence  of  the  final-stage  crack, 
which  will  form  a  right  angle  with  the  latter  one  and  travel  through 
the  bottoms  of  ST  to  join  perpendicularly  the  crack  between  D  and  S, 
precludes  this  piece  from  being  classified  as  the  "terminal  die  state." 

In  summary,  this  is  an  attractively  patinated,  well-defined  coin 
that  exhibits  a  late  die  state.  As  such,  it  will  elicit  spirited  bidding 
among  type  and  variety/die  state  collectors  as  well  as  those  simply 
interested  in  owning  a  classic  piece  of  Americana.

This  lovely  piece  has  a  typical  strike  that  shows  softness  on 
the  left  obverse  stars,  the  lower  hair  curls,  the  reverse  stars,  and  the 
clouds.  The  centering  is  adequate  although  imperfect,  with  narrow 
borders  at  the  top  on  each  side,  suggesting  the  dies  were  out  of 
alignment.  Both  sides  exhibit  full  satin  luster  beneath  a  lovely  dis¬ 
play  of  rose,  blue,  and  champagne  toning.  Contact  marks  are  trivial.

dollars  are  some  of  the  greatest  delicacies  available  to  collectors  of 
early  U.S.  Mint  products.  The  1818  (as  opposed  to  1818/7)  proofs  are 
all  believed  to  be  from  the  0-113  die  pair;  two  overdated  die  pairs, 
0-101  and  0-102,  are  responsible  for  a  single  proof  each.

A  fourth  coin,  ex:  Superior  (7/2003),  called  a  proof  or  speci¬ 
men  striking,  sold  at  a  steep  discount  compared  to  the  results  of  the 
Clapp-Eliasberg  and  Hain-Byers  pieces. 

While  there  is  doubt  about  that  fourth  coin,  there  can  be  little 
about  this  marvelous  Gem  proof,  which  is  both  profoundly  mirrored 
under  green-to-gold  and  aqua-gray  field  toning  and  lightly  frosted 
on  the  high  points  of  sharply  struck  devices.  Surface  preservation  is 
excellent,  with  only  a  few  disruptions  in  the  field  above  the  eagle's 
head  and  scattered  elsewhere.  As  noted  in  other  places,  the  strike  is 
softly  offset  toward  2  o'clock  on  the  obverse,  so  that  the  lower  left 
obverse  dentils  are  longer  there  than  in  other  places,  but  this  is  a  his¬ 
torical  curiosity  as  opposed  to  any  kind  of  problem.

specimens  are  accepted  as  proofs  to  varying  degrees.  One  of  the  few 
proof  coins  Walter  Breen  admitted  to  not  having  examined  in  his  leg¬ 
endary  Proof  Encyclopedia,  where  he  wrote: 

"Normal  date.  Repeatedly  reported  but  not  seen  by  me, 
though  several  deceptive  early  strikes  are  around.  First 
auctioned  in  the  J.N.T.  Levick  sale  of  October  1864  (W. 
Elliott  Woodward,  auctioneer),  Cleneay:1154,  illustrated; 
several  flat  stars.  Waldo  Newcomer  had  one,  #1440  in 
his  private  catalogue,  unattributed,  possibly  the  Levick 
(?)  -  Cleneay  coin;  it  cost  him  $25  back  in  the  early  1920's, 
which  was  then  a  high  price  even  for  proofs." 

Interestingly,  Breen  does  not  record  the  offering  of  the  present 
coin  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  November  1954,  as  lot  230;  from  there  it 
went  into  the  Norweb  Collection,  later  to  be  offered  as  lot  3079  in 
Norweb  III  (Bowers  and  Merena,  November  1988).  This  piece  was 
linked  speculatively  to  the  Levick  -  Cleneay  pedigree  in  both  its 
Norweb  appearance  and  its  initial  Heritage  appearance  (see  below), 
and  the  absence  of  other  examples  of  the  0-1 1 1  as  a  proof  make  that 
descent  the  most  plausible,  though  there  will  always  be  a  measure  of 
uncertainty  where  the  coin  was  before  the  Mehl  auction. 

Heritage  had  the  privilege  of  offering  this  piece  in  its  January 
1996  FUN  Auction,  and  we  are  proud  to  do  so  once  again.  Last  time, 
the  cataloger  wrote:  "This  piece  has  exceptionally  deep  mirrors  in 
the  fields  with  quite  a  different  'look'  to  it  than  a  prooflike  business 
strike,  even  though  several  of  the  peripheral  stars  are  not  fully  struck. 
Both  sides  show  light  golden  toning,  and  the  devices  have  a  moder¬ 
ate  amount  of  mint  frost  which  provides  a  modest  contrast  on  each 
side." 

The  presence  of  a  few  flat  stars  is  a  constant  refrain  in  the 
descriptions  of  the  proof  0-111  1823  half  dollars  throughout  history. 
More  subtle  visual  markers  that  turn  up  in  the  Norweb  and  Heritage 
1996  plate  appearances  include  a  tiny  dark  toning  dot  at  the  back  of 
Liberty's  cap  and  two  areas  of  planchet  roughness  on  the  reverse, 
one  on  either  side  of  the  eagle's  neck.  Though  lightly  hairlined  with 
a  pinscratch  trailing  from  the  M  in  AMERICA,  this  is  a  fundamentally 
pleasing  specimen  that  will  prove  to  be  a  star  in  whatever  cabinet  of 
early  U.S.  coinage  holds  it  next.  (#6198)

tinction  of  being  struck  after  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  circulation-strike 
coins  produced  from  its  die  pair.  Both  dies  show  evidence  of  wear; 
the  obverse  stars  are  drawn  toward  the  rims,  while  the  first  and  last 
letters  of  AMERICA  are  filled  at  the  top.  Nonetheless,  this  is  a  no¬ 
questions  proof  with  intense,  slightly  flawed  mirrors  around  softly 
frosted  devices.  Color  is  mostly  gold  with  blushes  of  rose  and  ele¬ 
ments  of  blue  at  the  margins.

5147  1839  No  Drapery  MS64  PCGS.  CAC.  The  Christian 

Cobrecht  Liberty  Seated  design  debuted  on  the  silver  dollars  of 
1836  with  Flying  Eagle  reverse,  spreading  to  the  silver  half  dimes 
and  dimes  in  1837,  the  quarters  of  1838,  and  the  No  Drapery  half 
dollars  of  1839,  before  finally  ending  up  more  than  a  quarter-century 
later  on  the  obverse  of  the  silver  twenty  cent  pieces  introduced  in 
1875.  The  Liberty  Seated  half  dollar  design  lasted  more  than  50  years 
through  1891,  although  the  No  Drapery  is  a  single-year  type,  and  in 
extreme  demand  as  such. 

The  mintage  of  No  Drapery  half  dollars  approached  2  million 
coins,  but  circulated  examples  prevail.  Even  pieces  in  the  lower  Mint 
State  grades  are  very  rare  (Wiley-Bugert  estimate  Low  R.6  in  Mint 
State),  and  examples  at  the  near-Cem  level  of  the  present  specimen 
are  memorably  elusive.  There  are  also  a  few  proofs  known  of  the 
1839  No  Drapery  and  they  are  impossibly  rare,  with  fewer  than  a 
half-dozen  examples  known  today.  The  fabulous  George  M.  "Buddy" 
Byers  Collection  (Stack's,  10/2006)  contained  an  example  cataloged 
as  "brilliant  proof,  one  of  apparently  4  known." 

The  present  near-Gem  business  strike  is  softly  impressed,  as 
usual  for  the  issue,  with  attractive,  softly  frosted  mint  luster.  Con¬ 
sistent  with  the  grade,  there  are  few  impairments  or  obvious  signs 
of  contact.  The  only  identifying  blemish  is  a  reeding  mark  near  the 
reverse  border  near  8  o'clock.  Each  side  displays  medium-density 
reddish-golden  patina,  with  accents  of  blue  around  the  margins. 
There  is  no  sign  of  the  reverse  die  cracks  that  some  business  strikes 
and  proofs  alike  exhibit.  A  memorable  Seated  half,  not  soon  to  be 
bettered  among  even  the  most  advanced  collectors.

the  chief  coiner's  specimen  of  the  original  Confederate  half  dollar 
came  to  the  attention  of  Philadelphia  collector  Charles  E.  Mason,  Jr. 
in  1879,  he  bought  it  from  the  coiner,  along  with  the  reverse  die  used 
to  strike  the  Confederate  halves.  Mason  in  turn  sold  the  coin  and  die 
to  New  Yorker  J.W.  Scott,  who  manufactured  his  own  "Confederate" 
halves  by  planing  down  the  reverses  of  genuine  1861-dated  U.S. 
half  dollars  and  stamping  the  blanked  sides  with  the  Confederate 
reverse  die.  This  process  created  the  flattened  obverses  which  have 
become  a  signature  of  the  Scott  Restrikes,  and  the  characteristic  is  on 
full  display  with  the  present  piece.  Otherwise,  the  coin  is  normal  as 
can  be  with  pale  golden  luster,  a  few  streaks  of  darker  toning  at  the 
margins  of  the  Liberty  side,  and  no  wear  on  the  Confederate  devices.

The  present  piece  is  the  latest  die  state  seen,  with  additional  cracks 
that  are  unlisted  in  Bill  Bugert's  specialized  reference:  A  Register  of 
Liberty  Seated  Half  Dollar  Varieties,  Volume  I,  San  Francisco  Branch 
Mint.  The  obverse  die  appears  on  WB-5  and  WB-6,  while  the  reverse 
die  appears  on  WB-4  and  WB-5. 

The  obverse  has  heavy  clash  marks,  and  all  of  the  cracks 
recorded  for  WB-5  and  WB-6,  along  with  an  additional  crack  diago¬ 
nally  through  the  field  left  of  the  date.  There  is  also  a  bold  die  chip  on 
Liberty's  left  (upper)  thigh. 

The  reverse  is  also  the  latest  seen  with  additional  unrecorded 
die  cracks.  The  following  additional  cracks  are  noted:  from  the 
eagle's  beak  through  the  field  toward  the  first  S,  from  the  top  of  the 
right  (facing)  wing  into  the  field  well  below  the  first  A  in  AMERICA, 
from  the  final  A  through  all  three  arrowheads,  and  through  the  base 
of  DOL  to  the  period  after  L  and  turning  sharply  to  a  dentil  below  the 
lower  arrowhead. 

The  late  die  state  of  both  dies  suggest  that  this  might  be  a  remar¬ 
riage  of  WB-5,  following  production  of  WB-6.  This  amazing  Gem 
has  slight  peripheral  weakness  with  stronger  central  details.  The 
surfaces  are  remarkable  with  light  silver  at  the  centers,  within  a  frame 
of  vivid  gold  and  iridescent  toning.

This  date  circulated  heavily  in  the  regional  economy,  and  most 
examples  seen  are  in  XF  or  lower  grades.  The  last  time  Heritage  was 
privileged  to  offer  a  specimen  in  MS62  was  in  lot  10213  of  the  San 
Francisco  ANA  Signature  Auction  (Heritage,  7/2005),  which  realized 
$35,793.75. 

The  present  coin  is  sharply  detailed  in  most  areas,  but  star  13  is 
a  little  flat,  and  the  neckline  shows  a  touch  of  softness.  The  surfaces 
display  mottled  green  patina,  with  a  few  touches  of  cerulean-blue.

one  in  U.S.  numismatics.  Henry  R.  Linderman  began  his  second 
term  as  Mint  director,  serving  until  1878.  The  Latin  Monetary  Union, 
comprising  France,  Italy,  Belgium,  and  Switzerland,  adopted  a  gold 
standard.  The  "Crime  of  '73"  legislated  the  two  cent  piece,  trime, 
and  silver  half  dime  out  of  existence,  omitted  the  Seated  Liberty  silver 
dollar  from  the  list  of  authorized  coins,  introduced  the  Trade  dollar, 
and  increased  the  weight  of  minor  silver  coinage.  The  half  dollar's 
weight  increased  from  12.44  gm  to  12.50  gm  of  .900  fine  silver. 

The  present  coin  is  a  stunning  Gem  half  dollar,  with  the  arrows 
at  the  date  to  mark  the  change  in  composition.  This  example  offers 
lush  shades  of  olive-green  on  the  obverse  that  complement  pinkish- 
silver  and  pastel  lilac-blue  hues  on  the  reverse.

would  be  the  first  clue  to  the  subsequent  rarity  of  this  issue,  although 
the  Western  economy  managed  to  grind  many  examples  down  to 
basal  state  through  attrition.  This  was  a  time  and  place  where  hard 
money,  gold  and  silver,  did  the  talking.  Wiley-Bugert  today  rate  the 
issue  rare  in  XF  and  above,  very  rare  in  Mint  State.  The  WB-101, 
as  here,  shows  a  straight  die  line  through  the  ES  in  STATES,  and 
early  states,  also  here,  show  a  "tine  resembling  a  cowlick  off  the 
eagle's  head."  This  piece  has  generous  cartwheel  luster  over  attrac¬ 
tively  toned  golden-pink  surfaces.  The  strike  is  better  than  expected, 
despite  a  few  toned-over  roller  marks  that  appear  in  the  centers  of 
each  side.

However  many  coins  were  created,  it  is  doubtful 
that  one  could  find  a  more  beautiful  proof  1858  half  dollar  than  this 
PR66  Cameo  representative,  border-toned  blue  and  gold  with  silver 
interiors  that  show  sharp  contrast  between  mirrors  and  frost.

The  strength  of  the  special  nature  of 
the  striking  of  this  coin  does  not  rest  solely  on  the  Breen  letter  that 
accompanies.  Rather,  close  examination  of  the  texture  of  the  coin 
tells  the  viewer  much  more  than  is  revealed  in  the  brief  letter  from 
Walter.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  from  rim  to  rim  on  each 
side.  This  includes  areas  in  the  fields  between  the  design  motifs;  for 
example,  between  the  arrowheads  on  the  reverse.  Often  on  branch 
mint  proof  dollars  we  have  examined,  incomplete  die  polish  is  seen 
behind  the  eagle's  head  or  between  the  leaves  in  the  wreath.  This 
piece  exhibits  none  of  those  signs  of  incomplete  die  polish,  a  feature 
that  underscores  the  careful  production  of  this  coin. 

Comparison  is  inevitable  to  the  SP66  ★  1892-0  half  we  offered 
in  Central  States  two  years  ago.  That  coin  also  displayed  no  incom¬ 
plete  die  polishing.  The  main  difference  in  the  fields  between  the  two 
coins  is  that  light  cleaning  has  partially  subdued  the  flash  on  this  half, 
and  the  reverse  periphery  is  deeply  toned.  Also,  the  SP66  coin  was 
completely  brilliant.  The  strike  on  this  piece  is  notably  stronger  than 
on  the  SP66.  Just  the  slightest  weakness  is  seen  here  on  the  eagle's 
plumage. 

On  the  coin  offered  two  years  ago,  mention  is  made  of  light  die 
cracking  on  the  reverse.  We  see  very  slight  die  clashing  below  star 
12  (not  apparent  on  the  SP66  coin),  and  a  microscopic  die  crack  can 
be  seen  between  the  tops  of  AM.  As  speculated  in  the  Central  States 
catalog  in  2009,  this  may  mean  the  dies  were  cracked  (and  slightly 
clashed)  prior  to  striking.  This  seems  more  reasonable  than  cracking 
and  clashing  after  a  perfect  first  strike. 

In  addition  to  these  two  special  strikings,  there  may  be  a  third 
one.  In  a  Bowers  auction  from  August  2010,  an  MS62  that  was  noted 
with  prooflike  fields  brought  $16,100,  indicating  at  least  two  bidders 
thought  there  was  something  special  about  that  coin. 

The  letter  that  accompanies  this  coin  is  on  FCI  letterhead  and 
dated  April  19,1979.  It  reads: 

"This  certifies  that  I  have  examined  the  accompanying 
coin  and  that  I  unhesitatingly  declare  it  genuine  and  as 
described. 

"It  is  an  1892  O  half  dollar,  struck  with  exceptional  sharp¬ 
ness  at  least  equal  to  that  of  1892  Philadelphia  proofs, 
from  polished  dies,  on  a  polished  blank.  Without  the 
mintmark  there  would  be  no  doubt  of  this  coin's  proof 
status.  With  it,  I  am  still  forced  to  conclude  that  it  was 
intentionally  so  made." 

Each  side  has  a  slight  layer  of  golden-gray  patina  with  deeper 
color  around  the  margins,  which  is  much  more  pronounced  on  the 
reverse.  We  are  not  quite  certain  why  the  coin  was  not  encapsulated 
as  a  Specimen  —  perhaps  because  of  the  light  cleaning  and  subse¬ 
quent  subduing  of  the  fields.  However,  we  feel  confident  bidders 
will  see  this  coin  as  a  specially  produced  half  dollar  from  the  New 
Orleans  Mint  with  the  first  year  of  Charles  Barber's  design.

al  specimen  and  one  of  the  very  finest  to  survive  of  this  elusive  date 
and  mint.  The  surfaces  are  quite  attractive,  with  strong  luster  and  no 
distracting  nicks  or  marks.  The  reverse  is  particularly  smooth.  Lightly 
toned  with  a  blush  of  russet-gold  near  the  periphery.  For  an  1896- 
O,  this  coin  is  well  struck,  although  the  fletchings  and  right  shield 
corner  lack  complete  detail.  These  areas  are  always  seen  with  some 
degree  of  softness  in  the  strike  for  this  date  and  mint.  No  die  cracks 
or  clashes  are  seen,  similar  to  the  Eliasberg  coin.  When  it  comes  to 
rarity,  this  date  has  long  been  known  to  be  one  of  the  most  difficult  to 
locate  in  true  Gem  condition.  David  Lawrence  rates  this  issue  second 
only  to  the  1904-S  in  the  series  in  overall  Mint  State  rarity.  A  review 
of  the  great  auction  sales  of  the  past  decades  will  turn  up  few  that 
can  compare  to  the  present  coin.  When  David  Akers  last  cataloged 
the  present  coin,  he  noted  that  it  was  surpassed  only  by  the  Eliasberg 
specimen,  a  piece  that,  like  many  of  the  Eliasberg  coins,  originated 
with  numismatist  J.M.  Clapp,  who  purchased  it  directly  from  the 
New  Orleans  Mint  in  August  1896  (Bowers  and  Merena,  4/1997,  lot 
2077).  An  important  opportunity  for  the  advanced  Barber  specialist. 
While  there  is  a  single  MS67  piece  now  certified  at  PCGS,  we  would 
not  be  at  all  surprised  to  find  that  to  be  the  Eliasberg  coin,  making 
this  splendid  piece  still  second  (and  not  by  much)  in  the  Condition 
Census  for  the  issue.

narrow  borders  with  thin  skeins  of  similar  color  reaching  into  blue- 
green  interiors,  defines  the  eye  appeal  of  this  S-mint  Barber  half. 
Under  the  toning  is  a  carefully  preserved  coin  that  comes  remarkably 
close  to  Superb  Gem  status  with  only  a  few  tiny,  scattered  marks  on 
satiny  surfaces.  This  century-old  date  was  little-saved  at  the  time  of 
release,  and  a  mintage  of  1,764,000  pieces  has  left  few  opportunities 
for  high-end  survivors  such  as  the  present  piece.  PCGS  has  certified

from  perfect  dies,  with  no  evidence  of  cracks,  clash  marks,  or  other 
signs  of  die  wear.  This  Superb  Gem  exhibits  some  strike  weakness, 
probably  due  in  part  to  parallel  rolling  lines  visible  on  both  sides. 
Two  small  marks  on  Liberty's  cheek  are  all  that  separate  this  piece 
from  virtual  perfection.  Both  sides  of  this  piece  exhibit  frosty  lus¬ 
ter  and  full  mint  brilliance  beneath  gorgeous  original  toning.  The 
obverse  has  delicate  gold  at  the  center,  with  a  lovely  frame  of  blue, 
green,  and  yellow.  The  reverse  is  deeper-colored,  with  lilac-brown  at 
the  center  surrounded  by  thick  iridescence. 

The  San  Francisco  Mint  only  coined  1,764,000  Barber  half  dol¬ 
lars  in  1909.  However,  census  data  suggests  that  a  small  group  of 
high-grade  pieces  may  have  been  preserved.  The  combined  NGC 
and  PCGS  population  records  12  MS66  coins  and  seven  MS67 
specimens.  A  single  MS68  NGC  coin  that  appeared  in  our  January 
2005  sale  of  the  Hugon  Collection  no  longer  appears  on  the  NGC 
Census  Report.  The  Hugon  coin  is  now  MS67  PCGS  and  part  of  the 
Shireman  Registry  Set  of  Barber  half  dollars.

dollar  is  widely  known  as  a  condition  rarity,  and  the  issue  is  almost 
always  seen  with  incomplete  details  on  Liberty's  hand  and  head.  The 
eagle's  leg  typically  lacks  definition  on  the  reverse.  Considering  coins 
in  Gem  condition  or  better,  the  1919-D  is  the  rarest  coin  of  the  Walk¬ 
ing  Liberty  series.  The  present  high-end  Choice  specimen  offers  qual¬ 
ity  approaching  the  Gem  level,  without  the  automatic  price  increase 
incurred  when  upgrading  from  the  MS64  category. 

The  present  coin  is  a  delightful  MS64+  specimen,  with  vibrant 
satiny  mint  luster.  The  mostly  brilliant  surfaces  display  just  a  few 
wisps  of  gold  and  ice-blue  toning.  The  design  elements  exhibit  the 
expected  softness  on  the  central  devices,  with  a  little  more  detail 
than  usual  showing  on  Liberty's  hand.

5215  1921  MS64  PCGS.  This  is  an  important  opportunity  for  the 

advanced  collector  to  add  this  low-mintage  rarity  to  an  advanced  set 
of  Walkers.  The  1921  has  the  second-lowest  mintage  in  the  entire 
series,  and  in  all  grades  it  is  one  of  the  rarest  issues.  However,  in  spite 
of  its  low  mintage  it  appears  quite  a  few  pieces  were  set  aside  at  the 
time  of  issue  in  Uncirculated  grades,  certainly  more  than  its  D-  and 
S-mint  counterparts.  A  few  slight  abrasions  on  each  side  prevent 
a  higher  grade.  The  surfaces  are  frosted  with  a  hint  of  champagne 
toning,  and  the  striking  details  are  especially  well  defined  on  the

5216  1921  MS64  NGC.  Following  the  Great  War  (as  it  was 

known  then),  the  return  of  veterans  to  the  United  States  and  the 
wind-down  of  munitions  manufacturing  sparked  a  recession  and 
a  significant  rise  in  unemployment.  As  a  result,  commerce  was 
subdued,  and  thus  demand  for  new  coinage  was  at  a  low.  It  is  little 
wonder  that  the  years  from  1919  to  1922  are  such  fertile  ground  for 
low-mintage  issues  and  condition  rarities.  Among  them  is  the  1921 
half  dollar,  with  production  under  a  quarter-million  pieces.  This  near- 
Gem  survivor  has  distinct  gold-orange  patina  over  strongly  lustrous 
surfaces  and  a  decent  strike.  NGC  has  graded  35  numerically  finer

this  postwar  Denver  issue,  especially  on  Liberty's  head  and  branch 
hand  and  the  eagle's  upper  body.  Gold-peach  overtones  grace 
strongly  lustrous  and  faintly  frosted  fields,  while  the  unworn  devices 
are  more  silver-gray.  With  a  mintage  of  just  208,000  pieces,  the 
1921-D  is  among  the  most  elusive  and  in-demand  Walking  Liberty 
half  dollars  regardless  of  grade,  and  it  hardly  comes  as  a  surprise  that 
the  date  is  conditionally  scarce  at  the  Select  level.  NGC  has  certified

5218  1921-S  MS64  NGC.  Production  of  Walking  Liberty  half  dol¬ 

lars  was  reduced  drastically  in  1921  at  all  three  mints.  The  resump¬ 
tion  of  silver  dollar  coinage  absorbed  the  lion's  share  of  resources,  as 
record  numbers  of  Morgan  dollars  were  coined  to  act  as  backing  for 
Silver  Certificates.  The  San  Francisco  Mint  actually  had  the  highest 
half  dollar  production  total  for  the  year,  at  a  paltry  548,000  pieces. 
The  fact  that  the  1921-S  had  a  larger  mintage  than  its  Denver  and 
Philadelphia  counterparts  may  have  caused  collectors  to  overlook 
the  issue,  and  few  examples  were  saved  for  numismatic  purposes. 
Today  the  1921-S  is  the  rarest  coin  of  the  series  in  Mint  State  grades. 

The  elusive  nature  of  the  1921-S  was  recognized  at  an  early 
date,  and  offerings  at  public  auction  always  brought  high  prices. 
The  specimen  in  lot  695  of  the  Will  Neil  Collection  (B.  Max  Mehl, 
6/1947)  realized  $52.50,  a  staggering  price  for  a  silver  coin  that  was 
only  26  years  old  at  the  time.  The  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar  was 
still  the  current  series  in  1947,  although  it  would  be  replaced  by  the 
Franklin  design  the  following  year.  In  more  recent  times,  the  magnifi¬ 
cent  MS65  PCCS  coin  in  the  Anne  Kate  Collection  realized  $161,000 
in  2006. 

While  the  present  coin  is  not  quite  a  match  for  the  Anne  Kate 
specimen,  it  will  still  serve  as  the  cornerstone  of  a  fine  Walking 
Liberty  half  dollar  collection.  This  attractive  Choice  example  dis¬ 
plays  more  detail  on  Liberty's  head  than  the  average  1921-S,  which 
is  known  for  its  soft  strike.  This  piece  also  shows  some  separation 
between  the  thumb  and  index  finger,  although  the  area  does  display 
the  typical  flatness  and  lack  of  detail.  Mint  luster  is  strong  and  satiny, 
and  the  surfaces  exhibit  areas  of  light  gold  and  gray  toning.  This  offer¬ 
ing  represents  an  important  opportunity  for  the  advanced  Walking 
Liberty  collector.

mintage  rarities  of  the  Walking  Liberty  series  —  its  mintage  amounts 
to  nearly  2  million  pieces  —  the  1928-S  is  well-established  as  a 
conditionally  elusive  issue.  Gems  such  as  the  present  piece  are  bor¬ 
derline  condition  rarities,  while  anything  finer  is  extremely  rare.  The 
present  beauty  has  strong,  swirling  silver  luster  through  the  interiors 
with  gold,  orange,  and  russet  elements  splashed  liberally  through  the 
border  zones.  Softly  struck  on  Liberty's  head  and  hand,  though  this 
is  a  minor  quibble  in  context.

half  dollar  claims  a  low  mintage  of  just  4.1  million  pieces,  and  the 
issue  is  noted  for  its  weak  strike.  Rick  Tomaska  calls  the  1953-S  "the 
weakest-struck  date  in  the  series  ...  far  and  away  the  rarest  date  in 
MS-65  with  full  bell  lines."  These  caveats  should  be  borne  in  mind 
when  examining  the  present  coin,  which  does  show  a  little  softness 
in  some  areas,  but  is  much  superior  to  the  usual  specimen  in  this 
respect.  Currently,  PCGS  has  certified  22  coins  in  MS65  Full  Bell 
Lines,  with  a  single  coin  finer,  while  NGC  has  seen  only  four  exam¬ 
ples  in  this  exalted  grade,  with  none  finer  (3/11).  The  coin  offered 
here  offers  vibrant  mint  luster  and  mostly  brilliant  surfaces,  with  hints 
of  gold  and  ice-blue  toning.  This  coin  is  one  of  the  finest  representa¬

This 
piece,  housed  in  a  green-label  PCGS  holder,  exhibits  pewter-gray 
surfaces  with  delicate  gold  toning  on  the  high  points.  Traces  of  pale 
blue  heighten  the  eye  appeal  of  this  Choice  XF  dollar.  A  few  small 
blemishes  are  evident  on  each  side,  with  minor  adjustment  marks  at

This  splendid  piece,  housed  in  a  green-label  PCGS 
holder,  represents  the  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves  type.  Both  sides 
have  lovely  blue-gray  patina  with  additional  gold,  emerald,  and  violet 
toning.  The  surfaces  have  only  a  few  minuscule  marks  of  no  con¬ 
sequence.  This  highly  appealing,  lightly  circulated  1795  dollar  will 
appeal  to  a  broad  audience.

R.2.  Less  than  2,000  1797  silver  dollars  survive  in  all  grades,  and  few 
are  equal  to  or  finer  than  this  near-Mint  representative.  The  average 
grade  for  468  NCC-certified  1797  silver  dollars  is  37,  and  only  13 
examples  are  graded  AU58,  with  just  13  others  in  Mint  State  grades 
(3/11),  the  census  including  all  three  die  varieties. 

This  lovely  piece  exhibits  nearly  full  mint  frost  with  brilliant  and 
highly  lustrous  silver  surfaces.  Both  sides  have  a  few  trivial  handling 
marks  consistent  with  the  grade.  Light  adjustment  marks  at  the  center 
of  the  reverse  are  inconsequential,  and  most  of  the  surface  marks 
appear  to  remain  from  the  original  planchet  before  this  piece  was 
struck.  The  left  obverse  and  reverse  show  weak  details,  with  the  bal¬

However,  current  col¬ 
lectors  consider  the  variety  scarce,  with  100  to  200  known.  It  is  still 
harder  to  locate  than  either  of  the  other  two  1797  varieties. 

Grading  is  difficult,  as  the  obverse  is  usually  much  sharper 
than  the  reverse,  as  it  is  on  this  example.  The  grade  of  such  coins  is 
normally  based  on  the  sharper  side,  as  in  the  1922  Plain  cent,  which 
is  always  graded  by  the  reverse  alone.  Both  sides  of  this  piece  have 
light  gray  surfaces,  the  obverse  also  showing  a  delicate  frame  of  iri¬

This  sharply  defined  specimen  is  nicely  centered  with  complete 
borders,  strong  star  details,  and  visible  breast  and  tail  feathers.  The 
surfaces  are  frosty  and  lustrous  with  friction  only  visible  on  the  high 
points.  Both  sides  have  lovely  iridescent  toning  over  the  frosty  luster. 
With  only  four  or  five  Mint  State  pieces  known,  the  present  example

The  reverse  die  cracks  are  advanced  on  this  intermediate  die 
state  specimen.  Although  considered  one  of  the  most  plentiful  1799 
silver  dollar  varieties,  Mint  State  examples  are  elusive  with  only 
about  a  dozen  such  pieces  known. 

This  satiny  example  has  pleasing  surfaces  that  exhibit  a  few  triv¬ 
ial  marks  beneath  central  gold  and  mustard  toning,  with  peripheral 
iridescence.

This  early  striking  lacks  the 
diagonal  die  clash  mark  above  the  eagle's  wing,  and  as  such  is  one  of 
the  400  pieces  struck  in  early  December  1836.  Many  of  these  coins 
were  set  aside  as  mementoes  of  this  radically  different  and  artisti¬ 
cally  accomplished  design.  This  was  apparently  just  such  a  coin. 
The  only  detracting  feature  is  evidence  of  slight  handling,  which 
accounts  for  the  PR58  grade.  However,  the  fields  are  remarkably 
reflective  and  the  striking  details  are  complete  throughout,  with  no 
friction  seen  over  the  high  points  of  the  design  (indicating  only  the 
slightest  handling).  One  small  mark  appears  in  the  right  obverse  field 
and  each  side  displays  just  the  slightest  trace  of  golden  patina.  This 
extraordinary  Gobrecht  dollar  should  realize  a  significant  premium.

1859  Seated  Dollar,  MS64 
Infrequently  Offered  in  Mint  Condition 

5228  1859  MS64  NGC.  The  mintage  of  the  1859  Seated  dollar 

was  a  substantial  256,500  pieces.  With  such  a  large  number  struck, 
the  1859  should  be  abundantly  available  in  high  grades.  But  the  story 
of  these  coins  is  not  simply  one  of  large  mintage  equaling  large  avail¬ 
ability.  Rather,  most  of  those  produced  were  exported  to  northern 
China  where  they  were  subsequently  chopmarked  or  converted  to 
bullion  again.  The  result  is  that  few  1859  dollars  are  known  to  collec¬ 
tors  today  (not  to  be  confused  with  the  frequently  available  1859-0). 
This  is  a  brilliant  dollar  that  is  well  struck,  except  on  the  head  of  Lib¬ 
erty  and  uppermost  stars.  A  few  shallow  marks  are  scattered  across 
the  obverse  and  account  for  the  grade.

One  of  the  Finest  Known 
Ex:  Queller 

5229  1871-CC  AU58  NGC.  The  1871-CC  has  the  lowest  mintage 

of  any  silver  dollar  issue  from  the  Carson  City  Mint,  and  is  second  in 
rarity  only  to  the  1873-CC.  Q.  David  Bowers,  in  his  1993  silver  dollar 
Encyclopedia,  estimated  between  85  and  125  survivors  in  circulated 
grades.  A  mere  nine  coins  have  been  certified  at  AU58  through  the 
combined  efforts  of  NGC  and  PCGS,  and  just  seven  more  are  known 
in  Mint  State,  as  of  (3/11). 

According  to  Weimar  W.  White  (1985):  "One  of  the  rarest  Lib¬ 
erty  Seated  dollar(sic)  in  all  grades.  This  coin  always  excites  the  silver 
dollar  specialist  when  offered  for  sale.  ...  This  great  date,  when  avail¬ 
able,  is  almost  always  offered  for  sale  in  circulated  condition."  (from 
The  Liberty  Seated  Dollar  1840-1873,  page  54.) 

This  piece  is  solidly  struck,  with  bold  details  noted  on  Liberty's 
head  and  foot,  and  on  all  of  the  eagle's  feathers  and  talons.  With  the 
aid  of  magnification,  minor  doubling  is  evident  on  many  of  the  lower 
reverse  design  elements,  but  this  appears  to  be  shelflike  "machine" 
or  "strike"  doubling.  The  tan  coloration  over  each  side  seems  entirely 
original,  and  iridescent  green  and  gold  accents  are  prominent  on  the 
reverse.  A  great  deal  of  satinlike  luster  and  considerable  semiproof- 
likeness  remains  evident  on  the  lightly  marked  surfaces,  which  show 
no  singularly  noteworthy  or  distracting  abrasions.  Only  slight  high- 
point  wear  occurs  on  Liberty's  head  and  hair,  and  on  the  eagle's  neck 
feathers  and  wing  tips.

1858  Seated  Liberty  Silver  Dollar 
PR65  Cameo,  A  Proof-Only  Issue 

5230  1858  PR65  Cameo  NGC.  Seated  dollar  collectors  recognize 

the  1858  as  a  proof-only  issue  —  the  last  proof  with  no  recorded 
mintage,  and  the  first  proof  with  pieces  made  available  to  the  public 
at  the  Mint.  Various  mintage  estimates  have  been  suggested  over  the 
years,  from  a  low  of  80  pieces  that  the  Chapman  brothers  reported 
late  in  the  19th  century,  to  a  high  of  300  or  more  coins.  Numisma¬ 
tist  and  Seated  specialist  Duncan  Lee  suggested  the  latter  figure  in 
a  2006  article  about  the  series.  His  article,  "Proof  Seated  Dollars 
A  Study  in  Relative  Rarity,"  appeared  in  the  August  2006  Monthly 
Supplement  of  The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter.  Lee  wrote: 

"The  1858  is  the  only  Proof-only  date  in  the  Liberty  Seat¬ 
ed  Silver  Dollar  series.  All  known  survivors  were  struck 
from  one  obverse  die  paired  with  at  least  two  reverse 
dies,  one  being  the  same  reverse  die  used  for  some  1856 
and  1857  Proofs  with  a  prominent  rust  lump  over  the  left 
base  of  the  'L'  in  'DOL.'  Several  others  were  made  with 
the  reverse  die  which  was  used  to  produce  some  1859 
proofs." 

The  exact  or  even  the  approximate  mintage  may  never  be 
known  but  it  is  almost  certainly  closer  to  Lee's  estimate  than  it  is  to 
Chapman's  estimate.  NGC  and  PCGS  have  certified  154  submissions, 
a  figure  that  includes  resubmissions  and  crossovers.  The  current  pop¬ 
ulation  figure  is  almost  double  the  mintage  estimate  of  the  Chapman 
brothers.  We  believe  that  close  to  200  1858  Seated  Liberty  dollars 
still  survive  today,  lending  further  support  to  Lee's  estimate. 

This  brilliant  Gem  possesses  icy  devices  that  exhibit  obvious 
contrast  with  the  unperturbed  and  glassy  fields.  Both  sides  are  entire¬ 
ly  untoned  with  the  exception  of  the  rims,  which  display  subtle  gold 
coloration.  A  splash  of  darker  toning  on  the  obverse  rim  at  3  o'clock 
should  provide  a  ready  provenance  marker.  PCGS  has  certified  88 
proofs  and  four  Cameo  proofs,  including  four  PR65  and  three  PR64 
Cameo.  NGC  has  certified  66  proofs  and  six  Cameo  proofs,  includ¬ 
ing  four  PR66,  one  PR67+  Cameo,  and  two  PR65  Cameo.  Census:  2 
in  65  Cameo,  1  finer  (2/11).

5231  1859  PR65  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  In  the  case  of  the  business 

strike  and  proof  mintages  for  the  1859  Seated  dollar,  both  are  decep¬ 
tively  high  for  the  number  of  survivors  today.  Mint  Director  James 
Ross  Snowden  apparently  anticipated  that  a  great  many  more  collec¬ 
tors  would  order  silver  dollars  from  the  Mint  than  actually  did  so.  The 
original  mintage  was  800  proofs,  but  a  more  realistic  estimate  is  that 
450  pieces  were  eventually  distributed,  and  the  remainder  melted. 
This  starkly  contrasted  white-on-black  Cameo  dollar  is  totally  bril¬ 
liant  throughout  and  fully  struck  in  all  areas.  A  shallow,  linear  depres¬ 
sion  in  the  upper  reverse  field  is  the  only  surface  disturbance  worthy 
of  note,  and  that  appears  to  be  Mint-created.  Of  the  highest  rarity 
both  as  an  Ultra  Cameo  and  a  Cent,  this  is  the  only  1859  dollar  so 
graded  with  one  piece  finer  (3/11).  (#97002)

5232  1865  PR65+  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  The  final  year  of  the  Civil 

War  was  also  the  last  for  the  No  Motto  Seated  dollar  designs,  due  to 
the  upswell  in  religious  belief  that  the  catastrophic  conflict  engen¬ 
dered.  The  1865-dated  Seated  dollars  are  accordingly  the  last  of  their 
kind,  although  some  1865-dated  pattern  With  Motto  silver  dollar 
proofs  (Judd-434),  transitional  issues,  are  known.  The  present  Gem 
Ultra  Cameo  presents  unusual  and  stunning  quality  for  a  proof  from 
this  challenging  era,  early  in  the  Mint's  status  as  official  marketer- 
purveyor  of  proof  coins  to  collectors.  The  devices  are  thickly  coated 
with  mint  frost;  profound  mirrors  characterize  the  fields.  The  surfaces 
are  largely  ice-white,  with  a  suggestion  of  russet  and  blue-gray  on 
the  obverse.  The  strike  is  full  throughout,  and  minor  field  contact  — 
chiefly  in  the  left  obverse  —  limits  an  even  finer  grade.  The  reverse 
die  is  a  carryover  from  1863.

and  has  legitimate  claims  to  the  title  of  "Finest  Known."  Currently, 
PCGS  has  graded  no  examples  higher  than  PR66,  while  NGC  has 
certified  two  proof  specimens  in  Superb  Gem  condition,  but  without 
the  Cameo  designation,  leaving  this  coin  alone  at  the  top  of  the  grad¬ 
ing  pyramid. 

The  1874  proof  Trade  dollar  is  the  rarest  date  of  the  series, 
excluding  the  clandestine  1884  and  1885  issues.  The  reported  mint¬ 
age  was  a  meager  700  pieces,  but  experts  concur  that  the  issue  is 
much  less  available  than  even  this  small  figure  suggests.  Unlike  other 
proof  dates  of  the  era,  numismatists  believe  the  entire  mintage  was 
eventually  dispersed  to  paying  customers,  with  no  melting  of  leftover 
pieces  at  the  end  of  the  year.  While  most  of  the  coins  were  sold  as 
part  of  proof  sets,  records  show  175  unsold  examples  were  released 
at  face  value,  probably  to  Philadelphia  coin  dealers  like  A.M.  Smith, 
on  January  9,1875.  Even  if  the  entire  mintage  reached  numismatic 
hands,  the  supply  was  small,  and  the  issue  had  a  particularly  low 
survival  rate.  It  is  likely  that  hundreds  of  specimens  have  been  mis¬ 
handled  or  spent  for  face  value  over  the  years. 

The  present  coin  is  a  spectacular  Superb  Gem,  with  profound 
field-device  contrast.  The  deeply  mirrored  fields  are  highlighted  by  a 
rainbow  of  iridescent  sky-blue  and  green  toning  on  both  sides.  The 
design  elements  display  razor-sharp  details  throughout,  and  the  sur¬ 
faces  exhibit  only  the  most  minor  hairlines.  This  offering  represents 
an  important  opportunity  to  acquire  the  finest  certified  example  of 
one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  Trade  dollar  series.

sial  1884  and  1885  issues,  the  1877  Trade  dollar  boasts  the  lowest 
reported  mintage  of  the  series,  at  510  pieces.  Even  this  small  figure 
may  be  too  high,  as  Walter  Breen  writes  in  his  Complete  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins,  "Proof  mintage  unknown;  Mint 
report  [510P]  unconfirmed  by  Archives  data,  true  quantity  probably 
smaller."  Breen  was  alluding  to  the  figures  in  Mint  Director  James 
P.  Kimball's  report  of  1887  —  10  years  after  the  coins  were  struck. 
Most  contemporary  numismatists  agree  with  Breen  about  the  small 
production  total,  but  Q.  David  Bowers  favors  a  somewhat  larger 
mintage,  about  710  pieces,  based  on  his  experience  over  the  years. 
Some  evidence  can  be  found  in  19th  century  listings,  such  as  W. 
Elliot  Woodward's  Twenty-Fifth  Sale  (Woodward,  12/1879),  lot  287, 
"1877  Trade  Dollar.  Splendid  proof.  Only  about  500  struck,  and  will 
be  very  rare."  Woodward's  mintage  figure  coincides  well  with  the 
accepted  total,  and  this  independent  account,  published  eight  years 
before  Kimball's  official  report,  lends  credence  to  the  Kimball/Breen 
number. 

The  coin  offered  here  is  tied  with  one  other  specimen  at  NGC 
for  finest  certified  at  either  of  the  leading  grading  services.  The  out¬ 
standing  characteristic  of  this  coin  is  the  profound  contrast  between 
the  deeply  mirrored  liquid  fields  and  the  fully  struck  frosty  devices.

Many  examples  were  saved  from  that  time  peri¬ 
od,  but  it  is  doubtful  that  any  other  survivor  can  match  the  appeal  of 
the  coin  offered  here.  While  a  small  number  of  coins  have  been  cer¬ 
tified  by  the  leading  grading  services  in  different  designations  at  the 
PR68  level,  this  coin  is  the  only  PR68  to  be  awarded  the  Ultra  Cameo 
designation  (3/11). 

The  dies  must  have  clashed  at  some  point  late  in  the  year 
because  the  reverse  shows  signs  of  extensive  lapping.  Some  areas  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  eagle's  legs  and  belly  have  been  erased  by  the 
lapping,  leaving  gaps  in  the  feathers  that  can  be  detected  easily  with 
the  naked  eye.  Among  the  high-grade  coins  Heritage  has  handled 
in  recent  years,  this  reverse  is  extremely  uncommon.  In  his  1993 
reference  on  silver  dollars  and  Trade  dollars,  Q.  David  Bowers  com¬ 
mented  that  he  had  not  seen  an  example  of  this  die  marriage,  which 
he  called  the  third  variety.  However,  Walter  Breen  was  familiar  with 
this  reverse  in  1977,  and  indicated  there  was  no  great  difference  in 
rarity  between  the  varieties.

The  present  coin  is  a  magnificent  PR68  specimen,  with  pro¬ 
found  cameo  contrast  between  the  razor-sharp,  frosty  devices  and 
the  deeply  mirrored  fields.  Both  sides  are  ringed  by  spectacular 
bands  of  golden-brown  and  violet  toning,  creating  a  fantastic  play 
of  colors  when  the  coin  is  angled  in  the  light.  This  coin  is  an  unim¬ 
provable  combination  of  high  technical  grade  and  tremendous  eye 
appeal  and  should  be  the  centerpiece  of  one  of  the  finest  collections 
of  Trade  dollars.

The  coin  offered  here  shows  a  small  die  flake  next  to 
Liberty's  ear,  a  diagnostic  of  the  very  rare  VAM-14.7  variety.  VAM- 
World.com  states  only  seven  examples  of  the  VAM-14.7  have  been 
verified  to  date. 

This  coin  shows  slight  doubling  on  the  date  and  obverse  stars, 
characteristic  of  the  VAM-14.7,  and  a  radial  die  crack  to  the  right  of  1 
in  the  date.

Not  only  is  this  splen¬ 
did  Gem  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike  1892-CC  the  single  finest  so  certified 
as  NGC  with  none  finer  (and  tied  with  two  at  PCGS),  but  it  is  also  a 
recognized  Van  Al  len-Mal  I  is  variety,  the  VAM-8. 

The  1892-CC  Morgan  dollar  issue  is  one  that  has  been  treated 
cruelly  by  posterity.  The  mintage  was  a  meager  1.35  million  coins, 
not  an  overlarge  production  to  begin  with.  Nonetheless,  in  1982 
when  Wayne  Miller  published  the  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollar  Text¬ 
book,  he  reported  that  at  that  time  "large  quantities  of  this  date  still 
exist  in  BU  condition."  This  was,  of  course,  in  an  era  before  third- 
party  certification,  and  oftentimes  the  BU  adjective  actually  encom¬ 
passed  a  wide  grading  range.  This  availability  of  BU  examples  is  due 
to  the  numerous  but  sporadic  releases  of  several  bags  of  1892-CC 
dollars  in  the  1940s  and  1950s.  Despite  Miller's  assertion,  by  the  time 
of  the  Treasury  releases  in  1962-64,  there  were  few  —  if  any  —  1892- 
CC  Morgan  dollars  left  in  the  hoard. 

The  famed  eccentric  Nevada  collector  LaVere  Redfield,  whose 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Morgan  dollars  were  disposed  of  in  1976, 
is  reputed  to  have  had  a  bag  or  more  of  1892-CC  Morgans,  but  they 
were  apparently  run  through  a  counting  machine  (!),  which  damaged 
most  of  those  pieces. 

Note  how  many  times  we  have  mentioned  "bags"  already  in 
the  context  of  this  issue.  Since  the  1892-CC  for  a  long  time  was 
considered  a  "common"  or  "available"  date,  the  pieces  seem  to  have 
been  treated  roughly.  Today,  most  examples  of  the  issue  are  heavily 
bagmarked,  even  those  that  remain  in  Mint  State.  Few  are  sufficiently 
pristine  to  achieve  the  Gem  level  of  third-party  grading.  Fewer  still 
achieve  Prooflike  status,  and  the  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike  level  of  the 
present  Gem,  as  mentioned  earlier,  puts  this  coin  in  a  class  by  itself, 
the  only  such  piece  certified  by  NGC  (3/11).  PCGS  has  additionally 
seen  two  certifications  at  the  Gem  DMPL  level. 

This  piece  is  largely  silver-white  on  both  sides,  save  for  a  sug¬ 
gestion  of  gold  and  copper  at  the  extreme  rims.  The  fields  are  virtual 
looking-glasses  on  either  side,  and  the  liberal  coating  of  mint  frost  is 
uniformly  thick  on  all  devices.

The  design  high  points  are  also  sharper  than  Mint  State  coins, 
as  demonstrated  on  this  Superb  Gem,  which  shows  a  full  strike  on 
the  hair  above  the  ear,  the  eagle's  breast,  and  wreath,  and  no  trace 
of  mint  frost  in  the  fields.  A  sumptuous  silver-white,  well-contrasted 
example.

its  series,  avidly  pursued  regardless  of  condition.  This  example  is  an 
impaired  proof,  lightly  rubbed  across  the  high  points  with  significant 
contact  marks  and  several  staple  scratches  to  the  left  of  the  portrait. 
Yet  gold-toned  surfaces  remain  appreciably  reflective,  especially  in 
the  protected  areas,  and  the  coin's  impairment  grants  it  a  look  closer 
to  a  business  strike  than  a  proof,  an  appearance  that  may  make  it 
even  more  relevant  to  a  set  of  otherwise  Mint  State  pieces.

Rarity  Transcends  Dollar  Collectors 

5285  1895  PR66  NGC.  In  the  narrowest  sense,  the  1895  proof 

Morgan  dollar  is  not  much  rarer  or  less  rare  than  its  cousins  —  other 
proof  silver  dollar  issues  from  the  1890s.  The  well-known  mintage  of 
880  proof  1895  dollars  in  percentage  terms  is  not  significantly  differ¬ 
ent  from  either  the  production  of  the  1894  proofs,  at  972  pieces,  nor 
the  1896  proofs,  at  762  coins.  But  from  a  broader  perspective,  what 
makes  the  1895  proof  Morgans  is  not  what  they  possess,  but  rather 
what  they  lack  —  their  counterparts,  the  mythical  12,000  business 
strike  Morgans. 

Were  the  12,000  business  strikes  that  appear  in  some  Mint 
records  ever  produced,  and  if  so,  were  they  dated  1895?  If  no  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  were  ever  made,  this  puts  the  1895  in  the  category  of  a 
proof-only  issue,  a  class  of  numismatics  where  it  has  lots  of  class¬ 
mates  —  the  1875  and  1876  proof-only  three  dollar  gold  issues;  the 
three  proof-only  issues  from  the  three  cent  nickel  series,  in  particular 
the  low-mintage  1877  and  1878  issues;  and  the  clandestinely  made 
and/or  distributed  1884  and  1885  Trade  dollar  issues. 

Even  if  business  strikes  were  manufactured,  all  available  evi¬ 
dence  —  or  lack  of  evidence  —  points  either  to  their  bearing  a  date 
other  than  1895,  or  else  being  melted  in  the  Pittman  Act  furnaces  of 
1919-1920  (the  actual  date  of  the  mass  meltings).  With  each  passing 
year  it  seems  increasingly  likely  that  no  definitive  business  strike  1895 
Morgan  dollar  will  ever  appear  in  the  marketplace  —  although  it 
would  certainly  be  front-page  news  if  it  did. 

While  some  of  the  proof-only  rarities  cited  above  have  much- 
smaller  mintages  than  the  1895  Morgan  dollar,  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  Morgan  dollar  collectors  are  legion,  perhaps  numbering 
100  times  as  many  as  specialists  in  those  series.  As  a  result  of  the 
healthy  mintage  and  enormous  demand,  series  specialists  know  two 
things:  that  they  can  find  an  example  in  the  grade  they  want,  and  that 
it  will  be  the  subject  of  intense  desire  on  the  part  of  a  cadre  of  dedi¬ 
cated  collectors. 

This  Premium  Gem  proof  is  undesignated  as  a  Cameo,  although 
it  exhibits  strong  contrast,  with  satiny  silver  devices  floating  above 
full  and  deeply  mirrored  fields.  Delicate  champagne  color  is  limited 
to  the  outer  rims  of  this  otherwise  brilliant  and  untoned  piece.  A  tiny 
planchet  flake  above  WE  on  the  reverse  is  the  only  apparent  blemish 
on  the  surfaces  that  are  pristine  in  every  other  regard.  The  strike  is 
bold  overall,  with  slight  weakness  over  the  ear,  as  always.

Dollars"  for  the  September  2006  edition  of  Coin  Values,  Roger  Bur¬ 
dette's  meticulous  research  turned  up  an  intriguing  set  of  facts  about 
the  dies  used  to  strike  the  Morgan  dollars  of  1895.  Referencing  Mint 
Engraver  Charles  Barber's  annual  report  of  the  dies  provided  to  the 
coiner  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  Burdette  writes: 

"There  is  nothing  unusual  until  we  get  to  dies  provided 
for  circulation  dollars,  where  there  are  none  listed,  and 
the  Proof  silver  dollars  —  five  obverse  and  four  reverse. 
The  report  suggests  that  not  only  were  no  dollar  dies 
allocated  for  circulation  production,  but  that  it  took  four 
die  sets  plus  an  additional  obverse  to  strike  just  880 
usable  Proof  dollars.  Proof  coins  were  struck  at  higher 
than  normal  pressure  and  carefully  inspected  for  defects. 
The  increased  pressure  caused  dies  to  fail  prematurely, 
and  rigorous  inspection  resulted  in  as  many  as  half  of  all 
Proofs  struck  being  rejected  by  the  coiner.  In  previous 
years,  only  one  or  two  pairs  of  dies  had  been  used  to 
strike  a  similar  number  of  Proof  dollars.  Clearly,  more  may 
have  occurred  than  the  raw  numbers  indicate." 

Still,  there  is  no  definitive  proof  that  any  more  1895  Morgan  dol¬ 
lars  were  made  than  880  specimens  struck  for  inclusion  in  proof  sets. 
Of  those  coins,  this  is  a  remarkable  Gem  Cameo  survivor,  amply 
mirrored  with  just  a  few  splashes  of  cloud-gray  toning  set  against  the 
white  frost  over  the  center  devices.  The  faintest  hint  of  green-gold 
visits  the  peripheral  zones,  and  a  small  dot  of  milky  patina  off  Lib¬ 
erty's  lower  right  curls  may  prove  useful  as  a  pedigree  marker  in  the 
future.

This  piece  was  certainly  the  beneficiary  of  such  preservation.  As 
one  might  infer  from  the  grade,  the  surfaces  are  virtually  perfect.

There 
was  also  much  dissatisfaction  with  U.S.  coin  designs,  which  were 
perceived  as  pedestrian  and  uninspired.  The  weak  coin  market  was 
reflected  in  a  reduced  demand  for  proof  sets,  and  only  735  proof 
Morgan  dollars  were  struck.  The  issue  was  well  produced,  and  sur¬ 
vivors  frequently  display  sharp  details  and  cameo  contrast.  Michael 
Fuljenz  comments,  "This  date  was  probably  the  best  made  in  the 
entire  series." 

The  present  coin  is  a  stunning  Superb  Gem,  with  profound  field/ 
device  contrast.  The  design  elements  are  fully  struck  throughout, 
with  outstanding  frosty  texture  that  provides  excellent  contrast  with 
the  deeply  mirrored  fields.

The  present  Premium  Gem 
Cameo  specimen  is  unusual  merely  by  virtue  of  having  considerable 
cameo  contrast  between  the  fields  and  devices.  Noticeable  (if  not 
deep)  mint  frost  coats  the  devices  on  both  sides,  with  radiant  fields 
and  consistent  light-gold  coloration  throughout.

This 
1904-dated  Superb  Gem  proof  Morgan  dollar  is  a  typical  (in  appear¬ 
ance,  not  condition)  product  of  the  era,  with  gleaming  quicksilver 
surfaces  that  have  a  chromelike  look  and  little  contrast  on  either 
side.  The  surfaces  are  silver-white  with  suggestions  of  gold,  and  even 
under  a  loupe  contact  marks  are  absent.  The  strike  leaves  a  bit  to  be 
desired  on  the  high  points  of  each  side.

Zerbe,  the  famous  (some  would  say  notorious)  coin  dealers,  finagled 
special  strikings  of  1921  Morgan  dollars  out  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 
Of  the  two,  Chapman,  who  was  inspired  by  —  or  was  that  jealous 
of?  —  Zerbe,  used  his  influence  with  the  aged  George  T.  Morgan 
to  acquire  the  so-called  "Chapman  proofs,"  which  are  almost  uni¬ 
versally  recognized  as  being  of  better  quality  than  Zerbe's  special 
strikings.  This  is  an  important  PR64  representative  of  the  "Chapman 
proof,"  faintly  hairlined  but  showing  all  of  the  important  die  diag¬ 
nostics  (such  as  the  die  line  pointing  toward  star  3  from  the  rim)  and 
appreciable  contrast  to  boot.

5297  Undated  Peace  Dollar  —  Double  Struck,  Second  Strike 
80%  Off  Center  —  MS62  NGC.  The  Type  of  1922  with  normal 
or  low  relief,  with  the  second  strike  obliterating  the  date  from  the 
first  strike.  Edge  reeds  are  visible  around  the  entire  circumference, 
indicating  a  normal  first  strike,  albeit  a  trifle  weak  at  the  peripheries. 
Then  the  fun  began. 

A  second  planchet  was  fed  partway  into  the  press  at  the  same 
time  this  piece  was  partially  ejected.  The  second  strike  created  a  tab 
on  the  reverse  that  obliterated  some  of  the  letters  from  the  first  strike 
in  that  area,  leaving  others  visible.  That  same  strike  also  left  a  partial 
impression  from  the  obverse  die,  showing  the  neck,  chin,  mouth,  and 
lower  hair  strands  at  6  o'clock. 

Peace  dollar  errors  are  rare,  and  usually  minor,  such  as  broad- 
strikes,  minimal  off-center  strikes,  strike-throughs,  and  cracked 
planchets.  Major  errors  such  as  this  example  are  extremely  rare  in 
the  Peace  dollar  series  and  highly  priced  by  collectors.

1922  Philadelphia  Peace  dollar  was  the  largest  of  the  entire  series, 
approaching  52  million  pieces  in  all.  Even  today,  many  millions  of 
those  coins  survive,  turning  up  frequently  in  well-circulated  condi¬ 
tion  as  part  of  "common"  generic  silver  dollar  bags  and  rolls. 

This  Superb  Gem  is  a  coin  of  remarkable  quality  throughout, 
one  of  21  so  graded  at  PCGS  with  none  finer  (3/11).  The  fine-grained, 
mattelike  surfaces  show  an  even  mixture  of  gold  and  bluish  tints 
along  with  the  prevailing  silver-gray,  and  the  strike  is  extremely  sharp 
on  the  central  high  points,  if  less  so  around  the  peripheries.  A  couple 
of  minor  luster  grazes  on  the  obverse  scarcely  dampen  the  appeal, 
and  only  trivial  contact  marks  appear  on  the  lower  neck.  A  marvel¬ 
ous  high-grade  type  or  date  representative,  certified  in  a  green-label 
holder.

coins.  Despite  the  voluminous  production,  however,  the  1922-S  is  an 
extremely  elusive  coin  at  the  Premium  Gem  level,  where  PCGS  has 
seen  only  six  submissions  and  none  finer  (3/11).  The  typical  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  1922-S  is  challenged  in  terms  of  luster,  strike,  contact 
marks,  or  some  combination  thereof. 

The  present  MS66  piece  is  a  noteworthy  exception,  boasting 
thick,  creamy  satin  luster  over  silver-gray  surfaces  with  an  above- 
average  strike  and  a  remarkable  paucity  of  contact  marks,  large  or 
small.  A  couple  of  tiny  reeding  marks  appear  on  Liberty's  face  only 
under  a  loupe.

lar  mintages  are  far  and  away  the  series'  largest  for  San  Francisco, 
totaling  17.5  million  and  19  million  pieces,  respectively.  Incredibly, 
however,  both  are  extreme  rarities  at  the  Premium  Gem  level,  where 
PCGS  has  seen  six  submissions  of  the  1922-S.  For  the  1923-S  there 
are  only  two  submissions  certified  in  MS66,  with  a  single  MS67  finer 
(3/11).  Clearly,  the  San  Francisco  Mint's  focus  during  that  time  was  on 
quantity,  not  quality.  The  typically  encountered  example  either  has 
circulation  wear,  bagmarks,  or  poor  strikes.  The  present  coin  is  rather 
well-struck  for  the  issue,  with  lustrous  silver-gray  surfaces  that  have  a 
mattelike  texture.  There  are  no  mentionable  contact  marks,  although 
some  interesting  obverse  die  cracks  and  minor  surface  "pebbling" 
near  the  rim  are  the  products  of  extended  die  use  and  apparent  die 
rust,  respectively.

In 
the  case  of  the  1924-S,  of  which  fewer  than  1.8  million  pieces  were 
struck,  Premium  Gems  are  the  best  coins  available,  with  just  six  such 
survivors  in  the  combined  certified  population  (3/11).  This  is  one  of 
them,  lightly  toned  canary-yellow  with  blue  overtones  also  present 
on  parts  of  the  reverse.  Better-defined  than  usually  seen  with  frost¬ 
blossoming  luster  on  the  devices  and  a  single  small  mark  near  the 
eagle's  talons  which  precludes  an  even  finer  designation.

Such  is  the  case  with  the 
1925-S  issue,  for  which  95  MS65  pieces  have  been  graded  by  NGC 
and  PCGS  combined,  but  none  in  the  MS66  and  better  grades  (2/11).

Roger  Burdette's 
series  reference,  A  Guide  Book  of  Peace  Dollars,  cites  it  as  "a  very 
poorly  struck  issue  within  the  series,  and  along  with  the  1928-S,  is 
perhaps  the  most  difficult  coin  to  find  in  high  grades." 

The  present  Gem,  certified  in  a  green-label  holder,  boasts 
superior  luster  on  silver-gray  surfaces  lightly  tinged  with  amber.  The 
strike,  even  while  showing  some  weakness  on  the  high  points  of  each 
side,  is  still  considerably  stronger  than  usually  seen.  An  arcing  scrape 
through  the  letters  TATES  OF  A  on  the  reverse  undoubtedly  factored 
into  the  grade,  although  it  may  be  Mint-caused.  There  is  also  a  tiny 
edge  tick  above  the  A  in  STATES.

This  Superb  Gem  exemplifies  the  best  attributes  of  the 
issue,  boasting  powerful  luster  and  a  strong  strike.  Intermittent  gold 
and  violet  border-toning  supplies  a  colorful  contrast  to  the  near¬ 
brilliant  interiors.

Roger  Burdette  observes,  "In  MS-64 
and  higher,  it  is  in  the  top  seven  for  rarity  in  the  entire  series."  Bur¬ 
dette  further  suggests,  "The  issue  is  much  undervalued  in  these 
grades."

are  well  aware  of  the  rarity  of  the  1927-D  Peace  dollar  in  all  Uncircu¬ 
lated  grades,  a  rarity  that  becomes  particularly  acute  above  the  MS64 
level.  That  near-Gem  level  is  where  many  collectors  find  their  prize 
representatives  of  the  issue,  as  Roger  Burdette  points  out  in  his  useful 
guide  to  the  series,  A  Guide  Book  of  Peace  Dollars: 

"Within  the  Peace  dollar  series,  the  1927-D  is  the  second 
rarest  overall  in  Uncirculated  condition,  next  to  the  1934- 
S.  This  is  not  widely  known,  as  some  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  issues  such  as  the  1924-S  and  1925-S  are  generally 
thought  to  be  rarer  due  to  dealer  promotion.  ..." 

"The  1927-D  is  very  scarce  in  Uncirculated  condition,  but 
prices  at  the  MS-63  and  64  levels  do  not  yet  reflect  the 
scarcity  as  of  this  writing  [2008]  and  should  be  good 
investments.  The  MS-64  coin  of  course  will  be  a  more 
technically  superior  specimen,  and  is  not  much  more 
expensive.  This  should  be  the  level  that  most  collectors 
seek.  The  quality  of  coins  in  this  issue  should  result  in 
a  nice  MS-64  coin.  The  MS-65  coins  from  this  issue  are 
exceptional  and,  unfortunately,  priced  accordingly.  There 
is  a  quantum  leap  in  price  to  get  to  the  Gem  level,  but  if 
one  can  afford  it,  this  is  the  place  to  make  extra  invest¬ 
ment  because  of  the  quality  of  the  issue  and  its  scarcity." 

Burdette  makes  no  mention  of  the  MS66  grade  level,  but  extrap¬ 
olation  leads  one  to  the  inevitable  conclusions  that  such  pieces  will 
be  extremely  rare  and  quite  expensive. 

Unsurprisingly,  this  piece  is  one  of  only  nine  submissions  at 
the  MS66  grade  level  that  PCGS  has  seen.  Even  at  that,  the  present 
coin,  encapsulated  in  a  green-label  holder  imprinted  with  the  Jack 
Lee  pedigree,  should  prove  especially  outstanding.  It  is  certainly  the 
case  that  its  aesthetics  match  its  credentials:  Thick,  creamy  luster 
encompasses  both  sides,  which  boast  primarily  silver-gray  color 
with  a  pinkish  accent  on  the  upper  obverse  rim  and  scattered  bluish 
tints.

NGC  has  certified  just  a  single  Premium  Gem,  also  with  none  finer 
(3/11).  Among  all  Peace  dollar  issues,  only  the  1925-S  appears  less 
often  in  MS66,  with  no  Premium  Gem  specimens  certified. 

The  present  coin  is  a  well  struck  Premium  Gem,  with  the  typical 
softness  evident  in  some  of  the  lettering  and  the  central  design  ele¬ 
ments.

underappreciated  at  its  time  of  issue.  Despite  the  smallish  mintage 
of  just  over  1  million  pieces,  few  collectors  saved  the  1934-S  in  high 
grade,  and  most  examples  seen  are  in  circulated  condition.  Speak¬ 
ing  of  the  coin's  current  popularity,  Roger  Burdette  opines,  "Quality 
Uncirculated  examples  sell  for  more  than  any  other  circulation-strike 
Peace  dollar  issue." 

The  present  coin  is  one  of  the  finest  survivors,  a  spectacular 
Premium  Gem.  The  design  elements  display  bold  detail,  with  just  a 
touch  of  softness  on  the  eagle's  feathers,  as  usually  seen  on  this  issue. 
The  surfaces  are  virtually  unmarked,  with  just  a  hint  of  golden  ton¬ 
ing.  The  most  outstanding  feature  of  this  coin's  visual  appeal  is  the 
booming  mint  luster,  unusually  vibrant  and  frosty  for  a  Peace  dollar. 
Tremendous  eye  appeal  and  the  highest  available  technical  grade 
make  this  offering  an  important  prize  for  the  advanced  Peace  dollar 
collector.

to  demystify  the  enigmatic  proof  Peace  dollars  in  his  Guide  Book  on 
the  series,  but  sometimes  his  explorations  leave  more  questions  than 
answers.  His  estimate  of  three  to  four  satin  proofs  for  the  1921  High 
Relief  version,  for  example,  is  utterly  at  odds  with  the  17  satin  proof 
certification  "events"  in  NCC's  Census  Report.  Yet  there  is  no  deny¬ 
ing  that  the  proof  Peace  dollars  are  rare.  The  only  question  is,  how 
rare? 

NGC  chooses  to  describe  proofs  of  this  nature  as  "satin"  rather 
than  "matte,"  and  considering  the  amount  of  life  the  finely  textured 
surfaces  have,  the  descriptor  is  better  than  the  dullness  implied  by 
the  term  "matte."  A  faint  golden  overtone  graces  the  broad  surfaces 
on  each  side,  and  while  a  handful  of  long,  thin  hairlines  are  visible, 
the  rims  are  square  and  the  eye  appeal  is  solid.  (#7382)

is  also  a  significant  condition  rarity  at  the  MS66  level,  where  PCGS 
has  graded  only  four  coins  with  none  finer  (3/11).  Both  sides  of  this 
Premium  Gem  are  strongly  lustrous  under  light  gold-to-orange  patina 
with  a  squared-off  area  of  darker  shading  at  the  reverse  interior.

A  Highly  Collectible  Two-Year  Type  Coin 

5314  1854  Type  Two  MS64  PCGS.  Are  the  1854  and  1855  Type 

Two  gold  dollars  rare?  In  an  absolute  sense,  no.  Their  allure  stems 
from  their  status  as  desirable  type  coins  —  pieces  that  are  condition¬ 
ally  rare,  especially  in  the  higher  Mint  State  grades.  It  is  sometimes 
forgotten  that  the  Mint  struck  855,502  examples  of  the  1854-dated 
Type  One  gold  dollars  —  a  total  that,  numerically  speaking,  is  within 
10%  of  the  production  figures  for  both  the  1854  Type  Two  and  the 
1855  Type  Two. 

But  strike  was  a  persistent  problem  for  Type  Two  gold  dollars, 
and  most  examples  are  seen  with  weak  centers.  One  would  not 
know  that  from  examining  this  piece.  The  hair  curls  on  Liberty  show 
slight  softness,  but  not  distractingly  so,  while  the  reverse  is  fully 
brought  up  with  complete  definition  on  the  LL  in  DOLLAR  and  all 
the  digits  in  the  date.  Each  softly  frosted  side  has  subtle  reddish-gold 
color,  and  there  are  no  obvious  or  detracting  abrasions.  (#7531)

Fully  Struck  Specimen 

5315  1854  Type  Two  MS64  NGC.  By  May  1854,  the  three  dol¬ 

lar  gold  piece  with  its  feather-headdress  Liberty  was  in  production 
and  released  to  the  wider  world.  When  James  B.  Longacre,  who  had 
designed  the  three  dollar  coin,  made  new  dies  for  the  larger-diameter 
version  of  the  gold  dollar  that  same  year,  he  used  a  profile  strikingly 
similar  to  that  on  the  three  dollar  coin.  Those  dies  were  approved 
in  August  and  put  to  immediate  use,  though  striking  problems  were 
instantly  apparent  and  forced  more  changes  to  Longacre's  design, 
which  came  in  just  a  couple  of  years. 

The  striking  problems  usually  encountered  on  Type  Twos  are 
nowhere  to  be  seen  on  this  piece.  The  centers  are  fully  brought 
up.  The  only  "typical"  aspect  of  this  high-grade  Type  Two  dollar  is 
clash  marks  in  the  fields.  Die  polishing  left  the  fields  bright  with  the 
back  of  the  hair  curls  on  the  obverse  and  lower  right  ribbon  on  the 
reverse  partially  effaced  by  overzealous  die  polishing.  Exceptional 
quality  and  rarely  found  with  more  pleasing  surfaces  for  the  grade.

5316  1855-0  MS62  NGC.  Type  Two  gold  dollars  from  the  South¬ 

ern  mints  pose  a  challenge  for  type  collectors  due  to  the  short-lived 
design.  Such  pieces  were  struck  in  the  South  only  in  1855,  though  all 
three  facilities  got  in  on  the  action.  Of  the  three,  the  New  Orleans 
Mint  produced  the  most  gold  dollars  by  far,  55,000  pieces,  but  the 
issue  is  a  condition  rarity  in  MS62  and  better  grades.  This  example 
has  a  distinctly  green-gold  appearance  and  strong  luster  that  takes 
on  reflective  elements  through  the  fields,  where  a  number  of  wispy 
abrasions  combine  to  account  for  the  grade.  Census:  22  in  62,  18

Singular  MS69  1880  Gold  Dollar 

5317  1880  MS69  NGC.  What  do  the  years  1851,  1864,  1872, 

1880,  1881,  1883,  and  1884  have  in  common?  Those  seven  dates 
account  for  all  nine  of  the  gold  dollars  certified  by  NGC  as  MS69; 
1881  has  three  such  representatives,  while  each  other  year,  including 
1880,  has  just  a  single  representative  at  that  grade  level  (2/11).  This 
impeccably  preserved  survivor  is  a  coin  of  singular  beauty,  just  as 
a  viewer  should  expect  for  the  grade  level,  with  partially  reflective 
yellow-gold  surfaces  tinged  in  honey-orange  and  absolutely  smooth. 
Exactingly  detailed  and  beautiful  in  every  respect,  a  singular  achieve¬

5318  1889  MS68  NGC.  CAC.  The  gold  dollar  denomination  had 

languished  in  obscurity  for  years  by  the  time  the  denomination  was 
cancelled  by  a  government  act  in  1890.  Ironically,  demand  for  the 
gold  dollars  had  spiked  in  recent  years,  specifically  among  the  patri¬ 
cian  Eastern  set  which  had  taken  to  the  tiny  gold  denomination  for 
gift-giving.  In  1889,  the  last  year  of  circulation  strikes,  29,000  regular- 
issue  pieces  were  produced.  Many  of  them  were  carefully  preserved, 
and  MS68  survivors  such  as  the  present  piece,  though  conditionally 
rare,  are  out  there  for  collectors  to  find.  Pale  yellow-gold  surfaces 
with  faint  greenish  accents  offer  partially  reflective  luster,  crisp  detail, 
and  near-impeccable  preservation.

One  of  the  Finest  Known 

5319  1860  PR65  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  The  1860  proof  gold  dollar 

had  an  impossibly  high  mintage  of  154  pieces.  Perhaps  Mint  Director 
James  Ross  Snowden  was  anticipating  larger  numbers  of  collectors  to 
buy  proof  gold  in  1860  as  he  overanticipated  the  demand  for  silver 
and  minor  proofs.  Only  15  to  20  individual  proof  gold  dollars  are 
believed  known  today.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  with  its  essentially 
defect-free  surfaces  and  sharply  contrasting  fields  and  devices.  A 
couple  of  tiny  lint  marks  and  planchet  voids  appear  on  each  side.

Exceedingly  Rare,  No  More  Than  15  Survive 

5320  1873  Closed  3  PR65  PCGS.  The  1873  Closed  3  variety  was 

unknown  until  "Mr.  1873,"  famed  collector-researcher  Harry  X  Boo- 
sel,  discovered  it  in  the  late  1960s  or  early  1970s.  All  true  proof  1873- 
dated  gold  dollars  are  of  the  Closed  3  variety,  save  for  one  possible 
(and  unconfirmed)  Open  3  that  the  Breen  Proof  Encyclopedia  notes 
may  be  a  "clandestine  special  strike."  The  estimated  proof  mintage 
for  the  Closed  3  dollars  is  pegged  at  25  coins,  although  fewer  survive 
today  —  probably  no  more  than  15  unimpaired  proofs. 

Garrett  and  Guth  write: 

"The  1873,  Close  3  gold  dollar  is  one  of  the  most  rare 
Proofs  of  the  era.  That  is  a  bold  statement  for  a  series  of 
coins  with  a  total  mintage  of  just  606  pieces  from  1862  to 
1880.  There  are  fewer  than  15  coins  that  are  estimated  to 
have  survived,  and  they  are  seldom  offered  for  sale.  The 
Harry  W.  Bass  Jr.  coin  was  graded  only  PCGS  PF-62.  Sure¬ 
ly  Bass  made  every  effort  to  obtain  a  quality  example." 

This  piece,  crucially,  matches  the  Breen  diagnostics  for  the  sole 
proof  die  used,  chiefly  the  incomplete  leftmost  headdress  feather, 
under  AT  of  STATES.  The  yellow-gold  surfaces  beam  with  rich  luster, 
and  would  likely  merit  a  Cameo  designation  had  this  piece  been  cer¬ 
tified  by  PCGS  at  a  later  time.  A  loupe  reveals  only  minor  slide  marks 
on  the  cheek  and  some  faint  field  hairlines.  A  few  tiny  lint  marks  and 
contact  "dots"  are  unbothersome  and  typical  for  the  issue.  This  piece 
is  one  of  only  two  examples  certified  as  PR65  at  PCGS,  and  a  single 
PR66  is  finer  (3/11).  There  are  no  Cameo  or  Deep  Cameo  examples 
certified  at  PCGS.  The  finest  certified  at  NGC  are  three  PR65  pieces, 
including  two  Cameo  coins.

mere  45  proofs,  the  1876  gold  dollar  proofs  mark  a  dramatic  increase 
in  the  availability  of  the  denomination  in  proof  format,  though  any 
example  remains  an  absolute  rarity,  much  less  a  beautifully  pre¬ 
served  specimen  such  as  the  present  coin.  Pale  yellow-gold  surfaces 
are  boldly  mirrored  with  small  pools  of  orange-peel  texture,  while 
the  exactingly  detailed  devices  display  absolute,  blossoming  frost 
that  made  both  the  Ultra  Cameo  and  Star  designations  unavoidable 
conclusions.

1881  Gold  Dollar,  PR64  Deep  Cameo 
Only  87  Proofs  Produced 

5322  1881  PR64  Deep  Cameo  PCGS.  CAC.  Unlike  later  dates  of 

gold  dollars  from  the  1880s,  the  1881  is  a  low-mintage  date.  Only 
87  proofs  were  produced.  Proofs  and  prooflike  business  strikes  have 
frequently  been  confused  in  the  past.  There  is  only  one  published 
diagnostic  for  proofs,  a  small  unfinished  area  in  the  die  between  the 
lower  left  part  of  the  D  and  the  wreath.  The  fields  are  deeply  reflec¬ 
tive  mirrors,  which  establish  a  strong  background  contrast  against 
the  heavily  frosted  devices.  A  curious  strike-through  is  present  on 
this  piece,  which  should  aid  as  a  pedigree  identifier:  An  oval-shaped, 
nearly  perfect  O  is  seen  to  the  right  of  the  second  S  in  STATES.  Popu¬

5323  1882  PR66  Cameo  PCGS.  Bright  apricot  patina  enriches 

this  gorgeously  preserved  Premium  Gem  proof.  The  strike  is  nearly 
unimprovable,  and  the  devices  have  impressive  contrast  with  the 
mirrored  fields.  A  tiny  lintmark  (as  made)  on  the  lower  portion  of  Lib¬ 
erty's  cheek  serves  as  a  pedigree.  The  1882  proof  had  a  mintage  of 
125  pieces,  although  there  has  been  much  confusion  over  the  years 
between  proofs  and  prooflike  business  strikes.  The  obverse  die  for 
the  present  specimen  has  a  solitary  striation  (as  made)  that  connects 
the  bases  of  ES  in  STATES.  On  the  reverse,  diagonal  die  polish  marks 
fill  the  upper  loop  of  the  second  8  in  the  date.  The  date  has  a  slight 
but  noticeable  upward  slope.

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EARLY  QUARTER  EAGLES 


'1802/T  Quarter  Eagle,  BD-1,  MS64+ 

With  Bright  Yellow-Gold  Surfaces 

5324  1802/1  MS64+  NGC.  Breen-6118,  BD-1,  R.4.  Bass-Dan- 

nreuther  Die  State  a/a.  The  Guide  Book  lists  the  1802  quarter  eagle 
as  an  overdate  —  "1802,  2  Over  1"  in  the  2011  version  —  while  the 
Bass-Dannreuther  reference  lists  it  as  a  normal  nonoverdate  issue. 
There  were  no  quarter  eagles  produced  dated  1799,  1800,  or  1801.  It 
would  be  strange  —  but  not  unprecedented  —  in  U.S.  numismatics 
for  there  to  be  an  overdated  die  for  which  no  examples  of  the  "under¬ 
date"  year  are  known.  In  fact,  this  is  exactly  the  case  with  the  1802/1 
half  eagle,  and  Bass-Dannreuther  write  that  "some  have  suggested 
the  calling  of  this  quarter  eagle  an  overdate  is  due  to  the  obvious 
1802/1  half  eagle  —  an  analogy  easily  seen.  A  defective  2  punch  or 
break  is  now  considered  the  likely  culprit  for  the  T  below  the  2  in 
the  date." 

Some  examples  of  this  phenomenon  include: 

— 1 805/4  half  dollar  (no  1 804  half  dollars  are  known) 

— 1802/1  half  eagle  (no  1801  half  eagles  exist) 

— 1796/5  Draped  Bust  half  dime  (the  1795  half  dimes  are 
Flowing  Hair) 

— 1852/1  Humbert  tens  and  twenties  (no  perfect-date 
1851  tens  or  twenties  known). 

Whichever  it  is,  the  1 802  quarter  eagle  is  the  first  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation  coined  in  the  19th  century,  an  unsurprising  result  given  the 
sporadic  nature  of  quarter  eagle  coinage  in  the  early  years  of  the  U.S. 
Mint.  It  has  been  traditionally  collected  as  an  overdate. 

In  fact,  one  of  the  most  illustrious  collections  of  overdates  ever 
offered  at  auction  was  the  Dr.  Juan  XII  Soros  Collection  (Superior, 
2/1999),  which  contained  an  MS62  PCCS  example  of  the  "1802/1" 
quarter  eagle  —  along  with  1817/3  and  1817/4  half  dollars;  the 
1796/5,  1797/5,  1802/1,  1803/2,  1808/7  Wide  Date  and  Close  Date, 
1809/8,  1814/3,  1825/1,  1825/4,  and  1828/7  half  eagles;  1798/7  Stars 
9x4  and  Stars  7x6  eagles;  and  many  others. 

The  present  MS64+  example  of  the  1802  quarter  eagle  displays 
bright  mint  luster.  The  strike  is  a  trifle  soft  in  the  center  of  each  side, 
possibly  precluding  —  just  barely  —  a  Gem  grade.  The  only  "defect" 
worthy  of  note  is  actually  Mint-made,  a  shallow  planchet  fissure  over 
the  high  point  of  Liberty's  cheek,  just  below  the  eye.  Bright  yellow- 
gold  surfaces  are  free  of  adjustment  marks.  (#7650) 
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1808  Quarter  Eagle,  MS61,  Only  Year  of  the 
Capped  Bust  Left,  Large  Size  Type 

5325  1808  MS61  NGC.  The  skimpy  mintage  of  2,710  quarter 

eagles  dated  1808  was  accomplished  using  a  single  obverse  and 
reverse  die  pairing,  and  today  it  is  among  the  most  widely  pursued 
U.S.  type  coins.  Among  U.S.  gold  type  coins,  it  is  probably  the  sec¬ 
ond  rarest,  behind  only  the  1796  No  Stars  quarter  eagle.  The  quarter 
eagle  denomination  was  struck  only  sporadically  throughout  its  first 
few  decades,  until  1834.  Token  amounts  of  the  denomination  were 
struck  dated  1796,  1797,  and  1798  (although  not  necessarily  struck  in 
those  years),  then  no  more  were  produced  until  the  so-called  1802/1 
coins.  Quarter  eagles  were  struck  yearly  dated  1804,  1805,  1806, 
and  1807. 

The  Mint's  priorities  in  1808  clearly  lay  elsewhere  than  in  the 
quarter  eagle.  John  Reich  had  been  hired  out  of  indentured  servi¬ 
tude  in  1807  to  work  as  an  assistant  engraver  at  the  Mint.  He  was 
given  the  task  of  redesigning  the  U.S.  coinage,  a  direct  slap  in  the 
face  of  the  aged  chief  engraver,  Robert  Scot.  Reich  turned  first  to  the 
coins  most  used  by  banks,  creating  new  master  hubs  for  half  dollars 
and  half  eagles.  In  1808,  Reich's  new  designs  would  premiere  for 
the  large  cent  and  the  quarter  eagle.  The  "secret  notch"  on  star  13, 
Reich's  signature,  is  plain  on  all  examples  of  the  1808  quarter  eagle, 
including  the  present  piece. 

The  mintages  of  1808-dated  coinage  are  clear  evidence  of  the 
Mint's  scant  support  for  the  quarter  eagle.  While  the  coinage  factory 
turned  out  400,000  cents,  more  than  1  million  large  cents,  nearly  1.4 
million  half  dollars,  and  about  55,000  half  eagles,  the  quarter  eagle 
mintage  of  2,710  pieces  would  constitute  the  sole  production  of  the 
Capped  Bust  Left,  Large  Size  type  (in  Guide  Book  terminology),  and 
the  last  quarter  eagle  production  until  1821.  In  the  years  from  1796 
through  1808,  the  Mint  managed  (or  chose)  to  strike  only  a  reported 
22,197  pieces,  with  a  face  value  of  $55,492.50.  For  comparison  pur¬ 
poses,  notice  that  the  single-year  emission  of  1808-dated  half  eagles 
was  55,578  coins,  with  a  face  value  of  $277,890. 

Mintage  comparisons  such  as  these  make  one  realize  how  truly 
rare  overall  the  quarter  eagle  denomination  was,  even  to  Americans 
of  its  own  time.  This  likely  explains  another  anomaly,  the  existence  of 
numerous  1808  quarter  eagles  in  near-Mint  State  grades,  a  consider¬ 
able  number  for  the  quantity  produced.  Due  to  its  lower  face  value 
and  its  status  as  an  oddity  among  American  coins,  it  appears  that 
some  nice  pieces  were  saved  when  they  were  encountered,  in  much 
the  same  way  as  Americans  today  might  save  a  $2  bill  or  Buffalo 
nickel  found  in  circulation.  The  most  common  grade  among  certified 
survivors  is  AU58,  where  NGC  has  graded  13  pieces  and  PCGS  14. 
In  MS61,  the  present  coin  is  one  of  seven  coins  so  graded,  with  seven 
finer  (2/11). 

This  is  a  simply  splendid  example  for  the  issue  and  for  the  grade, 
with  bright,  semireflective  fields  and  gleaming  yellow-gold  surfaces. 
The  wispy  die  crack  behind  Liberty's  head,  from  the  cap  to  stars  8 
and  9,  is  ever-present,  as  is  the  virtual  lack  of  dentilation  on  both 
sides  due  to  a  design  flaw.  Adjustment  marks  are  absent.  Although  a 
few  minor  ticks  appear  on  each  side,  this  piece  is  well  struck  overall, 
with  weakness  limited  to  the  lower  reverse  near  the  denomination, 
and  its  appeal  is  remarkably  high-end  for  the  assigned  grade.  Anoth¬ 
er  momentous  gold  rarity  from  the  early  days  of  U.S.  Mint  history.

Tied  for  Finest  Certified 

5326  1831  MS65  Prooflike  NGC.  Breen-6134,  BD-1,  R.4.  Bass- 

Dannreuther  Die  State  a/a  or  c/c.  Due  to  the  highly  prooflike,  reflec¬ 
tive  nature  of  the  fields,  the  die  state  is  difficult  to  determine  with 
certainty.  Is  this  coin  an  early  strike  with  pronounced  die  polish,  or 
is  it  a  later  state  where  die  lapping  has  effaced  earlier  die  clashes? 
Viewers  must  decide  for  themselves.  (Bass-Dannreuther  write  that 
"the  lapping  is  so  light  that  distinguishing  between  State  a  and  c  is 
nearly  impossible;  the  clashed  state,  b,  is  obvious") 

There  are  quite  a  few  examples  —  relatively  speaking,  and  In 
the  context  of  the  extreme  rarity  of  all  early  US.  gold  —  of  proof¬ 
like  business  strikes  that  in  the  past  have  been  called  proofs.  The 
situation  is  exacerbated,  as  well,  by  the  evolution  of  the  term  "proof" 
itself  among  numismatists  to  a  much  stricter  definition  than  prevailed 
throughout  much  of  the  19th  and  early  20th  centuries. 

John  Dannreuther  makes  some  telling  comments  concerning  the 
Bass  specimen  in  the  popular  reference: 

"There  are  unequivocal  Proofs  of  this  date,  but  this  is  not 
one  of  them.  Since  the  intent  of  the  coiner  is  the  final  arbi¬ 
ter  of  whether  a  coin  is  a  Proof  or  not,  we  shall  never  be 
100%  certain  on  this  coin.  Whether  it  is  a  Proof  without 
full  credentials  or  one  of  the  first  circulation  strikes  after 
the  Proofs  were  struck  is  a  moot  point." 

In  the  case  of  the  present  coin,  while  the  Prooflike  designation 
is  applicable  in  spades,  to  us  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  piece  is  not 
a  proof  in  the  modern  sense.  The  trimming  of  mint  luster  around  the 
rims  and  the  lack  of  the  complete  rim-to-rim  die  polish  one  would 
expect  to  see  on  a  proof  are  the  deciding  attributes.  The  pronounced 
field  reflectivity  complements  the  prevailing  reddish-gold  coloration. 
The  strike  is  sharp,  save  for  on  the  eagle's  left  (facing)  wing,  next 
to  the  shield.  This  piece  is  tied  with  one  other  as  the  finest  Proof¬ 
like  certified  at  NGC;  there  are  four  MS66  non-Prooflike  specimens 
numerically  finer  (2/11).  An  important  and  highly  attractive  specimen 
of  early  gold.  (#77671)

Rarely  Available  in  Any  Grade 

5327  1833  MS64  NGC.  Bass-3030,  BD-1,  R.5.  Obverse  State 

a,  Reverse  State  c.  There  is  only  one  die  pairing  and  one  die  state 
known  for  this  rare  low-mintage  date.  Both  3s  in  the  date  are  lightly 
recut,  and  the  second  3  has  faint  evidence  of  a  broken  punch  that 
looks  like  a  short  die  crack.  The  reverse  shows  broad  repunching  on 
the  U  in  UNITED  and  the  I  in  AMERICA.  Only  4,160  pieces  were 
struck,  with  most  of  them  promptly  melted  since  the  bullion  value 
exceeded  face  value.  Only  60  to  80  pieces  are  believed  known  today 
in  all  grades.  It  was  not  until  the  next  year,  1834,  that  the  weight 
of  gold  coins  was  reduced,  which  allowed  the  new  pieces  to  enter 
circulation.  PCCS  has  certified  two  1833  quarter  eagles  in  VF  grades, 
but  they  were  likely  carried  as  souvenirs  by  a  19th  century  owner. 
Most  survivors  are  in  AU  or  lower  Mint  State  grades.  NGC  and  PCCS 
combined  have  certified  only  six  examples  above  the  MS64  level. 

This  piece  has  remarkably  smooth,  unmarked  olive-gold  surfac¬ 
es  with  a  pronounced  red  accent  around  the  margins.  Both  obverse 
and  reverse  are  sharply  struck  on  the  central  devices  with  some 
localized  softness  on  the  peripheries,  specifically  flatness  on  the  stars. 
There  is  also  slight  weakness  on  Liberty's  hair  curls  and  the  left  side 
of  the  shield  and  adjacent  eagle's  wing  —  the  usual  places  one  finds 
softness  on  these  pieces.  The  open  fields  are  semiprooflike.  While 
rarely  encountered  in  any  grade,  such  a  high-grade  example  as  this 
is  seldom  seen.

5328  1834  MS66  Prooflike  NGC.  Breen-6138,  Variety  1,  Small 

Head,  R.l.  The  Small  Head  variety  is  easily  distinguished  by  the 
straight  line  of  curls  at  back  of  the  head,  while  the  Large  Head  style 
has  an  interrupted  line  of  curls  at  that  point.  The  Small  Head  obverse 
is  always  paired  with  a  unique  reverse,  Reverse  A,  in  a  monogamous 
die  marriage.  All  the  letters  of  UNITED  STATES  OF  are  well-spaced, 
and  no  letters  touch  any  others.  AME  and  Rl  are  joined,  and  the  right 
base  of  the  first  A  is  minutely  above  the  left  base  of  M.  The  lowest 
arrow  solidly  joins  the  right  base  of  the  final  A.  The  stem  tip  is  over 
the  right  upright  of  the  D,  and  the  lowest  arrow  feather  is  over  the 
outer  right  curve  of  the  primary  2. 

The  1834  Classic  Head  coins  in  superhigh  grades,  as  here,  are 
today  among  the  truly  overlooked  areas  of  19th  century  numismat¬ 
ics.  Neither  fish  nor  fowl,  they  lack  the  cachet  of  the  early  era  of  U.S. 
gold  (1795-1834)  and  yet  are  far  rarer  overall  than  the  Liberty  Head 
types  that  immediately  follow. 

In  fact,  a  point  we  have  made  before  needs  stressing  again. 
Variety  rarity  ratings  take  no  account  of  conditional  rarity.  They 
are  merely  a  shorthand  way  to  account  for  —  or  estimate  —  how 
many  examples  survive,  in  all  grades,  of  a  given  die  pairing.  The 
NGC  Census  Report  reveals  that  this  MS66  Prooflike  and  one  MS66 
non-Prooflike  example  are  tied  for  the  finest  of  the  issue.  PCCS  has 
also  certified  one  MS66  non-Prooflike  example.  So  if  we  include 
conditional  rarity  as  part  of  the  equation  and  assume  that  all  three 
examples  are  different,  the  "R.l"  variety  in  MS66  suddenly  becomes 
Low  R.8. 

The  strongly  mirrored  fields  are  a  result  of  the  heavy  die  stria- 
tions,  with  the  only  noticeable  mint  frost  around  Liberty's  portrait. 
The  prevailing  coloration  is  bright  yellow-gold.  The  strike  is  bold, 
even  accounting  for  a  bit  of  high-point  softness  on  the  hair  curls  sur¬ 
rounding  Liberty's  face.  A  few  tiny  marks  appear,  the  most  obvious 
ones  in  the  reverse  fields,  two  above  the  eagle's  head  and  one  in 
the  lower  left  field.

5329  1839-D  MS62  PCGS.  Variety  1-A.  The  only  Classic  Head 

quarter  eagle  from  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  the  1839-D  is  an  extremely 
important  issue  for  mintmark  type  collectors,  as  well  as  series  spe¬ 
cialists.  The  1839-D  claims  a  mintage  of  13,674  pieces,  and  examples 
in  Mint  State  condition  are  very  rare  in  today's  market.  Doug  Winter 
estimates  a  surviving  population  of  150-175  specimens  in  all  grades, 
with  seven  to  nine  Mint  State  pieces  still  extant.  This  coincides  well 
with  the  PCGS  population  data,  which  shows  six  coins  certified  in 
MS62  and  four  examples  finer  (3/11). 

The  present  coin  is  a  rare  MS62  specimen,  with  attractive 
orange-gold  surfaces  and  bright  mint  luster.  The  design  elements  are 
strongly  impressed,  with  razor-sharp  detail  on  Liberty's  hair  and  just 
a  touch  of  softness  at  the  junction  of  the  shield  and  eagle's  wing  on 
the  reverse.  The  weak  branch  stem  that  extends  over  the  right  side  of 
the  D  in  the  denomination  identifies  this  coin  as  a  representative  of 
the  more-available  Variety  1-A.  (#7700)

5330  1848  CAL.  AU50  PCGS.  Immigrants  to  the  New  World,  and 

the  United  States  and  its  antecedents  in  particular,  usually  sought 
(and  to  this  day  still  seek)  at  least  one  of  two  goals:  economic  oppor¬ 
tunity  or  religious  freedom.  Both  have  long  histories,  but  the  tilt  in 
California  in  1848  was  decidedly  toward  fortune,  even  before  the 
January  morning  when  James  W.  Marshall  first  found  gold  at  Sutter's 
Mill.  Word  spread  rapidly,  from  the  famous  cry  of  "Gold!"  in  the 
streets  of  San  Francisco  in  March,  to  the  U.S.  Army  in  June,  to  East 
Coast  newspapers  by  late  summer,  and  to  the  halls  of  Congress  in 
early  December,  when  James  Polk  announced  the  confirmed  discov¬ 
ery  in  a  formal  address. 

By  that  time,  tangible  proof  of  the  rumors  had  arrived  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.,  thanks  to  nearly  230  ounces  in  California-origin  gold 
sent  with  Lieutenant  Lucien  Loeser  of  the  U.S.  Army.  Aside  from 
a  handful  of  reserved  samples,  including  what  is  believed  to  be 
Marshall's  discovery  piece  (now  in  the  Smithsonian  at  the  National 
Museum  of  American  History),  the  rest  of  the  gold  was  melted 
down  and  made  into  either  military  medals  or  celebratory  coins:  the 
famous  1848  quarter  eagles  with  incuse  CAL.  (for  California)  above 
the  eagle's  head. 

Just  1,389  of  the  quarter  eagles  were  struck,  and  many  were 
kept  as  pocket-pieces  and  thus  experienced  at  least  a  degree  of  wear. 
This  example  is  modestly  rubbed,  but  the  green-accented  yellow- 
gold  surfaces  retain  considerable  brightness  in  the  fields,  including  a 
touch  of  reflectivity  on  the  all-important  reverse.  A  gorgeous  piece  of

quarter  eagle  has  the  lowest  individual  mintage  in  the  series  (3,677 
pieces);  it  has  the  second-lowest  mintage  of  any  C-mint  two  and  a 
half,  only  trailing  the  1843-C  Small  Date;  and  it  is  one  of  the  rarest 
Charlotte  quarter  eagles  overall,  with  only  85-105  examples  believed 
known.  Just  over  two  dozen  AU  coins  are  believed  to  have  survived. 
True  to  its  reputation  as  "one  of  the  two  most  poorly  struck  Charlotte 
quarter  eagles  produced  in  the  1850s,"  according  to  Doug  Winter, 
this  representative  shows  virtually  all  design  elements  softly  defined. 
However,  there  is  no  problem  with  the  AU58  grade  when  one  judges 
the  coin  by  remaining  luster.  The  surfaces  are  bright  overall  with  a 
tinge  of  reddish  patina.  Both  the  fields  and  devices  are  remarkably 
clean  for  this  normally  heavily  abraded  issue.  This  is  one  of  the  finest 
1855-C  quarter  eagles  on  the  market  today,  and  at  this  grade  level  it

5332  1855-D  AU53  NGC.  Variety  18-M.  The  rarity  of  the  1855- 

D  quarter  eagle  is  attributable  to  its  extraordinarily  low  mintage  of 
only  1,123  pieces.  Its  rarity  is  only  exceeded  by  the  1856-D,  which 
had  an  even  lower  production  run  (874  coins).  Only  45-55  coins  are 
believed  extant  in  all  grades,  and  predictably  AU  examples  are  of  the 
highest  rarity  with  only  10-12  pieces  believed  known.  Several  AU55s 
are  tied  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Condition  Census.  This  attractive 
AU53  has  slight  high-point  friction  and  there  are  noticeable  remnants 
of  mint  luster  remaining,  especially  around  the  reverse  devices.  The 
strike  is  soft  in  the  centers,  a  somewhat  unusual  occurrence  since 
most  1855-D  quarter  eagles  are  stronger  in  the  centers  than  the  mar¬ 
gins.  Deep  reddish-gold  color  is  seen  over  most  of  each  side.  Each 
side  is  minimally  abraded,  but  several  planchet  voids  are  scattered 
over  the  rims  on  both  sides.

business  strike  quarter  eagles  and  another  50  proofs  in  1864.  Eastern 
coinage  of  gold  and  silver  coins  was  extremely  limited  during  the 
second  half  of  the  Civil  War,  while  larger  quantities  were  struck  in 
California,  being  little  affected  by  the  conflict. 

NGC  and  PCGS  have  certified  17  examples  of  this  issue,  includ¬ 
ing  four  AU58  submissions  and  three  finer  coins.  The  finer  coins 
include  two  certified  as  MS61  and  one  amazing  MS67.  In  our  own 
sales  since  1993,  nine  appearances  of  an  1864  quarter  eagle  include 
just  six  different  coins.  The  current  offering  is  the  third  appearance  of 
this  specimen  in  our  sales.  Less  than  two  dozen  1864  quarter  eagles 
are  known  in  all  grades. 

An  undeniable  Condition  Census  specimen,  the  present  near- 
Mint  survivor  exhibits  bold  prooflike  tendencies  in  the  fields  despite 
scattered  abrasions.  As  befits  a  low  mintage  issue  from  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint,  the  devices  are  powerfully  impressed  and  free  of 
noticeable  striking  softness.  Both  sides  display  a  bright,  yellow-gold 
appearance,  but  deeper  green-gold  accents  are  noted  at  certain 
angles.

rare  date  with  probably  no  more  than  40-50  individual  coins  remain¬ 
ing.  In  the  (now-distant)  past  heavily  polished  business  strikes  were 
sometimes  confused  with  actual  proofs,  a  confusion  that  undoubted¬ 
ly  resulted  from  the  low  production  of  only  6,160  strikes  for  circula¬ 
tion.  This  is  a  nicely  reflective  example  whose  devices  are  noticeably 
frosted,  the  two-toned  effect  giving  the  coin  the  desirable  cameo 
effect  on  each  side.  A  few  light  hairlines  and  contact  marks  in  the 
fields  account  for  the  grade.

of  proof  coins  from  date  collectors.  Many  business  strikes  are  under¬ 
standably  prooflike,  deceptively  so,  according  to  Garrett  and  Guth. 
The  authors  also  note  that  many  proof  examples  are  impaired  or 
damaged.  Not  so  the  present  specimen,  with  excellently  contrasting 
surfaces,  pretty  lemon-yellow  coloration,  and  a  bold,  problem-free 
strike  that  brings  up  all  the  fine  detail  to  good  advantage.  Population:

5336  1899  PR65  ★  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  There  were  150  proof 

quarter  eagles  minted  in  1899,  which  ranks  it  as  a  type  coin  among 
later  dates  in  the  series.  The  draw  of  this  issue  is  that  it  is  not  only  an 
affordable  proof,  but  it  also  has  the  charm  of  the  19th  century  date. 
In  the  PR65  grade  category  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  a  finer  example. 
The  fields  are  unfathomably  deep  in  their  mirrored  reflectivity  and 
the  devices  are  heavily  frosted  on  each  side,  which  yields  stark 
cameo  contrast.  A  few  tiny  contact  marks  can  be  made  out  in  the 
fields  with  sufficient  magnification,  but  obviously  (from  the  Gem 
grade)  none  are  of  significance.

However,  they  were  rarely  seen  from  1902 
through  1950.  Someone  at  the  Mint  decided  that  cameo  contrast 
was  undesirable  and  took  steps  to  eliminate  that  appearance,  which 
meant  that  the  entire  surface  of  coinage  dies  required  polishing. 
Nearly  28%  of  PCGS  certified  proof  quarter  eagles  from  1896  to  1901 
have  cameo  contrast,  compared  to  less  than  14%  of  those  from  1902 
to  1907. 

This  rich  yellow-gold  proof  has  satiny  luster  on  the  sharply 
detailed  design  motifs  with  deeply  mirrored  fields.  Trivial  hairlines 
and  contact  marks  separate  this  example  from  Gem  honors.

Plate 
matching  proof  gold  coins  provides  a  challenge,  and  the  only  mark¬ 
ers  that  we  find  on  this  piece  to  match  the  Carter  catalog  plate  is  a 
small  field  mark  above  the  lowest  inside  leaf  of  the  olive  branch  on 
the  reverse,  and  a  tiny  toning  spot  at  the  center  of  the  left  wing  along 
its  top  edge.

5340  1911-D  MS62  NGC.  There  are  a  couple  of  unique  attributes 

to  the  1911-D  quarter  eagle  that  should  help  most  collectors  pick 
a  nice  example  for  their  sets.  While  these  criteria  are  certainly  not 
limited  to  the  1911-D,  it  is  an  unusual  issue  to  which  some  of  them 
apply  to  an  exceptional  degree.  Luster  is  at  the  forefront.  The  1911- 
D's  luster  varies  widely  in  all  grades,  a  fact  Mike  Fuljenz  pointed 
out  recently  in  Indian  Cold  Coins  of  the  20th  Century.  Although  the 
luster  is  usually  a  bit  below  par,  those  seldom-seen  pieces  with  "very 
good  frosty  luster"  are  rare  and  desirable. 

The  1911-D  is  also  seen  with  Strong  D  and  Weak  D  varieties, 
as  the  mintmark  is  virtually  invisible  on  some  specimens.  Collectors 
should  generally  opt  for  the  Strong  D  variant,  all  else  being  equal. 
Original  color  and  eye  appeal  are  also  of  paramount  importance  on 
the  1911-D. 

This  bright,  satiny  example  exhibits  a  strong  mintmark.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  light  reddish-golden  with  minimal  abrasions  present  for  the 
grade.

This  solid  example 
has  no  trace  of  wear  and  bright  yellow-gold  luster.  The  MS62  grade 
was  apparently  assigned  because  of  a  number  of  light,  scattered 
abrasions  that  are  visible  with  magnification.  An  attractive  coin  none¬ 
theless,  and  one  that  is  apt  to  see  a  considerable  number  of  bidder

5342  1911-D  MS63  PCGS.  The  Indian  quarter  eagle  series  con¬ 

tains  only  three  mintmarked  dates,  and  the  1911-D  is  first  and  fore¬ 
most  among  them.  The  1911-D  boasts  the  smallest  mintage  of  the 
series,  at  55,680  pieces,  and  the  date  is  just  as  elusive  as  the  tiny 
mintage  would  suggest.  B.  Max  Mehl  recognized  the  importance  of 
the  1911-D  at  an  early  date,  and  his  enthusiastic  descriptions  in  sev¬ 
eral  auction  catalogs  established  the  issue  as  the  undisputed  key  to 
the  series. 

The  present  coin  is  an  attractive  Select  specimen,  well  detailed, 
with  just  a  little  softness  on  the  central  devices.  The  mintmark  is 
distinct  and  well  formed,  but  not  deeply  impressed.  The  lustrous 
surfaces  exhibit  pleasing  orange-gold  color,  with  some  light  green 
highlights,  the  visual  appeal  is  quite  strong.  (#7943)

which  has  the  second-lowest  mintage  in  the  series,  can  be  in  high 
grades.  As  an  MS64+,  this  coin  is  one  of  just  three  coins  so  certified 
with  50  numerically  finer  (2/11).  Glowing  honey-gold  surfaces  are 
smooth  and  satiny,  the  devices  well-defined,  and  the  overall  eye 
appeal  strong.  Just  a  few  faint  disturbances  on  each  side,  such  as  a 
couple  of  luster  grazes  over  the  eagle's  head,  leave  the  piece  shy  of  a

eagle  is  justly  famous,  far  fewer  collectors  realize  that  the  1914 
quarter  eagle  has  both  the  second-lowest  mintage  and  is  considered 
second  in  overall  and  high-grade  rarity  to  its  illustrious  sibling.  The 
Philadelphia  mintage  plummeted  from  722,000  pieces  in  1913  to 
240,000  in  1914,  and  Mint  State  examples  are  rare  in  all  grades.  Even 
Mint  State  survivors  usually  suffer  from  extensive  abrasions.  This 
piece  is  a  pleasing  exception,  exhibiting  only  a  few  stray  abrasions, 
including  a  couple  on  the  Indian's  jawline.  The  strike  is  well-execut¬ 
ed  over  copper-gold  surfaces.

ed  180  Degrees  in  Collar  —  MS62  NGC.  Ex:  Byers  Collection.  A 
remarkable  error  on  a  20th  century  gold  coin.  The  first  strike  was 
normal,  but  the  piece  was  struck  a  second  time,  rotated  almost 
exactly  180  degrees  from  the  initial  strike.  Presumably,  the  coin  did 
not  leave  the  die  chamber  between  strikes,  and  the  collar  die  was 
obstructed  for  the  second  strike.  Much  detail  is  present  from  the  first 
strike,  including  a  full  date  and  Indian  profile.  The  top  half  of  the 
eagle  is  also  well  outlined.  Both  sides  are  unabraded  and  satiny  with 
straw-gold  color  and  only  a  hint  of  friction  on  the  high  points. 

A  search  of  our  Permanent  Auction  Archives,  which  date  to 
1993,  show  only  one  prior  appearance  of  a  double  struck  in  collar 
U.S.  gold  coin.  That  was  a  1904  double  eagle,  MS63  PCCS,  that 
realized  $37,375  in  our  August  2006  Denver  Signature.  The  rotation 
between  strikes  on  that  piece  was  only  a  few  degrees,  and  its  "look" 
is  significantly  less  dramatic  than  for  the  present  lot.  Unquestionably 
unique,  and  perhaps  a  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity  for  the  error 
specialist.

5346  1910  PR63  PCGS.  The  inexplicably  high  mintage  for  1910 

proof  quarter  eagles  is  not  an  indication  of  the  availability  of  this 
date.  The  numbers  extant  for  the  1910  are  roughly  in  line  with  the 
number  of  survivors  for  other  matte  and  Roman  Finish  proofs  from 
1908  through  1915.

proofs,  as  given  in  the  Guide  Book  and  other  sources,  is  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  in  error,  given  the  certified  populations.  Mike  Fuljenz  estimates 
in  his  references  on  the  series  that  a  reasonable  number  is  175-200 
proofs  coined,  with  perhaps  75-90  surviving  today.  The  "Roman 
gold"  finish  is  only  seen  on  this  and  the  previous  year,  1909. 

A  ring  of  subtle  orange  toning  appears  at  the  peripheries  on 
both  sides  of  this  gorgeous  Premium  Gem.  The  design  motifs  are  fully 
struck,  complementing  pristine  surfaces  and  satiny  yellow  luster.  A 
tiny  planchet  flake  at  the  Indian's  chin  is  the  only  apparent  blemish, 
likely  insufficient  to  trace  a  provenance.

5348  1911  PR63  PCGS.  The  logic  behind  the  matte  proof  finish 

was  that  by  taking  away  the  reflective  surfaces  that  had  character¬ 
ized  past  proofs,  the  viewer  would  have  fewer  distractions  and  thus 
focus  on  the  design  and  its  detail.  In  that  respect,  the  texture  on  this 
Select  proof  Indian  quarter  eagle  does  an  admirable  job,  channeling 
attention  away  from  butterscotch-brown  fields  and  toward  the  sharp 
details  of  the  portrait  and  eagle.  A  couple  of  small  disturbances  in  the 
obverse  matte  surface,  including  a  contact  mark  high  on  the  cheek¬ 
bone  and  another  at  the  throat,  account  for  the  grade.

5349  1912  PR67  PCGS.  The  1912  proof  Indian  Head  quarter 

eagle  had  a  mintage  of  197  pieces.  Attrition  was  heavy  in  that  year, 
however,  and  the  original  mintage  figure  bears  little  relation  to  the 
number  of  survivors  today.  Akers  was  only  able  to  trace  19  auction 
records  for  this  date  in  the  30  years  he  surveyed  for  his  work.  We 
believe  the  total  considerably  higher,  with  the  total  number  of  survi¬ 
vors  probably  in  the  neighborhood  of  65  to  75  pieces. 

A  matte  or  sandblast  finish  was  seen  on  gold  proofs  of  this  year, 
but  is  different  from  the  matte  or  sandblast  finish  of  proofs  from  1908 
and  1911.  Writing  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial 
Proof  Coins,  1722-1989  (1989),  Walter  Breen  commented:  "Fine 
sandblast  finish.  Different  from  all  previous  matte  coins;  under  a 
microscope  the  surfaces  show  millions  of  minute  shiny  facets.  Much 
rarer  than  its  mintage  figure  would  suggest." 

This  piece  features  fine-grained  surfaces  that  display  a  beautiful 
matte  texture  and  even,  light  khaki  coloration.  Under  a  loupe  one 
can  see  the  sparkling  individual  facets  of  the  sandblast  surface.  The 
obverse  is  virtually  flawless,  and  the  reverse  also  comes  close  to 
being  pristine.  The  sharply  struck  design  elements  are  clear  through¬ 
out,  except  only  for  the  slightest  weakness  on  the  eagle's  breast  and 
left  (facing)  leg  feathers.  The  specialist  in  proof  Indian  Head  gold 
coinage  could  spend  many  years  searching  for  a  finer  example.

5350  1914  PR67  NGC.  The  1914  proof  quarter  eagle  is  quite  a 

different  issue  from  the  previous  year.  The  mintage  is  significantly 
lower  —  only  117  proofs  were  produced,  as  compared  to  165  for  the 
1913  coins.  Garrett  and  Guth  write  of  the  issue: 

"The  Philadelphia  Mint  again  revised  the  matte  Proof 
process  for  1914  quarter  eagles,  using  a  darker,  coarser 
sandblast  finish  than  seen  on  the  1912  to  1913  issues.  The 
microscopic  facets  are  larger  than  seen  in  prior  years,  and 
thus  the  reflectivity  is  less  noticeable." 

Our  in-house  records  indicate  that  the  average  1914  proof 
grades  63.5  and  Garrett-Guth  found  an  average  of  64.2.  This  splen¬ 
did  coin  is  among  the  few  finest  known  of  the  estimated  60-70 
pieces  estimated  extant  today.  NGC  has  certified  a  mere  12  pieces  in 
PR67  with  four  coins  finer,  including  possible  resubmissions.  PCGS, 
interestingly,  has  never  certified  an  example  in  either  the  PR66  or 
PR67  grade  (3/11). 

The  prevailing  coloration  on  the  present  PR67  specimen  is 
greenish-tinged  yellow-gold  with  accents  of  green,  over  fine-grained 
surfaces  that  exhibit  no  noticeable  contact  marks.  The  surfaces  are 
not  perfect,  but  their  only  imperfection  lies  in  a  Mint-made  flaw:  On 
the  right  side  of  the  reverse,  through  the  TR  in  TRUST,  one  can  detect 
a  curious,  raised  diagonal  planchet  lamination  into  the  right  field 
below.  This  is  really  quite  interesting  and  unusual  to  find  on  a  proof 
gold  coin.

5351  1854  MS64  NGC.  CAC.  The  1854  three  dollar  gold  piece 

represents  the  first  year  of  the  denomination,  making  it  extremely 
popular  with  type  collectors  and  series  specialists.  The  1854  boasts 
the  largest  mintage  of  the  series,  at  138,618  pieces,  and  the  issue  can 
only  be  called  scarce  in  Choice  condition.  However,  the  population 
drops  off  dramatically  in  higher  grades,  and  anything  finer  is  quite 
rare.  Currently,  PCCS  has  certified  only  28  coins  in  higher  numeric 
grades  (3/11). 

The  coin  offered  here  is  an  attractive  Choice  example,  with  lus¬ 
trous  yellow  and  rose-gold  surfaces.  The  design  elements  are  sharply 
detailed,  with  bold  definition  on  the  feathers  and  Liberty's  hair.  The 
fields  are  remarkably  free  of  contact  marks.  (#7969)

5352  1854-D  AU55  NGC.  The  1854-D  three  dollar  gold  piece 

has  a  charm  all  its  own,  as  Q.  David  Bowers  and  Doug  Winter 
explain  in  The  United  States  $3  Cold  Pieces: 

"For  the  specialist  the  1854-D  $3  possesses  several  points 
of  interest.  First,  it  is  the  only  Dahlonega  Mint  coin  of 
this  denomination.  As  coins  from  that  mint  are  collected 
avidly,  this  is  a  'must  have'  for  many.  Second,  the  produc¬ 
tion  quantity  of  1,120  is  enticingly  low  —  bespeaking 
rarity  from  the  outset.  Few  things  are  more  exciting  to  a 
numismatist  than  a  low  mintage  figure.  Third,  of  all  coins 
in  the  $3  series  this  is  the  most  'rustic,'  the  poorest  struck 
and  the  issue  with  the  lowest  average  eye  appeal.  The  last 
is  not  an  asset,  but  certainly  a  point  of  interest.  Rusticity 
has  its  place  in  numismatics  —  witness  the  Charlotte  and 
Dahlonega  gold  dollars  of  the  late  1850s  or,  for  that  mat¬ 
ter,  the  crude  copper  coins  struck  by  Machin's  Mills  in  the 
late  1780s  that  command  so  much  attention  today." 

In  the  context  of  the  1854-D  three  dollar,  a  coin  that  is  "not  bad" 
is  in  fact  good  or  great,  and  this  Choice  AU  survivor  is  not  bad  at  all. 
The  margin  areas  show  typical  weakness  on  the  rims  and  dentils,  but 
the  interiors  are  decently  detailed  with  only  minor  evidence  of  wear. 
Orange-accented  yellow-gold  surfaces  retain  faint  but  appreciable 
luster,  and  aside  from  a  few  small  rim  nicks,  both  sides  are  remark¬ 
ably  abrasion-free.

5353  1859  MS64  NGC.  The  mintage  of  business  strike  three 

dollar  gold  pieces  in  1859  was  a  generous  —  for  the  series  —  pro¬ 
duction  of  15,589  coins,  but  most  of  them  circulated  to  one  degree 
or  another,  and  today  the  average  certified  survivors  grades  about 
AU55.  Mint  State  examples  number  only  70-90  pieces,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Bowers  series  reference,  although  we  suspect  that  total 
is  somewhat  on  the  low  side.  This  near-Gem  is  among  the  finer 
survivors,  with  pleasing  orange-gold  surfaces  that  are  well-struck 
throughout.  Minor  die  clashing  appears  on  the  reverse,  and  we  note 
a  single  straight  scrape  in  the  left  obverse  field,  between  the  chin 
and  U,  that  helps  determine  the  grade.

5354  1878  MS65  NGC.  The  1878  is  the  last  of  the  great  triumvi¬ 

rate  of  issues  within  the  three  dollar  gold  series  that  are  traditionally 
considered  type  coins,  due  to  their  relatively  plentiful  mintages.  The 
1854  three  dollar  is  the  first  and  highest-mintage,  with  the  1874  and 
1878  productions  about  one-third  and  two-thirds  the  mintage  of  the 
1854,  but  saved  in  greater  numbers  due  to  their  later  issuance.  But 
even  though  the  1878  had  a  production  exceeding  82,000  coins, 
most  circulated  to  a  small  degree.  Gem  specimens  such  as  the  pres¬ 
ent  piece  are  elusive  but  can  be  obtained  with  patience,  while  Pre¬ 
mium  Gems  are  seldom  offered. 

This  coin  displays  rich  orange-red  and  lilac-tinted  coloration 
throughout,  with  much  luster  emanating  from  satiny  surfaces  that 
show  only  a  stray  mark  or  two  —  including  one  in  the  center  of  the 
Indian's  cheek  —  that  are  consistent  with  the  grade.  The  piece  also 
boasts  an  excellent  strike,  save  for  minor  weakness  on  the  bowknot.

This  is  an 
attractive  near-Gem  representative  of  that  low-mintage  issue,  strong¬ 
ly  mirrored  on  straw-gold  and  sun-yellow  fields  with  above-average 
design  definition  and  few  significant  flaws  on  the  raised  devices, 
though  minor  marks  and  a  couple  of  isolated  luster  scrapes  combine 
to  account  for  the  grade.

The  coloration 
is  rich  reddish-gold,  complementing  a  sharp  strike.  The  numerous 
small  abrasions  peppered  over  each  side  constitute  the  grade.  Bow¬ 
ers  estimates  in  his  reference  on  the  odd  denomination  that  from  20 
to  30  Mint  State  examples  survive  today.  This  MS63  piece  is  tied  for 
the  finest  certified  that  we  have  offered  since  we  began  our  Perma¬ 
nent  Auction  Archives  in  1993.

the  long-since-unneeded  three  dollar  denomination,  whose  paltry 
emission  was  1,500  business  strikes,  the  Mint  State  survivors  are 
unsurprisingly  (but  delightfully)  prooflike  to  semiprooflike  in  many 
instances,  as  on  the  present  near-Gem,  which  displays  ample  proof¬ 
like  qualities.  Rich  reddish-orange  color  is  augmented  by  tinges  of 
greenish-hazel  near  the  rims.

It  nonetheless  appears  as  though  there  were 
some  astute  dealers  and  collectors  who  were  attuned  both  to  the  low 
mintages  and  to  the  possibility  the  series  might  soon  end,  as  it  indeed 
did  in  1889.  Examples  today  are  scarce  but  obtainable,  mostly  in 
Mint  State  grades  or  thereabouts.

For  the  second  Bass  auction,  the 
cataloger  described  this  Gem  representative  as  follows:  "A  business 
strike  of  remarkable  quality,  brilliant  with  much  mint  lustre,  and  no 
prooflike  surface.  A  splendid  example  of  a  quality  seldom  seen." 
Modern  collectors  may  see  the  coin  as  more  reflective  than  that  with 
a  mix  of  straw-gold  and  sun-yellow  color,  but  if  anything,  the  coin's 
eye  appeal  is  understated.

5362  1889  MS64  PCGS.  The  series-ending  three  dollar  gold  piec¬ 

es  of  1889  seem  to  have  been  saved  both  by  dealers  and  collectors 
aware  of  the  low  mintages  within  the  series,  and  perhaps  by  noncol¬ 
lectors  who  simply  retained  the  last  issue  of  this  odd  denomination. 
This  near-Gem  is  considerably  finer  than  the  average  survivor  none¬ 
theless,  and  Gem  and  finer  examples  seldom  appear.  This  two-toned 
coin  boasts  splendid  orange-gold  color  on  the  obverse,  deepening 
on  the  reverse  to  incredible  lilac  coloration  in  the  center.  (Please  note 
that  a  blemish-fuzzy  area  that  may  appear  in  the  photograph  in  that 
area  is  on  the  holder.)

5363  1859  PR66  Cameo  NGC.  Ex:  Kupersmith  Collection.  The  1859  proof  three  dollar  issue  is  shrouded  in  mystery.  The  original  mintage  is 

recorded  as  80  pieces  in  Mint  records,  although  some  authors,  including  David  Akers,  have  stated  an  unknown  mintage.  It  is  probably  the  case 
that  80  was  the  actual  proof  mintage  in  1859.  However,  mintage  figures  only  tell  part  of  the  story. 

The  number  of  pieces  actually  distributed  to  collectors  and  other  individuals  in  1859  is  more  important  than  the  mintage.  Dave  Bowers 
(2005)  writes:  "Although  Mint  records  indicate  80  Proofs  were  struck,  it  must  have  been  the  case  that  no  more  than  a  third  were  ever  distrib¬ 
uted."  A  year  later,  Jeff  Garrett  and  Ron  Guth  suggested  a  slightly  higher  figure:  "The  number  of  survivors  ...  supports  a  true  mintage  figure  of 
about  three-dozen  coins." 

The  number  of  known  specimens  is  also  uncertain.  Our  roster  shows  17  different  pieces,  including  four  in  museums,  although  there  is  the 
possibility  of  duplication  among  a  few  listings.  Norman  Stack  estimated  six  to  10  pieces  in  1974,  David  Akers  said  six  to  eight  pieces  in  1974, 
revising  his  estimate  upward  to  10  to  12  in  1976.  Dave  Bowers  mentioned  11  to  13  proofs  in  2005.  Regardless  of  the  number  known,  we  believe 
this  piece,  from  the  Eliasberg  and  Trompeter  collections,  is  the  finest  or  second  finest  known.  NGC  and  PCGS  have  certified  17  pieces  ranging 
from  PR61  to  PR67.  The  single  Superb  Gem,  certified  PR67  Cameo  NGC,  is  currently  unlocated. 

This  lovely  specimen  has  a  small  lint  mark  in  the  field  near  Liberty's  eye,  serving  as  a  positive  pedigree  marker  that  identifies  this  coin  as 
the  Eliasberg-Trompeter  specimen.  Both  sides  have  sharp  design  elements  with  frosty  light  yellow  surfaces  and  fully  mirrored  fields.  A  few  plan- 
chet  flakes  and  blemishes  are  evident  on  each  side  but  they  are  inconsequential.  A  remarkable  Premium  Gem  Cameo  proof  with  a  provenance 
dating  back  more  than  100  years.

5364  1860  PR66  Cameo  NGC.  The  official  mintage  figures  for 

the  three  earliest  wide-release  proof  three  dollar  gold  issues  —  the 
1859,  1860,  and  1861  —  are  likely  gross  mintages  rather  than  net;  in 
the  example  of  the  1860  proof,  Garrett  and  Guth  write  that  despite 
a  stated  mintage  of  119  pieces,  "the  true  mintage  is  probably  some¬ 
where  between  40  and  60  Proofs."  That  figure  is  more  in  line  with 
stated  production  figures  from  1862  to  1864,  which  ranged  35  to  50 
pieces. 

The  authors  make  further  relevant  notes  about  the  1860  three 
dollar  gold  proof,  stating  that  on  average,  "this  date  appears  at  auc¬ 
tion  less  than  once  a  year."  While  Heritage  offered  a  different  exam¬ 
ple  in  February  2011  at  Long  Beach,  the  knowledgeable  collector  of 
proof  gold  will  recognize  this  as  an  unusual  "bonus"  opportunity  at 
the  date,  since  the  rest  of  Heritage's  auction  history  for  the  issue  is 
sparse  indeed. 

The  mirrors  on  each  side  of  this  Premium  Gem  specimen  have 
intense  sun-yellow  color  that  borders  on  orange,  while  the  devices 
show  a  distinctly  lighter  tone  in  addition  to  their  ample  frost.  The 
strike  is  crisp  as  expected,  and  though  a  few  tiny  lint  marks  and  other 
imperfections  are  present  (such  as  a  small  depression  near  3  o'clock 
on  the  reverse),  the  surfaces  are  carefully  preserved  overall,  with  only 
minor  clouding  and  other  flaws  precluding  an  even  finer  designation.

1866  Three  Dollar  Gold,  PR64  Deep  Cameo 
A  Post-Civil  War  Rarity  in  all  Grades 

5365  1866  PR64  Deep  Cameo  PCGS.  CAC.  A  review  of  our  Per¬ 

manent  Auction  Archives,  begun  in  1993,  shows  that  no  proof  1866 
three  dollar  gold  pieces  have  appeared  in  any  of  our  sales  since  Janu¬ 
ary  of  that  year.  As  the  public  (including  the  coin  collecting  public) 
was  recovering  from  the  horrific  Civil  War,  proof  gold  coins  had  an 
extremely  limited  market.  Just  30  proof  threes  were  minted  early  in 
1866,  and  it  is  doubtful  that  all  30  coins  found  buyers.  An  unknown 
quantity  was  almost  certainly  melted  after  remaining  unsold.  Dave 
Bowers  suggests  that  only  a  dozen  proofs  are  known  in  The  United 
States  $3  Cold  Pieces  1854-1889,  which  he  co-wrote  with  Douglas 
Winter. 

Known  specimens  include  a  single  PR64  Deep  Cameo  piece  in 
the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  an  example  in  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Society,  according  to  Walter  Breen.  In  addition,  the  Eliasberg, 
Garrett,  and  Brand  coins  are  different,  bringing  the  number  of  known 
proofs  to  five.  Beyond  those,  we  know  of  22  other  auction  appear¬ 
ances  that  may  include  reappearances  of  the  above,  or  additional 
specimens.  We  concur  with  the  overall  proof  population  of  about  a 
dozen  different  coins,  although  we  are  unaware  of  a  specific  detailed 
Census,  a  near-impossibility  for  proof  gold. 

In  addition  to  its  proof  rarity,  the  date  is  also  rare  in  business 
strike  format,  with  a  total  estimated  population  of  less  than  200  coins 
in  all  grades,  primarily  circulated.  Any  opportunity  to  purchase  a 
high-grade  1866  three  dollar  gold  piece,  Mint  State  or  proof,  is  a 
landmark  event.  This  incredible  specimen  has  brilliant  yellow  sur¬ 
faces  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  highly  lustrous,  frosty  devices, 
providing  excellent  contrast.  Slight  haze  and  microscopic  hairlines 
prevent  a  higher  grade.  A  short  mark  on  Liberty's  cheek  appears  to 
be  a  lint  mark,  and  a  similar  feature  is  visible  on  plates  of  several  dif¬ 
ferent  examples.  Currently  NGC  and  PCGS  have  combined  to  grade 
16  submissions,  undoubtedly  representing  a  much  lower  number 
of  actual  coins.

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Elusive  1867  Three  Dollar  Gold 
PR66  Cameo,  One  Finer  at  NGC 

5366  1867  PR66  Cameo  NGC.  The  1867  three  dollar  gold  has 

been  a  rarity  within  the  series  in  both  proof  and  circulation  strike 
format  for  quite  a  long  time.  The  proof  production  of  a  recorded  50 
proofs  complements  a  meager  business  strike  issue  of  2,600  pieces. 
The  useful  Q.  David  Bowers  series  reference  numbers  the  existing 
proof  coins  at  only  12  to  15  survivors  today.  The  combined  certified 
populations  at  NGC  and  PCGS  are  certainly  padded  with  resubmis¬ 
sions  and  the  like,  but  there  are  20  certification  events  combined. 
The  Cameo  proofs  at  PCGS  include  only  two  pieces  —  one  each  in 
PR65  and  PR66  —  while  at  NGC,  this  PR66  Cameo  is  one  of  two  so 
certified,  and  a  single  PR67  Cameo  is  finer. 

Breen  proposes  in  his  Proof  Encyclopedia  that  there  are  two 
die  varieties,  "possibly  identifiable  with  the  earlier  and  later  strikings 
of  25  apiece."  The  reverse  die  here,  as  Breen  describes,  shows  the 
left  (upright)  serif  of  the  7  under  the  left  tip  of  the  right  foot  of  the  A 
in  DOLLARS,  but  we  see  no  signs  on  the  obverse  of  minute  rust  pits 
that  he  mentions  in  D  and  R.  We  also  note  that  the  7  in  the  date  is 
especially  heavy  in  the  die  compared  to  the  186,  the  former  individu¬ 
ally  stamped  while  the  186  was  the  product  of  a  gang  punch. 

Both  sides  of  this  stellar  and  rare  three  dollar  proof  are  covered 
in  rich,  mellow  orange-gold  coloration,  with  highly  reflective  fields 
and  well-frosted  devices  creating  noticeable  contrast  on  each  side. 
To  mention  any  tiny  impairments  on  this  coin  that  may  appear  under 
a  loupe  would  overemphasize  their  importance.  This  piece  should 
form  a  real  prize  for  potential  bidders,  and  we  expect  their  cards  will 
fly  in  the  air  when  it  crosses  the  block.  Census:  2  in  66  Cameo,  1

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1876  Three  Dollar,  PR65  Ultra  Cameo 
Rarely  Seen  Proof-Only  Issue 

5367  1876  PR65  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  The  1876  three  dollar  is 

an  issue  analogous  to  the  much-better  known  1895  Morgan  dollar: 
Both  are  only  available  in  proof  format.  However,  the  1876  three  is 
most  often  compared  to  the  1875  three  dollar,  also  a  proof-only  date. 
The  preceding  year  is  distinctly  scarcer  than  the  1876,  a  situation 
somewhat  muddied  by  an  official  mintage  and  speculation  about  the 
actual  mintage  of  the  1876.  Officially  only  45  proofs  were  struck  in 
this  year.  The  first  delivery  was  on  February  19,  totaling  20  coins.  The 
second  delivery  came  on  June  13  with  25  more  proofs.  Carrett-Cuth 
state:  "An  unknown  number  of  additional  Proofs  were  made  at  an 
unknown  date  from  a  different  obverse  die." 

While  few  collectors  care  about  die  varieties  of  gold  coins, 
especially  proof  gold  coins,  Harry  Bass  was  one  who  did.  His  study 
of  this  issue  concluded  that  there  are  two  dies  dated  1876,  and  the 
first  die  has  a  second  die  state.  The  #1  die  shows  no  die  rust  in  the 
headdress.  The  second  die  pair  shows  rust  on  the  headdress,  and 
no  parallel  lines  are  evident  in  the  area  of  the  I  in  LIBERTY.  This 
particular  coin  evidences  no  die  rust.  A  secondary  trait  of  this  die 
pair  is  graininess  in  the  field  or  an  "aura"  around  the  portrait.  This 
porosity  is  strongly  evident  in  the  obverse  fields  around  the  figure 
of  Liberty,  and  to  a  lesser  degree  in  the  reverse  fields.  This  coin  is 
clearly  an  original  striking,  most  likely  one  of  the  20  proofs  delivered 
in  February,  as  the  June  strikings  show  slight  die  rust  from  the  same 
die  marriage. 

The  1876  three  is  known  to  sometimes  appear  impaired  and  in 
lower  grades,  and  it  is  also  unusually  available  for  such  a  low-mint- 
age  issue  in  high  grades  and  with  Cameo  and  Ultra/Deep  Cameo 
features.  This  lovely  yellow-gold  example  has  the  expected  depth  of 
mirroring  in  the  fields  with  sharply  contrasting  frosted  devices.  A  tiny 
planchet  flake  in  the  field  below  the  bust  of  Liberty  may  not  be  sig¬ 
nificant  enough  to  aid  in  tracing  the  pedigree  of  this  important  rarity.

The  famous  pattern, 
seen  here  having  gone  through  hard  use.  One  is  reminded  of  Walter 
Breen's  tall  tale  about  Stellas  appearing  on  the  necklaces  of  D.C. 
madams  when  looking  at  this  coin.  It  has  a  prominent  plugged  hole, 
which  affects  the  C  for  "copper"  in  the  obverse  legend  and  much 
of  the  word  FOUR  on  the  reverse.  While  the  reverse  has  a  decent 
appearance  aside  from  the  obvious  plug,  the  obverse  has  prominent 
wear  across  the  portrait,  and  that  side  also  has  the  gloss  of  a  harsh 
cleaning.  Yet  for  many  collectors  who  would  otherwise  be  shut  out  of 
owning  this  famous  issue,  all  the  problems  taken  together  won't  mat¬ 
ter.  It's  still  a  Stella.

PCGS.  The  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella  is  one  of  the  most  classic  and 
revered  gold  rarities  in  the  entire  U.S.  numismatic  series.  All  four  of 
the  1879-1880  Stella  issues  are  patterns  in  the  strict  technical  sense,  a 
more-or-less-hairbrained  numismatic  experiment  doomed  to  failure 
from  the  outset.  But  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  are  a  special  case, 
with  much  larger  mintages  than  the  three  other  types  and  fervidly 
sought  alongside  regular-issue  U.S.  coins  by  gold  type  collectors 

The  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  were  produced  in  an  unknown 
quantity  that  numbers  at  least  several  hundred  pieces.  For  long  years 
the  story  has  circulated  that  there  were  15  "originals"  made  in  1879 
that  lack  planchet  striations  on  Liberty's  head.  This  was  supposedly 
followed  by  a  second,  much  larger  restrike  quantity  in  1880  —  per¬ 
haps  400-700  pieces  in  all  —  with  those  coins  showing  the  planchet 
striations.  As  far  as  we  can  determine  today,  the  story  about  the  15 
originals  has  no  basis  in  fact.  The  latest  (10th)  edition  of  the  Judd  pat¬ 
tern  reference  diplomatically  states,  "All  gold  impressions  seen  have 
parallel  planchet  striations  near  the  top  of  the  hair."  Our  experience 
is  the  same,  and  we  have  handled  quite  a  few  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stel¬ 
las  over  the  years:  All  show  planchet  striations  on  one  or  both  sides, 
which  we  believe  can  be  traced  to  the  cut-down,  thinner  half  eagle 
planchets  used  in  the  manufacture  of  these  experimental  coins.  (The 
ultimate  test  would  be  metallurgical  assay  tests  proving  that  Stellas 
exist  in  the  nominal  metric  alloy  and  weight  claimed  on  the  obverse, 
seven  grams  total  weight  that  is  six-sevenths  gold,  with  the  remaining 
one-seventh  alloy  that  is  three-tenths  silver  and  seven-tenths  copper. 
Such  coins  would  almost  certainly  have  to  lack  planchet  striations,  as 
they  could  not  be  made  from  cut-down  planchets  made  of  the  90/10 
gold/copper  standard  alloy  of  federal  gold  coinage.) 

This  piece  certainly  displays  the  ubiquitous  die  striations.  They 
are  light  on  the  obverse  and  remarkably  strong  over  the  star  ("stella") 
on  the  reverse.  The  fields  are  moderately  reflective,  and  unlike  many 
Stellas,  there  is  minimal  contrast  between  the  fields  and  devices.  The 
only  two  distinctive  contact  marks  are  in  the  lower  left  obverse  field 
to  the  left  of  Liberty's  neck.  (#8057)

A  Conservatively  Graded  Example  of

5370  1879  Flowing  Hair,  Judd-1635,  Pollock-1833,  R.3,  PR64  PCGS.  CAC.  Prior  to  the  official  adoption  of  the  euro,  any  traveler  in  Western 

Europe  would  have  had  a  similar  experience  in  exchanging  the  currencies  of  those  nations,  during  the  time  when  the  euro  had  been  officially 
adopted  as  an  accounting  currency  but  not  yet  launched  as  a  circulating  medium. 

The  traveler  was  likely  to  pile  up  a  hefty  pocket  (or  purse)  full  of  Dutch  guilder,  Italian  lire,  British  and  Irish  pounds,  German  marks,  Swiss 
and  French  francs,  and  fractional  equivalents  thereof.  The  shiny  new  Italian  10-  and  20-lire  coins  were  attractive  but  worth  next  to  nothing  — 
especially  with  the  costs  of  currency  exchanges  tacked  on.  The  story  was  the  same  for  the  other  nations'  fractional  currencies,  nicer  saved  (if 
one  is  a  coin  collector)  than  exchanged  at  another  loss.  The  elegant  French  1999  one  franc  coins  featured  La  Semeuse,  the  sower.  Elizabeth  II 
gazed  out  from  the  obverse  of  the  British  pounds,  with  the  Welsh,  Scottish,  Northern  Irish,  and  Royal  Arms  reverses  to  distinguish  them.  The 
Swiss  Helvetia  coins  were  simple  and  dignified,  with  classic  beauty. 

Building  up  a  nifty  collection  of  modern  European  coins  was  easy,  and  often  inevitable.  On  tight  timetables,  perhaps  with  no  car,  busi¬ 
ness  travelers  would  be  forced  to  do  all  currency  exchanges  at  airports  —  first  from  dollars  to  Dutch  guilder  if  arriving  in  Amsterdam,  then  on 
to  pounds  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  Swiss  or  French  francs,  Italian  lire,  German  marks,  Spanish  pesetas,  on  and  on  the  merry-go-round  of 
currency  exchanges  would  go.  Each  border  crossing  would  create  a  small  pile  of  leftover  small-denomination  bills  and  coins,  since  none  of  the 
exchanges  were  exact.  Striving  to  maintain  intelligible  records  of  how  much  was  spent  on  business  and  how  much  was  lost  in  each  mandatory 
exchange  became  a  near-impossibility. 

For  centuries  until  the  phased  introduction  of  the  circulating  euro  coins  and  notes  between  1999  and  2002,  it  was  little  different  for  travel¬ 
ers  from  one  European  country  to  another.  While  the  common  euro  currency  at  least  has  solved  the  cross-border  exchange  problem  within  the 
Euro  Zone,  the  euro  today,  of  course,  fluctuates  against  other  countries  —  sometimes  violently  so,  given  the  recent  European  sovereign  debt 
crisis. 

The  Stellas  in  theory  were  a  purported  solution  to  such  dilemmas  by  introducing  an  international  currency.  But  in  practice,  they  were 
fraught  with  their  own  problems.  They  were  an  effort  to  produce  a  currency  that  would  exactly  equal  a  set  amount  in  several  other  established 
European  denominations.  However,  those  values  fluctuated  against  each  other  and  against  any  other  relative  measures,  just  as  currencies  do 
now.  The  Stella's  only  success  was  in  equaling  none  of  them.  It  also  faced  the  added  challenge  of  being  little  different  from  the  U.S.  five  dollar 
gold  coin,  which  was  well  established  as  a  tool  of  international  commerce. 

The  first-generation  holder  that  encases  this  piece  gives  no  indication  of  the  considerable  contrast  between  the  deeply  mirrored  fields  and 
the  frosted  devices.  At  the  time  this  coin  was  certified,  no  thought  was  given  to  Cameo  designation  except  for  Morgan  dollars.  The  surfaces  on 
each  side  have  pronounced  reddish-gold  color  with  occasional  dashes  of  lilac  interspersed.  The  shallow  striations  that  are  always  seen  on  the 
figure  of  Liberty  are  light  and  run  vertically  on  this  piece.  This  conservatively  graded  Stella  should  see  considerable  interest  from  bidders  and 
collectors  interested  in  this  19th  century  experiment  in  standardized  coinage.  (#8057) 
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1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella,  PR65  Cameo 
Remarkably  Well-Preserved  Specimen 

5371  1879  Flowing  Hair,  Judd-1635,  Pollock-1833,  R.3,  PR65  Cameo  NGC.  In  1866  Congress  passed  the  Metric  Act,  written  by  Rep.  John 

A.  Kasson,  then-chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights,  and  Measures.  In  March  1867  William  Darrah  "Pig  Iron"  Kelley,  a 

Philadelphia  native,  would  assume  the  chairmanship  of  the  committee,  serving  through  1873.  Kasson,  during  the  next  two  decades,  would 
serve  in  some  local  Iowa  state  posts  as  well  as  on  a  couple  of  important  European  assignments  —  one  to  an  international  postal  convention, 
one  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Austria-Hungary. 

The  1866  Metric  Act  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  Kasson  Act,  under  which: 

"It  shall  be  lawful  throughout  the  United  States  of  America  to  employ  the  weights  and  measures  of  the  metric  system;  and  no  contract 
or  dealing,  or  pleading  in  any  court,  shall  be  deemed  invalid  or  liable  to  objection  because  the  weights  or  measures  expressed  or 
referred  to  therein  are  weights  or  measures  of  the  metric  system." 

Kasson  laid  out  his  motives  for  legalizing  the  metric  system  in  a  report  to  the  39th  Congress  in  1866,  pointing  out  that  the  system  "is 
already  used  in  some  arts  and  trades  in  this  country,  and  is  especially  adapted  to  the  wants  of  others."  He  wrote  further,  however,  that: 

"Its  minute  and  exact  divisions  specially  adapt  it  to  the  use  of  chemists,  apothecaries,  the  finer  operations  of  the  artisan,  and  to  all 
scientific  objects.  It  has  always  been  and  is  now  used  in  the  United  States  coast  survey.  Yet  in  some  of  the  States,  owing  to  the 
phraseology  of  their  laws,  it  would  be  a  direct  violation  of  them  to  use  it  in  the  business  transactions  of  the  community." 

Although  Kasson  is  usually  credited  with  the  Stella  proposal,  Robert  W.  Julian  in  an  (undated)  article  in  Coins  magazine  titled  "From  Gol- 
oid  pattern  to  $4  coins"  puts  the  idea  squarely  at  the  feet  of  eccentric  Philadelphia  inventor  Dr.  William  Wheeler  Hubbell.  Hubbell  in  1877 
received  a  patent  for  his  "invention"  of  goloid  metal,  a  mix  of  gold  and  silver  that  was  really  just  a  variant  of  electrum,  which  the  Lydians  had 
used  to  strike  their  first  coinage  around  600-700  B.C. 

In  early  1878  Hubbell,  through  his  political  connections,  succeeded  in  getting  goloid  and  goloid  metric  dollars  produced  (Judd-1557,  1560, 
1563),  which  failed  miserably.  Even  though  they  contained  varying  amounts  of  gold,  they  were  indistinguishable  from  coins  made  out  of  normal 
coin  silver. 

The  1879  and  1880  Stellas,  in  both  Coiled  Hair  and  Flowing  Hair  designs,  also  loudly  broadcast  their  content  in  even  metric  weights, 
although  the  curious  net  gold  fineness  is  purportedly  six-sevenths,  or  85.14%.  (The  Stellas  do  contain  an  even  metric  weight  of  seven  grams.) 
The  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  were  offered  to  congressmen  —  enraging  collectors  of  the  day  —  in  three-piece  sets  with  the  1879  metric  dollar 
(Judd-1617/1618)  and  the  1879  goloid  dollar  (Judd-1626/1627). 

Julian  writes: 

"For  some  unexplained  reason  John  Kasson,  a  former  congressman,  is  given  credit  for  Hubbell's  strange  ideas.  Supposedly  Kasson 
thought  that  the  $4  coin  would  exchange  nicely  with  the  French  20-franc  gold,  even  though  the  latter  was  worth  about  $3.86,  not 
$4.  Kasson  would  have  known  better.  Hubbell  did  not  and  should  get  all  the  credit,  or  blame,  for  the  idea  of  a  Stella  coin." 

This  is,  of  course,  in  direct  contradiction  to  the  Judd  reference  (edited  by  Q.  David  Bowers)  and  numerous  other  authorities,  including  Wal¬ 
ter  Breen  and  Jeff  Garrett  and  Ron  Guth.  Despite  the  details  concerning  their  genesis,  all  numismatists  today  would  concur  that  the  Stellas  are 
celebrated  rarities  whose  auction  appearances  are  certain  to  incite  spirited  bidding. 

The  wonderfully  preserved  surfaces  of  this  unusual  experimental  coin  radiate  bright  yellow-gold  color  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  and 
sharply  contrasting  mint  frost  over  the  devices.

The  1796/5  Small  Eagle  five  dollar  gold  piece  is  one  of  the 
important  rarities  in  the  early  half  eagle  series.  The  obverse  has  a 
prominent  overdate,  one  of  the  earliest  overdates  from  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint.  Two  1796  over  5  overdate  varieties  were  minted  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  the  half  dime  and  half  eagle.  They  are  the  first  two  overdates 
in  American  coinage.  It  is  impossible  to  know  exactly  when  they 
were  each  coined,  although  the  Mint's  delivery  records  suggest  that 
the  overdate  half  dime  was  probably  coined  before  the  half  eagle. 
Regardless,  this  single  variety  is  the  first  overdate  in  American  gold 
coinage. 

Following  12  1795  Small  Eagle  varieties,  just  one  was  produced 
in  1796,  despite  a  similar  annual  mintage.  The  only  explanation  is 
that  1795  dies  were  still  serviceable,  and  remained  in  use  through 
most  of  1796.  Finally,  the  1796-dated  obverse  die  was  engraved  and 
placed  into  use.  It  is  impossible  to  know  how  many  were  actually 
struck,  although  John  Dannreuther  estimates  that  only  1,057  to  2,000 
coins  carried  the  1796  date  from  the  annual  production  of  6,196 
coins. 

Less  than  10  Mint  State  1796/5  half  eagles  are  known,  despite 
a  higher  certified  population.  This  Choice  AU  specimen  is  similar  in 
quality  to  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  coin  that  is  now  on  display  at  the 
ANA  museum  in  Colorado  Springs.  Both  sides  have  lustrous  green- 
gold  surfaces  with  only  a  few  insignificant  blemishes.

Harry  W.  Bass, 
Jr.  wrote  in  his  journal  that  the  M  was  "cut  over  a  much  larger  previ¬ 
ous  M,"  a  possibility  since  recutting  is  visible  on  both  sides  of  the 
M.  It  is  more  likely,  however,  that  the  M  was  lightly  entered  two  or 
more  times  before  the  die  engraver  determined  the  ideal  position.  A 
charming  lightly  circulated  yellow-gold  example.  Luster  brightens  the 
stars,  legends,  curls,  clouds,  and  eagle.  A  loupe  locates  only  three 
mentionable  marks,  two  on  the  right  obverse  field  and  the  third  near 
the  right  border  of  the  scroll.

The  late  Harry  Bass  owned  two  examples  of  this  extremely  rare 
variety.  John  Dannreuther  suggests  that  18  to  22  examples  are  known, 
although  our  own  research  indicates  the  actual  population  is  prob¬ 
ably  only  about  10  to  12  pieces.  Either  population  scenario  makes 
it  the  rarest  1807  half  eagle  variety.  Both  of  the  Bass  coins  are  Mint 
State,  and  the  present  specimen,  housed  in  a  first-generation  PCGS 
holder,  appears  to  be  third  finest. 

The  surfaces  have  nearly  full  luster  with  brilliant  orange-gold 
color  and  delicate  green  overtones.

Bass-Dannreuther 
estimate  that  the  split  is  somewhere  around  70:30  to  80:20  in  favor 
of  the  BD-1,  out  of  the  total  mintage  exceeding  95,000  coins  for  the 
year. 

The  two  varieties  share  a  common  obverse,  with  different 
reverses.  On  the  BD-1  reverse,  the  first  S  in  STATES  is  positioned  over 
the  right  side  of  the  E  on  the  scroll  below.  The  D  in  the  denomination 
5  D.  appears  to  lean  left  in  relation  to  the  5.  The  middle  arrow  points 
to  the  left  side  of  the  foot  of  the  upright  of  R,  while  the  lowest  arrow 
points  to  the  center  of  I. 

Although  the  mintage  of  the  1813  half  eagles  is  about  that  of 
the  1810  and  1811  issues,  it  appears  likely  that  more  of  the  1813 
fives  were  saved  due  to  the  changeover  from  the  Capped  Bust  to 
Left  design  to  the  Capped  Head  to  Left  style  —  to  use  the  Guide 
Book  terminology.

The  1842-C  Small  Date  is  the  rarest  Charlotte  half  eagle,  and  is  the 
second  rarest  issue  of  all  Charlotte  coins,  trailing  only  1849-C  Open 
Wreath  gold  dollar.  Only  4,595  pieces  were  originally  struck,  and  it 
is  estimated  that  today  a  mere  60-80  coins  are  extant  in  all  grades. 
Current  population  data  from  NGC  and  PCGS  (3/11)  indicates  that 
seven  pieces  have  been  certified  in  mint  condition  between  the  two 
services.  We  seriously  doubt  that  represents  seven  individual  coins, 
as  several  years  ago  this  issue  was  considered  unique  in  Uncircu¬ 
lated  (the  Ex:  Elrod  coin).  In  Doug  Winter's  latest  Charlotte  reference 
(2008)  this  coin  is  listed  as  third  finest  on  his  Condition  Census,  a  list 
that  begins  with  AU58  and  tops  out  at  MS62. 

The  striking  details  are  exceptionally  well  defined  on  this  coin. 
The  hair  curls  and  peripheral  stars  are  strong  with  the  only  area  of 
weakness  being  the  feathers  on  the  eagle's  neck,  as  always  seen.  The 
few  survivors  of  the  2,555  pieces  struck  from  Die  State  I  are  generally 
sharply  struck  and  they  are  especially  well  defined  when  compared 
to  the  Die  State  II  coins.  As  an  aside,  approximately  three-quarters 
of  the  known  examples  of  the  1842-C  Small  Date  are  from  the  Die 
State  II  dies,  which  show  a  rim  cud  at  12  o'clock  on  the  obverse.  The 
surfaces  overall  are  quite  clean  and  show  only  minimal  abrasions  for 
this  usually  extensively  abraded  issue.  As  with  many  Charlotte  and 
Dahlonega  coins,  the  fields  are  semireflective,  no  doubt  from  the 
minimal  usage  of  the  dies,  and  the  coin  shows  light  green-gold  color¬ 
ation  overall. 

The  collector  of  Charlotte  gold  would  be  well  advised  to  bid 
generously  on  this  coin,  as  another  Mint  State  example  may  not  be 
on  the  market  for  many  years.

Few  examples  of  this  prodigious  mintage  were  saved  for 
numismatic  purposes,  and  high-grade  specimens  are  quite  rare  today. 
Current  data  from  the  grading  services  reveals  NGC  has  certified  10 
examples  in  MS64,  with  a  single  specimen  finer,  while  PCGS  has 
graded  only  three  coins  at  the  Choice  level,  with  none  finer  (3/11). 

The  present  coin  is  an  attractive  Choice  specimen,  displaying 
areas  of  prooflike  reflectivity  in  the  fields.  The  design  elements  are 
sharply  defined,  and  the  surfaces  are  a  pleasing  greenish-gold  color,

As  usual  with  this  vari¬ 
ety,  the  first  three  stars  are  weakly  defined.  Only  10,000  pieces  were 
struck  and  it  is  estimated  that  80-90  individual  coins  may  still  exist 
today.  Doug  Winter  lists  six  Uncirculated  examples  in  his  latest  New 
Orleans  reference.  This  coin  is  listed  as  #3  on  his  Condition  Census. 
This  distinctive  piece  has  bright,  shimmering  prooflike  fields  on  each 
side.  The  strike  is  strong  throughout,  except  for  the  first  three  stars  as 
mentioned.  Both  sides  are  peppered  with  numerous  small  abrasions, 
but  this  coin  lacks  the  heavy  marks  usually  seen.  The  lemony  yellow- 
gold  color  has  an  accent  of  light  reddish  patina  on  each  side.

5391  1858-C  MS62  PCGS.  Variety  2.  Doug  Winter  reports  in 

the  latest  edition  of  his  Cold  Coins  of  the  Charlotte  Mint  that  he 
"was  ready  to  delist  this  variety,"  as  he  "had  not  seen  any  in  many 
years."  He  credits  Heritage's  own  Mark  Borckardt  with  identifying  an 
example  in  a  September  2008  auction  and  noting  several  other  auc¬ 
tion  appearances. 

This  is  not  only  a  high-end  1858-C  half  eagle,  it  is  also  a  rep¬ 
resentative  of  Variety  2.  The  obverse  is  the  same  as  Variety  1,  but 
on  the  reverse  the  mintmark  is  further  to  the  right  and  closer  to 
the  branch.  This  example's  yellow-orange  surfaces  are  luminous, 
with  areas  of  planchet  roughness  in  the  fields  tinged  in  lavender. 
Better-defined  than  usually  seen  with  only  a  few  significant  marks, 
though  Liberty's  brow  is  abraded.

5392  1876-CC  AU58  NGC.  All  gold  coins  of  the  Carson  City 

Mint  are  popular  and  highly  desired,  and  nearly  every  issue  is  a  rar¬ 
ity  within  its  series.  Certainly  that  is  the  case  with  this  issue,  from 
a  mintage  of  just  6,887  coins.  Few  of  those  have  survived  in  any 
grade,  and  exceedingly  few  that  are  nicer  than  this.  NGC  has  only 
certified  one  example  of  this  date  in  a  higher  grade.  Of  the  1 0  AU58 
coins,  we  firmly  believe  that  only  a  couple  of  different  coins  are 
represented.  This  splendid  specimen  offers  pleasing  light  yellow-gold 
color  accented  by  wisps  of  red  toning.  The  surfaces  exhibit  only  a 
few  minor  blemishes  and  retain  nearly  full  luster.  This  is  an  important 
opportunity  that  the  specialist  should  not  miss.

The 
available  number  of  coins  is  thin  in  all  grades,  and  AU  specimens 
are  of  the  utmost  importance.  Showing  only  a  bit  of  striking  softness 
at  the  obverse  border,  the  surfaces  overall  are  relatively  clean  and 
problem-free,  with  no  overly  obvious  marks  on  either  side.  Generous 
luster  remains  throughout,  and  bright  golden  color  prevails  over  both 
sides.

5395  1883-CC  AU58  NGC.  The  1883-CC  half  eagle  has  a  small 

mintage  of  12,958  pieces,  but  it  is  much  scarcer  than  suggested  by 
the  production  numbers.  Most  1883-CC  fives  saw  some  degree  of 
circulation,  most  of  them  stayed  in  the  channels  of  commerce  for 
a  considerable  amount  of  time.  Only  100-125  pieces  are  believed 
extant  in  all  grades  today,  and  of  that  paltry  estimate  a  mere  23-28 
coins  are  thought  to  still  exist  in  AU  grades.  Mint  State  coins  are  very 
rare  with  only  3-4  pieces  believed  known.  In  Doug  Winter's  latest 
work  on  the  Carson  City  mint  gold  coins,  he  lists  multiple  AU58 
coins  as  tied  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Condition  Census.  Lacking  the 
usual  heavy  abrasions  seen  on  this  issue,  the  only  notable  marks  are 
a  couple  in  the  lower  left  obverse  field.  The  surfaces  are  reddish-gold 
with  considerable  mint  luster  surrounding  the  devices.  The  usual 
slight  softness  of  strike  is  seen  on  Liberty's  hair  around  the  face  and

eagle  a  "hidden"  rarity  in  the  series  from  a  mintage  of  only  10,000 
coins.  Clearly  the  New  Orleans  Mint  had  more  pressing  matters  than 
the  coinage  of  half  eagles  in  1 892.  It  was  the  year  that  the  new  Barber 
design  was  introduced  among  smaller  silver  coins  with  a  production 
of  almost  7  million  coins.  That  same  year,  nearly  3  million  silver  dol¬ 
lars  were  minted.  Only  half  eagles  and  eagles  were  minted  among 
gold  coins  at  New  Orleans  in  1892. 

This  lovely  specimen  has  frosty  yellow  luster  with  a  hint  of 
green.  Both  sides  have  excellent  design  definition  including  sharp 
central  and  peripheral  details.

popular  as  the  first  date  of  the  millennium,  from  a  large  mintage  of 
1.4  million  pieces.  The  date  is  not  difficult  to  locate  in  Mint  State  but, 
to  quote  Jeff  Garrett  and  Ron  Guth,  "Any  U.S.  gold  coin  in  superb 
condition  is  very  rare."  The  present  coin  is  a  spectacular  Superb 
Gem,  with  razor-sharp  details  on  all  design  elements,  including 
Liberty's  hair  and  the  eagle's  claws.  The  surfaces  are  an  attractive 
yellow-gold  color,  with  subtle  reddish  highlights.  The  fields  are  virtu¬ 
ally  unmarked,  with  vibrant  mint  luster  and  tremendous  eye  appeal.

5398  1860  PR64  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  The  mintage  for  1860  proof 

fives  is  an  unrealistically  high  62  pieces.  From  1858  through  1861, 
Mint  Director  James  Ross  Snowden  ordered  many  more  proofs  to 
be  produced  on  speculation  than  could  actually  be  sold  by  the  Mint. 
Coin  collecting  did  indeed  grow  in  popularity  beginning  in  1858,  but 
not  to  the  extent  that  Snowden  perhaps  wished.  Undoubtedly  want¬ 
ing  to  maximize  the  sale  of  proofs,  and  thus  increase  the  popularity 
of  collecting,  it  was  a  simple  matter  to  overproduce  and  at  year's  end 
melt  the  unsold  proofs.  This  is  most  notable  among  subsidiary  coin¬ 
age,  but  it  can  also  be  seen  on  an  issue  such  the  1860  five  dollar.  It 
is  highly  doubtful  that  there  were  62  collectors  in  the  country  who 
could  actually  set  aside  a  proof  half  eagle  in  1860.  The  estimate  of 
the  number  of  survivors  gives  us  a  better  idea  of  the  net  proofs  sold 
after  melting.  It  is  generally  estimated  that  10-12  proofs  are  known 
today.  If  we  assume  a  50%  survival  rate  (a  generally  accepted  per¬ 
centage  for  most  proof  gold  coins),  then  the  net  mintage  would  have 
been  around  20-24  pieces,  leaving  around  40  proofs  melted  at  year's 
end  as  unsold. 

This  is  the  Ed  Trompeter  coin,  and  it  is  a  magnificent  example. 
It  is  identifiable  as  the  Trompeter  specimen  by  the  almost-straight  lint 
mark  off  of  the  left  point  of  star  8,  and  several  distinctive  planchet 
depressions  and  lint  marks  to  the  left  of  the  leftmost  leaf  on  the 
reverse.  The  surfaces  exude  rich  reddish-gold  color.  The  fields  are 
deeply  mirrored  and  appear  "black,"  giving  the  frosted  devices  a 
strong  background  which  produces  the  Ultra  Cameo  contrast.  This  is 
the  only  Ultra/Deep  1860  five  dollar  certified  by  either  of  the  major 
services.  Only  seven  certification  events  have  been  recorded  by  both 
NGC  and  PCGS  in  all  grades  and  with  all  finishes  (3/11).  That  number 
is  probably  close  to  the  total  number  known  in  private  hands.  The 
Smithsonian  has  two  examples  in  its  permanent  collection.

5399  1873  Closed  3  PR65  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  All  the  proofs 

known  for  the  1873  five  dollar  are  of  the  Closed  3  variety.  A  mere 
25  proofs  were  produced,  and  this  piece  is  among  the  finest  known. 
The  numbers  certified  by  both  NGC  and  PCGS  are  clearly  enhanced 
by  numerous  resubmissions  as  21  pieces  show  to  have  been  certified 
in  all  grades  and  all  finishes  from  PR40  to  PR65  Ultra  Cameo.  The 
misleading  certification  numbers  for  this  date  were  recognized  and 
commented  upon  by  Garrett-Guth  in  their  2006  reference:  "The 
number  of  coins  certified  by  the  major  grading  services  can  be 
ignored  for  this  issue,  as  they  are  high  inflated  by  resubmissions."  The 
1873  proof  five  dollar  is  just  as  rare  as  the  other  low-mintage  proofs 
from  the  1860s  and  1870s,  and  probably  no  more  than  10-12  indi¬ 
vidual  coins  are  known  today. 

Proof  gold  from  the  1860s  and  1870s  is  extremely  rare  and 
seldom  offered.  Mintages  varied  from  a  high  of  66  pieces  in  1861  to 
a  low  of  20  coins,  represented  by  multiple  dates  in  the  1870s.  For 
almost  all  of  these  dates  the  number  of  survivors  is  consistent  and 
extremely  low,  usually  from  8  to  12  pieces. 

This  exceptional  proof  striking  displays  intricate  detailing,  and 
each  side  is  draped  with  a  significant  presence  of  reddish  patina.  On 
the  obverse  there  are  five  tiny  marks  that  identify  this  coin,  all  are 
either  on  the  chin  of  Liberty  or  in  the  field  just  in  front  of  the  chin. 
The  surfaces  have  mild  orange-peel  texture,  a  common  characteristic 
on  proof  gold  coins  in  the  latter  half  of  the  19th  century.  Census:  3  in 
PR65  Ultra  Cameo,  1  finer  (3/11).

First  Proof  Offered  at  Auction  Since  2006 

5400  1876  PR66  Cameo  NGC.  We  submit  that  this  specimen  is 

almost  certainly  the  finest  known  proof  1876  half  eagle.  It  is  tied  with 
one  other  example  for  the  finest  numerically  graded  proof  of  this 
date,  both  certified  PR66  Cameo  by  NGC.  These  are  the  only  two 
pieces  (assuming  there  are  two  examples)  graded  by  either  service 
at  this  grade  level,  regardless  of  contrast.  Two  examples  certified 
as  PR64  Deep  Cameo  are  the  best  that  PCCS  has  certified.  Like  the 
other  proof  gold  coinage  of  1876,  just  45  examples  were  coined, 
with  20  of  these  delivered  on  February  19,  and  the  other  25  coins 
delivered  on  June  13.  Possibly  20  examples  survive  today,  probably 
fewer.  It  is  worth  noting  that  this  is  the  first  1876  proof  five,  of  any 
grade  or  finish,  to  have  been  offered  at  public  auction  since  2006. 

How  many  die  varieties  are  known  for  the  1876  proof  half 
eagles?  In  his  Proof  Encyclopedia,  Walter  Breen  identified  a  proof 
variety  that  he  called  B-1:  "Low  date,  left  base  of  1  over  left  edge  [of 
a  dentil],  lump  on  neck  just  below  jaw,  vertically  above  1."  He  con¬ 
tinued  to  describe  a  business  strike  variety  that  he  called  B-2:  "lump 
on  cheek,  vertically  below  pupil,  on  level  with  earlobe;  left  base  of  1 
above  space."  The  coin  offered  here,  clearly  a  proof  example,  match¬ 
es  Breen's  description  for  B-2.  Further,  two  examples  that  we  sold  in 
the  2006  FUN  Auction,  each  graded  by  NGC  as  PR65  Ultra  Cameo, 
were  struck  from  two  different  obverse  dies,  representing  each  of  the 
two  varieties  Breen  describes.  There  is  no  question  that  those  coins 
were  both  proof  examples.  We  have  now  identified  two  different  die 
varieties  and  can  speculate  that  one  was  used  for  the  February  deliv¬ 
ery  and  the  other  for  the  June  delivery,  but  we  clearly  cannot  assign  a 
specific  variety  to  the  two  deliveries.  Until  now,  it  was  believed  that 
all  1 876  proof  half  eagles  were  struck  from  a  single  die  pairing. 

This  example  has  remarkable  aesthetic  appeal  with  lustrous 
devices  and  deeply  mirrored  fields.  Both  sides  have  rich  orange-gold 
color  in  the  fields  with  lighter  yellow-gold  on  the  devices.  It  has  a 
nicely  balanced  look.  The  design  elements  on  both  sides  are  fully 
detailed,  including  the  slightest  individual  characteristics.  The  fields 
have  fine  die  polishing  lines  visible  on  close  inspection,  and  these 
are  mixed  with  a  few  of  the  slightest  hairlines.  A  remarkable  Premium 
Gem  Cameo  proof  that  will  be  a  prized  possession  of  the  successful 
bidder.

5401  1904  PR66  Cameo  NGC.  CAC.  The  1904  Liberty  Head 

half  eagle  proofs  had  slightly  higher  mintages  than  earlier  issues, 
136  recorded  pieces,  due  to  an  apparent  minor  increase  in  proof 
gold  collectors  after  the  turn  of  the  century.  Walter  Breen  called  the 
issue  a  "sleeper"  and  "much  less  often  seen"  than  the  1903  five,  but 
the  certified  populations  at  NGC  and  PCGS  are  roughly  equal,  and 
we  estimate  that  75-80  pieces  survive  today.  This  piece  is  close  to 
the  top  end  of  those  survivors,  however,  with  slight  but  noticeable 
contrast  between  the  moderately  frosted  devices  and  unfathomably 
deep-mirrored  fields.  The  strike  details  are  pinpoint-sharp  through¬ 
out,  as  expected.  A  couple  of  tiny  contact  marks  appear,  only  under 
a  loupe,  in  the  left  obverse  field.  Census:  9  in  66  Cameo,  4  finer

PR64+  1906  Half  Eagle 

5402  1906  PR64+  PCGS.  CAC.  This  20th  century  proof  issue 

from  the  tail  end  of  the  Liberty  half  eagle  series  has  a  mintage 
amounting  to  just  85  specimens.  Few  of  those  coins  show  any  level 
of  cameo  effect,  so  the  modest  contrast  visible  on  this  sun-gold 
example  comes  as  a  pleasant  surprise.  The  strike  is  characteristically 
sharp,  and  the  overall  eye  appeal  is  great  for  a  classic  gold  proof  of 
the  brilliant  era.  A  small  lump  on  the  rim  to  the  left  of  the  date  is  as- 
issued,  though  the  minor  yet  grade-defining  hairlines  to  the  left  of  the 
portrait  are  not.

5403  1908  MS65  PCGS.  An  interesting  paradox  of  the  1908  half 

eagle  is  that  while  the  innovative  Bela  Lyon  Pratt  design  had  a  mixed 
reception  at  best,  the  date  was  still  saved  in  quantity  as  the  first  of 
its  kind,  making  it  a  popular  type  choice  today  despite  a  mintage 
that  is  not  so  high  as  seen  for  several  later  Philadelphia  issues.  This 
Gem  offers  bold  peach-gold  luster,  subtly  frosted  and  lighting  up 
remarkably  smooth  surfaces.  The  strike  is  solid  in  the  centers,  though 
the  lowest  pendant  in  the  necklace  is  weak.  PCGS  has  certified  17 
numerically  finer  examples  (3/11).  (#8510) 


Sharply  Struck  1909-0  Half  Eagle,  AU 

5404  1909-0  AU50  PCGS.  The  1909-0  half  eagle  is  the  final 

gold  coin  struck  by  the  New  Orleans  Mint  and  is  also  that  mint's 
only  issue  in  the  Indian  Head  series.  With  34,200  pieces  struck,  it 
also  holds  the  distinction  as  the  lowest  mintage  of  the  series.  Lovely 
apricot  patina  covers  both  sides  of  this  key  date.  The  details  are  sharp, 
and  there  are  traces  of  light  rub  on  the  headdress,  cheekbone,  and 
wing.  A  shallow  mark  next  to  the  forehead  is  noted,  but  otherwise 
the  abrasions  are  minimal.  The  mintmark  is  clear  while  not  bold.  A 
pleasing  example  of  this  scarce  issue,  and  a  coin  that  would  be  right 
at  home  in  a  mostly  Mint  State  or  near-Mint  set.

Still-Lustrous  Key  to  the  Series 

5405  1909-0  AU58  NGC.  Fully  15  years  after  the  New  Orleans 

Mint  struck  16,600  half  eagles  in  1894,  the  soon-to-be-shuttered 
minting  operation  reprised  the  denomination  in  1909  with  a  new 
design  but  the  same  smallish  New  Orleans  mintage,  this  time  34,200 
pieces.  It  is  by  far  the  lowest-mintage  Indian  half  eagle,  and  collec¬ 
tors  have  long  understood  it  to  be  the  cornerstone  of  any  high-end 
collection.  This  example  could  fill  that  role  readily  in  a  set  of  similar 
or  slightly  higher  grade.  Little  high-point  friction  is  seen  on  either 
side  of  the  reddish-gold  surfaces.  The  strike  is  well  brought  up  for  the 
issue,  and  the  only  mark  of  any  note  is  located  just  behind  the  eagle's 
head.  (#8515)

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1909-0  Five  Dollar  Indian,  MS63 
Remarkable  Absolute  and  Condition  Rarity 

5406  1909-0  MS63  NGC.  The  1909-0  half  eagle  is  one  of  the 

rarest  regular-issue  coins  from  the  20th  century.  Only  34,200  pieces 
were  issued  in  this  final  year  of  production  in  the  New  Orleans  Mint. 
While  occasionally  available  in  VF  through  AU  grades,  the  number  of 
Uncirculated  pieces  is  always  in  extremely  short  supply.  In  fact,  the 
number  certified  in  Mint  State  can  only  be  compared  to  the  legend¬ 
ary  1929. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  and  contrast  the  1909-0  and  the 
1929.  Both  are  major  rarities,  but  each  for  different  reasons.  The 
1929  has  even  fewer  Uncirculated  coins  known.  It  also  has  far  fewer 
examples  extant  in  all  grades  and  is  all  but  unknown  in  circulated 
condition.  The  1929  had  a  significant  mintage  of  662,000  pieces,  but 
virtually  the  entire  production  was  melted.  Today  we  are  left  with 
an  estimated  100  or  so  examples.  The  1909-0,  on  the  other  hand, 
apparently  was  just  not  saved.  Obviously  a  few  were,  but  others 
wore  out  in  circulation,  some  were  melted  during  the  1930s,  and  oth¬ 
ers  were  exported  to  Europe.  As  a  result,  the  1909-0  is  an  attention- 
grabber  in  Uncirculated  grades,  especially  Select  and  better.  In  MS63 
NGC  has  only  certified  five  other  pieces,  and  just  10  have  been 
graded  higher  (3/11). 

This  is  an  extraordinarily  attractive  example  of  this  major  rar¬ 
ity.  The  surfaces  are  obviously  original,  with  each  side  showing 
intermixed  reddish-gold  and  lilac  patina.  As  usually  seen,  the  strike 
is  strong  throughout;  even  the  lowest  feather  in  the  headdress  shows 
almost  complete  definition.  A  few  small,  inconsequential  field  marks 
appear  on  each  side,  the  most  obvious  a  small  cluster  in  the  reverse 
field  below  AM  in  AMERICA.  Specialists  in  this  highly  collectible  and 
challenging  series  will  appreciate  the  opportunity  presented  by  this

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Sharply  Struck  and  Conditionally  Rare 
Near-Gem  1910-D  Half  Eagle 

5407  1910-D  MS64  PCGS.  CAC.  A  hoard  of  1910-D  half  eagles 

was  discovered  in  the  1970s,  entering  the  marketplace  in  1979.  The 
pieces  were,  however,  mostly  low-grade  Mint  State  coins,  and  the 
1910-D  remains  today  an  extremely  rare  issue  in  MS64  or  finer  con¬ 
dition,  a  level  where  PCGS  has  seen  only  31  submissions,  with  10 
finer  (3/11).  This  splendid  khaki-gold  piece  is  well-struck  throughout, 
including  on  all  of  the  headdress  feathers.  Only  the  lowest  pendant 
on  the  necklace  is  weak.  A  few  insignificant  contact  marks  —  well- 
separated  from  the  prime  focal  points  —  define  the  grade  while  fail¬ 
ing  to  diminish  the  generous  eye  appeal.  (#8518) 


1911-D  Indian  Five,  MS62 
An  Absolute  Rarity 

5408  1911-D  MS62  PCGS.  Both  sides  display  bold  striking  details 

and  softly  frosted  mint  luster  that  is  overlaid  in  natural  olive  and 
reddish  patina.  Only  the  presence  of  a  few  diagonal  marks  on  the 
reverse  below  the  AM  in  AMERICA  seem  to  preclude  an  even  higher 
rating.  The  1911-D,  with  its  low  mintage  of  only  72,500  pieces,  is  a 
key  issue  in  the  Indian  half  eagle  series  both  as  an  absolute  and  con¬ 
dition  rarity.  While  it  may  be  difficult  for  many  to  view  this  coin  as 
a  good  value,  it  certainly  is  when  compared  to  the  staggering  prices 
realized  in  recent  years  by  Gem  coins  (only  five  of  which  are  known).

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High-End  1911-D  Half  Eagle,  MS62 

5409  1911-D  MS62  PCGS.  The  1909-0,  1911-D,  and  1908-S  half 

eagles  have  the  only  five-digit  mintage  figures  in  the  entire  series, 
at  34,200;  72,500;  and  82,000  business  strikes,  respectively.  But 
while  the  1909-0  and  1911-D  rank  first  and  second  in  overall  rarity, 
according  to  the  Akers  Handbook,  second  edition,  the  1908-S  comes 
in  eighth  place,  undoubtedly  due  to  its  status  as  a  first-year  issue 
of  the  new  design.  Such  issues  were  more  likely  to  be  saved,  both 
by  numismatists  of  the  time  and  the  general  noncollector  populace. 
The  1911-D  is  elusive  even  in  lower  Mint  State  grades.  This  MS62 
specimen  displays  immense  eye  appeal  for  the  grade.  The  antique- 
gold  surfaces  are  well-struck  overall,  despite  minor  weakness  on 
the  lowest  pendant  on  the  necklace.  All  the  headdress  feathers  are 
well-defined.  A  few  contact  marks,  on  the  obverse  high  points  and  in 
the  reverse  fields,  seem  to  preclude  a  finer  grade,  but  to  us  this  is  a 
high-end  piece  for  the  assigned  MS62  level.  Population:  43  in  62,  49

5410  1911-D  MS62  NGC.  Though  far  less  famous  than  its  quar¬ 

ter  eagle  counterpart,  the  1911-D  half  eagle  also  has  a  five-figure 
mintage,  and  while  it  is  an  under-the-radar  rarity  among  Indian  half 
eagles,  collectors  who  tackle  the  issue  become  all  too  aware  of  the 
challenge  it  poses.  This  MS62  example  is  uncommonly  well-defined 
for  the  date,  particularly  on  the  reverse,  and  softly  lustrous  surfaces 
are  light  tan-gold  at  their  base  with  liberal  splashes  of  green  and  vio¬ 
let  copper  toning  through  the  peripheral  zones.  Lightly  abraded  yet 
attractive.

5411  1912  MS65  PCGS.  Both  sides  of  this  crisply  struck,  reddish- 

tinged  representative  display  intense,  satiny  luster  and  surfaces  that 
are  remarkably  smooth  for  the  issue.  A  tiny  mark  at  the  bridge  of 
the  portrait's  nose  is  minor  in  context  but  ultimately  grade-defining. 
While  the  1912  is  accurately  regarded  as  one  of  the  more  available 
five  dollar  Indian  issues  in  Mint  State  grades,  only  a  minuscule  per¬ 
centage  of  the  original  production  qualifies  for  the  Gem  designation. 
There  are  no  numerically  finer  pieces  known  to  PCGS,  and  there 
are  only  three  entries  for  such  coins  in  NGC's  Census  Report  (3/11).

1913-S  Five  Dollar,  MS63 
A  Strike  and  Condition  Rarity 

5412  1913-S  MS63  PCGS.  CAC.  The  1913-S  Indian  half  eagle 

is  among  the  most  elusive  series  issues  at  the  Gem  and  near-Gem 
levels.  A  few  more  examples  are  available  in  the  lower  Mint  State 
grades  than  previously,  owing  to  the  several  examples  being  found 
in  overseas  hoards  in  the  past  several  years.  The  present  Select  coin 
offers  a  superior  strike,  putting  it  in  the  distinct  minority  for  this 
poorly  impressed  date.  The  mintmark  is  sharply  struck,  as  well,  again 
unusual  for  the  issue.  The  only  area  of  noticeable  weakness  is  on 
the  lowest  headdress  feather  on  the  obverse.  Bright,  sparkling  mint 
frost  gleams  from  surfaces  that  display  only  a  few  scattered  abrasions 
consistent  with  the  grade,  mostly  in  the  left  reverse  field.  The  light 
reddish-gold  coloration  is  both  pleasing  and  typical.  Population:  44

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Elusive  Near-Gem  1929  Half  Eagle 
Only  Eight  Finer  at  PCGS 

5413  1929  MS64  PCGS.  Numismatists  have  long  puzzled  over 

the  production,  shortly  before  the  onset  of  the  Great  Depression, 
of  662,000  Indian  Head  half  eagles.  The  Depression  in  the  United 
States  actually  began  with  the  decline  in  the  stock  market  prices 
starting  on  Sept.  4,  1929,  and  the  breathtaking  drop  of  Black  Tuesday, 
Oct.  29,  quite  late  in  the  year.  But  the  production  of  half  eagles,  even 
though  it  took  place  earlier  in  the  year,  was  the  first  in  13  years,  since 
the  1916-S  fives,  and  was  also  the  largest  since  the  1913  production 
of  more  than  900,000  pieces. 

The  March  1929  issue  of  The  Numismatist  reports  a  January 
mintage  of  175,000  half  eagles.  The  April  issue  reports  370,000  for 
February.  Another  117,000  are  reported  in  May  for  March,  giving 
the  accepted  total  of  662,000.  An  article  in  August  1929  The  Numis¬ 
matist  titled  "Coinage  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1929"  gives  the  "number 
of  pieces  of  the  different  denominations  coined  at  the  mints  of  the 
United  States  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1929,  as  officially 
reported  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Mint,  Washington,  D.C."  The  figure  of 
662,000  half  eagles  stands  out  —  confirmation  of  the  earlier  report¬ 
ing,  since  all  of  the  1929-dated  half  eagles  were  apparently  struck  in 
January-March  1929,  within  both  the  fiscal  and  calendar  years. 

Regardless  of  the  number  of  pieces  struck,  it  is  clear  that  few 
were  released,  and  most  of  the  issue  was  apparently  melted  soon 
after  its  production.  Only  a  handful  of  circulated  survivors  of  the 
1929  half  eagle  are  known. 

A  much  more  recent  perspective  on  the  issue  is  given  in  Mike 
Fuljenz's  Indian  Cold  Coins  of  the  20th  Century,  where  he  ranks  the 
issue  as  first  in  overall  rarity  within  the  series,  even  though  several 
other  issues  are  more  elusive  in  high-grade  rarity.  The  present  near- 
Gem  boasts  rich  orange-gold  coloration  with  generous  eye  appeal.  A 
single  contact  mark  before  the  portrait  and  a  couple  of  thin  marks  on 
the  cheek  help  account  for  the  grade,  as  do  some  thin  abrasions  on 
the  reverse.  The  strike  is  well-executed  overall,  adding  to  the  appeal. 
Only  minor  softness  appears  on  the  lowest  pendant  in  the  necklace 
and  the  lower  portion  of  the  braid.  This  coin  will  undoubtedly  spur 
some  spirited  bidding  on  the  auction  block,  as  it  may  prove  a  long 
and  arduous  task  to  find  another  piece  finer,  technically  or  aestheti¬ 
cally.  PCGS  has  seen  only  eight  submissions  finer,  all  at  the  MS65 
level  (3/11).  (#8533) 
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Bold  Gem  Proof  1910  Half  Eagle 
'Roman  Gold'  Finish 

5414  1910  PR65  NGC.  The  Mint  issued  four-piece  gold  proof 

sets  in  1910  as  well  as  the  odd  piece  for  collectors  desiring  same, 
but  the  purported  figure  for  quarter  eagles,  682  coins,  defies  all 
reason.  The  Breen  Proof  Encyclopedia  estimates  that  167  complete 
four-piece  sets  were  made,  with  the  complement  of  strays  amounting 
to  perhaps  250  pieces  for  the  half  eagle.  The  second  edition  of  the 
Akers  Handbook  nonetheless  notes  that  "survivors  are  still  rarer  than 
the  original  mintage  might  imply."  The  gold  proofs  of  this  year  echo 
the  "Roman  gold"  surface  finish  of  1909,  a  distinctive  yellow-gold 
appearance  that  Breen  calls  "surfaces  light  in  color,  midway  between 
satiny  and  mirrorlike,  entirely  without  the  granularity  of  matte  or 
sandblast." 

Even  though  there  are  a  handful  of  Gem-or-finer  examples 
certified  in  the  marketplace,  much  of  the  proof  gold  of  the  Pratt  and 
Saint-Gaudens  designs  is  in  strong  hands.  It  has  been  four  years  since 
we  offered  a  PR65  example  of  this  issue,  according  to  our  Permanent 
Auction  Archives  —  a  PR65  PCGS  specimen  that  realized  $48,875 
in  our  Long  Beach  Signature  (Heritage,  2/2006),  lot  3049.  Our  most 
recent  offering  of  a  proof  1910  half  eagle,  in  our  ANA  Platinum  Night 
session  (Heritage,  8/2010),  lot  3530,  was  the  Simpson  Collection 
PR67  ★  NGC  example,  an  impeccable  piece  that  garnered  $63,250. 

This  amazing  Roman  finish  Gem  proof  exhibits  bright  orange 
peripheral  toning  that  nicely  frames  the  brilliant  yellow  centers  and 
the  design  elements  are  fully  struck,  as  expected.  A  tiny  surface 
inclusion  right  of  the  Y  in  LIBERTY  is  the  only  pedigree  marker  on 
either  side.  Specialists  in  rare  proof  gold  should  recognize  this  coin 
as  the  important  opportunity  it  represents.  Census:  3  in  65,  18  finer 
(2/11).

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Sandblast  PR67  1912  Half  Eagle 
Only  Three  Coins  Graded  Finer 

5415  1912  PR67  NGC.  The  first  sandblast  or  "matte"  (a  later  con¬ 

temporary  term)  proof  gold  coins  of  the  new  Pratt  and  Saint-Caudens 
designs  were  a  function  of  those  new  designs,  which  were  totally 
unsuited  to  the  production  of  brilliant  proof  coinage. 

An  excellent  overview  of  the  "Matte  Proofing  Process"  begins 
on  page  36  of  The  Coinage  of  Augustus  Saint-Caudens  as  Illustrated 
by  the  Phillip  H.  Morse  Collection,  published  by  Ivy  Press  in  2006.  A 
brief  timeline,  condensed  from  that  article,  follows: 

— Pre-1908.  Proof  coins,  whether  gold,  silver,  or  bronze, 
are  struck  by  the  Mint  using  specially  prepared,  highly 
polished  dies  on  selected,  polished  planchets.  Some¬ 
times  the  relief  detail  in  the  dies  was  sandblasted  or 
treated  to  provide  a  pleasing  two-toned  contrasting 
effect  on  the  coin. 

— 1908.  The  new  Pratt  and  Saint-Gaudens  proofs  are 
unsuited  to  the  brilliant  proofing  process.  The  Mint,  still 
needing  to  produce  special  collector  coins,  adopts  a 
"sandblast"  or  "dull"  proofing  process  for  all  proof  gold 
coins.  (The  Lincoln  cent  and  Buffalo  nickel  proofs  are 
somewhat  different.)  The  proofs  are  created  by  sand¬ 
blasting  a  satin  proof. 

—April  1909.  The  Numismatist  comments  that  "proof 
coins  of  the  present  series,  so  far  as  issued,  have  a  very 
dull  appearance,  the  finish  being  what  is  known  as 
'sandblast,'  and  are  far  less  pleasing  to  the  eye  than  the 
coinage  for  circulation,  which  is  brighter  and  of  lighter 
color." 

— 1909-1910.  The  Mint  responds  with  the  Satin  finish  or 
Roman  finish  proof  gold,  a  brighter  (unsandblasted)  fin¬ 
ish  that  is  created  by  nothing  more  than  using  the  new 
dies  at  high  pressure  in  a  medal  press.  Collectors  dislike 
the  Roman  finish  coins  even  more,  as  they  too  closely 
resemble  the  finish  of  normal  business  strikes. 

— August  1910.  Collector  extraordinaire  (and  future  Trea¬ 
sury  secretary)  William  H.  Woodin  and  coin  dealer 
Edgar  Adams  spearhead  an  effort  to  get  the  Mint  to 
revert  to  the  sandblast  method.  Woodin  comments  that 
the  "present  [satin]  proofs  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  designs 
and  of  the  Pratt  designs  are  simply  rotten." 

— 1911-1915.  The  Mint  reverts  to  sandblast  proofs  in  1911, 
continuing  through  1915.  "Color  variations  are  typical 
for  these  years,  but  the  dull,  sandblast  finish  remains 
consistent  throughout." 

The  present  Superb  Gem  proof  half  eagle  from  1912  is  one  of 
the  later  sandblast  proofs,  with  even  mustard  color  but  a  bit  more 
yellow  than  some  specimens  from  the  year.  Surprisingly,  this  piece, 
while  extraordinarily  well  preserved,  is  less  than  fully  struck.  Some 
high-point  detail  is  lacking  on  several  of  the  lower  headdress  feathers 
and  the  eagle's  left  (facing)  leg.  The  surfaces  technically  are  almost 
perfect,  with  a  faint  alloy  spot  noted  to  the  right  of  the  Y  in  LIBERTY. 
There  is  a  pronounced  wire  rim  around  each  side.  Census:  16  in  67,  3

1797  Capped  Bust  Right  Ten,  VF25 
Large  Eagle,  BD-4  Variety 

5416  1797  Large  Eagle  VF25  NGC.  Breen-6834,  BD-4,  High  R.4. 

The  reverse  design  for  the  ten  dollar  gold  piece  was  modified  in  1797, 
with  the  BD-1  variety  featuring  the  old  Small  Eagle  design,  while  the 
other  three  varieties  display  the  Heraldic  Eagle  motif.  The  present 
coin  represents  the  scarce  BD-4  die  marriage,  with  a  long  thick  neck 
on  the  eagle,  and  an  irregular  cross  pattern  on  the  reverse  stars.  The 
reported  mintage  for  the  Heraldic  Eagle  type  was  10,940  pieces,  and 
the  BD-4  variety  probably  accounted  for  3,500-5,000  examples 
of  this  total.  John  Dannreuther  estimates  a  surviving  population  of 
90-110  pieces  in  all  grades. 

The  coin  offered  here  shows  considerable  wear  on  the  devices, 
but  all  lettering  and  major  detail  is  still  present.  The  fields  exhibit  a 
few  minor  abrasions,  but  no  adjustment  marks  are  evident.  This  coin 
is  a  very  acceptable,  no  problems  representative  of  this  early  eagle.

Large  Stars  Obverse,  BD-10 

5417  1799  Large  Stars  Obverse  AU50  PCGS.  Breen-6841, 

BD-10,  R.3.  The  large  obverse  stars  and  the  position  of  the  lowest 
berry  under  the  right  foot  of  the  second  A  in  AMERICA  identifies 
this  coin  as  an  example  of  the  BD-10  variety.  The  1799  Capped  Bust 
Right  eagle  claims  a  substantial  mintage  of  37,449  pieces,  and  the 
BD-10  is  the  most  available  of  the  10  varieties  known  for  the  date, 
making  this  issue  a  popular  type  coin.  John  Dannreuther  estimates 
the  BD-10  accounted  for  12,500-17,500  pieces  of  the  original  mint¬ 
age,  with  perhaps  300-400  examples  extant  in  all  grades. 

The  present  coin  is  a  lightly  circulated  example,  retaining  most 
original  detail  and  mint  luster  intact.  The  surfaces  display  the  usual 
minor  abrasions  for  an  AU50  coin,  but  no  adjustment  marks  or  rim 
bruises  are  detected.  The  surfaces  are  a  light  greenish-gold  color  that 
adds  to  the  considerable  appeal  of  this  piece.  Housed  in  a  green

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1799  Large  Stars  Ten,  BD-10,  MS61 

5418  1799  Large  Stars  Obverse  MS61  PCGS.  Breen-6841, 

Taraszka-22,  BD-10,  R.3.  Bass-Dannreuther  Die  State  Obverse 
a/Reverse  a.  The  BD-9  and  BD-10  are  the  only  two  Large  Stars 
obverses  of  the  year;  the  remaining  eight  die  pairings  are  the  Small 
Stars  varieties.  The  BD-10  is  by  far  the  more  available  of  the  two 
Large  Stars  variants,  which  share  the  same  obverse  die.  The  reverse 
of  BD-10  shows  a  leaf  touching  the  I  in  AMERICA  at  the  lower  right 
corner,  and  the  lowest  berry  is  positioned  under  the  right  foot  of 
the  last  A  in  AMERICA.  Soft  mint  luster  prevails  on  this  Mint  State 
coin,  which  displays  subdued  yellow-gold  color  and  a  bit  of  strike 
softness  that  is  most  apparent  on  the  right-side  obverse  stars.  Light 
roller  marks  appear  on  the  reverse  on  the  two  rightmost  clouds,  but 
there  are  otherwise  only  a  few  minor,  grade-consistent  abrasions.

5419  1799  Small  Stars  Obverse  —  Improperly  Cleaned  —  NGC 

Details.  AU.  Breen-6840,  BD-7,  R.3.  Mint  records  indicate  a  mint¬ 
age  of  37,449  eagles  was  accomplished  in  1799,  quite  generous  for 
the  time.  The  1799  eagle  is  known  in  10  varieties,  including  both 
Large  Stars  and  Small  Stars  types.  The  total  of  10  different  varieties 
is  the  most  for  any  early  eagle.  The  present  coin  represents  the  BD-7 
variety,  with  small  obverse  stars,  the  numerals  17  in  the  date  tilted 
right,  and  the  star  away  from  the  eagle's  beak  on  the  reverse.  John 
Dannreuther  estimates  the  BD-7  accounted  for  10,000-15,000  pieces 
of  the  original  mintage,  with  250-350  examples  surviving  today. 

The  coin  offered  here  is  a  well-detailed  specimen,  with  just  a 
touch  of  high-point  rub  on  the  devices.  The  pleasing  greenish-gold 
surfaces  are  lightly  abraded,  with  no  adjustment  marks.  A  slight 
obverse  rim  bruise  is  noted  at  2  o'clock.  This  coin  retains  significant 
amounts  of  mint  luster  in  protected  areas,  despite  the  noted  cleaning. 
Extensive  die  cracks  and  clashing  are  evident  on  both  sides,  Bass- 
Dannreuther  Die  State  d/d. 
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Important  1800  Eagle,  BD-1,  MS62 
Late  Reverse  Die  State  Struck  in  1801 

5420  1800  MS62  PCGS.  Breen-6842,  Taraszka-23,  BD-1,  High 

R.3.  Bass-Dannreuther  Obverse  Die  State  c/Reverse  Die  State  e. 
With  its  turn-of-the-century  date  and  low  recorded  mintage  of  5,999 
coins,  the  1800  eagle  has  long  been  a  collector  favorite,  although 
the  early  eagles  as  a  whole  rank  high  with  gold  specialists.  From  the 
series'  debut  in  1795  until  the  time  the  1800  eagles  rolled  around, 
both  sides  of  this  largest  gold  denomination  saw  several  evolutionary 
changes.  The  major  reverse  change,  after  1797  and  lasting  through 
1804,  was  the  switch  from  the  Small  Eagle  to  the  Heraldic  Eagle 
reverse,  although  there  were  many  other  more-minor  tweaks  on  the 
reverse —  13  Leaves,  9  Leaves,  Long  Neck,  Short  Neck,  and  others. 

The  obverse  of  the  early  eagles  between  1795  and  1800  was  an 
even  more  active  canvas,  with  stars  varying  in  arrangement,  number, 
and  size  —  10x5  Stars,  8x8  Stars,  12x4  Stars,  10x6  Stars,  9x4  Stars, 
7x6  Stars,  8x5  Stars,  Small  Stars,  Large  Stars,  and  other  minor  variants. 

By  the  1800  issue,  the  Mint  had  settled  down  a  bit  from  its  early 
experimentations,  and  the  small  mintage  dictated  the  requirement 
for  only  a  single  known  die  pair  —  the  obverse  featuring  the  last 
8x5  Stars  arrangement  noted  above,  combined  with  Heraldic  Eagle 
reverse.  The  reverse  die,  in  fact,  is  not  new  but  a  carryover  from  the 
1799  BD-10.  The  reverse,  with  a  different,  1801 -dated  obverse,  was 
also  used  to  strike  some  examples  of  the  1801  BD-1. 

Die  state  researcher  par  excellence  Harry  Bass  Jr.  was  intrigued 
by  this  phenomenon,  owning  three  examples  each  of  the  1800  BD-1 
and  1801  BD-1.  The  Bass  Core  Collection  coin  is  one  of  the  late-state 
examples,  struck  in  a  remarriage  after  some  of  the  1801  pieces.  From 
this  remarriage  numismatists  also  deduce  that  some  of  the  1800- 
dated  pieces  were  actually  delivered  in  1801,  and  that  the  mintage 
is  larger  than  the  figure  reported  for  the  calendar  year  1800.  Bass- 
Dannreuther  estimate  from  6,000  to  12,500  total  struck,  of  which 
200-300  pieces  survive  today. 

This  high-end  piece  is  struck  from  the  late  reverse  die  state,  with 
the  denticles  only  slightly  weak  over  STAT.  The  bright,  semiprooflike 
fields  exhibit  appealing  yellow-gold  color  with  none  of  the  usually 
seen  reddish  patina.  The  strike  is  sharp  throughout:  the  hair  curls, 
eagle's  breast,  and  wing  tips.  There  are  no  singular  contact  marks  on 
either  side  of  this  intriguing  and  important  early  numismatic  treasure.

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Smooth  Uncirculated  1801  Eagle,  BD-2 

5421  1801  MS61  NGC.  Breen-6843,  Taraszka-25,  BD-2,  R.2. 

BD-2  is  identified  by  a  series  of  curious  raised  lines  within  Liberty's 
cap.  At  first  glance,  these  appear  to  be  clash  marks  from  the  shield, 
but  they  are  not,  and  their  true  origin  remains  unknown.  The  Bass- 
Dannreuther  reference  ignores  the  feature  except  for  a  quote  from  the 
Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  notebook:  "Nine  vertical  spines  in  cap."

The  bright  surfaces  exhibit 
pleasing  medium  orange-gold  color,  accenting  deeper  reddish  patina 
around  the  devices.  The  strike  is  somewhat  soft  through  the  centers, 
although  the  remainder  of  the  coin  is  relatively  well-defined.  Numer¬

Reverse  State  b.  The  1804  Crosslet  4  eagles  were  the  last  in  the  circu¬ 
lation  series,  although  technically  the  R.7  1803  BD-6  eagles,  which 
share  the  same  reverse,  were  the  last  struck  —  just  not  the  last  in  the 
ordered  series  of  business  strikes. 

The  obverse  is  identified  by  the  Crosslet  4  in  the  date.  Star  1  has 
two  points  toward  the  lowest  hair  curl,  and  star  13  nearly  touches  the 
bust  tip.  Star  7  is  well-separated  from  the  Liberty  cap.  The  reverse  die 
was  used  to  strike  all  the  1804  BD-1,  then  the  1803  BD-6,  according 
to  Bass-Dannreuther,  identifiable  through  die-state  information.  The 
reverse  shows  the  large  stars  without  the  "extra  star"  of  the  1803 
BD-5.  The  eagle's  upper  beak  touches  a  star  point,  and  the  arrows 
extend  to  the  right  upright  of  the  N  in  UNITED.  The  left  inner  feet  of 
all  A's  on  the  reverse  are  broken  or  missing. 

The  authors  point  out  that  the  total  mintage  for  the  1804  eagles, 
reported  as  3,757  coins,  accordingly  must  contain  some  1803-dated 
eagles  of  other  varieties  as  well,  since  the  BD-6  is  extremely  rare. 

This  piece  shows  an  obverse  die  state  seen  on  other  coins  but 
apparently  later  than  the  Bass  coin,  with  the  crack  beneath  180 
extending  upward  through  star  5.  Another  crack  runs  just  beneath 
the  bust  from  back  to  front.  The  cracks  on  the  reverse  are  about 
equal  to  those  of  the  Bass  coin,  with  a  crack  through  UNITE,  the  tail, 
and  to  the  last  A  in  AMERICA. 

This  piece  has  a  few  scattered,  minor  ticks  and  abrasions  that 
account  for  the  grade,  but  they  do  little  to  dampen  its  appeal.  The 
fields  are  semiprooflike,  with  beautiful  yellow-gold  color  and  lots  of 
radiant  luster.  Minor  adjustment  marks  appear  below  star  13  near  the 
obverse  rim,  and  on  the  reverse  through  the  left  (facing)  wing  and 
nearby  field.  Others  occur  near  the  right  rim  under  MERIC,  but  all  of 
them  are  scarcely  seen  without  a  loupe. 

The  present  coin  is  a  wonderful  addition  to  a  fine  gold  type  col¬ 
lection,  and  a  superb  representative  of  this  historic  early  gold  issue, 
the  last  in  the  circulation  series  forthcoming  from  the  Mint  until  1838.

5424  1804  Crosslet  4  MS61  NGC.  Breen-6847,  Taraszka-31, 

BD-1,  High  R.4.  Bass-Dannreuther  Die  State  b/b.  The  1804  Crosslet 
4  eagles  are  the  last  circulating  issue  of  this  largest  U.S.  gold  denomi¬ 
nation  until  1838,  as  President  Thomas  Jefferson  would  discontinue 
it  by  executive  order  in  this  year;  its  intrinsic  value  had  exceeded  its 
nominal  value.  The  BD-1  issue  is  justly  celebrated  not  only  as  the  last 
of  the  type,  but  also  due  to  its  (loose)  association  with  the  proof-only 
1804  Plain  4  eagles  (BD-2)  and  the  celebrated  1804  silver  dollars,  for 
example  as  found  in  the  King  of  Siam  proof  set. 

The  Crosslet  4  is  sufficient  to  identify  the  BD-1  variety.  The 
reverse  die  is  a  "carryover"  from  the  BD-6  of  1803,  although  Bass- 
Dannreuther  note  that  the  1803  BD-6,  based  on  die  state  evidence, 
was  actually  struck  after  the  1804  BD-1.  The  obverse  here  shows  a 
die  crack  from  star  1  to  the  18  of  the  date.  The  reverse  displays  one 
crack  through  the  tops  of  UNITED,  and  a  second  crack  from  the  top 
left  of  the  U,  through  the  eagle's  tail,  and  thence  to  the  top  of  the  last 
A  in  AMERICA. 

Die  polishing  has  created  moderate  brightness  in  the  obverse 
fields  of  this  MS61  specimen.  That  side  also  displays  pronounced 
planchet  adjustment  marks  from  stars  11-13  upward  through  the 
upper  portion  of  Liberty's  profile.  More  adjustment  marks  appear 
on  the  lower  bust  and  the  lower  hair  curls,  running  into  the  left  field. 
The  strike  on  the  reverse  is  a  trifle  irregular,  fully  defined  on  the 
eagle's  breast  but  soft  on  the  right  (facing)  wing  tip  and  head.  There 
is  no  evidence  of  reflectivity  on  the  reverse.  Both  sides  exhibit  light, 
consistent  orange-gold  coloration,  with  minimal  abrasions.  We  sus¬ 
pect  that  the  extensive  planchet  adjustment  marks  account  for  much 
of  the  grade,  yet  they  fail  to  detract  from  the  appeal  and  historic 
importance  of  this  early  gold  type  example.

ten  dollar  gold  coin  was  made  for  circulation  once  again  beginning 
in  1838.  The  earliest  pieces  in  the  Liberty  Coronet  series  feature  a 
distinctly  different  portrait  from  later  dates,  one  that  shows  strands 
of  hair  sweeping  over  Liberty's  temple  and  back  toward  a  beaded 
hair  bun.  The  "Type  of  1838"  is  increasingly  popular  with  collectors, 
especially  in  better  circulated  grades  as  seen  here.  This  still-lustrous 
green-to-gold  example  has  softly  struck  stars,  though  the  interior 
definition  is  better,  and  wear  is  minor.  Small,  scattered  marks  on 
each  side  contribute  to  the  grade.

mintage  of  145,484  pieces,  but  the  date  was  heavily  circulated,  and 
few  survivors  grade  better  than  XF.  The  present  coin  is  a  delightful 
Select  specimen,  with  a  pedigree  to  the  famous  Bass  Collection,  one 
of  the  finest  assemblages  of  U.S.  gold  coins  ever  formed.  This  coin  is 
sharply  detailed  in  most  areas,  but  a  touch  of  softness  shows  on  the 
hair  above  Liberty's  ear  and  a  few  of  the  star  centers.  The  surfaces 
are  an  attractive  honey-gold  color,  with  vibrant  satiny  mint  luster.

5427  1862-S  MS61  NGC.  As  of  this  writing,  this  coin  does  not 

appear  on  the  NGC  Census,  but  it  should  stand  out  when  that  list¬ 
ing  is  updated  in  a  few  days.  This  specimen  is  the  finest  certified 
1862-S  Liberty  eagle  at  either  of  the  leading  grading  services  by  a  full 
three  points  (3/11).  The  coin  surfaced  at  the  recent  Sacramento  ANA 
National  Money  Show,  where  the  owner  walked  it  through  grading 
at  NGC  and  consigned  it  to  Heritage.  The  coin  was  apparently  pre¬ 
served  by  a  single  family  for  many  years,  and  we  can  find  no  previ¬ 
ous  auction  appearances  for  it. 

The  1862-S  ten  dollar  gold  piece  boasts  a  low  mintage  of  just 
12,500  pieces.  The  entire  mintage  was  released  into  circulation  at 
the  time  of  issue,  and  no  specimens  were  saved  for  numismatic  pur¬ 
poses.  Collector  interest  in  mintmarked  coins  did  not  develop  until 
the  1890s,  decades  after  the  1862-S  was  released  and  subjected  to 
the  rigors  of  circulation.  Most  examples  seen  grade  no  better  than  VF. 
The  coin  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection  was  a  VF30,  while  the  Norweb 
and  Smithsonian  examples  both  graded  XF45.  The  Harry  Bass  coin 
was  tied  for  finest  certified  when  it  sold  in  May  2000,  but  even  that 
remarkable  piece  fades  in  comparison  with  the  coin  offered  here,  as 
it  only  graded  AU55  at  the  time.  The  fact  that  even  one  specimen 
of  the  tiny  mintage  survived  in  Mint  State  condition  is  a  numismatic 
miracle. 

The  present  coin  is  a  well  struck  Mint  State  example,  with  just 
the  slightest  softness  showing  on  some  of  the  obverse  stars.  Fine 
detail  is  present  on  the  strands  of  Liberty's  hair  and  the  eagle's 
claws.  The  surfaces  are  a  light  greenish-gold  and  retain  much  origi¬ 
nal  mint  luster.  The  surfaces  also  reveal  a  number  of  minor,  grade- 
consistent  contact  marks,  none  worthy  of  individual  mention.  As  the 
finest  known  1862-S,  this  recently  discovered  specimen  should  find  a 
home  in  the  finest  collection  of  Liberty  eagles.  (#8636)

5428  1871-CC  AU55  NGC.  The  1871-CC  eagle  boasts  a  low 

mintage  of  7,185  pieces,  according  to  Rusty  Coe  in  The  Mint  on  Car- 
son  Street,  and  the  issue  is  rare  in  any  grade  today.  The  Guide  Book 
records  a  mintage  of  8,085  coins,  and  Doug  Winter  places  produc¬ 
tion  at  5,908  coins. 

Goe  estimates  a  survival  of  120  to  150  coins  and  Winter  esti¬ 
mates  a  surviving  population  of  90-100  examples.  The  present  coin 
is  sharply  struck,  showing  only  slight  wear  on  Liberty's  hair.  The 
surfaces  are  light  orange-gold,  and  traces  of  satiny  mint  luster  are 
evident  in  sheltered  areas.  A  few  minor  nicks  can  be  detected  on 
Liberty's  cheek,  and  a  scattering  of  insignificant  handling  marks  is 
present  on  both  sides.  Currently,  NGC  has  certified  only  nine  coins 
in  AU55,  with  10  finer,  while  PCGS  has  graded  just  three  examples  in 
this  grade,  with  two  finer  (3/11).  (#8661)

5429  1877-S  AU58  NGC.  This  issue  is  relatively  common  in  XF, 

but  it  is  rare  in  AU  grades,  especially  AU58.  It  is  almost  unknown  in 
mint  condition  with  only  two  pieces  certified,  thus  making  the  few 
near-Cems  the  finest  realistically  obtainable.  This  surfaces  display 
original  yellow-gold  surfaces  with  significant  traces  of  bright  mint 
luster  surrounding  the  devices.  A  mark  in  the  upper  left  obverse  field 
and  another  on  Liberty's  cheek  stand  out  as  the  most  prominent 
abrasions  on  each  side,  although  both  obverse  and  reverse  are  pep¬ 
pered  with  small  marks,  typical  for  the  issue.

condition  is  an  uncommon  coin,  relatively  speaking,  compared  to 
the  large  numbers  produced  for  many  issues  in  the  late  19th  and 
early  20th  centuries.  Most  of  the  large  mintages  either  were  outright 
circulated  to  a  great  extent,  or  exported  and  melted  before  the  great 
search  for  overseas  hoards  began  after  the  Gold  Recall  of  1933.  A 
quick  perusal  of  the  PCGS  online  Population  Report  reveals  that 
there  are  only  somewhere  north  of  1,300  survivors  in  MS65  grade 
of  all  With  Motto  tens  combined.  And  even  though  there  are  a  sprin¬ 
kling  of  Gem  P-mint  survivors  dating  from  the  1890s,  this  is  the  sole 
Cem  of  this  date  graded  at  PCCS,  with  none  finer  (3/11).  The  fields 
are  bright  and  semireflective,  with  rich,  even  reddish-gold  color  cov¬ 
ering  both  sharply  struck  sides.  A  loupe  shows  a  few  tiny  abrasions 
and  luster  grazes,  none  worthy  of  mention.  (#8729)

5431  1898  MS66  NGC.  Garrett  and  Guth  write  of  this  date: 

"Despite  its  high  mintage,  the  1898  eagle  is  nowhere  near  as  com¬ 
mon  as  dates  such  as  1893,  1897,  1899,  1901,  1901-S,  and  1907. 
Apparently,  far  fewer  of  this  date  were  shipped  to  Europe,  or  they 
are  still  there  waiting  to  be  discovered."  This  effect  is  especially 
pronounced  above  the  Gem  level,  where  the  date  is  a  condition 
rarity.  This  Premium  Gem  is  satiny  and  beautiful  with  a  strong  peach- 
orange  tint  to  the  obverse,  while  the  reverse  is  brighter  with  a  more 
yellow  hue.

NGC.  The  PCGS  Population  Report  no  longer  records  the  MS67  coin 
but  does  list  one  piece  certified  MS68,  probably  a  resubmission  of 
the  Eliasberg  coin  before  it  was  sent  to  NGC. 

Next  in  line  is  the  present  Premium  Gem,  also  an  amazing  survi¬ 
vor  from  the  mintage  of  841,000  coins.  As  usual,  nearly  all  gold  coins 
struck  in  San  Francisco  entered  circulation  or  were  exported,  creat¬ 
ing  a  long  line  of  condition  rarities. 

This  specimen  has  satiny  yellow-gold  luster  with  bold  design 
elements,  and  brilliant,  pristine  surfaces.  A  few  tiny  marks  are  incon¬ 
sequential,  and  small  copper  toning  splashes  will  assist  the  pedigree 
researcher.

consensus  is  a  total  population  of  10  or  fewer  proof  1860  Liberty 
eagles  in  all  grades.  Known  pieces  include  two  specimens  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  and  one  in  the  American  Numismatic  Society, 
reducing  the  available  population  to  just  over  half  a  dozen  coins.  In 
his  1980  auction  analysis  of  the  eagles,  David  Akers  wrote  that  "no 
more  than  10  or  11  can  be  accounted  for  today."  Our  current  roster 
lists  nine  distinctly  different  examples  with  six  other  appearances  that 
may  or  may  not  be  included  in  the  first  nine.  Perhaps  the  final  tally 
could  reach  a  dozen  different  pieces,  including  three  in  museums.

When  this  specimen  was  last  offered  in  the  June  2004  American 
Numismatic  Rarities  sale,  they  wrote  that  it  "compares  easily  and 
favorably  to  Bass:  1473  (October  1999)  for  quality  and  appeal,"  fail¬ 
ing  to  recognize  it  as  the  same  coin. 

This  near-Gem  Deep  Cameo  proof  is  tied  with  one  other  coin 
for  the  finest  that  PCGS  has  certified.  Both  sides  have  rich  orange- 
gold  fields  with  lighter  yellow-gold  devices  that  exhibit  full  design 
details.

3  in  the  date.  Both  business  strikes  and  proofs  are  rare  and,  in  fact, 
are  of  approximate  equal  rarity.  Only  800  strikes  for  circulation  were 
produced,  plus  25  proofs.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of 
proofs  known  today  as  there  appear  to  be  a  large  number  of  resub¬ 
missions,  especially  in  the  PR63-64  range.  However,  among  Ultra/ 
Deep  proofs  only  two  pieces  have  been  certified  (the  same  coin 
resubmitted?),  both  PR65.  We  estimate  that  15  or  fewer  proofs  are 
known  today  in  all  grades  out  of  a  total  of  23  auction  appearances  in 
non-Cameo,  Cameo,  and  Deep/Ultra  Cameo  since  1991. 

The  Garrett-Cuth  gold  reference  makes  an  interesting 
observation: 

"The  Mint  made  aluminum  trial  strikes  of  this  date  in  Proof, 
and  it  is  possible  that  some  were  gold-plated  and  passed 
as  the  more  valuable  version  (most  gilt  patterns  that  exist 
today  are  the  result  of  such  nefarious  activities)." 

This  particular  coin  was  once  part  of  the  complete  Ed  Trompeter 
Collection.  It  is  identifiable  by  diagonal  mark  above  star  3.  Proofs  of 
this  issue  are  identifiable  by  the  date  a  little  below  the  center  of  the 
exergue;  die  polishing  that  has  removed  the  interior  of  the  lowest  curl, 
leaving  it  dangling;  and  a  plain  die  file  mark  slanting  down  and  to  the 
left  from  Liberty's  eye. 

The  fields  show  the  expected  depth  of  mirroring,  and  the  devic¬ 
es  are  heavily  frosted,  which  yields  strong  cameo  contrast  on  each 
side.  There  are  a  few  light  hairlines,  but  they  fail  to  diminish  the  over¬ 
all  attractiveness  and  desirability  of  this  proof  eagle,  one  of  the  rarest 
in  the  With  Motto  series.

5437  1876  PR65  Cameo  NGC.  Although  we  cannot  be  certain, 

this  example  appears  to  be  the  Trompeter  Collection  specimen, 
handled  by  our  firm  via  private  purchase  and  sale  a  number  of  years 
ago.  A  catalog  for  the  collection  was  originally  prepared  by  another 
auction  firm,  but  the  sale  did  not  take  place.  In  the  manuscript  for 
that  sale,  this  coin  was  described:  "Identifiable  by  two  lintmarks 
between  first  and  second  stars.  Mellow  pinkish  gold  toning  with 
orange  overtones  gives  the  coin  a  well  proportioned  look.  Such  nice 
toning  is  uncommon.  It  seems  to  further  enhance  the  already  beauti¬ 
ful  cameo  appearance."  The  description  mentioned  two  lintmarks 
between  stars  1  and  2,  and,  indeed,  this  coin  has  two  lintmarks  at 
that  location.  No  previous  pedigree  is  available  for  this  example.  This 
example  is  fully  struck  with  sharply  squared  rims  and  fully  defined 
design  elements. 

Just  as  the  other  proof  gold  coins  of  this  year,  the  mintage  was 
limited  to  only  45  coins.  Today,  approximately  15  examples  still  sur¬ 
vive.  Larger  denomination  gold  proofs  did  not  survive  in  the  same 
numbers  as  the  smaller  denomination  coins.  This  is  purely  a  matter 
of  economics,  as  each  coin  tied  up  a  substantial  amount  of  money 
at  that  time.  Ten  dollars  or  20  dollars  was  a  considerable  sum  to 
expend  for  a  single  coin  at  the  time,  and  retaining  multiple  examples 
representing  various  dates  was  a  significant  proposition.  Cost-of- 
living  calculators  available  on  the  Internet  tell  us  that  10  dollars  in  the 
year  1913  is  equivalent  to  200  dollars  today.  Obviously,  10  dollars  in 
1876  would  be  worth  even  more  today.  If  a  collector  held  some  of 
these  gold  proofs  when  falling  on  economic  hard  times,  the  largest 
denominations  would  be  spent  first. 

Not  only  are  proof  examples  of  this  issue  rare,  but  business 
strikes  are  similarly  rare.  Only  687  examples  were  coined  for  circu¬ 
lation,  with  Mint  State  survivors  virtually  unknown.  We  doubt  that 
even  100  eagles  dated  1876  survive  in  any  grade  or  striking  format.

5438  1879  PR64  PCGS.  If  one  were  to  believe  the  dictum  that 

mintages  are  always  proportionate  to  rarity,  then  the  proof  1879  ten 
dollar  is  obviously  a  great  rarity,  as  only  30  specimens  were  struck. 
Yet  even  this  assumption  sells  the  date  short.  Walter  Breen's  Proof 
Encyclopedia  claim  of  perhaps  10  coins  surviving  has  turned  out  to 
be  surprisingly  accurate;  the  2006  edition  of  Garrett  and  Guth,  for 
example,  lists  nine  PR60  or  finer  coins  in  the  combined  certified 
population,  a  group  that  excludes  a  handful  of  museum  or  impaired 
pieces  but  also  may  include  resubmissions. 

While  the  individual  specimens  of  the  1879  ten  dollar  proof  are 
not  individually  famous,  this  example  certainly  has  one  of  the  best- 
recognized  pedigrees:  Bass.  When  this  piece  was  offered  in  Part  II  of 
the  now-legendary  auction  sequence,  the  cataloger  wrote  that  only  a 
few  coins  "...  could  be  called  desirable  for  an  advanced  cabinet.  The 
specimen  is  one  of  these.  A  strong  bid  is  suggested,  with  the  buyer 
secure  in  the  knowledge  that  he  or  she  will  have  a  coin  with  few 
other  equivalents  in  all  of  the  world." 

The  present  cataloger  could  not  agree  more  with  those  words, 
and  a  simple  glance  at  the  near-Gem  Bass  coin  speaks  volumes  to 
the  coin's  quality.  Both  sides  are  strongly  mirrored  with  light  sun- 
yellow  color  under  moderate  patina.  The  striking  details  are  razor- 
sharp,  and  while  the  coin  does  not  show  a  strong  cameo  effect,  slight 
contrast  is  present.  A  few  light  hairlines  on  each  side  determine  the 
grade.

5439  1890  PR66  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  Even  though  the  mintage 

of  1890  proof  tens  increased  over  previous  years  to  a  "high"  of  63 
pieces,  it  only  slightly  increased  the  availability  of  high-grade  sur¬ 
vivors.  At  the  PR66  Ultra/Deep  Cameo  level,  only  five  pieces  have 
been  certified  by  both  of  the  major  services,  four  by  NGC  and  one  at 
PCGS  (3/11). 

The  comments  by  Walter  Breen  (1988)  and  those  of  Garrett- 
Guth  (2006)  reinforce  and  help  explain  the  comments  of  the  other. 
Breen  states  that  1890  proof  tens  show  incomplete  curls  behind  the 
neck  of  Liberty  (from  die  polishing).  Then  he  goes  on  to  state,  "pol¬ 
ish  at  ear,  eye,  and  usually  TY."  Garrett-Guth  state,  "Both  cameo 
and  deep  cameo  examples  exist,  with  the  expectation  that  deep 
cameos  came  first,  and  that,  as  more  Proofs  were  struck,  the  dies 
self-polished,  thus  reducing  the  contrast  over  time."  It  is  the  passage 
"the  dies  self-polished"  that  explains  Breen's  observation  about  the 
die  polish  seen  at  the  ear,  eye,  and  usually  TY.  This  coin  was  obvi¬ 
ously  one  of  the  first  struck,  as  evidenced  by  the  profound  contrast 
seen  between  the  fields  and  devices  on  each  side.  However,  the  die 
polish  Breen  mentions  is  not  apparent  on  this  piece.  If  the  dies  did 
indeed  "self  polish"  then  subsequent  proofs  would  show  the  patches 
of  brightness  mentioned  by  Breen. 

The  yellow-gold  surfaces  are  exceptionally  well  preserved.  The 
only  surface  disturbances  we  see  (with  the  aid  of  a  loupe)  are  a 
couple  of  tiny  contact  marks  on  the  point  of  the  chin  of  Liberty.  The 
fields  on  each  side  show  the  crinkly  orange-peel  effect  found  on 
most  proof  gold  struck  from  the  1870s  through  the  turn  of  the  cen¬ 
tury.  This  effect  was  not  a  conscious  one  by  the  Mint,  but  rather  the 
result  of  annealing  planchets  in  a  furnace  that  was  too  hot  from  previ¬ 
ously  annealing  copper,  nickel,  or  silver  planchets.  (#98830)

Infrequently  Offered,  Finest  Certified 

5440  1895  PR66+  *  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  Just  56  examples  were 

struck  for  the  proof  version  of  the  1895  ten  dollar.  The  certification 
services  record  an  unusually  high  number  of  grading  "events"  rela¬ 
tive  to  that  original  mintage,  a  fact  that  prompted  the  authors  of  the 
Encyclopedia  of  US.  Cold  Coins  to  caution  that  while  certification 
rates  were  high,  auction  appearances  were  infrequent.  A  glance 
through  the  thin  slate  of  offerings  in  our  Permanent  Auction  Archives 
offers  ample  confirmation  of  the  fact. 

In  an  interesting  twist,  the  highest-graded  representatives  of  the 
proof  1895  ten  dollar  issue  are  all  coins  in  the  top  contrast  category 
at  their  respective  services.  PCCS  has  two  PR66  Deep  Cameo  speci¬ 
mens  that  are  possible  candidates  for  the  finest  example  known.  The 
three  finest  examples  of  this  proof  issue  certified  by  NGC  all  rated 
PR66  and  Ultra  Cameo:  one  with  no  further  modification,  one  with 
a  Star  designation,  and  the  present  PR66+  ★  Ultra  Cameo  survivor, 
which  is  the  finest  of  them  all  (3/11). 

Both  sides  of  this  coin  gleam  sun-yellow  in  the  fields,  while  the 
emergent  devices  are  decisively  detailed  and  amply  frosted,  yielding 
an  impressive  black-and-gold  appearance.  The  surfaces  are  remark¬ 
ably  smooth  and  free  of  post-striking  flaws;  even  typical  at-time-of- 
striking  aspects  such  as  orange-peel  texture  are  minimized.  A  small 
planchet  flake  between  stars  4  and  5  on  the  obverse  may  serve  as  a 
pedigree  marker  for  some  future  second  chance  at  this  marvelous

5441  1898  PR65  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  It  is  a  truism  of  U.S.  numis¬ 

matics  that  the  proof  coins  dated  1896  and  1898  are  among  the  most 
well-produced,  regardless  of  which  coin  series  is  under  discussion. 
While  we  mention  this  most  often  in  the  context  of  proof  Morgan 
dollars,  the  proposition  certainly  extends  to  proof  gold  as  well  —  as 
the  present  coin  amply  demonstrates. 

The  1898  ten  dollar  gold  was  minted  during  an  era  in  which  the 
Mint  would  sell  not  only  complete  gold  proof  sets,  but  singletons  to 
collectors  desiring  only  a  piece  of  two  of  given  denominations.  Thus 
it  is  that  the  Breen  Proof  Encyclopedia  estimates  165  proof  quarter 
eagles  produced,  compared  to  75  each  of  the  half  eagle  and  double 
eagle  and  67  of  the  eagle. 

Even  though  it  is  all  but  certain  that  the  populations  are  littered 
with  duplicates,  the  NGC  Census  shows  18  Ultra  Cameo  pieces  and 
12  Cameos.  (Interestingly,  there  are  no  non-Cameo  examples  certi¬ 
fied,  further  testament  to  the  quality  of  the  issues.)  This  Gem  Ultra 
Cameo  is  one  of  three  so  certified,  with  11  Ultra  Cameo  submis¬ 
sions  —  unlikely  to  be  all  different  coins  —  finer.  At  PCCS,  there  are 
nearly  two  dozen  non-Cameo  examples,  but  the  Deep  Cameo  coins 
number  only  three:  two  in  65  Deep  Cameo,  one  in  67  Deep  Cameo 
(3/11). 

This  is  a  simply  marvelous  specimen  of  late-1 9th  century  proof 
gold,  with  intense  field-device  contrast  on  each  side,  thickly  frosted 
devices  and  radiant  yet  profoundly  mirrored  fields  that  set  up  the 
admired  gold-on-black  contrast  in  a  thoroughly  appealing  way.  The 
strike,  surface  quality,  and  preservation  of  this  piece  are  all  high-end, 
to  us  suggestive  of  an  even  finer  grade,  a  coin  certain  to  form  a  cor¬ 
nerstone  of  whatever  fine  cabinet  in  which  it  finds  an  ultimate  home.

5442  1903  PR66  NGC.  The  matte  proof  obsession  displayed  by 

the  Mint  for  its  sequence  of  new  coinage  designs  starting  in  1907 
may  have  set  off  the  final  backlash  that  led  to  the  exile  of  proofs 
from  its  repertoire  for  two  decades,  but  today's  collectors  recognize 
another,  earlier  change  as  also  being  of  great  importance.  Starting  in 
1902,  just  as  proof  gold  mintages  were  hitting  their  zenith,  the  Mint 
altered  its  procedures  for  preparing  proof  dies,  creating  a  new  finish 
that  tended  toward  an  all-mirror,  low-contrast  appearance. 

As  a  result,  many  of  the  most  accessible  classic  proof  gold  issues 
come  with  brilliant  devices  instead  of  frosted.  In  a  case  of  "numis¬ 
matic  rarity  is  relative"  in  action,  Garrett  and  Guth  write  about  this 
date: 


"The  1903  Proof  eagle  is  one  of  the  most  common  dates 
of  the  period,  but  only  in  relative  terms,  as  any  coin  with 
a  population  estimated  at  40  to  50  pieces  is  rare  indeed. 
Like  the  1902,  this  date  is  usually  found  with  brilliant 
surfaces  and  it  is  rarely  found  with  any  kind  of  cameo 
contrast." 

This  Premium  Gem  specimen  displays  the  overall  brilliant 
appearance  that  is  the  signature  of  most  20th  century  Liberty  gold 
proofs,  though  there  is  considerable  field-to-device  contrast  on  the 
reverse  with  its  sharply  struck  and  subtly  textured  eagle.  Color  is 
pale  yellow-gold  with  a  hint  of  green,  and  the  reflectivity  is  intense. 
A  minimally  flawed  survivor  with  maximum  eye  appeal.  Census:  5  in

Final  Brilliant  Proof  Issue 

5443  1907  PR65  NGC.  This  final-year  proof  delivery  was  appar¬ 

ently  poorly  received  by  the  collecting  community  in  1907.  Although 
74  proofs  were  produced,  it  is  unlikely  that  more  than  half  of  those 
coins  are  extant.  Both  the  fields  and  the  devices  exhibit  a  glassy 
reflectivity  that  seems  to  swallow  every  ray  of  light  that  falls  upon 
the  pristine  surfaces.  The  color  is  yellow-gold  in  shade  with  a  tinge 
of  green-gold  patina.  A  small  horizontal  hairline  in  the  obverse  field 
before  Liberty's  brow  is  noted  solely  for  pedigree  purposes.  All  later 
proof  gold  coins  through  1915  have  satin  or  matte  surfaces.  This  20th 
century  proof  issue  is  scarcer  than  the  1900,  1902,  and  1904.  Census: 
4  in  65,  1  finer  (3/11).

Original,  Subtly  Patinated  Surfaces 

5444  1907  Wire  Rim  MS65  PCGS.  When  Augustus  Saint-Gaud- 

ens  had  an  artistic  idea  that  worked,  he  would  often  slightly  modify 
and  reuse  it  on  other  commissions.  On  the  ten  dollar  gold  piece,  the 
head  of  Liberty  is  a  direct  descendent  of  the  allegorical  female  figure 
from  the  Victory  on  the  Sherman  Monument.  The  second  generation 
of  the  Victory,  a  small-sized  reduction  of  the  head  only,  is  actually 
based  on  an  earlier,  unused  study  for  the  head.  This  is  the  famous 
NIKE-EIPHNH  (Victory-Peace)  bust  that  was  cast  between  1892  and 
1903.  By  turning  the  head  of  Victory  to  the  side  and  placing  it  in  a 
circle,  it  became  his  figure  for  Liberty  on  the  ten  dollar  gold  piece. 
President  Roosevelt  made  the  most  significant  design  modification 
when  he  suggested  the  sculptor  replace  the  laurel  wreath  with  an 
Indian  warbonnet,  and  then  the  transformation  was  complete. 

The  reverse  was  almost  a  complete  lift  from  the  special  1905 
Roosevelt  Inaugural  Medal.  The  eagle  on  the  reverse  was  based  on 
the  ancient  Egyptian  Ptolemaic  eagle.  That  medal  gives  equal  billing 
to  both  Saint-Gaudens  and  Adolph  Weinman  (who  actually  designed 
the  reverse  of  the  medal).  The  same  Ptolemaic  eagle  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  reverse  of  the  ten  dollar  gold  piece,  again  with  only 
minor  modifications. 

The  surfaces  on  this  piece  are  worthy  of  close  examination.  The 
original  bright  yellow-gold  has  taken  on  subtle  accents  of  rose  and 
lilac  that  one  sees  when  the  coin  is  closely  examined.  The  brightness 
mentioned  was  created  by  the  swirling  die  polish  lines,  an  inher¬ 
ent  part  of  the  finish  on  all  Wire  Rim  tens.  There  are  no  singularly 
mentionable  contact  marks  on  either  side  of  this  Gem,  just  a  few  tiny, 
undistracting  abrasions.  (#8850)

5445  1907  No  Periods  MS65  PCGS.  CAC.  The  1907  No  Periods 

eagle  business  strike  is  also  called  the  1907  No  Motto,  as  the  two 
With  Periods  issues  are  considered  patterns  and  are  quite  rare.  The 
redesign  by  Charles  Barber  removed  the  periods  and  led  to  strike 
details  that  were  generally  soft,  as  on  this  Gem  where  the  high-point 
hair  and  feather  tips,  especially  the  lower  ones,  are  weak.  This  coin 
is  distinguished,  however,  by  generous,  radiant  cartwheel  luster  over 
yellow-gold  surfaces  that  are  virtually  free  of  mentionable  abrasions. 
An  excellent  candidate  for  a  high-grade  type  set  or  gold  date  set.

No  Motto,  No  Periods  Design 

5446  1907  No  Periods  MS65  NGC.  The  1907  Indian  eagle  was 

released  to  popular  acclaim  from  numismatists  and  the  general  pub¬ 
lic  alike.  One  feature  of  the  design  soon  stirred  controversy,  however. 
Like  its  double  eagle  counterpart,  the  design  of  the  1907  No  Periods 
Indian  eagle  omitted  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  The  motto  was 
omitted  because  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  believed  it  was  blas¬ 
phemy  to  use  God's  name  on  an  instrument  of  commerce.  The  pub¬ 
lic  felt  otherwise,  and  the  design  was  modified  to  include  the  motto 
on  the  reverse  in  1908.  The  short-lived  No  Motto  design  is  especially 
popular  with  type  collectors  today. 

The  present  coin  is  an  impressive  Gem  with  vibrant  satiny  mint 
luster  and  vivid  greenish-gold  surfaces.  A  touch  of  softness  is  evident 
on  Liberty's  hair  and  the  headdress  feathers,  as  usually  seen  on  this 
issue.  This  coin  possesses  terrific  eye  appeal  to  accompany  its  high

5447  1907  No  Periods  MS65  PCGS.  The  Indian  eagle  design  by 

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  went  through  several  iterations,  including 
Wire  Rim  and  Rolled  Edge  varieties,  before  the  No  Periods  design 
was  accepted  and  released  into  circulation.  The  No  Periods  version 
proved  to  be  well  suited  for  mass  production,  and  the  initial  mint¬ 
age  was  a  respectable  238,864  pieces.  The  design  was  popular  with 
collectors  and  the  general  public  in  1907,  and  many  high-quality 
examples  were  saved.  Today,  the  availability  of  high  grade  specimens 
and  its  status  as  the  first  year  of  the  Indian  design  makes  the  1907  No 
Periods  Indian  eagle  an  extremely  popular  type  coin. 

The  present  coin  is  a  delightful  Gem,  with  vivid  orange-gold 
surfaces  and  vibrant  mint  luster.  The  strike  is  a  little  soft  on  the  cen¬ 
tral  devices,  as  nearly  always  seen  on  the  No  Periods  issue,  but  the 
legends  and  stars  are  strongly  impressed.  We  expect  spirited  com¬ 
petition  from  type  collectors  and  20th  century  gold  specialists  alike 
when  this  lot  is  called.  (#8852)

gold  piece  was  modified  by  an  act  of  Congress  in  1908  to  include  the 
motto  IN  COD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse.  The  1908  Motto  Indian 
eagle  enjoyed  a  substantial  mintage  of  341,370  pieces,  and  the  issue 
remains  readily  available  in  grades  up  to  the  Choice  level  today. 
Examples  in  Gem  condition  are  scarce,  and  Premium  Gems  are  rare. 
The  1908  is  popular  with  type  collectors  as  the  first  date  of  the  Motto 
design. 

The  present  coin  is  a  sharply  detailed  Premium  Gem,  with  fine 
definition  on  Liberty's  curls  and  the  headdress  feathers.  The  surfaces 
display  pleasing  orange-gold  patina  with  satiny  mint  luster.  Census:

Of 
course,  the  population  dwindles  above  the  Gem  level,  and  Superb 
Gems  are  very  rare.  The  present  coin  is  an  incredible  Superb  Gem, 
with  razor-sharp  definition  on  all  devices,  even  the  usually  trouble¬ 
some  lower  feathers.  The  pristine  surfaces  display  attractive,  even 
greenish-gold  color,  with  vibrant  mint  luster  on  both  sides.

5451  1912-S  MS65  NGC.  Swirling,  frosty  luster  ennobles  this  rare 

Gem  example  of  one  of  the  extreme  conditional  rarities  in  the  Indian 
eagle  series.  Most  specimens  of  the  1912-S  suffer  from  a  weak  strike 
and  inferior  luster.  While  this  piece  does  show  some  strike  weakness 
overall,  its  superb  luster,  original  yellow-gold  color,  and  relative  lack 
of  mentionable  marks  more  than  compensate.  Some  of  the  feather 
ends  are  weak,  along  with  the  hair  around  the  face.  A  small  obverse 
die  crack  parallels  the  rim  from  the  1  in  the  date  upward  to  about 
7:30.  The  small  sprinkling  of  contact  marks  on  each  side  is  minor  in 
severity  and  small  in  quantity,  largely  away  from  the  focal  areas.  This 
issue  is  extremely  rare  in  Gem  grade.

5452  1913-S  MS62  PCGS.  The  1911-D  Indian  eagle  may  be  more 

famous  (and  have  half  the  mintage),  but  the  1913-S  and  the  1911-D 
are  basically  neck  and  neck  in  the  rarity  race,  and  at  various  times 
one  issue  or  the  other  has  been  considered  rarer.  The  1913-S  had  a 
mintage  of  only  66,000  pieces,  and  the  Akers  Handbook,  second 
edition,  pegs  the  issue  as  second  in  high-grade  rarity  and  fifth  over¬ 
all,  noting  that  "even  coins  that  grade  MS-60  to  MS-62  are  seldom 
encountered,  and  MS-63s  are  very  scarce."  This  piece  displays 
abundant  appeal,  with  rich,  frosty  luster  emanating  from  orange-gold 
surfaces  on  both  sides  and  tinges  of  hazel  on  the  reverse.  A  scattering 
of  abrasions  is  consistent  with  the  grade,  but  they  are  minor,  and  this 
coin  also  shows  none  of  the  arcing  mark  through  the  date  that  afflicts 
many  examples.

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Pristine  1914-D  Eagle,  MS66 

5453  1914-D  MS66  PCGS.  The  Indian  eagle  series  in  high  Mint 

State  grades  is  one  of  the  incredible  glories  of  U.S.  numismatics. 
Somehow,  we  feel  that  Augustus  Saint-Caudens  would  be  extremely 
proud  to  see  his  creation,  even  as  redesigned  by  lesser  hands.  Much 
of  the  splendor  of  his  original  concept  certainly  appears  undimin¬ 
ished  on  this  piece,  which  boasts  extraordinarily  deep,  intense  cart¬ 
wheel  luster  over  pristine  orange-gold  surfaces  on  both  sides.  Even 
though  the  1914-D  is  an  available  issue,  few  specimens  can  better 
the  present  MS66  example:  PCGS  has  seen  only  three  submissions  in 
higher  grades,  all  MS67  (3/11).  (#8876)

Green-Gold  Surfaces 

5454  1915  MS66  NGC.  CAC.  The  1915  eagle  had  a  nominal 

mintage  of  351,000  business  strikes,  but  it  is  popular  as  a  well-pro¬ 
duced  and  available  issue.  Michael  Fuljenz,  in  Indian  Cold  Coins  of 
the  20th  Century,  calls  it  "well-regarded  for  its  aesthetic  appeal  and 
popular  with  type  collectors."  This  Premium  Gem  would  certainly 
achieve  regard  in  the  eyes  of  most  collectors,  with  excellent,  near- 
pristine  mattelike  green-gold  surfaces.  The  strike  is  bold  —  just  shy 
of  absolute  —  and  rich  luster  prevails  throughout  both  sides.  Even 
though  NGC  has  certified  a  small  handful  finer,  they  could  hardly 
be  more  attractive.  A  small  copper  alloy  spot  appears  above  the  Y  of

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1915  S  Indian  Eagle,  MS62  Theodore  Roosevelt  Special  Inaugural  Medal  (1905) 

Scarce  Low-Mintage  Issue 

5455  1915-S  MS62  PCGS.  The  1915-S  Indian  eagle  is  a  scarce 

coin  in  high  grade,  from  a  small  mintage  of  59,000  pieces.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  low  mintage,  the  1915-S  has  a  low  survival  rate,  with  few 
examples  saved  by  collectors  and  most  of  the  mintage  destroyed 
after  the  Cold  Recall  of  the  1930s.  David  Akers  estimates  perhaps 
175-200  coins  survive  in  all  Mint  State  grades,  with  140-165  speci¬ 
mens  in  the  MS60-MS63  range. 

The  present  coin  is  a  pleasing  MS62  example,  with  sharply 
detailed  design  elements  and  good,  but  somewhat  subtle  mint  luster. 

The  surfaces  are  an  attractive  orange-gold  color,  with  mottled  green 
highlights.  Population:  49  in  62,  59  finer  (3/11).  (#8879)

Gem  Proof  1910  Eagle,  Second-Rarest 
Among  the  Type  Two  Issues 

5456  1910  PR65  NGC.  The  production  figure  for  the  proof  1910 

eagles  is  given  as  204  pieces,  by  far  the  largest  of  the  Type  Two 
(With  Motto)  issues.  The  figure  nonetheless  seems  anomalous,  con¬ 
siderably  out  of  context  with  the  remainder  of  the  series.  The  current 
thinking,  as  espoused  equally  by  Mike  Fuljenz  (2010)  and  Jeff  Garrett 
and  Ron  Guth  (2006)  in  their  respective  references,  is  that  the  first- 
year  1908  is  the  commonest  proof  Indian  eagle,  with  the  1911  in 
second  place  —  at  least  in  high  grades. 

Garrett  and  Guth  opine  concerning  the  1910  proof  eagles: 

"Although  the  mintage  climbed  substantially  for  Proofs  in 
1910,  as  compared  with  1909,  few  of  these  coins  were 
saved  in  gem  grades.  In  fact,  the  1910  issue  rates  as  the 
second-rarest  date  of  the  eight  Proof  dates  that  are  gener¬ 
ally  available  to  collectors,  with  a  total  of  just  24  coins 
having  been  graded  PF-65  or  finer.  This  is  really  splitting 
hairs  though,  as  all  the  Proofs  from  1909  to  1915  are 
represented  in  PF-65  or  finer  by  22  to  34  coins,  except 
for  the  1908  issue  which  boasts  57  examples  in  PF-65  or 
higher." 

While  the  population  data  have  changed  since  the  words  above 
were  written  —  resubmissions  in  most  instances  —  the  relative  rarity 
rankings  have  not.  The  1910  eagle  in  Gem  condition  has  two  coins 
certified  at  NGC  including  the  present  piece,  with  11  finer,  while 
PCGS  has  graded  five  submissions  in  PR65,  with  a  mere  two  pieces 
finer.  It  appears  likely  that  quite  a  few  pieces  made  at  the  Mint  were 
melted  as  unsold  at  the  end  of  the  production  run.  It  also  appears 
that  some  of  the  survivors  were  indifferently  cared  for,  given  the  rela¬ 
tive  paucity  of  Gem-or-finer  examples. 

Almost  all  of  the  1909-  and  1910-dated  proofs  were  produced 
with  what  we  today  call  the  "Roman  gold"  finish,  although  Garrett 
and  Guth  note  a  single  "unique"  known  1910  matte  proof  gold  set. 
The  devices  are  boldly  rendered  on  both  sides  of  this  lovely  Gem 
proof,  which  displays  satin  luster  over  brilliant  yellow  surfaces.  Traces 
of  light  blue  add  to  the  eye  appeal.  A  minuscule  obverse  rim  distur¬ 
bance  at  8  o'clock  is  easily  overlooked.  This  amazing  Indian  eagle 
will  grace  the  finest  collection  of  proof  gold  coins.  Census:  2  in  65,  1 1 
finer  (2/11).

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Important  Superb  Gem  Proof  1911  Eagle 
The  'Saint-Gaudens'  Little  Sister'  Design 

5457  1911  PR67  NGC.  At  the  PR67  grade  level,  it  matters  little 

that  the  proof  mintage  of  the  1911  eagle  was  a  nominal  production 
of  95  pieces,  as  opposed  to  the  1912's  figure  of  83  pieces  or  that  of 
the  1913,  at  71  coins.  The  fact  is,  all  matte  proof  gold  is  rare  to  a 
considerable  degree,  and  as  one  moves  up  the  grade  scale,  the  rar¬ 
ity  becomes  remarkably  more  pronounced.  Generally  speaking,  the 
larger-denomination  matte  proof  gold  pieces,  all  else  being  equal, 
are  also  rarer,  as  they  were  more  subject  both  to  contact  marks  and 
financial  attrition  during  an  economically  turbulent  20th  century. 

Mike  Fuljenz  writes  in  Indian  Cold  Coins  of  the  20th  Century: 

"There  were  just  95  Proofs  minted  in  1911  and  an  estimat¬ 
ed  25-30  pieces  are  known  today.  Proof  1911  Eagles  are 
seen  with  two  types  of  finish:  dark  matte  and  sandblast. 

...  Proofs  are  very  rare  with  most  survivors  in  the  PR64  to 
PR66  range." 

We  believe  the  number  of  survivors  is  somewhat  larger  than 
Fuljenz's  estimate,  in  the  range  of  30-45  coins.  Further  confirmation 
of  the  extreme  conditional  rarity  of  this  coin  comes  from  our  own 
records  and  the  certified  population  data.  We  know  of  only  a  half- 
dozen  or  so  auction  appearances  of  Superb  Gem  certified  specimens 
in  the  last  20-plus  years,  with  none  finer.  A  PR67  NGC  example 
in  American  Numismatic  Rarities'  March  2006  auction,  lot  1331, 
brought  $80,500,  where  the  cataloger  wrote  passively,  "No  finer 
example  has  ever  been  seen  by  us." 

A  couple  of  months  previous  to  that  appearance,  we  offered 
another  PR67  NGC  piece  in  our  FUN  Signature  (FHeritage,  1/2006), 
lot  3555,  a  mustard-colored  dark  matte  proof  that  brought  $69,000. 
Those  are  the  most  recent  auction  appearances  of  a  Superb  Gem 
1911  eagle  that  we  can  account  for.  The  population  data  show  two 
PR67  PCGS  examples  and  one  PR67+,  while  NGC  has  seen  nine 
submissions  at  the  PR67  level  and  three  in  PR68  —  figures  that  we 
believe  may  be  considerably  inflated  by  resubmissions  (3/11). 

The  present  example  appears  to  be  more  of  the  dark  sandblast 
variety  —  although  the  distinctions  sometimes  drawn  here  are  con¬ 
tinuum  rather  than  dichotomy.  Even  mustard  color  prevails  with  just 
a  hint  of  khaki  over  both  sides,  and  the  surfaces  are  finely  granular 
throughout.  A  faint  alloy  spot  in  the  field  just  above  the  end  of  the 
eagle's  tail  feather  identifies  this  piece  for  provenance  purposes, 
along  with  a  pronounced  wire  rim  around  the  reverse  (none  appears 
around  the  obverse).  A  tremendous  appealing  —  and  tremendously 
important  —  proof  representative  of  the  "Saint-Gaudens'  little  sister" 
design.  (#8893) 
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1913  Indian  Eagle,  PR67 
Rare  Sandblast  Proof 
Second-Rarest  Date  of  the  Series 

5458  1913  PR67  NGC.  Only  71  proof  Indian  eagles  were  struck 

in  1913,  using  the  same  fine  sandblast  finish  of  the  year  before.  Sales 
of  proof  sets  had  declined  since  the  matte  proof  era  began  in  1907, 
because  the  public  favored  the  old  brilliant  finish  proofs.  Many  new 
coinage  designs  were  introduced  in  this  period,  including  the  Indian 
eagle  in  1907.  The  new  designs  were  generally  not  suitable  for  a 
brilliant  finish  because  they  featured  high  relief  devices  and  convex 
fields.  The  sandblast  finish  was  a  modification  of  the  darker,  coarser 
matte  style  used  in  earlier  years,  displaying  thousands  of  sparkling 
facets  when  the  surface  is  viewed  with  magnification.  Unfortunately, 
collectors  failed  to  appreciate  the  sandblast  proofs  any  more  than 
they  had  the  matte  finish  issues,  and  the  Mint  discontinued  proof  set 
offerings  entirely  in  1916. 

The  1913  proof  Indian  eagle  is  the  second-rarest  date  of  the 
series  in  higher  grades,  outdistancing  the  lower-mintage  1914  for 
second-place  honors.  Only  the  1915  proof  eagle,  the  final  date  of  the 
series,  is  more  elusive  in  grades  above  PR65.  Experts  estimate  a  sur¬ 
viving  population  of  just  20-35  coins  in  all  grades,  and  Superb  Gem 
specimens  are  very  rare. 

The  present  coin  is  a  spectacular  Superb  Gem,  displaying  the 
needle-sharp  details  expected  of  a  sandblast  proof  on  all  design  ele¬ 
ments.  The  fields  are  virtually  perfect,  free  of  contact  marks  and  shiny 
spots,  with  an  even  honey-gold  color  on  both  sides.  This  coin  pos¬ 
sesses  tremendous  eye  appeal,  with  an  almost  medallic  appearance 
and  no  visible  flaws.  Census:  5  in  67,  2  finer  (3/11).  (#8895) 
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1914  Ten  Dollar  Indian,  PR66 
Only  50  Matte  Proofs  Produced 

5459  1914  PR66  NGC.  The  proof  1914  ten  dollar  has  the  lowest 

mintage  in  the  matte  proof  series,  with  only  50  pieces  produced. 
The  low  mintage  does  not  appear  to  have  significantly  affected  the 
number  of  survivors,  however.  Estimates  have  varied  widely  over 
the  years  according  to  which  expert  has  written  about  the  series. 
In  Breen's  Proof  Encyclopedia  (1977)  he  was  somewhat  vague  and 
stated,  "This  could  almost  be  called  extremely  rare."  In  1980  David 
Akers  attempted  a  more  precise  estimate  when  he  asserted  20-25 
coins  were  known.  We  believe  more  have  survived.  When  one  adds 
the  total  number  of  PR60-68  1914  tens  certified,  a  surprising  48 
pieces  have  been  graded.  Factoring  out  the  inevitable  resubmissions, 
we  believe  that  somewhere  in  the  range  of  25  to  35  pieces  may  be 
known  in  all  grades  today. 

Much  has  also  been  written  about  the  finish  of  the  1914  proofs 
compared  to  previous  years.  The  expected  coarser-grain  finish  is 
seen  on  this  piece,  and  it  is  especially  apparent  when  compared  to 
a  1912  or  1913.  The  color  of  matte  proof  tens  from  1914  is  similar  to 
that  of  the  previous  year,  but  they  tend  to  have  a  slightly  more  green¬ 
ish  tinge.  The  usually  seen  wire  rim  around  the  reverse  is  evident 
on  this  piece  also,  with  no  trace  around  the  obverse,  both  typical 
traits  for  this  date.  We  are  not  quite  certain  why  this  lovely  proof 
"only"  grades  PR66.  There  simply  are  no  surface  distractions  or  shiny 
spots  on  either  side.  The  only  irregularity  in  the  surface  is  a  tiny  dot 
of  slightly  darker  brown  in  the  left  obverse  field  directly  in  front  of 
Liberty's  eye.  This  tiny  dot  identifies  this  coin  as  the  1914  proof  ten  in 
the  Danny  Arnold  Collection  of  Matte  Proof  Gold.  This  was  a  com¬ 
plete  set  of  matte  proof  gold  issues,  sold  by  Bowers  and  Merena  in 
1984.  To  quote  from  the  catalog: 

"To  form  a  collection  such  as  Danny  Arnold  did  required 
many  years  of  care,  patience,  and  connoisseurship. 
Deserving  credit  as  well  are  the  efforts  of  Abner  Kreisberg 
and  Jerry  Cohen,  who  helped  locate  many  of  the  pieces." 

This  is  a  stunning  example  of  this  rarely  seen  matte  proof  ten 
and  sure  to  be  of  interest  to  many  advanced  collectors.  Census:  7  in

Popular  and  Scarce  New  Orleans  Issue 

5460  1850-0  AU53  PCGS.  The  New  Orleans  Mint  struck  double 

eagles  each  year  from  the  inception  of  the  denomination,  1850,  to 
the  advent  of  the  Civil  War,  1861.  When  the  facility  reopened  in 
1879,  a  small,  final  mintage  was  produced,  although  eagles  and  half 
eagles  were  struck  intermittently  until  the  facility  reverted  to  assay 
office  status  in  1909.  Despite  12  years  of  double  eagle  coinage,  New 
Orleans  twenties  are  scarce,  particularly  if  a  date  other  than  1851-0 
is  desired.  The  present  bright  butter-gold  example  lacks  noticeable 
abrasions,  and  luster  fills  the  devices  and  legends.  The  mintmark  is 
lightly  repunched.  Population:  21  in  53,  17  finer  (3/11).  (#8903) 


Near-Mint  1851-0  Double  Eagle 
From  the  5.5.  Republic 

5461  1851-0  AU58  NGC.  Ex:  5.5.  Republic.  The  Republic  was 

sailing  from  New  York  to  New  Orleans  on  its  final  fateful  voyage,  and 
this  scarcely  worn  O-mint  double  eagle  was  headed  for  its  home¬ 
town  when  a  hurricane  sank  the  ship.  Though  it  is  impossible  not  to 
acknowledge  the  tragic  loss  of  lives  and  fortunes  that  took  place  then, 
in  the  present  we  can  also  appreciate  how  the  event  saved  coins 
such  as  this  for  today's  collectors.  The  surfaces  are  pale  yellow-gold 
with  hints  of  green,  appreciably  reflective  through  the  fields.  The 
strike  is  soft  on  the  left-side  stars,  but  definition  is  better  elsewhere. 
Just  a  touch  of  rub  on  the  high  points  and  a  few  small,  scattered  digs 
preclude  a  better  designation.  NGC  has  certified  22  survivors  as  Mint 
State  (3/11).  (#8905) 
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1853-0  Double  Eagle,  AU53 
Last  Higher-Mintage  New  Orleans  Issue 

5462  1853-0  AU53  PCGS.  CAC.  This  is  the  last  of  the  high-mint- 

age  New  Orleans  Mint  double  eagles  with  a  production  of  71,000 
coins.  From  1850  to  1853,  the  Louisiana  mint  coined  717,000  double 
eagles,  for  an  average  of  nearly  180,000  per  year.  From  1854  to  1861, 
the  total  was  112,191  pieces,  for  an  average  of  about  14,000  per  year. 
Just  one  later  year,  1879,  saw  production  of  double  eagles  with  2,325 
coins  struck.  The  drastic  difference  is  easy  to  explain:  The  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  opened  in  1854,  so  there  was  no  longer  a  need  to  send 
California  gold  to  New  Orleans. 

This  1853-0  double  eagle  is  an  impressive  piece  with  satiny 
luster  and  the  usual  green-gold  appearance  of  pieces  struck  from 
California  gold.  The  only  noticeable  blemish  is  a  small  scrape  in  the 
left  reverse  field.  Otherwise,  only  minuscule  marks  are  detectable 
with  magnification.  Population:  13  in  53,  38  finer  (3/11).  (#8910) 


MS61  1856  Double  Eagle 
Elusive  Date  in  Mint  State 

5463  1856  MS61  PCGS.  CAC.  Garrett  and  Guth  write: 

"The  1856  double  eagle  is  much  more  difficult  to  locate 
than  many  of  the  other  Philadelphia  double  eagles  of  the 
1850s.  The  production  for  the  year  was  widely  distributed, 
and  nearly  all  of  the  coins  known  are  low  grade.  ...  The 
1856  double  eagle  is  very  rare  in  full  Mint  State." 

In  fact,  this  is  only  the  fourth  time  that  Heritage  has  auctioned  a 
Mint  State  representative  of  the  issue  since  1993.  Well-struck  devices 
sit  under  heavy  patina,  as  do  yellow-orange  surfaces  with  full  and 
satiny  luster.  Though  numerous  wispy  abrasions  cross  the  surfaces 
and  a  few  significant  abrasions  are  noted,  including  one  at  the  top  of 
Liberty's  hair,  the  overall  eye  appeal  is  solid.  Population:  13  in  61,  11

From  the  5.5.  Central  America

5464  1857-S  Spiked  Shield  MS65  PCGS.  CAC.  Ex:  5.S.  Central 

America.  SSCA  4157.  Until  the  discovery  of  the  Central  America,  the 
existence  of  Gem  Type  One  double  eagles  seemed  like  a  pipe  dream, 
but  for  collectors  today,  owning  such  a  coin  is  an  achievable  goal. 
This  is  one  such  coin,  sharply  struck  with  swirling  and  slightly  frosted 
luster  that  boasts  the  signature  Central  America  color,  saturated 
yellow-gold  on  the  outside  with  pale,  almost  straw-gold  interiors.  A 
single  abrasion  between  stars  5  and  6  on  the  obverse  defines  the 
grade,  for  the  rest  of  each  side  is  remarkably  clean.  Comes  with  box 
and  faux-book  case;  the  customary  certificate  of  authenticity  is  miss¬ 
ing  but  not  really  necessary,  as  the  PCGS  encapsulation  more  than 
suffices.  (#70000) 


5465  1857-S  Bold  S  MS65  PCGS.  The  obverse  of  this  lovely  Gem 

has  a  faint  hairline  on  the  cheek,  while  the  reverse  has  a  small  graze 
and  dark  verdigris  at  the  upper  right.  Otherwise  both  sides  are  essen¬ 
tially  mark-free  with  only  trivial,  microscopic  contact  marks.  The 
strike  is  exceptional  and  the  surfaces  are  brilliant  and  highly  lustrous, 
with  frosty  light  yellow  inside  a  frame  of  peripheral  lemon. 

The  1857-S  went  from  a  rarity  to  a  common  date  almost  over¬ 
night  with  the  discovery  of  the  5.5.  Central  America  treasure  off  the 
Carolina  coast  in  the  1990s.  Today,  the  1857-S  is  the  number  one 
choice  of  type  collectors  seeking  the  Type  One  double  eagle  design.

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1860-S  Twenty,  MS62,  Only  Two  Finer 

5466  1860-S  MS62  NGC.  The  mintage  of  544,950  pieces  would 

suggest  that  the  1860-S  twenty  was  heavily  circulated,  and  that  is 
indeed  the  case  when  one  looks  at  the  numbers  of  survivors  and 
their  grade  distribution.  Hundreds  of  pieces  are  known  in  circulated 
grades,  but  only  a  few  dozen  have  survived  in  Mint  State.  The  pres¬ 
ent  MS62  NGC  coin  is  generally  the  finest  grade  one  can  expect  for 
an  1860-S.  Only  two  coins  have  been  certified  finer,  both  at  PCGS 
(3/11).  This  piece  displays  the  soft,  frosted  luster  expected  but  lacks 
the  heavy  abrasions  often  seen  on  this  issue.  The  striking  definition 
on  Liberty's  hair  curls  shows  the  expected  softness,  a  characteristic 
that  occurs  not  only  on  this  issue  but  on  many  Type  One  twenties.

1862  Liberty  Twenty,  AU58 
Low-Mintage  Civil  War  Date 

5467  1862  AU58  NGC.  With  the  outcome  of  the  Civil  War  in 

doubt,  the  mintage  of  double  eagles  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
dropped  from  nearly  3  million  pieces  in  1861  to  92,000+  pieces  in 
1862;  examples  are  accordingly  rare  in  all  grades.  Most  coins  seen 
are  in  the  XF  and  the  lower  AU  range.  High-end  AU  and  Mint  State 
pieces  are  infrequently  seen. 

The  present  near-Mint  State  specimen  boasts  lightly  abraded 
and  delightful  orange-gold  surfaces  with  just  a  trace  of  high-point 
wear  and  a  generous  amount  of  luster.  The  design  elements  are  well 
impressed,  including  nice  detail  in  all  obverse  star  centrils.  A  couple 
of  reeding  marks  are  noted  on  Liberty's  cheek.  Census:  17  in  58,  11

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Condition  Rarity  1864  Double  Eagle,  MS62 

5468  1864  MS62  PCGS.  CAC.  The  1864  double  eagle  was  con¬ 

sidered  all  but  uncollectible  in  Mint  State  for  many  years,  though  the 
recovery  of  the  5.5.  Republic  turned  up  a  few  dozen  additional  survi¬ 
vors,  some  of  which  are  Mint  State.  The  origin  of  the  present  example 
is  unknown,  but  what  is  indisputable  is  that  the  1864  is  a  condition 
rarity  this  fine  and  extremely  rare  any  better.  Swirling  canary-yellow 
luster  with  honey  overtones  is  more  flashy  on  the  reverse,  which 
also  shows  fewer  of  the  coin's  grade-defining  abrasions.

Unknown  to  Breen, 
but  the  tops  of  the  digits  in  a  misplaced  date  thread  through  the 
bottom  denticles  of  the  obverse,  most  easily  visible  as  the  top  of  a 
curve  where  the  erroneous  6  is.  Quite  apart  from  the  variety,  this  is  a 
well-preserved  shipwreck  piece  that  has  pleasing  detail  and  astound- 
ingly  bright  luster  that  ranges  from  sun-yellow  at  the  margins  to  pale 
straw-gold  at  the  interior.  Lightly  abraded  with  luster  grazes  at  left 
obverse  contributing  to  the  grade  but  no  trace  of  wear.  Comes  with 
all  the  usual  5.5.

Jonathan  sank  in  July  1865  off  the  coast  of  Crescent  City,  California, 
where  this  coin  and  many  others  just  like  it  sat  on  the  ocean  floor  for 
132  years  until  the  treasure  was  recovered  in  1997. 

Although  no  variety  studies  were  conducted  at  the  time,  this 
piece  has  extensive  peripheral  die  cracks  on  both  sides.  The  1  is 
close  to  the  bust,  and  the  J  of  J.B.L.  is  over  the  inside  right  curves  of 
the  8.  The  compact  S  mintmark  is  slightly  left  of  center  over  the  N 
and  vertically  centered  between  that  letter  and  the  tailfeathers. 

Trivial  hairlines  and  other  marks  are  evident  on  each  side.  The 
strike  is  excellent  and  the  surfaces  exhibit  frosty  yellow  luster  with

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1866-S  No  Motto  Twenty,  AU55 
A  Condition  and  Absolute  Rarity 

5471  1866-S  No  Motto  AU55  NGC.  The  motto  IN  GOD  WE 

TRUST  first  appeared  on  regular  issue  coins  when  it  was  introduced 
on  the  two  cent  piece  in  1864.  For  most  other  denominations,  those 
large  enough  to  have  extra  space,  the  motto  appeared  in  1866.  That 
was  the  transitional  year  for  the  double  eagle,  with  No  Motto  dies 
used  only  at  San  Francisco.  Mint  records  show  that  six  obverse 
dies  for  the  1866  double  eagle  coinage  were  sent  to  San  Francisco 
in  November  1865,  in  preparation  for  the  new  year.  Old  reverse 
dies  from  1865  remained  serviceable,  and  were  used  with  the  1866 
obverse  dies.  Once  the  decision  was  made  to  add  the  motto,  new 
reverse  dies  followed  in  March  1866. 

The  reverse  die  illustrated  on  this  example  remains  in  excellent 
condition,  with  a  faint  die  crack  to  the  left  and  right  from  the  bottom 
of  the  D  in  the  denomination.  No  other  cracks,  clash  marks,  lapping 
lines,  or  other  die  defects  are  visible.  With  the  number  of  1865-S 
double  eagles  found  in  the  5.5.  Brother  Jonathan  treasure,  an  inter¬ 
esting  and  plausible  exercise  would  be  a  search  for  an  1865-S  with 
the  same  reverse  die  crack. 

All  120,000  1866-S  No  Motto  double  eagles  were  coined  early 
in  the  year.  However,  the  number  of  surviving  specimens  suggests  a 
much  lower  actual  mintage.  Perhaps  a  portion  of  the  original  mint¬ 
age  was  never  released,  and  melted  after  the  new  dies  arrived.  Only 
about  200  to  250  coins  still  exist  from  that  mintage,  or  about  two 
coins  per  thousand  struck  (0.2%).  Of  those  that  do  survive,  AU  coins 
are  rarities  and  Mint  State  coins  are  extremely  rare  with  a  combined 
NGC  and  PCGS  population  of  only  five  coins  in  MS60  or  finer  grades. 
In  our  sales  we  have  never  handled  a  Mint  State  example,  and  have 
handled  only  seven  pieces  equal  to  this  coin  or  finer. 

The  frosty  light  yellow  surfaces  have  deeper  honey-gold  rims, 
with  scattered  bagmarks  that  are  inconsequential  and  expect¬ 
ed  on  any  surviving  specimen.

5472  1869  MS62  NGC.  The  1869's  moderate  availability  makes  it 

a  desirable  issue  for  a  Type  Two  twenty.  It  is  sometimes  located  with 
a  strong  strike,  which  is  quite  unusual  for  any  Type  Two.  When  usu¬ 
ally  encountered,  though,  it  is  seldom  found  finer  than  an  upper-end 
AU.  The  average  grade  for  1869  twenties  from  our  data  is  AU50.7. 
The  present  piece  soars  far  above  this  median  grade  and  ranks 
among  the  finest  known.  Not  only  is  this  piece  sharply  defined  on 
Liberty's  hair,  but  the  surfaces  are  minimally  abraded,  a  feature  infre¬ 
quently  seen  on  any  1869.  Perhaps  the  most  attractive  feature  of  all  is 
the  brightly  reflective  prooflike  fields  on  each  side.  Not  only  are  the 
fields  mirrored,  but  the  frost  on  the  devices  sets  up  a  modest  cameo 
contrast.  This  is  an  exceptional  1869  twenty  and  far  above-average 
for  an  example  of  the  Type  Two  design.

The  year  1869 
was  also  prior  to  the  wholesale  export  of  gold  coins  to  Europe,  where 
they  were  retained  by  banks  as  bullion  reserves.  Thus,  the  1869, 
along  with  other  early  Type  Two  dates,  is  confoundedly  difficult 
to  locate  in  quality  Mint  State.  But  here  is  a  pleasing  apricot-gold 
example  that  boasts  full  luster  and  lacks  the  unfortunate  abrasions 
that  tend  to  plague  lower  graded  Uncirculated  twenties.  A  strong  bid 
will  be  needed  to  secure  this  prize.

"the  average  grade  seen  at  auction  is  About  Uncirculated,  with  many 
famous  collections  having  the  date  in  that  state  of  preservation."  The 
next  owner  of  this  MS61  example  will  be  able  to  do  them  all  one 
better.  Though  long  abrasions  are  noted  on  the  cheek  and  in  the  field 
to  the  left  of  the  portrait,  flashy  honey-gold  luster  dominates  the  eye 
appeal,  especially  on  the  better-preserved  reverse.  Census:  15  in  61,

5475  1870  MS62  NGC.  The  1870  double  eagle,  like  a  number 

of  its  Type  Two  fellows,  is  a  confirmed  condition  rarity  at  the  MS62 
level  and  takes  that  state  to  extremes  any  finer;  there  are  only  six 
Select-or-better  coins  in  the  combined  certified  population  (2/11). 
This  is  a  particularly  impressive  example  of  the  date,  pale  canary-gold 
with  softly  frosted  central  devices  and  solid  peripheral  detail.  Cart- 
wheel-lustered  fields  have  the  usual  minor  abrasions,  as  well  as  a 
handful  of  sharper  marks  that  account  for  the  grade,  the  most  notable 
of  which  appears  to  the  left  of  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  All  things  consid¬

Challenging  MS61  1870-S  Double  Eagle 

5476  1870-S  MS61  NGC.  Though  the  "gold  economy"  of  the 

United  States  faltered  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  because  of  the 
Civil  War,  the  metal  did  not  fall  out  of  use  on  the  West  Coast  during 
that  time,  and  so  coins  such  as  the  double  eagle  remained  work¬ 
horses  of  commerce  in  post-Civil  War  California  and  Oregon.  In 
fact,  the  denomination  circulated  so  heavily  that  many  Type  Two 
double  eagles  from  San  Francisco  are  now  condition  rarities  in  Mint 
State.  The  1870-S  is  among  them,  but  we  are  privileged  to  offer  a 
great  representative  here.  The  strike  shows  an  element  of  softness 
on  the  portrait,  but  the  honey-gold  surfaces  with  their  bold  orange 
overtones  offer  immense  luster.  Scattered  wispy  abrasions  and  a  few 
deeper  marks,  including  one  under  Liberty's  chin,  contribute  to  the 
grade.

1871-CC  Twenty,  Almost  Uncirculated 
Second  Rarest  Carson  City  Double  Eagle 
An  Absolute  and  Condition  Rarity 

5477  1871-CC  AU50  NGC.  Variety  1-A.  The  1871-CC  is  easily 

the  second  rarest  Carson  City  twenty,  after  the  legendary  1870-CC. 
The  mintage  was  17,387  pieces,  but  apparently  attrition  took  a  heavy 
toll,  as  only  200-250  examples  are  believed  known  today  in  all 
grades.  An  AU  example,  such  as  this,  is  an  important  offering  for  the 
CC  gold  collector.  As  Doug  Winter  succinctly  expressed  it  in  his  latest 
CC  reference:  "For  most  collectors,  a  nice  example  of  this  date  repre¬ 
sents  their  single  greatest  expenditure  on  a  Carson  City  double  eagle." 

This  particular  double  eagle  has  an  interesting  history,  being 
preserved  in  the  same  family  for  nearly  a  century.  The  coin  was 
originally  purchased  by  the  current  consignor's  grandmother  in  1917, 
as  a  graduation  gift  for  her  sister,  who  had  just  completed  her  stud¬ 
ies  at  Slippery  Rock  State  Normal  School.  The  coin  was  presented  in 
a  "Best  Wishes"  envelope  from  the  People's  Bank  of  Unity,  in  Unity, 
Pennsylvania,  with  a  special  pocket  to  hold  the  coin.  From  a  note 
on  the  envelope,  we  gather  the  new  owner  passed  the  gift  on  to  her 
daughter  in  1927.  The  coin  was  subsequently  passed  down  through 
the  family  until  the  present  time.  These  records  are  preserved  by  the 
consignor's  family. 

The  striking  details  seen  here  are  average  for  the  issue,  which  is 
to  say  far  above  average  when  compared  to  the  1870-CC.  The  stars 
and  eagle's  plumage  are  well-detailed.  The  only  area  of  softness  is 
the  hair  curls  around  Liberty's  face,  a  weakly  struck  area  on  most 
Type  Two  twenties.  The  surfaces  are  light  reddish-gold,  with  good 
remaining  luster  around  the  devices.  The  only  mentionable  flaw  is  a 
shallow  scratch  in  the  field  above  Liberty's  head.

Central  America  double  eagles,  the  Type  Two  Liberty  has  emerged  as 
the  most  challenging  twenty  dollar  design  for  type  collectors  seeking 
a  Mint  State  representative.  Of  the  Type  Two  twenties,  late  S-mints 
are  the  most  accessible  in  such  grades,  yet  the  1874-S  is  a  border¬ 
line  condition  rarity  at  the  MS62  level,  as  seen  here.  Yellow-orange 
surfaces  display  great  luster  as  well  as  subtle  lilac  overtones.  The 
obverse  stars  are  better-defined  than  usually  seen,  though  scattered 
abrasions  are  present  on  and  near  the  softly  struck  portrait.  Popula¬

5479  1875  MS63  PCGS.  The  1875  double  eagle  is  the  only  read¬ 

ily  obtainable  gold  coinage  denomination  of  the  year.  The  gold  dollar 
and  quarter  eagle  business  strikes  numbered  400  each,  the  half  eagle 
and  eagle  saw  productions  of  200  and  100  pieces,  respectively  — 
the  latter  the  single  smallest  business  strike  gold  coin  production  in 
U.S.  numismatic  history  —  and  the  three  dollar  gold  was  a  proof- 
only  issue  amounting  to  20  pieces.  The  twenty  dollar,  on  the  other 
hand,  saw  a  generous  emission  of  nearly  296,000  coins,  most  of 
which  circulated  to  greater  or  lesser  degrees.  This  Select  Mint  State 
example  displays  deep,  rich  orange-gold  surfaces  that  are  well-struck 
and  show  mostly  minor  luster  grazes  and  abrasions.  We  note  a  small 
scrape  on  the  reverse  through  the  upper  glory  of  rays.

Most  of  those  pieces,  however, 
circulated  extensively  in  the  West  of  the  late  19th  century,  and  today 
the  average  certified  survivor  grades  only  AU50  to  AU53.  This  coin 
in  MS62  is  very  scarce,  and  anything  finer  is  rare.  Extensive  luster 
radiates  from  both  sides,  with  orange-gold  coloration  prevailing  and 
small  abrasions  on  both  sides  consistent  with  the  grade.  A  few  dark 
toning  spots  appear  on  the  reverse,  along  with  some  nifty  and  exten¬ 
sive  die  doubling.  PCGS  has  certified  only  26  submissions  finer  (3/11).

5481  1875-CC  MS62  NGC.  Substantial  double  eagle  mintages 

at  Carson  City  in  the  mid-1870s  provide  collectors  an  opportunity 
to  acquire  an  attractive  example  for  a  date  or  type  collection.  This 
nicely  defined  example  has  frosty  light  yellow  luster  on  each  side 
with  a  single  reverse  copper  spot  below  the  F.  Both  sides  have  light 
abrasions,  more  so  on  the  obverse,  but  none  are  significant.  The 
1875-CC  is  plentiful  up  to  MS62,  with  more  than  300  pieces  certified 
at  NGC  and  PCGS  (3/11),  but  rare  in  higher  grades,  with  just  49  finer

5482  1876  MS64  PCGS.  CAC.  Just  25  examples  of  the  1876  Lib¬ 

erty  double  eagle,  representing  the  final  year  of  the  Type  Two  design, 
are  certified  MS64,  including  10  at  NGC  and  15  at  PCGS.  None  have 
received  a  higher  grade,  not  even  MS64+.  Those  25  recorded  MS64 
certifications  undoubtedly  include  some  resubmissions  from  indi¬ 
viduals  hoping  to  achieve  the  single  MS65-certified  coin.  These  coins 
are  the  finest  available  Centennial  double  eagles,  and  this  is  only  the 
second  appearance  of  an  MS64  in  any  of  our  auctions  since  January 
1993.  It  is  also  the  only  appearance  of  a  CAC  MS64,  one  of  just  two 
pieces  that  have  been  awarded  the  coveted  CAC  label.  In  fact,  CAC 
has  only  approved  seven  examples  in  MS64  or  finer  grades  for  the 
entire  Type  Two  design  issued  from  1866  to  1876. 

This  near-Gem  specimen  represents  the  "Heavy  Motto"  hub 
described  in  A  Guide  Book  of  Double  Eagle  Cold  Coins,  the  style 
used  on  most  Philadelphia  Mint  coins  and  all  branch  mint  coins.  A 
second  style  dubbed  the  "Light  Motto"  only  appears  on  1876  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint  double  eagles.  Otherwise,  there  are  no  variety  studies 
for  these  coins,  with  the  primary  difference  between  dies  being  the 
date  location. 

Sharply  struck  as  usual,  this  example  has  impressive  surfaces 
with  frosty  mint  brilliance  and  lovely  orange-gold  color.

All  star  centrils  are 
complete,  and  fine  detail  shows  in  Liberty's  hair  and  the  eagle's 
claws.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  abraded,  except  for  a  few  minor  con¬ 
tact  marks  on  the  bust.  The  surfaces  display  vibrant  satiny  mint  luster 
and  rich  intermingled  green  and  rose-gold  color.

5485  1883-CC  MS61  PCGS.  The  Carson  City  Mint  continued 

stable  double  eagle  coinage  in  1883  with  a  mintage  of  59,962  coins. 
The  major  gold  producer  for  the  year  was  San  Francisco  with  a 
production  of  more  than  1  millions  coins,  while  Philadelphia  only 
minted  92  proofs  during  the  year. 

This  coin  is  a  candidate  for  a  high-grade  Mint  State  collection  of 
Carson  City  gold.  PCGS  has  certified  a  total  of  61  Mint  State  1883- 
CC  double  eagles  including  12  in  MS60,  35  in  MS61,  12  in  MS62, 
and  two  in  MS63  (3/11).  That  population  data  includes  submission 
events  as  opposed  to  actual  coins;  the  latter  is  certainly  smaller. 

A  pleasing  Mint  State  specimen,  this  piece  has  frosty  greenish- 
yellow  luster  with  myriad  marks,  none  of  any  significance.

1879.  That  resurgence  was  for  decidedly  commercial  purposes,  how¬ 
ever,  leaving  most  survivors  worn  to  some  degree.  MS60  to  MS62 
examples  exist,  but  Select  coins  such  as  the  present  piece  are  condi¬ 
tionally  rare.  This  sharply  impressed  example  has  a  wonderful  "skin" 
over  satiny  surfaces  that  shift  from  yellow-gold  to  orange  depending 
on  the  light.

Of  those  minted,  just  150  to  200 
coins  remain.  Many  of  the  great  collections  assembled  in  the  past  did 
not  have  an  example  of  a  circulation-strike  1892  double  eagle.  The 
date  was  usually  represented  by  Proof  examples." 

Today's  collectors  separate  the  two,  of  course,  and  appreciate 
survivors  such  as  this  scarcely  circulated  AU58  example.  Prominent 
yellow-orange  luster  is  flashy,  and  though  the  coin  is  lightly  abraded 
with  a  small  dig  near  the  date  and  a  horizontal  line  of  reed  marks  on 
the  upper  cheek,  the  overall  eye  appeal  is  solid.  An  important  and 
fundamentally  pleasing  piece.

This  Premium  Gem 
example  displays  superlative  luster  over  two-toned  orange-gold  and 
green-gold  surfaces.  The  top-notch  eye  appeal  is  further  enhanced 
by  a  near-total  absence  of  abrasions.

In  the  time  avail¬ 
able,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  produced  more  than  1 .4  million  examples 
bearing  Longacre's  design.  Yet  no  PCGS-certified  example  is  finer 
than  this  MS65+  coin,  which  stands  alone  as  the  only  Plus-graded 
piece  among  that  service's  Gems  (2/11).  Swirling  yellow-orange  luster

regular  U.S.  coinage  in  1906,  but  the  change  to  the  Saint-Gaudens 
design  in  1907  means  that  the  D-mint  Liberty  double  eagle  series 
amounts  to  just  two  issues.  This  is  the  second  of  the  two,  represented 
by  a  remarkably  well-preserved  Premium  Gem  with  unusual  surface 
texture  that  is  at  once  flashy  but  with  an  element  of  satin.  The  strike  is 
crisp,  and  aside  from  a  few  small  disturbances  such  as  one  just  to  the 
left  of  Liberty's  ear,  each  side  is  remarkably  abrasion-free.  Fantastic 
eye  appeal.

5492  1860  PR64  Cameo  NGC.  The  Breen  Proof  Encyclopedia  records  something  north  of  30  complete  gold  proof  sets  minted  for  1860, 

although  the  Mint  during  this  period  would  also  provide  individual  denominations  upon  request.  The  net  production  of  the  1860  double  eagle 
is  reported  as  59  proofs.  Notwithstanding  that  amount,  the  current  numismatic  thinking  —  espoused  by  Akers,  Breen,  Garrett  and  Cuth  —  is 
that  10  or  fewer  identifiable  proof  specimens  survive  today  in  all  grades.  As  Garrett  and  Guth  put  it,  "In  1860,  $20  was  a  hefty  sum  of  money, 
and  only  a  few  well-heeled  collectors  could  have  saved  an  example." 

This  is  the  kind  of  coin  that  makes  history-minded  numismatists  (and  there  are  many  of  them)  marvel,  to  think  of  all  the  hardships  and 
economic  challenges  this  coin's  owners  must  have  endured  for  this  piece  to  survive  to  the  present  in  such  pristine  condition.  A  short  list  of  those 
events  would,  of  course,  start  with  the  Civil  War  hostilities  that  broke  out  the  following  year  after  this  piece  was  minted,  in  1861.  But  many 
catastrophes  would  follow,  including  Reconstruction,  the  Panic  of  1893,  the  Panic  of  1907,  two  World  Wars,  the  Great  Depression,  innumer¬ 
able  recessions  and  stock  market  booms  and  busts,  any  one  of  which  might  have  been  the  cause  for  attrition  of  a  proof  double  eagle,  whether 
for  profit  or  mere  survival. 

As  a  further  gauge  of  specimens  existing  today,  the  combined  NGC  and  PCGS  population  data  include  12  submissions  (up  considerably 
from  the  eight  in  the  Garrett-Guth  first  edition,  and  leading  us  to  believe  that  many  of  those  new  pieces  are  duplications).  NGC  enumerates  one 
in  PR64;  five  in  PR64  Cameo;  and  one  in  PR65  Cameo,  while  PCGS  shows  one  PR64;  one  PR63  Cameo;  and  two  PR64  Cameo  (3/11).  It  bears 
repeating,  however,  that  we  think  those  figures  are  inflated,  due  both  to  resubmissions  and  crossovers  from  one  service  to  another. 

The  present  coin,  formerly  housed  in  a  PR63  Cameo  PCGS  holder,  displays  rich,  mellow  orange-gold  coloration  throughout,  with  splendid 
eye  appeal  abundant  throughout.  With  the  remarkable  popularity  and  resultant  price  increases  of  proof  gold  (and  gold  in  general)  in  recent 
years,  we  cannot  help  but  believe  that  this  piece  may  result  in  a  standout  performance  when  it  crosses  the  auction  block.  For  pedigree  pur¬ 
poses  we  mention  a  curling  lintmark  between  star  1  and  the  forward  bust  truncation;  a  slightly  curved,  short  mark  near  the  rim  between  stars 
9  and  10;  and  a  hair-thin,  straight  contact  mark  in  the  reverse  field  below  the  I  in  UNITED.  All  of  the  above  are  mere  quibbles  compared  to  the 
remarkable  aesthetic  appeal. 

Based  on  our  provenance  research  presented  below,  we  believe  that  there  may  be  10  specimens  surviving  —  although  some  duplication 
may  be  present  in  the  lists  below,  and  three  of  the  survivors  are  nonetheless  ensconced  in  museum  collections,  presumably  off  the  market 
forever.

5493  1870  PR65  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  CAC.  Like  all  dates  in  the  Type  Two  series  of  proofs,  the  1870  also  had  an  impressively  low  mintage. 

Only  35  pieces  were  struck,  but  distribution  seems  to  have  remained  low.  Breen  estimates  that  10-20  pieces  exist  today;  however,  when  one 
subtracts  the  number  of  institutionally  held  examples  of  this  date,  the  actual  number  available  to  private  collectors  appears  to  number  only  four 
specimens.  This  is  an  unusually  low  number  of  survivors  for  proof  gold,  indicating  several  pieces  were  most  likely  dropped  into  circulation 
because  of  their  high  face  value.  The  most  complete  roster  we  have  been  able  to  assemble  accounts  for  nine  examples  with  a  single  unattrib¬ 
uted  appearance.

One  curious  attribute  common  to  all  proof  1870  twenties  is  mentioned  in  the  2007  FUN  Sale  by  Stack's.  A  complex  lintmark  is  seen 
through  the  letters  IBE  on  Liberty's  coronet;  apparently  this  was  impressed  into  the  master  hub. 

The  rarity  and  importance  of  Type  Two  twenties  as  proofs  are  difficult  to  overstate.  When  one  compares  Type  Two  to  Type  Three  proofs, 
there  are  approximately  eight  times  as  many  Type  Three  proof  twenties  available.  Of  course,  there  are  many  more  dates  available  in  the  Type 
Three  series,  but  the  mintages  of  Type  Twos  are  uniformly  low,  ranging  from  a  low  of  25  proofs  to  a  high  of  50. 

This  glittering,  deeply  mirrored  proof  displays  heavy  mint  frost  over  the  devices,  giving  the  coin  a  stark  cameo  contrast  on  both  sides.

5494  1873  Closed  3  PR65  Ultra  Cameo  NGC.  Our  review  of  auction  offerings  shows  that  the  1873  proof  double  eagle  may  be  rarer  than 

previously  thought.  In  1980  David  Akers  suggested  that  not  more  than  10  proofs  survive.  More  recently,  Jeff  Garrett  and  Ron  Guth  placed  the 
number  of  survivors  at  10  to  12  coins.  The  mintage  was  a  mere  25  pieces,  and  we  have  only  traced  eight  distinctly  different  specimens,  although 
a  couple  of  others  may  still  exist.  In  addition  to  those  eight  coins,  there  are  nine  older  auction  appearances  that  are  most  likely  included  among 
the  eight  in  our  list,  and  there  are  also  two  other  pieces  that  Walter  Breen  mentioned  in  his  Proof  Encyclopedia.  Our  roster  also  shows  that  the 
present  specimen  is  the  finest  of  those  eight  pieces,  and  it  is  probably  the  finest  known  1 873  proof  double  eagle.

Numismatist  Harry  X  Boosel  made  the  year  1873  famous  through  his  study  of  die  varieties  in  an  era  when  few  numismatists  made  note  of 
such  things.  He  was  especially  keen  on  the  date  variations,  and  made  famous  the  Closed  3  (Close  3)  and  Open  3  variations.  Through  the  course 
of  his  study,  he  also  formed  a  world-class  collection  of  coins  issued  during  the  year,  including  a  proof  double  eagle  that  Harry  Bass  acquired 
from  the  1972  sale. 

Harry  Boosel  was  born  in  Chicago  in  1912  and  served  the  government  for  36  years  including  four  years  with  the  U.S.  Army  Counter-Intel¬ 
ligence  Corps.  He  was  also  active  in  numismatics,  including  service  to  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors,  membership  in  the  ANS,  president  of  the 
Chicago  Coin  Club,  and  president  of  the  Central  States  Numismatic  Society.  He  also  served  on  the  1964  Assay  Commission.  He  was  of  Russian 
heritage,  his  parents  immigrating  in  1901.  He  was  the  only  son  of  his  parents,  with  three  sisters.  He  lived  another  22  years  after  the  sale  of  his 
collection  and  died  in  Miami  in  1994.  Boosel  was  married  to  Tillie  Sicher  in  1950.

As  we  noted  earlier,  we  believe  the  present  Gem  Ultra  Cameo  proof  is  the  finest  known  1873  Closed  3  double  eagle.  It  is  a  highly  appeal¬ 
ing  piece  with  fully  brilliant  yellow  surfaces  and  "black  and  gold"  contrast.  This  nearly  flawless  piece  shows  a  few  lint  marks  mostly  hidden  in 
the  design  elements,  along  with  a  few  planchet  flakes  in  the  fields  that  appear  to  be  as  struck.  The  strike  is  absolutely  bold  on  both  sides,  with 
full  design  elements  that  perfectly  reflect  the  detail  in  the  dies.  This  piece  is  everything  that  the  connoisseur  could  hope  to  obtain  in  a  Type  Two 
Liberty  twenty,  destined  to  be  a  showpiece  in  a  world-class  collection.

5495  1876  PR62  Cameo  NGC.  A  splendid  and  desirable  speci¬ 

men  of  this  Centennial-year  rarity.  This  is  a  lovely  Cameo  proof 
example  of  the  Type  Two  double  eagle,  produced  only  from  1866 
to  1876.  A  total  of  45  proofs  were  struck  in  1876.  In  the  Bass  catalog, 
Bowers  speculates  that  this  was  "perhaps  in  anticipation  that  visitors 
to  the  Centennial  Exhibition  of  American  Independence  in  nearby 
Fairmount  Park  would  sally  over  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint."  If  this 
was  the  case,  they  did  not  save  them  in  higher  numbers.  Numismatic 
researcher  Walter  Breen,  in  his  Encyclopedia,  published  in  1988,  said 
only  eight  to  10  proofs  are  thought  to  exist.  The  rarity  of  this  coin  is 
probably  underrated.  In  fact,  Breen  also  makes  the  same  estimate 
of  eight  to  10  pieces  surviving  for  the  1875  proofs,  of  which  only  20 
were  made. 

The  fields  are  highly  reflective  and  provide  excellent  cameo 
contrast  against  the  frosted  devices.  Improper  storage,  however,  has 
led  to  numerous  contact  marks,  digs,  and  other  distractions,  the  most 
obvious  on  the  obverse  in  the  exposed,  highly  reflective  areas  sur¬ 
rounding  the  cameo  of  Liberty;  there  are  also  some  minor  marks  on 
the  cheek  and  neck.  The  reverse  at  first  glance  appears  cleaner,  but 
examination  with  a  glass  reveals  a  scrape  running  from  the  F  and 
above  AME.  The  strike  is  bold  with  star  centrils,  hair  details,  and  the 
eagle's  feathers  and  shield  all  well  brought  up.  Even  with  the  obvious 
flaws,  this  remains  an  appealing  and  desirable  Cameo  proof  of  one  of 
the  rarest  double  eagle  types.  NGC  reports  a  proof  population  of  one 
in  62  Cameo  (this  coin),  with  seven  higher,  while  PCGS  has  certified 
none  in  62  Cameo,  with  only  two  finer  (3/11).

5496  1878  PR64  Cameo  NGC.  In  all  grades  and  all  designations, 

PCGS  and  NGC  have  combined  to  grade  just  13  proof  1878  double 
eagles,  from  a  total  mintage  of  just  20  coins.  It  is  probably  reason¬ 
able  to  estimate  a  true  population  of  less  than  10  coins  for  this  issue. 
We  are  aware  of  examples  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  the 
American  Numismatic  Society.  In  addition  to  these,  both  the  Garrett 
and  Eliasberg  collections  included  examples,  and  another  was  in  the 
F.C.C.  Boyd  Collection.  One  additional  example  appeared  in  the 
Bass  Collection,  acquired  from  Stack's  in  1973.  The  Bass  specimen 
may  or  may  not  be  the  same  as  the  Boyd  example.  Most  others  that 
have  appeared  in  auctions  over  the  past  25  years  are  probably  dupli¬ 
cates  of  the  privately  held  coins  discussed  above. 

This  is  an  impressive  Cameo  proof  with  extraordinary  eye 
appeal.  The  central  obverse  and  reverse  designs  are  executed  in 
bright  yellow-gold  with  fully  mirrored  fields.  Darker  reddish-gold 
color  is  limited  to  the  rims  on  each  side,  and  this  serves  as  a  nice 
frame  for  the  balance  of  the  coin.  The  fields  have  the  expected 
light  orange-peel  texture  that  is  usually  seen  on  proof  gold  from  this 
period.  The  surfaces  exhibit  a  few  faint  hairlines  that  do  little  to  limit 
the  overall  appeal  of  this  impressive  proof  twenty.  Few  blemishes 
are  of  any  significance.  The  most  notable  pedigree  marker  is  a  small 
field  nick  just  over  the  rays  below  D  of  UNITED.  All  of  the  design  ele¬ 
ments  on  each  side  are  fully  impressed.  A  visual  treat.  Census:  1  in

This  specimen  has  been 
rather  obviously  mishandled,  perhaps  being  a  victim  of  the  Great 
Depression  or  inadvertently  venturing  into  European  holdings.  There 
are  numerous  scuffy  abrasions  on  the  obverse,  most  notably  under 
Liberty's  chin  and  to  the  left  of  star  12,  and  the  entire  coin  is  draped 
in  milky  patina.

those  (45  to  50  coins)  still  exist  today  in  a  wide  range  of  grades.  In 
1982  David  Akers  wrote  that  about  30  to  35  proofs  are  known.  More 
recently  in  2006,  Jeff  Garrett  and  Ron  Guth  wrote:  "The  1901  issue 
is  one  of  the  more  available  Type  3  double  eagles  in  Proof,  even 
though  there  are  only  40  to  50  examples  known." 

The  certified  population  reports  include  40  proofs  submitted  to 
PCGS  and  38  at  NGC.  Those  78  submissions  include  four  Deep  or 
Ultra  Cameo  coins,  41  Cameo  proofs,  and  33  undesignated  pieces. 
The  average  grade  of  all  78  submissions  is  62.5,  characterizing  this 
piece  as  slightly  above  average. 

The  lemon-yellow  surfaces  of  this  Choice  proof  combine  deeply 
mirrored  fields  and  frosty,  lustrous  devices  that  exhibit  full  detail, 
creating  a  delightful  cameo  appearance,  despite  the  lack  of  a  Cameo 
designation  on  the  holder.  The  astute  bidder  may  want  to  consider 
resubmitting  this  piece  to  attain  that  coveted  designation.  This  is  an 
important  opportunity  to  acquire  a  relatively  plentiful  proof  Liberty 
double  eagle  with  excellent  eye  appeal.

eagle  has  a  reported  mintage  of  96  pieces,  but  that  figure  only 
indicates  how  many  coins  were  struck,  not  the  number  officially 
released.  There  were  certainly  not  96  collectors  of  large-denomi¬ 
nation  gold  coins  in  this  country  in  1901.  Many  proof  double  eagles 
probably  went  unsold  and  were  melted  after  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  few  numismatists  who  did  collect  double  eagles  in  the  early 
20th  century  almost  always  purchased  them  as  part  of  complete 
gold  proof  sets.  Gold  proof  sets  were  not  a  hot  item  at  the  time,  as 
evidenced  by  the  1901  dated  set  featured  in  lot  85  of  the  James  B. 
Wilson  Sale  (Thomas  Elder,  10/1908).  The  lot,  including  four  gold 
coins  containing  $37.50  in  face  value,  sold  for  $39.  As  the  popularity 
of  proof  coins  declined  during  the  matte  proof  era,  many  collectors 
broke  up  their  sets,  keeping  the  more  popular  lower-denomination 
coins  and  spending  the  eagles  and  double  eagles  for  face  value.  It  is 
likely  that  only  about  40  1901  proof  double  eagles  survive  from  the 
original  mintage. 

The  number  of  Cameo  survivors  is  even  smaller,  and  1901  is  the 
last  year  that  any  considerable  number  of  coins  was  produced  with 
a  cameo  finish,  as  the  Mint  changed  to  an  all-brilliant  finish  in  1902. 
Currently,  PCGS  has  certified  seven  examples  in  PR64  Cameo,  with 
five  coins  in  PR65  Cameo,  and  one  specimen  in  PR66  Cameo.  A 
single  piece  has  been  graded  in  PR64  Deep  Cameo  (3/11). 

The  present  coin  is  a  magnificent  Choice  example,  with  razor- 
sharp  striking  details  on  all  design  elements.  The  devices  have  a 
frosty  texture  that  contrasts  dramatically  with  the  brightly  mirrored 
fields  to  produce  the  coveted  cameo  effect.  The  surfaces  are  an 
attractive  greenish-gold  color,  and  only  a  handful  of  minor  hairlines 
and  contact  marks  prevent  a  higher  grade.  (#89117)

5500  1906  PR64  Cameo  PCGS.  Mint  records  indicate  a  mintage 

of  just  94  coins  for  the  1906  proof  Liberty  double  eagle,  quite  low 
for  a  20th  century  proof  issue.  The  business-strike  coinage  was  also 
small  that  year,  adding  some  pressure  to  the  demand  for  high-grade 
proofs.  It  is  unlikely  that  all  of  the  94  pieces  minted  were  actually 
sold  in  1906,  and  the  popularity  of  gold  proofs  declined  drastically 
after  1907,  because  the  public  rejected  the  matte  proof  finish  used 
on  the  new  coinage  designs.  Many  double  eagles  purchased  as  part 
of  complete  gold  proof  sets  were  later  spent  for  face  value  because 
the  premiums  paid  by  coin  dealers,  and  the  prices  realized  at  public 
auction,  were  quite  low.  It  is  doubtful  that  more  than  45-50  examples 
survive  today  in  all  grades. 

While  all  1906  proof  double  eagles  are  rare,  specimens  with 
cameo  contrast  are  especially  elusive.  Starting  in  1902,  the  Mint 
employed  an  all-brilliant  finish  on  proof  coins,  abandoning  the  old 
frosty  devices  that  provide  the  cameo  contrast  with  the  mirrored 
fields.  A  few  early  strikes  from  fresh  dies,  like  the  present  coin,  have 
some  degree  of  frosty  texture  on  the  devices,  but  few  examples 
display  the  kind  of  contrast  seen  on  coins  from  the  19th  century.  At 
present,  PCGS  has  certified  only  four  coins  in  PR64  Cameo,  with 
two  examples  finer  (3/11).  Deep  Cameo  coins  are  unknown  at  either 
of  the  leading  grading  services,  and  none  have  appeared  at  public 
auction. 

The  coin  offered  here  is  a  delightful  Choice  specimen,  with 
deeply  reflective  fields  and  unusually  frosty  devices.  The  proof  dies 
were  excessively  polished  in  1906,  resulting  in  some  loss  of  detail 
in  certain  areas.  This  piece  exhibits  the  well  known  "broken  nose" 
effect,  where  the  line  of  Liberty's  profile  has  been  nearly  erased 
between  her  nose  and  eye  brows.  The  reverse  shows  some  loss 
of  detail  on  the  eagle's  head,  as  well.  This  coin  possesses  tremen¬ 
dous  eye  appeal,  absolute  rarity,  and  historic  appeal.  It  should  find 
a  home  in  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  Liberty  double  eagles.

5501  1907  Liberty  PR64  PCGS.  Even  at  Heritage,  where  we  are 

accustomed  to  seeing  some  extremely  rare  coins,  the  appearance 
of  a  second  1907  Liberty  Head  twenty  in  the  same  Platinum  Night 
auction  is  fairly  remarkable.  The  original  mintage  was  only  78  pieces 
in  this  last  year  of  the  long-running  James  B.  Longacre  design,  a  total 
considerably  lower  than  the  proof  productions  for  the  few  years  pre¬ 
ceding.  It  does  appear  that  more  examples  were  likely  saved  through 
the  decades  due  to  their  status  as  last-year-of-type  examples,  and  we 
believe,  along  with  Garrett  and  Guth,  that  somewhere  between  40 
and  50  pieces  survive  today,  a  figure  that  includes  some  impaired 
proofs  and  lower-grade  coins. 

Given  the  paucity  of  Cameo  and  Deep/Ultra  Cameo  certified 
specimens  within  this  timeframe  —  a  factor  of  the  Mint's  changing  its 
manufacturing  method  for  proof  gold  to  the  "semibrilliant"  approach 
—  it  also  appears  that  the  certified  population  data  at  NGC  and  PCGS 
are  more  than  normally  inflated,  with  collectors  seeking  not  only  to 
upgrade  in  terms  of  points  but  also  in  terms  of  contrast  levels. 

At  the  near-Gem  non-Cameo  level  of  the  present  piece,  PCGS 
has  seen  16  submissions,  with  three  finer  —  certainly  including  a 
complement  of  resubmissions.  Even  though  this  piece  is  not  certified 
as  a  Cameo  coin,  it  does  exhibit  considerable  field-device  contrast, 
with  radiantly  mirrored  fields  and  a  modicum  of  mint  frost  on  the 
devices.  The  orange-gold  surfaces  display  splendid  eye  appeal.  As  it 
is  and  regardless  of  whether  it  is  ever  resubmitted,  this  is  a  splendid 
and  rare  proof  gold  type  coin  that  will  always  form  the  centerpiece  of 
a  fine  collection.

double  eagles  are  simultaneously  the  last  of  their  design  and  numis¬ 
matic  anachronisms,  as  the  first  proofs  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  designs, 
the  Ultra  High  Relief  twenties,  were  struck  in  February  of  that  same 
year.  The  1907  Libertys  are  popular  with  the  many  type  collectors 
who  focus  on  last-year  issues.  They  are  also  in  demand  because  they 
can  occasionally  be  found  in  high  proof  grades,  as  here,  due  to  their 
original  mintage  of  78  recorded  pieces.  It  is  likely  that  the  Mint  actu¬ 
ally  sold  most  of  the  issue  to  collectors,  who  were  in  turn  more  likely 
to  hang  onto  them  as  the  last  of  their  kind. 

The  Breen  Proof  Encyclopedia  notes  of  the  issue,  "Popular  final 
year  of  the  design;  becoming  appreciated  as  such.  Date  almost  cen¬ 
tered,  slants  up;  'broken  nose'  as  in  1906." 

Given  the  combined  certified  populations  at  NGC  and  PCGS, 
we  concur  with  Garrett  and  Guth's  assertion  that  about  40  to  50 
specimens  survive  today,  including  a  few  impaired  proofs  and  all 
contrast  levels,  although  60  examples  is  not  out  of  the  question. 

The  "broken  nose"  feature  is  an  area  of  brilliance  at  the  top  or 
bridge  portion  of  Liberty's  nose.  The  feature  is  clearly  visible  on  the 
examples  in  this  auction  as  well  as  the  piece  depicted  in  the  Breen 
reference. 

The  U.S.  Mint  after  1901  altered  the  way  in  which  it  manufac¬ 
tured  proof  gold  coins,  which  earlier  featured  deeply  mirrored  fields, 
created  through  polishing  the  dies  to  high  brilliance,  and  (usually) 
frosted  devices,  the  areas  in  the  die  that  were  recessed.  The  later 
style,  which  Breen's  Proof  Encyclopedia  called  "semibrilliant,"  was 
created  merely  by  polishing  the  devices  —  the  recessed  areas  of 
each  die  —  which  greatly  reduced  the  contrast  between  them  and 
the  fields. 

As  such,  the  noticeable  field-device  contrast  present  on  this 
piece  is  a  "rarity  on  a  rarity,"  as  few  survivors  boast  such  surfaces. 
The  devices  are  well-frosted  on  both  sides  and  the  fields  well-mir¬ 
rored,  with  rich  orange-gold  coloration  prevailing  when  the  coin  is 
viewed  straight  on,  and  the  desired  gold-on-black  contrast  when  the 
piece  is  angled.  A  small  toning  spot  near  the  rim  between  stars  2  and 
3  is  scarcely  perceptible  on  this  piece,  which  is  fully  struck.  We  also 
note  a  small  area  of  gray  patina  just  above  the  eagle's  right  (facing) 
wing.

Theodore  Roosevelt  died  in  1919,  journalist  William  Allen  White  said, 
"The  man  was  gigantic."  He  was  larger  than  life  in  so  many  ways, 
from  San  Juan  Hill  to  a  retirement  that  began  with  a  yearlong  African 
safari.  In  numismatics  we  know  him  primarily  as  the  president  who 
enlisted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'  talents  to  redesign  the  nation's 
coinage.  Those  efforts  resulted  in  larger-than-life  coins,  the  ten  and 
twenty  dollar  gold  pieces.  This  is  a  lovely,  still  partially  lustrous 
example  of  his  "pet  crime,"  the  double  eagle.  The  design  elements 
are  sharply  defined  and  surrounded  by  significant  mint  luster  on  each 
side.  The  only  problem  we  see  are  a  few  shallow  scrapes  in  the  left

Auguste  Rodin  and  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  were  well-acquainted 
with  each  other  and  their  respective  works.  Both  sculptors  were 
naturalists,  and  both  captured  the  physical  and  intellectual  force  of 
their  subjects.  Yet  the  two  sculptors  differed  widely  in  the  results 
they  achieved;  Rodin  was  more  concerned  with  character  and  emo¬ 
tion  and  turned  away  from  idealism,  while  the  last  masterwork  of 
Saint-Gaudens,  his  High  Relief  double  eagle,  is  inherently  idealistic.

This  is  a  splendid  —  one  might  say 
dazzling  —  representative  of  the  MS63  grade,  with  only  a  few  of  the 
scattered  tiny  abrasions  that  are  expected  at  the  Select  grade  level.

Theodore  Roosevelt  wanted  to  transform  American  coinage,  he  took 
inspiration  from  the  ancient  Greeks,  and  the  gifted  sculptor  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens  followed  this  cue.  Both  Roosevelt  and  Saint-Gaudens 
also  looked  back  to  the  Greeks  for  inspiration  in  producing  coins 
struck  in  high  relief.  Because  of  the  difficulty  in  striking  such  coins 
in  high  relief,  only  12,367  pieces  were  produced.  They  proved  to  be 
instant  classics  and  instant  collectibles,  bringing  more  than  face  value 
even  when  they  were  new.  Of  course,  it  will  take  far  more  than  $20 
to  take  home  this  MS63  example,  a  moderately  patinated  sun-gold 
beauty  with  a  prominent  wire  rim  around  the  upper  obverse.

quality  and  sheer  beauty  of  the  High  Relief  twenties  can  be  explained 
by  the  personal  credo  of  Augustus  Saint-Caudens: 

"A  sculptor's  work  endures  for  so  long  that  it  is  next  to  a 
crime  for  him  to  neglect  to  do  everything  that  lies  in  his 
power  to  execute  a  result  that  will  not  be  a  disgrace  ...  It  is 
plastered  up  before  the  world  to  stick  and  stick  for  centu¬ 
ries,  while  men  and  nations  pass  away." 

Several  generations  have  passed  and  more  than  a  century  has 
gone  by  since  these  coins  were  produced,  and  yet  their  beauty  and 
collectability  not  only  endures  but  grows  with  each  succeeding 
generation  of  collectors.  The  other  commissions  that  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens  is  most  celebrated  for,  the  Sherman  Monument,  the  Shaw 
Memorial,  and  the  Farragut  Monument  all  commemorate  Union 
heroes  from  the  Civil  War.  While  their  artistry  is  still  relevant  today, 
the  heroes  that  depicted  are  less  well-known  140+  years  after  the 
end  of  the  Civil  War.  However,  the  more  abstract  concept  of  Liberty, 
as  embodied  in  the  High  Relief  twenties  from  1907,  is  one  that  is  just 
as  relevant  to  collectors  and  non-collectors  today  as  it  was  more  than 
a  century  ago. 

This  High  Relief  perfectly  preserves  that  concept  of  Liberty  in 
coin  form  with  no  visible  imperfections.  The  thick,  satiny  mint  lus¬ 
ter  shows  a  few  tiny  contact  marks,  but  magnification  is  needed  to 
discern  them.  Each  side  displays  the  usual  light  reddish  cast,  and  the 
striking  details  are  fully  brought  up  throughout.

Saint-Gaudens  attended  the  Ecole  de  Beaux  Arts  in  Paris  in  the  late 
1860s  and  early  1870s,  he  was  confronted  with  concepts  about  art 
that  were  unconventional  in  America  at  that  time.  One  of  the  con¬ 
cepts  he  encountered  in  those  early  years  is,  "Marble,  gold  and  gran¬ 
ite  are  not  real.  The  only  thing  that  is  real  is  an  idea."  Saint-Gaudens 
worked  in  all  those  media.  Throughout  his  career  he  sought  to  trans¬ 
late  ideas  and  feelings  using  the  "unreal"  media  of  marble,  gold  and 
granite.  But  it  was  with  the  High  Relief  twenty,  designed  in  the  last 
two  years  of  his  life,  that  he  came  closest  to  realizing  an  actual  idea 
in  sculptural  form  —  the  idea  of  Liberty.  Offered  here  is  a  yellow- 
gold  example  of  the  popular  Flat  Rim  type,  lightly  abraded  through 
the  fields  with  a  nick  on  the  eagle's  wing  but  also  with  Liberty's  fig¬ 
ure  remarkably  untouched.  (#9136)

sidered  the  initial  Wire  Rim  variant  of  the  High  Relief  double  eagle  to 
be  a  problem  because  of  its  propensity  to  abrade,  thus  reducing  the 
coin's  weight  below  legal  standard.  They  also  thought  it  was  aestheti¬ 
cally  unpleasing,  and  thus  the  Flat  Rim  replaced  the  Wire  Rim.  Jeff 
Garrett  and  Ron  Guth,  in  the  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Cold  Coins,  1795- 
1933,  say:  "The  Flat  Rim  coins  are  much  scarcer  than  the  Wire  Rim 
by  a  margin  of  nearly  5  to  1  ...  ." 

Peach-gold  surfaces  on  this  near-Gem  Flat  Rim  variety  exhibit 
subtle  olive-green  tints  and  great  luster.  The  usual  powerful  strike 
imparted  bold  definition  to  the  design  features,  giving  them  a  medal- 
lie  appearance.  Some  remnants  of  the  "fin"  are  noted  on  each  side, 
which  is  not  unusual.  Many  Flat  Rim  coins  display  traces  of  a  local¬ 
ized  wire  rim,  and  a  fin  may  not  be  complete  on  a  Wire  Rim  coin.  A

eagles  have  been  popular  with  collectors  since  first  appearing  on  the 
scene  a  century  ago,  not  strictly  for  reasons  of  rarity  —  although  they 
are  by  no  means  common  in  an  absolute  sense  —  but  because  the 
beauty  of  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'  depiction  of  an  advancing  Liberty 
transcends  numismatics  into  fine  art.  These  coins  are  known  with 
two  different  edge  variations  —  Wire  (or  Knife)  Rim,  and  Flat  Rim, 
although  the  latter  is  a  bit  of  a  misnomer,  as  most  such  coins,  includ¬ 
ing  the  present  example,  carry  more  than  a  trace  of  raised  metal 
around  the  rim. 

This  piece  has  an  impressive  metallic  sheen  under  pale  gold 
color  on  the  obverse,  with  the  reverse  showing  a  bit  of  an  orange 
tint.  A  couple  of  minor,  grade-defining  marks  appear  in  the  sun's  rays 
above  the  Capitol  building,  but  the  overall  eye  appeal  is  unquestion¬

5512  1908  Motto  MS65  PCGS.  Struck  late  in  the  year,  the  1908 

Motto  double  eagle  issue  had  a  mintage  of  156,258  coins  and  is  a 
condition  rarity  in  Gem  grades,  although  lower-grade  coins  are  rather 
common.  It  is  believed  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  mintage  was 
either  exported  or  melted.  Those  exported  have  slowly  returned  to 
the  United  States  in  recent  decades  and  are  usually  in  lower  Mint 
State  grades.  The  few  high-grade  coins  were  probably  preserved  in 
coin  collections  since  the  time  of  issue.  This  lovely  Gem  has  darker 
patina  over  the  high  points  and  trivial  surface  marks  that  are  mostly 
hidden  in  the  design  elements.  It  is  a  splendid  example  with  frosty 
yellow  luster.

in  the  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  series,  and  one  of  just  two  for 
the  denomination  alongside  the  1853/2,  the  1909/8  is  popular  with 
collectors  and  elusive  in  higher  grades.  This  overdate  was  quickly 
discovered  with  Edgar  Adams  reporting  the  variety  in  the  May-June 
1910  issue  of  The  Numismatist. 

Mint  records  show  that  161,282  double  eagles  were  coined  in 
Philadelphia  in  1909,  although  no  records  exist  for  the  individual 
dies.  Today,  populations  are  about  equal  for  the  overdate  and  nor¬ 
mal  date  varieties,  suggesting  that  the  original  mintage  was  probably 
about  the  same,  or  about  80,000  each.  Dave  Bowers  suggests  that 
about  40%,  or  about  65,000  coins,  were  the  overdates  in  A  Guide 
Book  of  Double  Eagle  Cold  Coins. 

This  Choice  Mint  State  specimen  exhibits  frosty  yellow  luster 
with  faint  orange  overtones.  The  strike  is  excellent,  with  the  overdate 
feature  clearly  visible.  PCGS  has  only  certified  21  finer  examples

ciable  cartwheel  luster  with  a  little  flash,  while  the  reverse  displays 
a  greenish  overtone  at  certain  angles  while  presenting  as  peach-gold 
otherwise.  The  luster  on  the  reverse  is  also  a  touch  more  intense. 
Aside  from  a  few  tiny  marks  and  a  small  scrape  hidden  in  the  reverse 
rays,  this  is  a  carefully  preserved  example.  NGC  has  certified  a  mere

more  easily  encountered  Saint-Caudens  double  eagles  in  high  Mint 
State  grades.  This  is  a  function  not  only  of  the  survival  of  a  larger 
percentage  than  most  issues  in  the  series,  but  also  of  the  excellent 
production  values  under  which  the  pieces  were  produced.  The  Akers 
Handbook,  second  edition,  notes  that  "the  strike  is  invariably  sharp" 
and  that  "the  eye  appeal  is  above  average,"  due  to  the  large  number 
of  high-quality  survivors.  The  present  Superb  Gem  is  an  absolutely 
stunning  coin,  with  superlative  luster  emanating  from  orange-gold 
surfaces  with  a  greenish  rim  accent,  the  surfaces  are  fine-grained  and 
fairly  mattelike,  and  show  an  almost  total  lack  of  abrasions  of  any 
size.

5516  1914  MS65  PCGS.  The  1914  Saint-Caudens  issue  is  one  of 

the  many  series  entries  that  confirm  that  there  is  absolutely  no  rela¬ 
tion  between  the  initial  mintage  figures  and  the  subsequent  survival 
rates.  Hoarding,  exporting,  repatriation,  mass  meltings,  and  happen¬ 
stance  have  all  played  major  roles  in  the  survivorship  of  one  issue 
over  another.  In  the  case  of  the  1914  twenty,  while  only  95,200  coins 
were  produced,  judging  from  the  population  figures  it  appears  as 
though  somewhere  from  6%  to  10%  of  that  original  mintage  survives 
today,  including  both  certified  and  "raw"  specimens. 

PCGS  has  certified  36  coins  as  MS65,  including  the  present 
example,  with  two  pieces  numerically  finer  (3/11).  Intermingled 
greenish-gold  and  hazel-gray  combine  delightfully  on  both  sides  of 
this  Gem,  with  wonderful  bright-frosted  luster  radiating  from  dis¬ 
traction-free  surfaces.  A  real  treat  for  the  Saint-Gaudens  enthusiast.

5517  1915  MS65  NGC.  This  Gem  Saint-Gaudens  twenty  from 

Philadelphia  has  distinctive  coloration,  primarily  orange-gold  over 
sun-yellow  with  a  significant  greenish  overtone  that  appears  when 
the  surfaces  are  tilted  away  from  the  light.  Features  such  as  Liberty's 
torch  hand  are  a  trifle  softly  struck,  but  the  definition  is  better  else¬ 
where.

5518  1920-S  MS64  PCGS.  The  1920-S  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  is  one  of  the  most  important  rarities  of  the  series,  and  this  particular 

example  has  an  illustrious  pedigree  in  terms  of  historical  interest  and  financial  success.  This  coin  was  once  a  highlight  of  the  celebrated  Reed 
Hawn  Collection,  in  the  company  of  other  rarities  like  the  1804  dollar  and  the  1913  Liberty  Head  nickel.  Hawn  was  a  prominent  collector  from 
Texas  whose  success  has  been  studied  by  several  financial  analysts.  On  pages  100-102  of  his  2010  investment  study  Rare  Coin  Investing,  David 
Ganz  singles  out  this  particular  1920-S  double  eagle  as  an  example  of  a  coin  that  has  done  well  financially  over  the  years. 

A  prized  rarity  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  series,  the  1920-S  holds  a  unique  historical  position  in  that  assemblage.  Before  the 
United  States  entered  the  First  World  War,  gold  twenties  actually  circulated  in  the  western  part  of  the  country.  Coins  from  that  early  period 
are  more  available  today  than  many  later  dates,  such  as  the  1920-S.  The  war  brought  inflation,  with  consequent  rising  prices  in  gold  and  other 
metals.  Double  eagle  production  in  San  Francisco  was  halted  in  1916  and  did  not  resume  until  1920.  A  large  mintage  of  558,000  pieces  was 
produced  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  that  year,  but  the  commercial  role  of  the  double  eagle  had  changed.  The  big  gold  coins  no  longer  circulated 
freely,  and  ordinary  citizens  seldom  saw  them.  Instead,  the  government  and  the  banking  system  kept  the  coins  in  reserve. 

They  served  two  purposes:  The  government  used  some,  stored  in  mint  bags,  to  redeem  Gold  Certificates.  Other  coins  were  used  as  spe¬ 
cie  payments  to  foreign  governments  and  banks.  Private  ownership  of  gold  was  essentially  illegal  after  the  Gold  Recall  Act  of  1933.  Most  of 
the  government-held  coins  were  melted  in  1937,  converted  into  gold  bars,  and  transported  to  Fort  Knox.  The  coins  used  in  international  trade 
largely  escaped  this  fate,  and  many  of  them  were  found  decades  later  in  European  banks.  Enough  circulated  specimens  of  the  1920-S  exist  to 
suggest  that  a  few  bags  may  have  reached  circulation,  but  examples  have  never  been  readily  available.  Almost  all  of  the  mintage  was  melted. 
The  1920-S  was  the  earliest  issue  subject  to  this  wholesale  destruction,  and  it  is  very  scarce  today. 

In  recent  times,  many  numismatic  scholars  have  studied  the  rarity  of  the  1920-S.  Walter  Breen  estimated  that  less  than  a  dozen  examples 
survived,  a  figure  demonstrably  too  low  in  view  of  current  population  data.  David  Akers  considers  the  issue  to  be  the  fifth  rarest  in  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  double  eagle  series.  In  his  2006  reference  on  double  eagles,  Q.  David  Bowers  estimated  that  there  were  45-60  circulated  specimens 
extant,  and  perhaps  40-60  examples  in  Mint  State  grades.  The  current  population  reports  from  NGC  and  PCGS  reflect  a  combined  total  of  21 
examples  in  MS64,  with  only  eight  finer.  The  roster  of  known  specimens  in  the  Ganz  reference  lists  12  examples  in  MS64  or  finer,  suggesting 
the  population  data  may  include  a  few  duplications  from  crossovers  and  resubmissions.  Clearly,  at  the  near-Gem  level,  the  date  is  rare. 

The  present  coin  is  a  dazzling  Choice  example  of  this  rare  and  popular  date.  The  surfaces  display  soft,  frosty  luster  with  a  better  than  aver¬ 
age  strike.  Crisp  detail  appears  on  the  berries  on  the  olive  branch,  and  the  pillars  of  the  Capitol  building  can  be  individually  counted  —  areas 
frequently  soft  on  this  issue.  Few  abrasions  show  for  the  grade,  although  a  planchet  void  near  the  eagle's  beak  serves  as  a  pedigree  marker.  The 
surfaces  have  attractive,  reddish  patina  yielding  to  olive  at  the  rim.  Outstanding  eye  appeal,  rarity,  and  historical  importance  make  this  a  prize 
for  the  discerning  collector.

5519  1922-S  MS65  PCGS.  At  one  time,  the  1922-S  Saint-Gaudens 

double  eagle  was  considered  one  of  the  most  challenging  dates  of 
the  series.  In  1949,  B.  Max  Mehl  described  the  1922-S  as  "one  of 
the  rarest  of  all  Branch  Mint  Double  Eagles,"  and  estimated  "Prob¬ 
ably  not  more  than  a  dozen  specimens  known  to  exist."  Fortunately 
for  today's  collectors,  the  availability  of  this  issue  increased  in  later 
years,  as  examples  surfaced  in  European  holdings  in  the  1950s  and  a 
Central  American  hoard  in  1983.  However,  the  1922-S  is  still  a  scarce 
date  in  general,  and  examples  in  Gem  condition  are  very  rare. 

The  present  coin  is  an  impressive  Gem,  with  sharply  detailed 
devices  and  few  signs  of  contact  in  the  fields.  The  surfaces  display 
vibrant  frosty  mint  luster  and  pleasing  greenish-gold  color.  Popula¬

The  present  Superb  Gem  certainly  bears  that 
truism  out,  as  its  radiant  cartwheel  luster  would  shame  many  a  Mor¬ 
gan  dollar.  The  two-toned  surfaces  are  primarily  orange-gold,  but 
generous  and  unpredictable  accents  of  jade  appear  here  and  there  as 
the  coin  is  "flashed"  —  and  flashing  is  certainly  something  that  this 
coin's  new  owner  will  want  to  do  a  lot  of.  The  strike  is  uniformly  bold.

5521  1924  MS67  PCGS.  The  1924  Saint-Caudens  twenty  may 

be  a  common  issue  in  lower  grades,  but  there  is  nothing  "common" 
about  this  lovely,  high-grade  example.  The  mint  luster  is  noticeably 
"thick"  on  this  piece  and  clearly  frosted  rather  than  satiny.  The  nearly 
perfect  surfaces  are  instantly  recognizable  as  belonging  to  a  Superb 
Gem,  as  there  are  no  obvious  or  mentionable  abrasions  on  either 
side.  This  impression  of  quality  is  reinforced  by  the  uniformly  crisp 
striking  details  and  the  attractive  and  original  peach-gold  and  lime

A  Branch  Mint  Rarity 

5522  1924-D  MS64  PCGS.  A  key  to  the  series,  the  1924-D  is 

especially  elusive  in  higher  grades  with  full  Gem  specimens  rarely 
encountered.  This  near-Gem  is  destined  for  a  high-grade  collection 
while  saving  the  buyer  thousands  over  the  price  of  an  MS65.  Begin¬ 
ning  in  1924,  all  of  the  Denver  and  San  Francisco  Mint  Saint-Gaud¬ 
ens  double  eagles  share  a  common  story. 

Most  examples  have  high  mintages,  such  as  the  3  million  1924- 
D  twenties,  and  all  are  rarities.  Those  coins  remained  in  Mint  or 
Treasury  vaults  without  being  released  into  circulation.  A  few  pieces 
reached  collectors  through  special  arrangement  with  their  bankers, 
while  all  others  remained  in  storage  for  several  years  until  they  were 
melted  in  the  mid-  or  late  1930s. 

This  near-Gem,  undoubtedly  preserved  by  a  progression  of  now 
unidentified  collectors,  exhibits  frosty  yellow  luster  with  faint  pink 
overtones  and  a  few  minor  surface  marks  that  limit  the  grade.  Popu¬

The  increased  supply  is  due  to  overseas 
repatriations,  in  large  part.  Bowers,  noting  that  despite  the  issue's 
scarcity  it  is  offered  with  some  regularity,  wrote  an  especially  bon 
mot  in  his  series  Guide  Book:  "Sometimes  a  rare  double  eagle  will 
do  quite  a  bit  of  flitting  around  before  it  finds  a  lasting  perch."  This 
lustrous  near-Gem  should  soon  find  a  lasting  home,  due  to  its  rich 
luster  over  warm,  orange-gold  surfaces  that  exhibit  excellent  eye 
appeal.

The  obverse,  conversely,  boasts  a  rich  two- 
toned  color  palette,  with  deep,  rich  orange-red  tones  —  and  an 
occasional  patch  of  deeper  lilac  —  cutting  a  diagonal  swath  through 
the  sun's  rays  above  the  date  upward  through  LIB  and  Liberty's  torch.

Saint-Caudens  enthusiasts  of  today.  In  the  context  of  the  known 
population,  this  is  a  high-end  example  that  comes  remarkably  close 
to  Gem  status.  Bright  yellow-gold  luster  with  a  hint  of  green  takes  on 
a  more  overt  sun-yellow  hue  in  an  arc  along  the  upper  reverse.  Well- 
defined  with  excellent  all-around  eye  appeal,  though  an  abrasion 
crossing  two  of  the  left-side  obverse  rays  keeps  the  coin  just  shy  of  an 
even  finer  designation.

5526  1925  MS67  NGC.  The  1925  double  eagle  is  a  relatively 

common  date,  if  not  "1924  or  1927"  common,  and  Gems  and  even 
Premium  Gems  are  available  with  just  a  little  searching.  Tracking 
down  a  Superb  Gem  takes  far  more  effort,  though  with  the  offering 
of  this  example,  Heritage  has  had  a  Superb  Gem  representative  of 
the  issue  in  three  consecutive  auctions,  an  unusual  feat  and  privilege. 

In  any  event,  this  MS67  example  compares  well  to  the  two 
preceding  pieces,  as  well  as  any  other  survivors  of  the  date.  Lightly 
patinated  yellow-gold  fields  are  frosted  on  the  high  points,  and  only 
a  few  tiny  rim  irregularities  and  interior  grazes  preclude  an  even  finer 
designation.

The  great  majority  of  this  high-production  issue  was  melted  after 
the  Gold  Recall  of  the  1930s,  and  the  1925-S  is  scarce  to  rare  in  all 
grades  today.  Experts  estimate  a  surviving  population  of  275-330 
coins  in  all  Mint  State  grades,  with  a  like  number  extant  in  circulated 
condition. 

The  present  coin  is  a  well-struck  Mint  State  specimen,  with 
a  touch  of  softness  evident  on  the  Capitol  building.  The  pleasing 
greenish-gold  surfaces  are  lightly  abraded  for  the  grade,  with  vibrant

Extensively  Melted  Issue 

5528  1925-S  MS63  PCGS.  An  above-average  strike  with  satiny 

yellow  luster  and  iridescent  overtones.  The  surfaces  show  scattered 
ticks  from  handling,  but  none  warrant  particular  description.  Most  of 
the  nearly  4  million  coins  minted  were  exported  or  stored  in  Treasury 
vaults,  only  to  be  melted  a  decade  later.  Many  specimens  were  found 
in  French  banks  about  50  years  ago;  without  those  Mint  State  coins, 
this  date  would  be  all  but  unobtainable  in  this  condition,  despite 
a  plentiful  mintage.  PCGS  has  only  certified  24  finer  coins  (3/11), 
hardly  adequate  for  the  hundreds  of  active  Saint-Gaudens  collectors.

5529  1926-S  MS65  PCGS.  The  records  claim  more  than  2  million 

1926-S  double  eagles  were  struck;  while  the  records  are  correct,  they 
also  have  little  bearing  on  today's  collecting  reality,  which  reflects 
the  near-total  destruction  of  the  date  during  the  government  gold 
melts  of  the  1930s.  Only  a  relative  handful  of  survivors  waited  out 
the  confiscation  and  prohibition  periods  to  make  it  to  today,  this 
Gem  among  them.  The  luster  is  warm,  lightly  patinated  yellow- 
orange  with  copper  spotting  along  the  left  obverse  and  reverse.  The 
strike  is  San  Francisco  soft  along  the  margins,  but  the  interiors  are 
better-impressed.

Rare  Late- Date  Issue 

High  Quality  and  Outstanding  Eye  Appeal 

5533  1932  MS65  PCGS  Secure.  The  1932  Saint-Gaudens  double 

eagle  is  a  fabulous  coin  that  combines  the  appeal  of  aesthetic  beauty 
with  the  thrill  of  absolute  rarity.  As  a  date,  experts  consider  the  1932 
the  most  attractive  issue  of  the  rare  late-date  Saints,  with  only  the 
1930-S  as  a  serious  challenger.  As  David  Akers  states  in  his  Hand¬ 
book  of  20th  Century  United  States  Cold  Coins: 

"High-grade  1932  double  eagles  are  exceptionally  attrac¬ 
tive  coins  with  outstanding  luster  and  color.  The  1932  is 
superior  in  this  regard  to  all  other  late-date  issues  in  this 
series  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  1930-S." 

As  to  rarity,  numismatists  of  the  1930s  and  1940s  believed 
the  1932  was  the  rarest  of  the  later  dates,  and  often  paid  significant 
premiums  to  secure  an  example  of  the  1932  when  it  was  offered  at 
auction  with  specimens  of  the  other  issues.  In  recent  years,  this  per¬ 
ception  has  changed,  and  even  the  experts  are  divided  in  their  esti¬ 
mates  of  relative  rarity  among  the  later  dates  of  the  series.  Q.  David 
Bowers  (2004)  estimates  a  surviving  population  of  60-80  pieces  of 
the  1932,  placing  it  ahead  of  the  1929,  1931,  and  1931-D,  and  trail¬ 
ing  only  the  1930-S  in  the  rarity  rankings  of  collectible  late-date 
double  eagles.  David  Akers  postulates  an  extant  population  of  75-95 
examples,  placing  the  1932  squarely  in  the  middle  of  the  rankings, 
rarer  than  the  1929  and  1931-D  but  more  available  than  the  1930-S 
and  1931  issues.  A  search  of  auction  records  over  the  last  20  years 
seems  to  support  Bowers'  position,  as  the  1932  has  appeared  less 
often  than  the  1929,  1931,  and  1931-D.  On  the  other  hand,  popula¬ 
tion  data  from  the  grading  services  favors  Akers'  theory,  as  the  1932 
has  significantly  more  submission  events  than  the  1931  and  1931-D. 
In  our  opinion,  the  last  three  dates  of  the  series  are  of  nearly  equal 
rarity,  while  the  1930-S  is  clearly  the  rarest  date  and  the  1929  is  the 
easiest  to  locate. 

The  disparity  between  the  high  number  of  submission  events 
and  the  relatively  low  number  of  auction  appearances  for  the  1932  is 
probably  the  result  of  the  issue's  general  high  quality.  We  suspect  the 
attractive  appearance  of  many  1932  double  eagles  has  influenced 
their  owners  to  submit  them  to  the  grading  services  multiple  times, 
seeking  higher  numeric  grades  for  their  specimens.  At  the  same  time, 
the  owners  are  less  likely  to  try  to  improve  their  extraordinary,  high- 
quality  coins  at  auction  (and  subsequently  offer  their  duplicate  pieces 
in  other  auctions),  thus  accounting  for  the  relatively  low  total  of  auc¬ 
tion  appearances  of  the  1932.  No  matter  what  the  exact  position  the 
1932  occupies  in  the  final  rarity  tables,  the  date  is  undeniably  one  of 
the  most  elusive  and  beautiful  issues  of  this  storied  series. 

The  present  coin  is  a  delightful  Gem,  with  razor-sharp  details 
throughout.  Fine  definition  is  present  on  the  Capitol  building  and  Lib¬ 
erty's  facial  features.  The  fields  exhibit  remarkably  smooth  surfaces, 
with  only  the  most  minor  contact  marks  visible  on  close  inspection. 
The  surfaces  are  a  vivid  greenish-gold,  with  red  patina  in  the  centers 
and  vibrant  frosty  mint  luster.  Eye  appeal  is  extraordinary.  Population:

5534  1910  PR64  NGC.  Completing  the  marvelous  four-piece 

1910-dated  gold  proof  set  in  this  Platinum  Night  session  is  the  1910 
double  eagle  graded  PR64  by  NGC.  Although  the  Mint  during  this 
time  period  would  sell  both  complete  sets  and  singletons  to  collec¬ 
tors  as  they  desired,  a  good  rule  of  thumb  is  that  the  total  produced 
(not  necessarily  sold)  would  decrease  as  the  denomination  increased. 
Thus,  proof  double  eagle  mintages  are  generally  lower  than  proof 
eagle  mintages,  and  so  forth. 

The  proof  gold  mintages  of  1910  in  particular  —  and  especially 
for  the  quarter  eagle  and  eagle  —  seem  out  of  alignment  when  com¬ 
pared  with  relative  rarities  today.  Breen  guesses  in  his  Proof  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  that  no  more  than  167  double  eagles  were  made,  but  he  adds 
the  issue  is  "far  more  rarely  offered  at  auction  than  one  would  expect 
with  this  mintage." 

A  trip  through  our  Permanent  Auction  Archives  reveals  that 
it  has  been  more  than  two  years  since  we  offered  a  Gem-or-finer 
example  of  the  1910  double  eagle,  with  many  such  more  than  a  half¬ 
decade  ago  —  and  this  despite  the  existence  of  specimens  certified 
up  to  the  PR68  level  (two  at  NGC).  Much  of  the  high-grade  proof 
gold  seems  to  be  going  into  strong  hands,  often  to  reappear  only 
many  years  later. 

A  single  horizontal  hairline  in  the  left  obverse  field  limits  the 
grade  of  this  near-Gem  proof.  Both  sides  have  bright  reddish-orange 
surfaces  with  the  Roman  gold  finish  and  satin  luster.  Tiny  dark  blue 
spots  on  and  between  rays  over  the  right  side  of  the  N  of  IN  are  the 
only  provenance  markers  on  either  side  of  this  amazing  coin.

Offered  here  is  an  unusually  attrac¬ 
tive  example,  boldly  lustrous  through  pink-gray  and  green-gold 
patina.  The  strike  is  above-average,  and  aside  from  a  single  shallow 
mark  along  Washington's  jawline,  the  obverse  is  marvelously  well- 
preserved.  A  tiny  nick  just  inside  the  reverse  circle,  near  the  SE  in 
SESQUICENTENNIAL,  similarly  contributes  to  the  technical  grade 
but  has  little  bearing  on  the  great  eye  appeal.

tion  as  a  major  conditional  rarity  in  the  commemorative  silver  series. 
Only  under  a  loupe  do  a  few  minor  ticks  appear  on  Washington's 
cheek,  but  the  most  appealing  feature  of  this  Premium  Gem  is  the 
lovely  iridescent  toning,  comprising  pale  yellow-gold,  pinkish-gold, 
jade,  and  amber-gold,  deepest  at  the  lower  obverse.  The  reverse  is 
more  demure  but  equally  attractive,  and  generous  satin  luster  pre¬ 
vails  throughout.

In  Heritage's  world  headquarters  city  of  Dallas, 
for  example,  his  name  graces  the  Booker  T.  Washington  High  School 
for  the  Performing  and  Visual  Arts,  a  prominent  magnet  school. 
Here  at  Heritage,  we  frequently  see  another  tribute  to  Washington: 
the  commemorative  coins  which  bear  his  likeness.  Offered  here  is 
a  remarkable  example  of  the  1946-D  Booker  T.  Washington  issue, 
strongly  lustrous  and  impressively  preserved  beneath  a  rich  cloak  of 
green-gold,  jade,  lavender,  and  maroon  patina.  Eye  appeal  is  fantas¬ 
tic.

Vivid 
jade  at  the  upper  obverse  cedes  almost  immediately  in  the  center 
to  swatches  of  gold,  amber,  and  magenta,  through  all  of  which  radi¬ 
ant  luster  permeates.  The  reverse  alternates  pinkish-gold  with  jade, 
magenta,  amber,  violet,  and  canary-yellow  in  incredible  profusion.  A 
coin  that  must  be  held  in  hand  to  be  truly  appreciated.

and  Clark  in  1904  and  1905,  are  traditional,  almost  staid.  It  is  only 
with  the  Panama-Pacific  gold  dollar  of  1915  that  a  bold  and  less- 
traditional  portrait  takes  over. 

Of  course,  the  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollar  distinguishes 
itself  in  other  ways,  such  as  its  low  net  mintage  and  scarcity  in  better 
grades.  Indeed,  anything  numerically  finer  than  this  Premium  Gem 
is  a  condition  rarity.  Yellow-orange  surfaces  are  flashy  with  peach 
overtones  and  few  marks  of  any  significance.  (#7447)

Clark  commemoratives  are  an  especially  interesting  series.  They 
span  not  just  the  usual  100-year  observance  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
expedition  in  the  form  of  the  1904-  and  1905-dated  gold  dollars,  but 
an  extra  200-year  commemoration  in  the  form  of  the  various  2004- 
dated  Jefferson  nickel  designs  and  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Bicentennial 
silver  dollar  of  the  same  year.  The  series  in  this  way  spans  both  the 
"classic"  and  "modern"  commemorative  eras. 

The  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollar  is  much  more  elusive  in 
high  grades  than  its  1904  counterpart,  a  disparity  that  widens  mark¬ 
edly  —  according  to  the  combined  population  reports  —  above  the 
Gem  level  of  the  present  piece.  Both  sides  are  an  even,  consistent 
golden-yellow  color,  showing  little  actual  contact  but  some  micro¬ 
scopic  chatter  in  the  fields  that  likely  limits  an  even  finer  grade.  NGC 
has  seen  55  submissions  finer  than  this  coin  (3/11).  (#7448)

rett  and  Guth,  "A  total  of  55,000  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollars  dated 
1905  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  but  sales  at  $2.50  to 
$3.00  per  coin  were  disappointing  and  the  net  mintage  for  the  date 
was  just  10,041  pieces.  The  remaining,  unsold  coins  were  melted." 
The  authors  go  on  to  call  it  "one  of  the  key  issues  of  the  series,"  a 
statement  especially  true  at  the  Premium  Gem  level.  This  boldly 
impressed  example  has  considerable  reflectivity  in  lemon-yellow 
fields  that  show  lavender  and  violet  overtones  on  either  side  of 
the  portraits.  PCGS  has  graded  just  three  coins  in  numerically  finer 
grades  (3/11).  (#7448)

Rarely  Seen  High-Grade  Example 

5542  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  MS66  NGC.  Only  10,000  pieces 

were  struck  of  the  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollar.  As  the  second 
year  of  issue,  far  fewer  collectors  were  interested  in  the  1905  than 
the  first  year.  Far  fewer  examples  of  the  1905  were  well-preserved 
when  compared  to  the  1904  with  approximately  half  as  many  1905s 
certified  in  MS66  compared  to  the  1904.  This  is  a  strongly  struck 
example  that  displays  stunning  green-gold  surfaces  with  additional 
splashes  of  orange  brilliance  that  heighten  its  eye  appeal.  Trivial 
marks  do  little  to  limit  its  grade.

commemorative  gold  dollar  was  promoted  by  Faran  Zerbe  and  first 
issued  with  a  1904  date.  Commemorative  gold  dollars  were  decided¬ 
ly  unpopular  with  numismatists  because  collectors  had  been  burned 
by  the  high  priced  Louisiana  Purchase  dollars  in  1903,  and  more  than 
half  the  original  mintage  of  the  1904  issue  was  eventually  melted. 
Despite  the  lack  of  collector  enthusiasm,  Zerbe  tried  again  with  the 
1905  gold  dollar,  with  similar  results.  The  1905  issue  enjoyed  a  lim¬ 
ited  distribution  of  10,041  pieces,  and  is  about  20%  rarer  in  today's 
market  than  the  1904. 

The  present  coin  is  a  high-end  Premium  Gem,  with  vibrant  mint 
luster  and  attractive  greenish-gold  surfaces.  The  design  elements 
exhibit  bold  details,  and  a  minor  contact  mark  on  Lewis'  cheek  is  the 
only  mark  of  note.

5544  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  MS67  NGC.  The  1905  Lewis  and 

Clark  gold  dollar  is  a  heavily  melted  and  elusive  commemorative 
gold  issue,  the  second  date  of  a  design  that  was  unpopular  even  in  its 
first  go-round.  Farran  Zerbe,  the  famous  early  numismatist  who  is  so 
prominently  associated  with  the  early  commemorative  gold  issues  he 
promoted,  made  a  serious  miscalculation  when  he  overanticipated 
demand  for  the  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollars,  even  when  every  single 
previous  commemorative  design  had  either  been  released  to  circula¬ 
tion  or  partially  melted.  The  latter  was  the  fate  of  both  Lewis  and 
Clark  dates,  leaving  both  elusive  today,  but  the  1905  especially  so. 

This  focus  on  melting  and  overall  rarity  does  not  even  begin 
to  cover  the  rarity  of  the  early  gold  commemoratives  in  high  grades, 
of  course.  The  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollar  is  especially  sus¬ 
ceptible  to  the  trend;  at  the  Superb  Gem  level,  for  instance,  there 
are  only  seven  coins  in  the  combined  certified  population,  none  of 
them  modified  by  Plus  or  Star  designations,  and  there  are  zero  coins 
numerically  finer  (2/11). 

This  example  is  one  of  the  seven,  and  by  extension  it  is  one 
of  the  most  magnificent  Lewis  and  Clark  gold  dollars  a  collector 
will  ever  see.  Swirling  luster  is  primarily  canary-yellow  with  hints 
of  honey  and  peach,  and  the  sharply  detailed  devices  are  as  care¬ 
fully  preserved  as  the  smooth  fields.  The  few  grade-defining  faults 
on  each  side  are  the  merest  quibbles.  An  excellent  choice  for  the 
commemorative  gold  enthusiast  who  collects  at  the  highest  levels.

Fifty  Dollar  Round,  MS64 
Among  the  'Great  Numismatic  Treasures' 
of  the  20th  Century

ing  on  PCGS'  CoinFacts  website,  Ron  Guth  ranks  the  1915-S  Pana¬ 
ma-Pacific  fifty  dollar  round  coins  as  one  of  the  "great  numismatic 
treasures"  of  the  20th  century.  Both  the  round  and  octagonal  ver¬ 
sions  are  tied  for  number  26  among  the  100  Greatest  U.S.  Coins,  also 
by  Guth  accompanied  by  Jeff  Garrett.  In  that  volume,  the  authors 
make  an  excellent  case  for  the  broad  appeal  these  coins  generate 
among  the  collecting  public: 

"The  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  $50  gold  coins  were 
designed  to  commemorate  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal.  Weighing  in  at  nearly  2.5  ounces  of  gold  each, 
these  magnificent  coins,  also  known  as  'slugs,'  are  very 
popular  with  collectors.  Their  size  along  is  a  compelling 
reason  to  admire  them.  The  Panama-Pacific  'Fifties'  are 
also  very  scarce.  The  Round  has  a  surviving  mintage  of 
only  483  pieces,  the  lowest  of  any  commemorative  coin 
ever  produced.  ..." 

As  incredible  as  it  may  seem  to  modern-day  collectors,  at  one 
time  some  of  the  Pan-Pac  fifties  were  apparently  carried  as  pocket 
pieces;  circulated  examples  can  be  found  today  in  appreciable  num¬ 
bers.  (About  10%  of  the  total  round  and  octagonal  fifties  certified  at 
PCGS  are  in  circulated  grades.) 

Although  Gem  examples  of  the  round  and  octagonal  are  both 
quite  elusive,  extremely  attractive  specimens  in  the  lower  Mint  State 
grades  appear  at  auction  with  some  regularity.  As  model  representa¬ 
tives  of  gold's  enduring  popularity  and  today's  heightened  interest  in 
commemorative  issues  of  all  kinds,  the  Pan-Pac  fifties  are  the  subject 
of  intense  collector  demand  that  seems  certain  to  continue. 

This  Choice  Mint  State  specimen  exhibits  yellow-gold  luster 
with  satin  surfaces.  Although  a  few  hairlines  subdue  the  surfaces, 
there  are  no  mentionable  marks  on  either  side.  A  single  tiny  spot 
attached  to  the  pellet  following  AMERICA  may  serve  to  trace  the 
provenance  of  this  piece.  NGC  has  certified  70  finer  examples  of  this 
variety,  including  resubmissions  (2/11).

One  of  the  most  magnificent  gold  coins  ever  struck,  by  any  country, 
emanated  from  the  first-ever  world's  fair  held  on  the  American  West 
Coast:  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  held  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  which  opened  on  February  20,  1915.  The  fair  celebrated  dual 
events:  the  historic  and  commercially  vital  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal  (linking  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans)  in  August  1914,  as  well 
as  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  the 
Spanish  explorer  Vasco  Nunez  de  Balboa  (he  claimed  it  for  Spain  in 
1513). 

This  mammoth  exposition  was  a  showcase  for  mankind's 
achievements,  including  the  first-ever  use  of  nighttime  lighting  at  a 
fair,  enjoyed  and  visited  by  some  18  million  people  from  all  over  the 
world.  For  257  days,  the  PPIE  hosted  pavilions  of  exhibits,  reproduc¬ 
tions  of  classical  buildings,  luxurious  gardens,  carnivals,  visits  by 
celebrities,  even  nighttime  fireworks  —  all  the  wonders  of  the  world 
(the  official  brochure  proclaimed)  displayed  on  the  635  beautifully 
landscaped  acres  alongside  San  Francisco  Bay. 

The  rarest  and  arguably  the  most  beautiful  coins  of  this  world's 
fair  are  the  two  varieties  of  gold  fifties  —  called  "quintuple  eagles"  on 
the  printed  inserts  accompanying  the  coins,  which  were  sold  within 
copper  frames  housing  the  rare  sets.  Each  fifty  sold  for  $100  or  dou¬ 
ble  face-value  at  the  time;  remembering  that  approximately  $1,250 
was  the  average  American's  annual  income  in  1915,  it  is  no  wonder 
that  the  U.S.  Mint's  authorized  mintage  of  1,500  pieces  each  of  these 
fifty  dollar  gold  pieces  was  never  sold. 

The  rarer  of  the  two  types  today  is  the  round  version,  of  which 
a  mere  483  pieces  were  sold,  many  of  which  have  never  appeared 
on  the  numismatic  market.  The  size  and  shape  are  said  to  have  been 
inspired  by  the  Wass,  Molitor  fifties  of  the  Gold  Rush  era.  Robert 
Aitken's  deft  engraving  depicts  on  the  obverse  the  Greek  goddess 
Athena  (symbol  of  wisdom  and  invention,  of  the  arts  and  of  warfare) 
wearing  a  plumed  helmet,  while  the  date  1915  appears  as  MCMXV 
(with  "round  stops")  in  Roman  numerals  on  the  top  edge  of  a  shield 
held  in  front  of  her  torso.  The  reverse  shows  yet  another  allusion  to 
antiquity,  the  owl  of  Minerva  (the  Roman  name  for  Athena),  but  this 
is  a  decidedly  modern  bird  of  prey,  vigilantly  seated  upon  a  branch 
surrounded  by  pinecones  of  the  native  California  Ponderosa  tree  — 
a  wise  "watch  bird"  for  the  Republic.  As  befits  its  unveiling  at  the 
Panama-Pacific  fair,  this  coin  is  the  very  best  in  Neoclassical  art. 

This  truly  exceptional  specimen  has  the  usual  soft,  satiny  mint 
luster  that  characterizes  these  coins.  The  surfaces  are  reddish-gold 
with  the  slightest  accent  of  lilac  on  each  side.  The  piece  seems 
conservatively  graded,  as  only  a  couple  of  tiny  marks  on  each 
side  (which  require  magnification  to  see)  preclude  an  even  higher 
grade.  Although  PCGS  has  certified  several  dozen  round  examples 
in  this  grade  including  resubmissions,  there  are  only  11  finer  (2/11).

A  Tangible  Reminder  of  the  Exposition 

5547  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  50  Dollar  Octagonal  MS64  NGC. 

Almost  a  century  after  its  opening,  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition  has  few  tangible  reminders  left  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Palace  of  Fine  Arts  is  the  most  visible  survivor  today  of  the  dozens  of 
palaces,  structures,  courts,  gardens,  and  fountains  that  occupied  the 
625  acres  of  the  original  exposition. 

Fortunately  for  collectors,  some  numismatic  commemorations 
in  precious  metal  tend  to  be  preserved  for  decades  —  even  centuries 
—  after  the  subjects  they  depict  are  long  gone  to  posterity.  The  fifty 
dollar  Panama-Pacific  octagonal  coins  were  both  commemorations 
of  the  exposition  and  its  remarkable  confluence  of  art,  architecture, 
cultural  and  scientific  innovation,  as  well  as  subtle  homage  to  the 
quaint,  quasiofficial  fifty  dollar  octagonal  Augustus  Humbert/U.S. 
Assay  coins  of  1851  and  1852,  also  struck  in  San  Francisco. 

The  U.S.  Mint  had  no  idea  how  many  of  the  round  and  octago¬ 
nal  fifty  dollar  coins  they  would  actually  sell,  originally  manufactur¬ 
ing  1,509  octagonal  and  1,510  round  specimens.  Even  though  the 
fifty  dollar  coins  and  accompanying  commemorative  denominations 
were  offered  in  a  variety  of  options  and  packaging  choices,  in  the 
end  only  645  of  the  octagonal  and  483  of  the  round  pieces  were  sold 
to  the  public,  with  the  remaining  coins  melted. 

As  is  the  case  with  the  older  Humbert/Assay  Office  fifties,  the 
Pan-Pac  fifties  are  subject  to  surface  marks  on  their  broad  faces, 
along  with  the  occasional  bump  and  bruise  that  can  keep  many 
examples  out  of  Gem  territory.  Nice  pieces  are  available  for  a  price, 
nonetheless.  "Their  fame  precedes  them,"  as  the  saying  goes,  and 
many  examples  both  in  high  circulated  grades  and  lower  Mint  State 
grades,  where  most  pieces  tend  to  cluster,  still  offer  remarkable  aes¬ 
thetic  appeal. 

Perfection  is  rarely  achieved  on  these  massive  fifty  dollar  gold 
pieces.  This  Choice  Mint  State  piece  is  close,  with  satiny  orange-gold 
luster  and  only  faint  blemishes  that  include  a  small  mark  below  the 
A  in  STATES.  A  single  splash  of  dark  toning  below  the  S  in  SAN  may 
serve  to  identify  the  past  or  future  provenance  of  this  example.  NGC 
has  certified  53  finer  examples  of  this  variety,  including  resubmis¬ 
sions  (2/11).

Octagonal  fifty  dollar  slugs  were  struck  by  the  U.S.  Assay  Office 
of  Cold  in  the  years  preceding  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  However, 
there  is  only  one  octagonal  issue  from  the  U.S.  Mint.  That  is  the 
octagonal  variety  of  the  Panama-Pacific  gold  fifty  dollar  commemo¬ 
rative.  A  round  fifty  dollar  variety  was  also  struck,  and  its  mintage 
of  483  pieces  makes  it  even  more  rare  than  the  octagonal  version, 
which  has  a  tiny  production  of  645  pieces.  The  designs  for  the  two 
issues  are  similar.  Both  show  Minerva,  a.k.a.  Athena,  adorned  with 
an  Athenian  helmet  and  shield.  The  shield  bears  the  date  in  Roman 
numerals,  MCMXV.  This  classical  but  alert  military  pose  was  suitable, 
considering  World  War  I  was  raging  in  Europe  and  could  bring  in  the 
United  States  at  any  time.  The  reverse  features  Athena's  owl,  sym¬ 
bolic  of  wisdom.  The  octagonal  variety  shows  these  motifs  in  slightly 
reduced  scale,  relative  to  the  round  issue.  The  octagonal  variety  adds 
eight  dolphins  across  both  peripheries,  symbolizing  freedom  of  the 
waterway  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans. 

The  present  near-Gem  has  full  satin  luster  and  seamless  canary- 
gold  color.  The  strike  is  complete.  The  unaided  eye  can  locate  only 
a  single  thin  mark,  located  on  the  reverse  field  just  left  of  the  owl. 
Once  a  glass  is  used,  patient  observation  finds  a  wispy  pin  scratch 
on  the  obverse  above  the  G  in  GOD.  These  two  imperfections  are  of 
little  relevance,  particularly  given  the  large  diameter  of  this  hefty  gold 
commemorative.  The  eye  appeal  is  significant.  The  fifty  dollar  gold 
Panama-Pacific  varieties  are  the  two  keys  of  the  entire  U.S.  com¬ 
memorative  series,  and  the  present  near-Gem  is  a  worthy  representa¬ 
tive  that  would  highlight  any  collection.  (#7452)

nial  quarter  eagle  is  relatively  available  in  lower  grades.  There  is  an 
especially  large  number  of  MS62-65  examples  always  available  on 
the  market.  However,  above  the  Gem  level  the  availability  drops  off 
sharply.  This  exceptional  coin  displays  a  few  scattered  reverse  marks 
that  limit  the  grade  of  this  otherwise  nearly  flawless  Premium  Gem. 
Both  sides  have  frosty  light  yellow  luster  with  delicate  rose  overtones. 
The  strike  is  bold  with  strong  details  on  the  Art  Deco  obverse  design 
and  on  Independence  Hall  at  the  center  of  the  reverse.

Collection.  This  Norse  gold  medal  is  from  the  collection  of  Gregg 
Bingham,  the  well-known  Houston  Oilers  linebacker  from  1973  to 
1985  who  is  now  a  numismatic  connoisseur  with  wide-ranging  inter¬ 
ests  including  Morgan  dollars  (he  assembled  the  famous  NFL  Set) 
and  commemoratives. 

Often  collected  alongside  classic  commemorative  gold  and 
silver  coins,  these  pieces  were  struck  in  both  metals  and  commemo¬ 
rated  the  centennial  of  Norse  immigration  to  the  United  States.  The 
issue  was  sponsored  by  Minnesota  Congressman  O.J.  Kvale  of  Min¬ 
neapolis,  who  planned  for  an  actual  commemorative  coin,  revising 
his  proposal  to  a  medallic  issue  following  controversy  surrounding 
other  coinage  issues,  notably  the  Huguenot-Walloon  issue  of  the 
previous  year. 

Just  100  of  the  one-inch  gold  medals  were  struck  and  53  were 
later  melted,  leaving  a  net  production  of  just  47  specimens.  The  1925 
Norse  issue  also  included  thick  and  thin  silver  medals  and  a  large 
bronze  medal  that  was  silver-plated. 

The  present  piece  is  undoubtedly  the  finest  of  the  few  survivors 
in  gold.  NGC  and  PCGS  have  each  certified  12  of  these  pieces,  and 
this  PR68  example  is  the  single  finest  certified  specimen  (3/11).  A 
fine-grained  matte  surface  is  presented,  similar  to  the  earlier  matte 
proof  gold  coins  struck  during  the  previous  decade.  The  strike  is 
sharp  and  the  surfaces  are  pristine,  with  no  marks  evident  on  either 
side.  An  incredible  opportunity  to  acquire  the  single  finest  surviving

PCGS.  K-20,  R.4.  The  Christopher  Bechtler  five  dollars  of  this  series 
show  why  the  Bechtler  family  was  successful  in  not  only  produc¬ 
ing,  but  keeping  in  circulation,  private  gold  coinage  over  a  period 
approaching  two  decades:  The  issues,  as  here  on  this  134G,  Star 
example,  were  scrupulous  about  proclaiming  both  their  weight  in 
grams  and  their  fineness  in  carats.  Any  suspicion  of  underweight 
coins  or  lower  finenesses  than  advertised  would  have  been  the  kiss 
of  death  for  such  pieces. 

This  golden-orange  AU50  example,  certified  in  a  green-label 
holder,  actually  gives  the  impression  of  being  a  bit  finer  than  the 
stated  grade.  Much  luster  remains  on  both  sides,  and  only  a  few 
minor  ticks  and  scrapes  appear  under  a  loupe.  Listed  on  page  365  of

Listed  on  pages  264-265  of  Donald  Kagin's  Private  Cold 
Coins  and  Patterns  of  the  United  States,  the  Bechtler  five  dollar 
restrikes  were  minted  from  original  dies  circa  1908.  Henry  Chapman 
located  the  dies  at  about  that  time  and  had  a  limited  number  of  these 
pieces  produced.  Rarity  estimates  suggest  that  just  four  to  six  of  the  A. 
Bechtler  restrikes  are  known,  and  a  similar  number  of  the  C.  Bechtler 
pieces. 

The  obverse  die  is  similar  to  that  used  for  K-29  and  the  reverse 
die  is  similar  to  that  used  for  K-16,  although  it  is  unknown  if  these  are 
the  identical  dies  used  for  the  original  coins  in  the  1830s  and  1840s, 
or  if  they  are  unused  "remainder"  dies.  The  single  obverse  die  that 
Henry  Chapman  used  for  both  varieties  has  a  die  crack  upward  from 
the  border  at  6  o'clock.  Tiny  raised  rust  dots  are  visible  on  both  sides 
of  this  piece. 

A  beautiful  Ultra  Cameo  Gem  proof,  this  piece  has  deeply  mir¬ 
rored  fields  with  frosty  devices  and  borders.  The  edge  is  plain  and 
also  exhibits  a  mirrored  finish.  The  actual  fineness  that  Chapman 
used  for  these  pieces  is  unknown.  Elemental  analysis  might  prove 
to  be  a  fascinating  exercise.  Mentioned  in  a  note  on  page  366  of  the 
2011  Guide  Book,  where  it  is  stated  they  were  made  about  1920.

This  fifty  dollar 
octagonal  Humbert  survivor  has  a  distinct  and  evocative  appear¬ 
ance:  Faintly  luminous  yellow-gold  surfaces  have  a  distinctly  green¬ 
ish  tint,  and  while  the  high  points  of  the  devices  show  clear  wear, 
this  is  light  and  not  especially  distracting.  A  few  small  corner  bumps 
visible  from  the  obverse  and  a  number  of  small  digs  scattered  around 
the  eagle  further  suggest  the  brief  but  doubtless  important  role  that 
this  piece  played  in  California's  economy  during  early  statehood.

The  massive  fifty  dollar  octagonal  ingots  are 
numismatic  icons,  inspiring  the  shape  of  the  Panama-Pacific  octago¬ 
nal  commemoratives  and  sparking  the  imaginations  of  generations 
of  numismatists.  This  example  of  the  K-7  variety  clearly  saw  some 
use,  as  the  softly  struck  high  points  are  worn  and  the  surfaces  show 
numerous  light  abrasions  as  well  as  a  number  of  rim  bumps  on  the 
exposed  corners.  Nonetheless,  the  luminous  overall  character  of  the 
yellow-orange  surfaces  offers  a  vital  clue  to  this  AU50  example's 
true  condition.  The  date  at  the  bottom  obverse  is  weak  but  readable.

AU55  PCGS.  CAC.  K-6,  R.4.  The  1851  Humbert  fifty  dollar  coins 
may  be  divided  into  two  different  major  groups,  the  Lettered  Edge 
pieces  and  the  Reeded  Edge  coins  that  followed  in  the  same  year 
and  continued  with  minor  variations  into  1852.  The  Lettered  Edge 
pieces  were  cumbersome,  labor-intensive  coins,  requiring  the  man¬ 
ual  placement  or  stamping  of  the  legend  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT 
UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALIFORNIA  1851,  or  some 
facsimile  thereof,  around  the  edges  of  a  large,  soft,  eight-sided  gold 
coin. 

The  production  of  the  Lettered  Edge  fifties,  and  their  subsequent 
circulation,  were  fraught  with  difficulties.  Hand-stamping  the  legends 
onto  the  edge  made  the  coins  error-prone  —  some  examples  are 
known  with  inverted  words  or  parts  of  words  —  and  the  legends, 
including  the  all-important  assayer  endorsement,  were  of  course 
more  difficult  to  observe  on  the  edge,  therefore  less  apt  to  be  accept¬ 
ed  freely. 

The  Reeded  Edge  fifties  that  came  soon  after  were  a  marked 
improvement,  moving  the  legend  and  date  to  the  obverse  around 
the  rim  in  a  much  more  visible  location.  The  regular  Reeded  Edge 
design  was  also  less  susceptible  to  "sharpers"  or  those  who  might 
try  to  shave  a  sliver  or  three  of  nearly  pure  gold  before  passing  the 
fifty  in  commerce.  The  1851-dated  Reeded  Edge  fifties  can  be  further 
broken  down  into  the  .880  and  .887  fineness  coins,  with  the  .880 
Reeded  Edge  coins,  K-5,  a  bit  rarer  overall. 

The  Choice  AU  grade  of  the  present  K-6  piece  makes  it  a  major 
conditional  rarity,  even  though  all  of  the  Humbert  fifties  are  very 
scarce,  at  a  minimum.  Seldom  does  any  Humbert  fifty  appear  in 
so  high  a  grade  and  with  such  excellent  aesthetic  appeal.  Copious 
quantities  of  luster  appear  on  the  surfaces.  The  deep,  mellow  orange- 
gold  coloration  is  obviously  original  and  likely  little  changed  since 
this  historic  coin  was  produced  160  years  ago.  A  few  rim  bumps  are 
expected  on  these  large,  heavy  gold  coins,  but  other  surface  impair¬ 
ments,  while  not  all  negligible,  are  in  keeping  with  the  assigned 
grade  level.  This  piece  is  one  of  six  so  certified  at  PCGS,  with  six  finer

the  fall  of  1849.  The  coins  were  alloyed  with  copper,  unusual  for  the 
time,  and  found  to  be  significantly  underweight,  which  led  rapidly  to 
discounting,  disuse,  and  destruction.  This  lightly  circulated  example 
retains  significant  orange-gold  luster  (the  reddish  element  indicating 
copper)  and  a  handful  of  scattered  surface  abrasions.  The  dentils  on 
each  side  are  generally  well-formed.  An  important  and  seldom-seen 
piece  of  California  gold  history.

would  seem  counterintuitive  that  the  Wass  Molitor  coins  of  1855  — 
in  denominations  of  10,  20,  and  50  dollars  —  were  produced  and 
circulated  in  the  year  following  the  April  1854  opening  of  the  U.S. 
Mint  in  San  Francisco,  but  such  was  the  case.  Even  after  the  official 
establishment  opened,  it  suffered  from  sporadic  shortages  of  the 
parting  acids  required  to  separate  unrefined  gold  from  its  alloys. 

The  S.M.V.  on  the  reverse  stands  for  "Standard  Mint  Value,"  a 
design  similar  to  that  first  used  by  Dubosq  &  Co.,  whose  coins  were 
soon  to  be  discredited  in  the  James  King  of  William-Augustus  Hum¬ 
bert  hubbub.  The  present  XF40  Wass  Molitor  ten  dollar  displays  a 
typical  appearance,  with  sharper  details  on  the  obverse  than  reverse, 
particularly  in  the  centers.  Both  sides  show  numerous  abrasions  of 
all  sizes,  mostly  small,  with  a  distinct  greenish-gold  cast  that  likely 
stems  from  silver  alloy  in  the  gold.

The  PCGS  number  ending  in  98  suggests  damage  as  the  reason,  or 
one  of  the  reasons,  that  PCGS  deemed  this  coin  not  gradable.  In  our 
opinion,  this  coin  has  the  details  of  a  Good  specimen  that  has  had 
the  surfaces  smoothed.  The  Wass  Molitor  fifty  dollar  gold  pieces 
were  issued  at  the  request  of  local  businessmen,  at  a  time  when 
the  newly  established  San  Francisco  Mint  was  unable  to  supply  the 
needs  of  the  regional  economy.  Thousands  of  fifty  dollar  pieces  were 
produced,  along  with  other  denominations,  but  the  operation  shut 
down  by  1856.  Examples  are  scarce-to-rare  in  all  grades  today. 

The  present  coin  is  a  well  worn  example,  with  slightly  granular 
greenish-gold  surfaces.  Most  design  elements  are  still  recognizable 
in  outline,  but  the  denomination  has  been  largely  erased.  Extensive 
tooling  is  evident  in  the  fields.

Donald  Kagin's  introduction  to  Chapter  7  of  Private  Cold  Coins  and 
Patterns  of  the  United  States,  a  chapter  titled  "The  Third  Series  of  Pri¬ 
vate  Cold  Coins,  1852-56,"  aptly  sums  up  the  political  and  economic 
circumstances  that  led  to  the  production  of  this  Wass,  Molitor  fifty 
dollar  gold  piece  and  its  companions: 

"During  the  period  immediately  following  the  closing  of 
the  United  States  Assay  Office  on  December  14,  1853, 
and  prior  to  the  commencement  of  mint  operations  the 
following  April,  there  was  no  government  mint  in  opera¬ 
tion  in  California.  Private  coinage  also  had  ceased  by 
December  and  many  of  these  (Moffat  &  Co.)  coins  had 
been  melted  or  shipped  out  of  the  country.  These  factors 
caused  yet  another  monetary  stringency. 

"The  long  refusal  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  grant 
permission  to  the  United  States  Assay  Office  to  issue 
denominations  of  less  than  $50  had  resulted  in  a  contin¬ 
ued  shortage  of  lower  denomination  coins  in  California. 
Consequently,  the  California  merchants  were  losing  a 
great  deal  of  money  through  the  stifling  of  commercial 
transactions. 

"On  January  14,  1854,  a  group  of  bankers  and  merchants 
petitioned  the  assay  office  of  Kellogg  &  Richter  to  coin 
gold,  and  on  February  9th,  Kellogg  began  issuing  $20 
gold  pieces.  It  is  rather  ironic  that  one  of  the  men  to  peti¬ 
tion  coiner  Kellogg  was  none  other  than  James  King  of 
William!" 

James  King  of  William  and  U.S.  Assayer  Augustus  Humbert  had, 
of  course,  been  responsible  for  the  unfair  discrediting  in  1851  of  sev¬ 
eral  early  private  coiners,  to  their  own  gain.  Kagin  goes  on  to  say  that 
there  was  also  a  shortage  of  large-denomination  coins,  a  void  that 
Kellogg  &  Co.  and  Wass  Molitor  &  Co.  endeavored  to  fill.  The  Kel¬ 
logg  pieces  never  got  beyond  the  experimental  stage,  but  "thousands 
of  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  $50  pieces  were  circulated  the  year  after  the 
United  States  Mint  [at  San  Francisco]  was  established." 

The  present  Wass  Molitor  piece,  certified  VF30  in  a  green-label 
PCGS  holder,  is  one  of  those  pieces  that  circulated  extensively.  The 
canary-yellow  surfaces,  however,  show  no  singular  impairments,  just 
wear  consistent  with  the  grade  and  many  abrasions,  mostly  on  the 
small  side,  consistent  with  a  good  spate  in  commerce,  likely  in  and 
around  San  Francisco  for  a  year  or  two  before  being  snatched  out  of 
circulation.  Despite  the  30  points  of  wear,  this  piece  has  lots  of  eye 
appeal  and  muted  luster  remaining.

Serial  number  552;  908  fine,  stamped  face 
value  $1055.81.  Pale  yellow-gold  surfaces  are  wavy  with  irregulari¬ 
ties  and  casting  bubbles.  One  of  the  more  unusual  ingots  recovered 
from  the  5.5.  Central  America,  at  least  by  Kellogg  and  Humbert  stan¬ 
dards,  thanks  to  several  irregularities  in  the  casting  and  punching.  In 
his  landmark  A  California  Cold  Rush  History,  Q.  David  Bowers  notes 
for  this  ingot:  "Large  size  ingot.  Inscriptions  on  face.  Vertically  ori¬ 
ented.  $  sign  high,  out  of  place,  above  the  /  and  leans  sharply  right, 
giving  a  very  distinctive  appearance." 

One  suspects  that  the  fineness  was  not  expected  by  the  assayers 
to  be  so  high;  even  a  small  decrease  in  the  fineness  would  have  been 
enough  to  give  this  ingot  a  three-figure  face  value,  permitting  room 
for  the  dollar  sign  on  the  same  line  as  the  rest  of  the  ingot.  The  corner 
cuts  (lower  right  on  the  top  face  and  its  opposite  on  the  bottom)  said 
otherwise,  creating  the  unusual  arrangement  of  dollar  sign  and  value. 

This  was  not  the  only  awkward  aspect  of  the  creation  of  this 
Kellogg  and  Humbert  ingot,  however.  Bowers  continues:  "Part  of 
KELLOGG  &  HUMBERT  logotype  not  imprinted  due  to  depression 
in  surface  at  this  point.  Reverse  stamped  with  repetition  of  serial 
number,  but  in  different  font."  The  point  about  the  logotype  is  worth 
expanding  upon,  and  it  is  true  that  a  sizable  depression  wipes  out 
much  of  the  middle  of  "&  HUMBERT  ASSAYERS"  and  also  mildly 
affects  the  2  in  the  record  of  the  ounces. 

What  Bowers  does  not  mention  is  that  the  logotype  was  also 
punched  multiple  times,  with  at  least  four  bottoms  of  rectangles  vis¬ 
ible  at  the  lower  left  of  the  logotype  and  prominently  overlapping 
lettering.  It  is  easy  to  imagine  a  worker  trying  several  times  to  punch 
the  logotype  into  this  ingot  and  being  frustrated  each  time  by  the 
deep  casting  depression,  until  finally  he  abandoned  the  effort.  The 
gold  ingot  would  be  melted  down  in  New  York;  who  would  care  that 
he  let  this  stamping  of  the  logotype  go?  Fate,  of  course,  intervened, 
and  this  bar,  loaded  onto  the  5.5.  Central  America,  lost  to  a  hurricane, 
and  brought  back  to  the  land  more  than  a  century  later,  is  now  an 
at-times-rough  but  thoroughly  endearing  and  historic  link  back  to  the 
great  challenges  and  golden  hopes  of  1850s  California. 
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1881  Pattern  Hawaii  Nickel,  AU50 
Medcalf  2CN-1,  A  Major  Rarity

KM-2.  This  major  Hawaiian  rarity  is  a  pattern,  struck  two  years 
before  regular  coinage.  To  paraphrase  the  Medcalf  reference,  in  1881 
King  Kalakaua  took  a  trip  around  the  world  while  his  new  palace 
was  being  built.  The  owner  of  a  nickel  mine  in  New  Caledonia  was 
able  to  get  in  touch  with  him  and  offered  to  have  five  cent  pieces 
struck  as  patterns  at  the  Paris  Mint.  Approximately  200  such  pieces 
were  minted  and  later  sent  to  the  king  when  he  returned  to  Hawaii. 
Nothing  happened  to  advance  the  patterns  to  official  status,  but  they 
were  given  out  and  many  were  carried  as  pocket  pieces  or  ended  up 
in  jewelry.  Later  strikings  from  copy  dies  can  easily  be  distinguished 
from  originals  by  the  absence  of  the  cross  on  top  of  the  crown. 

This  is  apparently  one  of  the  pocket  pieces.  The  surfaces  display 
even,  light  wear  over  the  high  points,  and  there  are  no  obvious  or 
detracting  abrasions  on  either  side.  The  surfaces  have  the  typical 
nickel-gray  patina  of  a  lightly  circulated  but  uncleaned  coin.

In  a  December  1,  2008  article  for  Coin 
World  on  Hawaiian  numismatics,  Cindy  Brake  writes  about  the  Kal- 
akaua  coinage,  the  first  silver  issues  of  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii: 

"The  four  different  denominations  originally  authorized 
were  the  hapawalu  (eighth  dollar  or  12  1/2  cent  piece), 
hapaha  (quarter  dollar),  hapalua  (half  dollar)  and  the  dala 
(dollar). 

"The  12  1/2-cent  piece  was  never  issued  for  circulation, 
with  just  a  few  Proof  examples  struck  for  use  in  Proof  sets. 
Instead,  a  dime  was  issued  without  legal  authority." 

The  influence  of  the  U.S.  Mint,  which  actually  struck  the  coins, 
is  apparent  here;  instead  of  making  new  planchets  for  the  odd 
hapawalu  size,  the  Mint  could  simply  use  regular  dime  planchets. 
(The  relationship  between  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  and  the  U.S.  was 
close  but  growing  more  contentious  by  1883,  and  within  15  years, 
Hawaii's  monarchy  would  be  overthrown  and  the  kingdom  annexed 
as  a  U.S.  territory.) 

Breen  records  that  just  20  proofs  were  made  of  the  hapawalu, 
all  for  inclusion  in  proof  sets,  and  the  design  is  one  of  the  chief 
rarities  of  Hawaiian  numismatics.  This  marks  only  the  third  time  that 
Heritage  has  offered  an  example  of  the  1883  Hawaiian  hapawalu  at 
auction.  Neither  of  the  previous  offerings  was  a  Cameo  specimen 
such  as  the  present  piece,  which  shows  moderate  field-device  con¬ 
trast  through  toning  that  is  milky  over  the  interiors,  with  gold-orange 
and  blue-green  elements  at  the  margins.  Hairlines  are  visible  in  the 
reverse  fields  and  a  fingerprint  is  noted  to  the  left  of  the  portrait,  but 
the  overall  eye  appeal  is  solid  and  more  than  satisfactory  in  the  con¬ 
text  of  an  issue  where  rarity  is  far  more  important  than  condition.

The  obverse  die  is  the  design  adopted  for 
regular-issue  coinage  of  silver  dollars  in  1865.  The  reverse  die  is  the 
design  adopted  for  use  in  1866,  with  a  scroll  containing  the  motto 
IN  COD  WE  TRUST  added  above  the  eagle's  head.  Struck  in  copper 
with  a  reeded  edge. 

Traditionally  listed  as  a  transitional  pattern,  Judd-435  has 
become  a  controversial  issue  with  pattern  collectors.  Many  research¬ 
ers  now  feel  that  the  coins  were  struck  in  the  late  1860s  by  unscru¬ 
pulous  Mint  employees  for  sale  to  collectors.  An  argument  for  the 
issue's  authenticity  is  the  fact  that  the  obverse  die  was  used  to  strike 
regular  proofs  in  1865,  so  we  can  be  sure  it  was  available  to  strike 
patterns  in  that  year.  Against  the  traditional  view  is  the  fact  that  many 
complete  sets  of  copper  patterns  were  sold  to  collectors  circa  1870. 
There  are  approximately  one  dozen  examples  of  Judd-435  extant, 
a  larger  number  than  one  would  expect  from  a  dies  trial  issue.  An 
early  auction  appearance  was  in  the  Fewsmith  Collection  (Mason, 
10/1870),  lot  1328.  In  the  description  for  a  related  pattern  (Judd-430), 
the  cataloger  stated  that  only  five  specimens  of  the  silver  dollar  had 
been  struck  in  copper.  Perhaps  the  coins  referred  to  were  true  tran¬ 
sitional  patterns,  and  the  balance  of  the  population  represent  later 
restrikes. 

A  spectacular  strike  complements  virtually  unblemished  fields. 
The  natural  mint  color  is  highlighted  with  glints  of  violet  and  blue. 
NGC  and  PCGS  combined  have  certified  only  this  PR66  specimen  in 
the  Red  and  Brown  category,  with  none  finer  (3/11).

PCGS.  The  regular  dies  for  the  1868  eagle,  struck  in  aluminum  with  a 
reeded  edge.  There  are  two  distinct  ten  dollar  patterns  in  aluminum 
for  1868,  and  the  Judd-664,  made  with  regular  dies,  is  rarer  than 
the  Judd-663  (which  bears  an  experimental  design).  The  Judd  refer¬ 
ence  lists  the  Judd-664  as  a  "Low  R.7,"  which  would  imply  a  known 
population  of  close  to  a  dozen  pieces,  yet  expert  Web  site  USPat- 
terns.com  claims  "about  a  half  dozen  are  known."  At  least  four  were 
issued  as  part  of  aluminum  pattern  sets.  Whether  this  Gem  specimen 
was  part  of  such  a  set  is  unknown,  but  the  surfaces  of  the  present  lot 
—  in  parts  pale  aluminum-blue  and  mirrored,  in  other  places  more 
hazy  with  a  green-gold  tint  —  are  readily  appreciated  regardless.

Regular  issue  design  for  the  Seated  Liberty  dollar.  Struck  in  aluminum 
with  a  reeded  edge.  The  1869  aluminum  patterns  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  were  almost  certainly  struck  for  sale  to  collectors,  although 
they  have  been  called  dies  trial  pieces  in  the  past.  They  were  sold  in 
cased  sets,  at  least  two  of  which  survive  intact.  The  other  sets  have 
long  since  been  broken  up.  About  half  a  dozen  examples  of  Judd- 
764  still  exist,  per  USPatterns.com.  The  splendid,  bright,  unoxidized 
surfaces  of  this  piece  have  undoubtedly  remained  that  way  because 
the  coin  was  lacquered  at  one  time  (as  seen  by  the  pale  iridescence 
on  each  side).  While  the  insert  does  not  specify  the  coin  is  a  Cameo, 
there  certainly  is  strong  field-device  contrast  on  each  side.  The  strike 
is  slightly  soft  in  the  centers.

USPatterns.com  states  "these  were  actually  deliberately  struck  for 
sale  to  collectors  as  part  of  complete  sets."  It  is  also  worth  noting 
that  while  aluminum  has  a  reputation  as  an  inexpensive  metal  today, 
it  was  considered  precious  from  its  discovery  until  the  invention  of 
the  Hall-Heroult  commercial  process  in  1886.  The  present  coin  has 
outstanding  field-to-device  contrast  and  powerful  mirrors  with  only 
slight  evidence  of  clouding.  Carefully  preserved  and  beautiful,  and

The  reverse  has  a 
central  inscription  that  reads  PURE  NICKEL,  surrounded  by  a  wreath 
of  cotton  and  corn.  FIVE  CENTS  is  separated  above  and  below  with 
seven  stars  left  and  six  right.  Struck  in  nickel  with  a  plain  edge.  These 
fascinating  coins  are  struck  in  pure  nickel,  which  must  have  been 
very  difficult  to  strike  up  properly.  They  also  are  magnetic.  At  least  a 
dozen  pieces  are  known.  From  examining  this  coin  one  would  never 
suspect  pure  nickel  was  difficult  to  strike  up  or  hard  on  the  dies.  The 
devices  are  fully  struck,  the  fields  show  deep  reflectivity,  and  the 
design  motifs  are  heavily  frosted.  There  are  no  contact  marks  we  can 
find,  only  a  single  tiny  planchet  flake  in  the  field  above  the  right  side 
of  the  U  in  PURE  could  be  used  as  a  reliable  identifier.  NGC  has  cer¬ 
tified  two  pieces  as  PR67  Ultra  Cameo,  and  it  appears  there  actually 
are  two  coins  rather  than  one  coin  resubmitted.  (#62120)

Silver  quarters  dated  1964  and  clad  quarters  dated  1965  were  both 
struck  during  1965,  and  inevitably,  a  90%  silver  planchet  apparently 
lodged  within  a  bin  that  was  later  filled  with  clad  planchets  destined 
for  1965 -dated  dies.  This  piece  circulated  for  a  while  before  a  sharp- 
eyed  collector  noted  that  the  edge  did  not  reveal  any  clad  layers.

$5,750.

This  near-Mint  coin  displays  slight  evidence  of  friction  on 
each  side  of  this  near-Mint  coin,  and  the  central  strike  details  are 
somewhat  weak,  as  usual  for  the  issue  and  the  type.  The  reddish- 
gold  surfaces  enhance  the  charm  and  visual  appeal.

A  pinscratch 
doubles  back  on  itself  in  a  path  from  the  rim  to  the  lowest  feathers 
of  the  headdress.  Despite  these  faults,  knowledgeable  collectors  will 
recognize  the  issue’s  scarcity  in  unworn  condition. 


Challenging  1856-S  Type  Two 
Gold  Dollar,  Choice  AU 


6276  1856-S  Type  Two  AU55  NGC.  The  1856-S  is  much  more 
challenging  than  any  Type  Two  gold  dollar  issue,  even  the  1855-0. 
In  1856  only  the  San  Francisco  Mint  produced  gold  dollars  with 
this  design,  giving  the  issue  cachet  with  gold  type  collectors.  This 
piece  is  typically  struck  for  a  Type  Two,  with  weak  central  details  on 
each  side  and  evidence  of  clashing.  The  green-gold  surfaces  show 
numerous  small,  scattered  abrasions,  none  singularly  mentionable, 
from  this  coin’s  limited  time  spent  in  the  channels  of  commerce.

This 
example,  though  only  lightly  worn,  is  also  entirely  too  glossy  as  a 
result  of  a  past  cleaning.

This  lightly  circulated 
example  shows  a  deep,  curving  cut  in  the  field  between  T  and  A  in 
STATES,  into  the  headdress  feathers.(#7971) 

6420  1855  XF45  NGC.  Luminous  yellow-orange  with  peach  and  pink 
suggestions.  This  Choice  XF  coin  is  lightly  abraded  and  hails  from 
the  second  year  of  the  denomination. (#797 2) 
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6421  1855  MS61  NGC.  Production  of  three  dollar  gold  pieces  in  1855 
was  less  than  half  the  quantity  for  the  denomination’s  debut,  an 
ominous  sign  of  events  to  come.  This  example  from  the  second  year 
has  a  number  of  wispy  abrasions  in  luminous  gold-orange  fields  but 
also  excellent  design  definition.  (#7972) 


6422  1856  AU55  NGC.  Subtle  peach  overtones  settle  over  parts  of 
otherwise  canary 'gold  surfaces.  A  lightly  worn  representative  from 
the  third  year  of  three  dollar  strikings.  An  abrasion  is  noted  to  the 
left  of  the  truncation  of  the  bust.(#7974) 

6423  1857  —  Reverse  Improperly  Cleaned  —  NGC  Details.  AU. 

The  obverse  of  this  lightly  worn  three  dollar  piece  is  yellow- 
gold  and  displays  well.  The  reverse  is  hairlined  from  cleaning 
and  shows  a  handful  of  pinscratches.  Still,  a  readily  collectible 
representative. 

6424  1857  AU53  NGC.  Considerable  luster  remains  on  the  light  yellow 
surfaces  of  this  pleasing  three-dollar  gold  piece.  Both  sides  have 
trivial  grade-consistent  marks.  (#7976) 

6425  1857-S  VF25  NGC.  This  is  a  scarce  issue  in  all  grades  whose 
original  mintage  is  only  14,000  pieces.  The  coin  offered  here  has 
yellow-gold  surfaces  that  are  lightly  abraded.

6426  1860  AU58  NGC.  The  1860  three  dollar  gold  issue  was  struck 
to  the  extent  of  7,036  business  strikes,  in  the  year  preceding 
the  inception  of  the  Civil  War.  Even  that  mintage  would  seem 
generous,  compared  to  the  skimpy  emissions  of  most  of  the  issues 
later  in  the  series.  This  lovely  near-Mint  State  piece  boasts  orange- 
gold  surfaces  with  pinkish  accents  around  the  devices.  Minor  field 
chatter  rather  than  major  marks  are  evidence  of  a  short  spate  in

Scarcest  of  the  Collectable  S-Mints 


6428  1860-S  XF45  NGC.  The  1860-S  three  dollar  gold  piece  is  the 
rarest  of  the  early  San  Francisco  issues.  David  Bowers  (2005) 
suggests  that  2,592  examples  of  the  original  7,000-piece  mintage 
were  melted,  leaving  a  net  total  of  4,408  coins.  He  also  estimates 
that  100  to  135  specimens  survive  today  in  all  grades,  virtually 
all  in  circulated  condition.  This  example  has  remarkably  clean 
surfaces  for  15  points  of  circulation,  and  each  side  has  just  a  bit  of 
reddish  patina.  (#7981)

Popular,  Moderately  Available  Date 


6429  1862  XF45  NGC.  The  1862  three  dollar  is  a  moderately  available 
date  in  this  popular  series.  The  mintage  was  only  5,750  pieces 
for  circulation,  and  of  that  number  it  is  estimated  that  160-210 
individual  coins  exist  today.  The  orange-gold  surfaces  of  this  coin 
are  mildly  abraded;  the  only  mark  of  note  is  a  shallow  planchet 
flaw  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  nose.

From  a  mintage  of  2,600  pieces,  the  1864  is  scarce -to -rare  in  all 
grades  today.  The  present  coin  is  lightly  circulated,  with  touches  of 
high-point  rub  on  the  hair  and  wreath.

Thousands  of  the  more  than  80,000  three 
dollar  gold  pieces  of  1878  remained  in  the  Mint  and  were  later 
apparently  melted  (according  to  a  Henry  Chapman  note  in  the 
R.B.  Leeds  catalog,  November  1906,  lot  49,  stating  that  many  1878, 
1879,  and  1880  pieces  had  been  melted).

6448  1878  MS64  PCGS.  This  splendid  1878  three  dollar  gold  in  near-

cabinet,  with  engaging  luster  and  orange-gold  and  reddish-gold 
competing  for  territory  over  each  side.  The  strike  is  as  sharp  as  the 
contact  marks  are  minimal.  One  of  the  Big  Three  three  dollar  gold

6449  1879  MS63  NGC.  The  mintage  for  the  1879  three  dollar  was 
3,000  pieces,  a  quantity  that  was  diminished  by  an  unknown 
number  that  were  melted  in  later  years.  This  appears  to  be  an  early 
striking  as  the  fields  are  brightly  reflective  with  just  a  faint  tracing 
of  mint  luster  around  the  devices,  as  one  would  expect  from  a  new 
pair  of  dies.

6451  1795  Small  Eagle  —  Holed  and  Plugged  —  PCGS  Genuine. 
Breen-6415,  BD-9,  High  R.5.  The  PCGS  number  ending  in  .84 
suggests  Holed  and  Plugged  as  the  reason,  or  one  of  the  reasons, 
that  PCGS  deemed  this  coin  not  gradable.  In  our  opinion,  this 
coin  has  the  details  of  an  XF  specimen  that  has  been  holed  and 
plugged,  with  tooling  in  the  fields.  The  BD-9  variety  is  indicated  by 
the  position  of  star  10  with  one  point  at  the  cap,  and  the  berries  on 
the  reverse,  one  inside  and  outside  at  about  the  same  level  on  both 
sides  of  the  wreath.  John  Dannreuther  estimates  35-45  specimens  of 
the  BD-9  are  still  extant  in  all  grades.  Despite  the  noted  flaws,  this 
coin  retains  much  of  its  original  detail  and  remains  an  interesting 
example  from  the  first  year  of  U.S.  gold  coinage.  (#8066) 


6452  1807  Bust  Left  —  Scratches  —  NGC  Details.  VF.  Breen-6453, 
BD-8,  R.2.  The  design  of  the  half  eagle  was  modified  in  1807,  and 
two  varieties  of  the  new  Capped  Bust  Right  design  were  introduced. 
This  specimen  represents  the  BD-8  variety,  with  the  arrow  feather 
pointing  to  the  end  of  the  flag  of  the  5.  The  BD-8  is  relatively 
available,  with  a  surviving  population  of  500-750  examples  in  all 
grades.  This  well-worn,  but  serviceable  piece  displays  a  few  long, 
thin  scratches  on  the  obverse. 
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1808  Bust  Left  Half  Eagle,  BD-3,  AU  Details 


6453  1808  —  Scratches  —  NGC  Details.  AU.  Breen-6456,  BD-3,  R.4. 

There  are  four  known  die  varieties  for  the  1808  half  eagles,  including 
two  overdates  and  two  normal  dates .  The  BD-3  is  relatively  plentiful  in 
all  grades.  In  fact,  only  one  of  the  overdate  varieties  is  truly  rare. 

This  orange  and  lemon-yellow  example  has  nearly  full  detail 
with  only  slight  wear.  Luster  is  excellent  and  the  overall  eye  appeal 
is  quite  nice.

The  surfaces  are 
slightly  granular  but  retain  ample  luster.

The  position  of  the  4  in  the  date  near  the  curl,  together 
with  the  flag  of  the  5  in  line  with  the  end  of  the  arrow  fletching, 
indicates  the  McCloskey  4-C  variety.  This  piece  is  lustrous  and  well 
preserved,  with  just  a  touch  of  high-point  wear.(#8171)

With  Quadruple  Obverse  Die  Crack 


6456  1834  Plain  4  MS62  PCGS.  First  Head,  Breen-6501,  McCloskey 
1-A,  R.3.  Script  8;  34  close.  This  is  a  beautiful  MS62  example 
of  this  Classic  Head  five  dollar  with  an  original  appearance.  An 
interesting  quadruple  series  of  die  cracks  makes  lazy  arcs  between 
star  pairs  2-3,  3-4,  4-5,  5-6,  and  6-7,  clearly  an  obverse  die  close  to 
failure.  The  green-gold  interiors  of  this  piece  cede  to  tawny-gold 
at  the  rims.  Mostly  minor  ticks  and  scrapes  are  grade-consistent.  A 
nice  specimen  of  this  underrated  series.  Population:  43  in  62,  84 
finer  (3/11).  (#8171) 


1835  McCloskey  1-D  Half  Eagle,  AU58+ 
Rare  Die  Marriage 


6457  1835  AU58+  NGC.  CAC.  Breen-6504,  McCloskey  1-D,  R.5. 

This  rare  die  marriage  is  seldom  encountered  in  any  grade.  Both 
sides  have  lustrous  green-gold  surfaces  with  trivial  surface  marks. 
The  fields  are  reflective  and  nearly  prooflike,  and  the  devices  are 
frosty,  with  resulting  cameo  contrast  on  each  side.  This  sharply

The  Guide  Book  does  not 
currently  distinguish  the  varieties,  unlike  the  1836  quarter  eagle. 
This  is  a  lightly  circulated  piece  with  noticeable  luster  but  no

6460  1837  AU58  PCGS.  Large  Date,  Small  5,  Breen-6511, 
McCloskey  1-A,  R.4  The  1837  in  near-Mint  condition  represents 
an  excellent  value  when  compared  to  the  much  less-available  and 
much  higher-priced  coins  in  Uncirculated  grades.  This  especially 
attractive  coin  exemplifies  why  Classic  fives  are  such  an  attractive 
buy  at  this  grade  level.  The  surfaces  retain  significant  mint 
luster  around  the  devices,  and  there  are  no  obvious  or  detracting 
abrasions.  The  strike  is  well-defined  throughout.  A  lovely  example

6461  1838-C  —  Surface  Damage  —  Genuine  PCGS.  Breen-6147, 
Variety  20,  R.3.  The  PCGS  number  ending  in  .98  suggests 
Damage  as  the  reason,  or  perhaps  one  of  the  reasons,  that  PCGS 
deemed  this  coin  not  gradable.  In  our  opinion,  this  coin  has  the 
details  of  an  XF  specimen  that  has  been  damaged  —  in  fact,  the 
PCGS  holder  also  notes  “Surface  Damage,”  the  first  we  have  seen 
like  it.  The  profile  of  Liberty  and  the  obverse  fields  show  a  few  hits, 
but  the  limiting  factor  is  clearly  the  date,  where  some  ne’er-do-well 
has  succeeded  in  effacing  most  of  the  bottom  of  the  1  and  part  of 
the  lower  8  and  3.  The  reverse  is  in  better  shape,  save  for  small 
pock  marks  at  AT(ES).  This  piece  may  still  fill  the  bill  for  some 
budget  minded  collectors  seeking  an  Obverse  Mintmark  quarter 
eagle,  as  much  detail  remains  elsewhere,  with  good  overall  eye 
appeal  despite  the  noted  flaws.

6462  1839  AU55  NGC.  The  first  year  of  the  Liberty  half  eagle  is  a  one- 
year  type  coin  according  to  some.  This  piece  has  light  green-gold 
surfaces  with  nearly  full  luster  and  good  eye  appeal.

1839-C  Five  Dollar,  VF25 
One- Year  Obverse  Mintmark  Type 


6463  1839-C  VF25  PCGS.  Variety  1.  Die  State  1.  The  charm  of  the 
obverse  mintmark  lasted  only  one  year  on  the  Liberty  design.  Aside 
from  the  mintmark  placement,  the  1839-C  is  a  moderately  scarce 
issue  as  well  with  a  mintage  of  17,205  pieces,  of  which  only  150- 
200  coins  are  believed  known  today.  The  devices  show  even  wear 
and  each  side  is  well  balanced.  There  are  numerous  small  abrasions 
scattered  over  both  obverse  and  reverse,  but  the  only  abrasions 
worthy  of  note  are  a  couple  of  milling  marks  in  the  lower  right

6464  1839-C  XF45  NGC.  Variety  1.  The  only  dies.  1839  is  the  sole 
year  for  the  First  Head  design  of  the  long-lived  Liberty  series, 
which  makes  the  1839-C  the  only  Charlotte  issue  for  the  subtype. 
Although  the  differences  from  the  1840  are  subtle,  the  bust 
truncation  is  more  pronounced,  and  Liberty  possesses  a  sleepy,  less 
alert  expression.  This  is  a  well-detailed  Choice  XF  example  with 
moderately  abraded  pale  green-gold  surfaces.  (#8192) 


1839-D  Five  Dollar,  VF25 
Variety  1-A,  Rarer  of  Two  Obverses 


6465  1839-D  VF25  NGC.  Variety  1-A.  This  is  the  rarer  of  the  two 
obverses  known  for  this  important  issue.  The  1839-D  and  the  1839- 
C  are  the  only  obverse  mintmark  Liberty  half  eagle  issues,  and  the 
portrait  of  Liberty  also  differs  slightly  from  later  dates.  The  mintage 
was  only  18,939  pieces  and  of  that  number  it  is  estimated  that 
today  125-150  examples  survive  in  all  grades.  This  bright  canary- 
gold  representative  shows  wear  throughout  the  hair,  but  the  eagle’s 
feathers  retain  rich  detail.  (#8193) 


1839-D  Half  Eagle,  XF40 
First  Year  of  Liberty  Head  Design 


6466  1839-D  XF40  NGC.  Variety  2-A.  The  1839-D  half  eagle 
represents  the  first  year  of  the  Liberty  Head  design,  and  the  motif 
was  subtly  revised  in  1840,  making  the  design  a  one-year  subtype. 
A  small  mintage  of  18,900  pieces  was  achieved,  and  Doug  Winter 
estimates  only  125-150  examples  survive  today  in  all  grades.  The 
mintmark  is  centered  over  the  space  between  3  and  9  in  the  date, 
indicating  Variety  2-A.  The  slightly  granular  greenish-gold  surfaces 
retain  much  original  detail  and  luster.  Census:  12  in  40,  81  finer 
(2/11).  (#8193) 


6467  1840  Narrow  Mill  AU55  NGC.  The  thin  outer  rims  indicate 
the  Narrow  Mill  or  smaller  diameter  that  became  standard  the 
following  year.  This  pleasing  example  has  light  wear  on  the  high 
points,  with  nearly  full  greenish-yellow  luster  and  faint  rose 
overtones.  (#8 194) 
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6468  1840  Narrow  Mill  —  Improperly  Cleaned  —  NGC  Details. 
Unc.  The  more  common  Narrow  Mill  or  normahdiameter  type  for 
the  year.  While  this  early  Coronet  half  eagle  has  no  trace  of  wear, 
the  sun-gold  luster  on  each  side  is  disturbed  by  a  past  cleaning. 
Nonetheless,  this  coin  will  appeal  to  a  significant  segment  of  the 
collector  base. (#8 194) 

6469  1840  Broad  Mill  AU58  PCGS.  The  Broad  Mill  variant  of  half 
eagles  is  distinctive  thanks  to  the  widened  rims  on  each  side  and  far 
rarer  than  the  Narrow  or  Normal  Mill  versions  of  any  given  issue, 
such  as  the  1840  from  Philadelphia.  On  this  near-Mint  example, 
pale  green-gold  surfaces  remain  immensely  lustrous  despite  a  touch 
of  rub  on  the  high  points.

Probably  Fewer  Than  Two  Dozen  Known  in  AU 


6470  1840-C  AU50  NGC.  Variety  1.  First  year  the  mintmark  was 
moved  to  the  reverse,  the  1840-C  is  also  one  of  the  most  difficult 
Charlotte  fives  to  find  in  both  high  grade  and  with  problem-free 
surfaces.  Of  the  125-150  pieces  believed  known  in  all  grades,  only 
20-25  examples  may  exist  in  Almost  Uncirculated.  As  with  almost 
all  pieces,  this  one  is  weakly  defined  and  there  are  numerous 
small  to  medium  abrasions  scattered  over  both  sides.  Pronounced 
reddish-gold  color.  (#8196) 


6471  1840-0  Broad  Mill  AU53  PCGS.  This  lower  mintage  No  Motto 
New  Orleans  five  has  more  luster  than  is  expected  of  the  AU53 
grade.  The  green-gold  color  is  original,  and  a  few  faded  wispy 
marks  are  noted  on  the  field  near  Liberty’s  chin.  Certified  in  a  first 
generation  holder.  (#8200) 

6472  1841  AU58  NGC.  The  1841  Liberty  half  eagle  is  a  scarce  date, 
from  a  mintage  of  15,833  pieces.  The  present  coin  is  a  sharply 
detailed  near-Mint  specimen,  with  light  yellow-gold  surfaces 
and  bright  mint  luster.  A  short  scratch  between  stars  12  and  13 
is  the  only  mentionable  flaw.  Census:  34  in  58,  21  finer  (3/11).

The  other  reverse  found  on  D- mints 
from  this  year  employs  a  reverse  of  1840  with  a  medium-sized 
mintmark.

This  still-lustrous  example  is  well  defined  with  delicate  reddish 
accents  over  both  sides.

Coined  From  California  Gold? 


6773  1850-0  —  Improperly  Cleaned  —  NGC  Details.  AU.  The 

first-year  O-mint  issue  of  the  new  “double  eagle”  denomination. 
(Imagine  that  for  a  period  of  55  years,  from  1795  to  1850,  the 
phrase  “double  eagle”  was  likely  unheard-of  by  the  U.S.  populace, 
even  though  it  is  ubiquitous  today.)  The  big  new  twenty  dollar 
denomination  was  enabled  only  through  the  vast  treasures  from 
El  Dorado,  the  California  gold  fields.  In  the  early  Gold  Rush  years, 
California  miners  had  little  choice  except  to  use  private  West 
Coast  assayer-coiners  or  to  transport  their  gold  dust  to  distant 
New  Orleans  for  federal  coinage  —  as  a  recent  Heritage  foray 
through  New  Orleans  Mint  records  confirmed,  often  waiting  years 
to  make  the  return  trip  and  pick  up  their  round  treasures. 

This  orange-gold  piece  retains  much  appeal  —  aesthetic  as 
well  as  historic  —  despite  the  NGC  caveat.  Some  field  hairlines, 
scattered  marks,  and  a  few  reeding  contacts  nonetheless  appear. 
One  of  those  revered  “if  only  this  piece  could  talk”  coin  issues. 


6774  1851  XF45  PCGS.  CAC.  The  1851  double  eagle  represents  the 
second  year  of  the  denomination,  and  examples  are  not  too  difficult 
to  locate  in  lower  circulated  grades.

Doug  Winter  estimates  450-550  examples  are  extant  in  all 
grades,  but  high-grade  specimens  are  elusive.  The  present  coin  is  a 
lightly  circulated  example,  with  traces  of  wear  apparent  on  Liberty’s 
hair  and  the  eagle’s  head.  The  attractive  greenish-gold  surfaces 
retain  much  bright  mint  luster,  only  slightly  subdued  by  the  noted 
cleaning.

13.  Notice  of  the  consignors  liberty  to  place  bids  on  his  lots  in  the  Auction  is  hereby  made  in  accordance 
with  Article  2  of  the  Texas  Business  and  Commercial  Code.  A  “Minimum  Bid”  is  an  amount  below 
which  the  lot  will  not  sell.  THE  CONSIGNOR  OF  PROPERTY  MAY  PLACE  WRITTEN  ’’Minimum 
Bids”  ON  HIS  LOTS  IN  ADVANCE  OF  THE  AUCTION;  ON  SUCH  LOTS,  IF  THE  HAMMER  PRICE 
DOES  NOT  MEET  THE  “Minimum  Bid”,  THE  CONSIGNOR 


MAY  PAY  A  REDUCED  COMMISSION  ON  THOSE  LOTS.  ’’Minimum  Bids”  are  generally  posted 
online  several  days  prior  to  the  Auction  closing.  For  any  successful  bid  placed  by  a  consignor  on 
his  Property  on  the  Auction  floor,  or  by  any  means  during  the  live  session,  or  after  the  ’’Minimum 
Bid”  for  an  Auction  have  been  posted,  we  will  require  the  consignor  to  pay  full  Buyer’s  Premium  and 
Seller’s  Commissions  on  such  lot. 

14.  The  highest  qualified  Bidder  recognized  by  the  Auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  bid, 
the  earliest  bid  received  or  recognized  wins.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  any  Bidders  at  an 
Auction,  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion  reoffer  the  lot.  Auctioneer’s  decision  and  declaration 
of  the  winning  Bidder  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  Bidders.  Bids  properly  offered,  whether 
by  floor  Bidder  or  other  means  of  bidding,  may  on  occasion  be  missed  or  go  unrecognized;  in  such 
cases,  the  Auctioneer  may  declare  the  recognized  bid  accepted  as  the  winning  bid,  regardless  of 
whether  a  competing  bid  may  have  been  higher. 

15.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  honor  any  bid  or  to  limit  the  amount  of  any  bid,  in  its  sole 
discretion.  A  bid  is  considered  not  made  in  “Good  Faith”  when  made  by  an  insolvent  or  irresponsible 
person,  a  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  or  is  not  supported  by  satisfactory  credit,  collectibles 
references,  or  otherwise.  Regardless  of  the  disclosure  of  his  identity,  any  bid  by  a  consignor  or  his 
agent  on  a  lot  consigned  by  him  is  deemed  to  be  made  in  “Good  Faith.”  Any  person  apparently 
appearing  on  the  OFAC  list  is  not  eligible  to  bid. 

16.  Nominal  Bids.  The  Auctioneer  in  its  sole  discretion  may  reject  nominal  bids,  small  opening  bids,  or 
very  nominal  advances.  If  a  lot  bearing  estimates  fails  to  open  for  40-60%  of  the  low  estimate,  the 
Auctioneer  may  pass  the  item  or  may  place  a  protective  bid  on  behalf  of  the  consignor. 

17.  Lots  bearing  bidding  estimates  shall  open  at  Auctioneer’s  discretion  (approximately  50%-60%  of 
the  low  estimate).  In  the  event  that  no  bid  meets  or  exceeds  that  opening  amount,  the  lot  shall  pass 
as  unsold. 

18.  All  items  are  to  be  purchased  per  lot  as  numerically  indicated  and  no  lots  will  be  broken.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  withdraw,  prior  to  the  close,  any  lots  from  the  Auction. 

19.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  rescind  the  sale  in  the  event  of  nonpayment,  breach  of  a  warranty, 
disputed  ownership,  auctioneer’s  clerical  error  or  omission  in  exercising  bids  and  reserves,  or  for 
any  other  reason  and  in  Auctioneer’s  sole  discretion.  In  cases  of  nonpayment,  Auctioneer’s  election 
to  void  a  sale  does  not  relieve  the  Bidder  from  their  obligation  to  pay  Auctioneer  its  fees  (seller’s  and 
buyer’s  premium)  and  any  other  damages  or  expenses  pertaining  to  the  lot. 

20.  Auctioneer  occasionally  experiences  Internet  and/or  Server  service  outages,  and  Auctioneer 
periodically  schedules  system  downtime  for  maintenance  and  other  purposes,  during  which  Bidders 
cannot  participate  or  place  bids.  If  such  outages  occur,  we  may  at  our  discretion  extend  bidding  for 
the  Auction.

21.  The  Auctioneer,  its  affiliates,  or  their  employees  consign  items  to  be  sold  in  the  Auction,  and  may  bid 
on  those  lots  or  any  other  lots.  Auctioneer  or  affiliates  expressly  reserve  the  right  to  modify  any  such 
bids  at  any  time  prior  to  the  hammer  based  upon  data  made  known  to  the  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates. 
The  Auctioneer  may  extend  advances,  guarantees,  or  loans  to  certain  consignors. 

22.  The  Auctioneer  has  the  right  to  sell  certain  unsold  items  after  the  close  of  the  Auction.  Such  lots  shall 
be  considered  sold  during  the  Auction  and  all  these  Terms  and  Conditions  shall  apply  to  such  sales 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  Buyer’s  Premium,  return  rights,  and  disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23.  All  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  in  United  States  dollars  (including  U.S.  currency,  bank  wire,  cashier 
checks,  travelers  checks,  eChecks,  and  bank  money  orders,  all  subject  to  reporting  requirements). 
All  are  subject  to  clearing  and  funds  being  received  In  Auctioneer’s  account  before  delivery  of  the 
purchases.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  determine  if  a  check  constitutes  “good  funds”  when 
drawn  on  a  U.S.  bank  for  ten  days,  and  thirty  days  when  drawn  on  an  international  bank.  Credit 
Card  (Visa  or  Master  Card  only)  and  PayPal  payments  may  be  accepted  up  to  $10,000  from  non¬ 
dealers  at  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Auctioneer,  subject  to  the  following  limitations:  a)  sales  are  only 
to  the  cardholder,  b)  purchases  are  shipped  to  the  cardholder’s  registered  and  verified  address,  c)

24.  Payment  is  due  upon  closing  of  the  Auction  session,  or  upon  presentment  of  an  invoice.  Auctioneer 
reserves  the  right  to  void  an  invoice  if  payment  in  full  is  not  received  within  7  days  after  the  close  of 
the  Auction.  In  cases  of  nonpayment,  Auctioneer’s  election  to  void  a  sale  does  not  relieve  the  Bidder 
from  their  obligation  to  pay  Auctioneer  its  fees  (seller’s  and  buyer’s  premium)  on  the  lot  and  any 
other  damages  pertaining  to  the  lot. 

25.  Lots  delivered  to  you,  or  your  representative  in  the  States  of  Texas,  California,  New  York,  or  other  states 
where  the  Auction  may  be  held,  are  subject  to  all  applicable  state  and  local  taxes,  unless  appropriate 
permits  are  on  file  with  Auctioneer.  (Note:  Coins  are  only  subject  to  sales  tax  in  California  on  invoices 
under  $1500  and  in  Texas  on  invoices  under  $1000.  Check  the  Web  site  at:  http://coins.ha.com Id 
ref/sales-tax.zx  for  more  details.)  Bidder  agrees  to  pay  Auctioneer  the  actual  amount  of  tax  due 
in  the  event  that  sales  tax  is  not  properly  collected  due  to:  1)  an  expired,  inaccurate,  inappropriate 
tax  certificate  or  declaration,  2)  an  incorrect  interpretation  of  the  applicable  statute,  3)  or  any  other 
reason.  The  appropriate  form  or  certificate  must  be  on  file  at  and  verified  by  Auctioneer  five  days 
prior  to  Auction  or  tax  must  be  paid;  only  if  such  form  or  certificate  is  received  by  Auctioneer  within 
4  days  after  the  Auction  can  a  refund  of  tax  paid  be  made.  Lots  from  different  Auctions  may  not  be 
aggregated  for  sales  tax  purposes. 

26.  In  the  event  that  a  Bidder’s  payment  is  dishonored  upon  presentment(s),  Bidder  shall  pay  the 
maximum  statutory  processing  fee  set  by  applicable  state  law.  If  you  attempt  to  pay  via  eCheck  and 
your  financial  institution  denies  this  transfer  from  your  bank  account,  or  the  payment  cannot  be 
completed  using  the  selected  funding  source,  you  agree  to  complete  payment  using  your  credit  card 
on  file. 

27.  If  any  Auction  invoice  submitted  by  Auctioneer  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance  will 
bear  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  from  the  date  of  invoice  until  paid.  Any  invoice  not 
paid  when  due  will  bear  a  three  percent  (3%)  late  fee  on  the  invoice  amount  or  three  percent  (3%)  of 
any  installment  that  is  past  due.  If  the  Auctioneer  refers  any  invoice  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  the 
buyer  agrees  to  pay  attorney’s  fees,  court  costs,  and  other  collection  costs  incurred  by  Auctioneer.  If 
Auctioneer  assigns  collection  to  its  in-house  legal  staff,  such  attorney’s  time  expended  on  the  matter 
shall  be  compensated  at  a  rate  comparable  to  the  hourly  rate  of  independent  attorneys. 

28.  In  the  event  a  successful  Bidder  fails  to  pay  any  amounts  due,  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  sell  the 
lot(s)  securing  the  invoice  to  any  underbidders  in  the  Auction  that  the  lot(s)  appeared,  or  at  subsequent 
private  or  public  sale,  or  relist  the  lot(s)  in  a  future  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer.  A  defaulting 
Bidder  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  costs  of  resale  (including  a  10%  seller’s  commission,  if  consigned 
to  an  auction  conducted  by  Auctioneer).  The  defaulting  Bidder  is  liable  to  pay  any  difference  between 
his  total  original  invoice  for  the  lot(s),  plus  any  applicable  interest,  and  the  net  proceeds  for  the  lot(s) 
if  sold  at  private  sale  or  the  subsequent  hammer  price  of  the  lot(s)  less  the  10%  seller’s  commissions,  if 
sold  at  an  Auctioneer’s  auction. 

29.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  in  good  funds  before  delivery  of  the 
merchandise. 


Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction 


30.  Auctioneer  shall  have  a  lien  against  the  merchandise  purchased  by  the  buyer  to  secure  payment 
of  the  Auction  invoice.  Auctioneer  is  further  granted  a  lien  and  the  right  to  retain  possession  of 
any  other  property  of  the  buyer  then  held  by  the  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  to  secure  payment  of 
any  Auction  invoice  or  any  other  amounts  due  the  Auctioneer  or  affiliates  from  the  buyer.  With 
respect  to  these  lien  rights,  Auctioneer  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  a  secured  creditor  under  Article  9 
of  the  Texas  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  right  of  sale.  In  addition, 
with  respect  to  payment  of  the  Auction  invoice(s),  the  buyer  waives  any  and  all  rights  of  offset  he 
might  otherwise  have  against  the  Auctioneer  and  the  consignor  of  the  merchandise  included  on  the 
invoice.  If  a  Bidder  owes  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  on  any  account,  Auctioneer  and  its  affiliates  shall 
have  the  right  to  offset  such  unpaid  account  by  any  credit  balance  due  Bidder,  and  it  may  secure  by 
possessory  lien  any  unpaid  amount  by  any  of  the  Bidders  property  in  their  possession. 

31.  Title  shall  not  pass  to  the  successful  Bidder  until  all  invoices  are  paid  in  full.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  items  once  they  have  been  delivered  to 
a  common  carrier  or  third-party  shipper. 

Delivery;  Shipping;  and  Handling  Charges: 

32.  Buyer  is  liable  for  shipping  and  handling.  Please  refer  to  Auctioneers  website  www.HA.com/ 
common/shipping.php  for  the  latest  charges  or  call  Auctioneer.  Auctioneer  is  unable  to  combine 
purchases  from  other  auctions  or  affiliates  into  one  package  for  shipping  purposes.  Lots  won  will  be 
shipped  in  a  commercially  reasonable  time  after  payment  in  good  funds  for  the  merchandise  and  the 
shipping  fees  is  received  or  credit  extended,  except  when  third-party  shipment  occurs. 

33.  Successful  international  Bidders  shall  provide  written  shipping  instructions,  including  specified 
customs  declarations,  to  the  Auctioneer  for  any  lots  to  be  delivered  outside  of  the  United  States. 
NOTE:  Declaration  value  shall  be  the  item’ (s)  hammer  price  together  with  its  buyers  premium  and 
Auctioneer  shall  use  the  correct  harmonized  code  for  the  lot.  Domestic  Buyers  on  lots  designated  for 
third-party  shipment  must  designate  the  common  carrier,  accept  risk  of  loss,  and  prepay  shipping 
costs. 

34.  All  shipping  charges  will  be  borne  by  the  successful  Bidder.  On  all  domestic  shipments,  any  risk  of 
loss  during  shipment  will  be  borne  by  Heritage  until  the  shipping  carriers  confirmation  of  delivery 
to  the  address  of  record  in  Auctioneers  file  (carriers  confirmation  is  conclusive  to  prove  delivery 
to  Bidder;  if  the  client  has  a  Signature  release  on  file  with  the  carrier,  the  package  is  considered 
delivered  without  Signature)  or  delivery  by  Heritage  to  Bidders  selected  third-party  shipper.  On 
all  foreign  shipments,  any  risk  of  loss  during  shipment  will  be  borne  by  the  Bidder  following 
Auctioneer  s  delivery  to  the  Bidders  designated  common  carrier  or  third-party  shipper.

Failure  to  pick-up  or  arrange  shipping  in  a  timely  fashion  (within  ten  days)  shall  subject 
Lots  to  storage  and  moving  charges,  including  a  $100  administration  fee  plus  $10  daily  storage  for 
larger  items  and  $5.00  daily  for  smaller  items  (storage  fee  per  item)  after  35  days.  In  the  event  the  Lot 
is  not  removed  within  ninety  days,  the  Lot  may  be  offered  for  sale  to  recover  any  past  due  storage  or 
moving  fees,  including  a  10%  Sellers  Commission. 

36.  The  laws  of  various  countries  regulate  the  import  or  export  of  certain  plant  and  animal  properties, 
including  (but  not  limited  to)  items  made  of  (or  including)  ivory,  whalebone,  turtleshell,  coral, 
crocodile,  or  other  wildlife.  Transport  of  such  lots  may  require  special  licenses  for  export,  import,  or 
both.  Bidder  is  responsible  for:  1)  obtaining  all  information  on  such  restricted  items  for  both  export 
and  import;  2)  obtaining  all  such  licenses  and/or  permits.  Delay  or  failure  to  obtain  any  such  license 
or  permit  does  not  relieve  the  buyer  of  timely  compliance  with  standard  payment  terms.  For  further 
information,  please  contact  Ron  Brackemyre  at  800-872-6467  ext.

37.  Any  request  for  shipping  verification  for  undelivered  packages  must  be  made  within  30  days  of 
shipment  by  Auctioneer.

38.  NO  WARRANTY,  WHETHER  EXPRESSED  OR  IMPLIED,  IS  MADE  WITH  RESPECT  TO  ANY 
DESCRIPTION  CONTAINED  IN  THIS  AUCTION  OR  ANY  SECOND  OPINE.  Any  description  of  the 
items  or  second  opine  contained  in  this  Auction  is  for  the  sole  purpose  of  identifying  the  items  for 
those  Bidders  who  do  not  have  the  opportunity  to  view  the  lots  prior  to  bidding,  and  no  description 
of  items  has  been  made  part  of  the  basis  of  the  bargain  or  has  created  any  express  warranty  that  the 
goods  would  conform  to  any  description  made  by  Auctioneer.  Color  variations  can  be  expected  in 
any  electronic  or  printed  imaging,  and  are  not  grounds  for  the  return  of  any  lot.  NOTE:  Auctioneer, 
in  specified  auction  venues,  for  example,  Fine  Art,  may  have  express  written  warranties  and  you  are 
referred  to  those  specific  terms  and  conditions. .

41.  Auctioneer  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  or  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  any  Property  by  Auctioneer  to  Bidder.  No  third  party  may  rely  on  any 
benefit  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  and  any  rights,  if  any,  established  hereunder  are  personal  to 
the  Bidder  and  may  not  be  assigned.  Any  statement  made  by  the  Auctioneer  is  an  opinion  and  does 
not  constitute  a  warranty  or  representation.  No  employee  of  Auctioneer  may  alter  these  Terms  and 
Conditions,  and,  unless  signed  by  a  principal  of  Auctioneer,  any  such  alteration  is  null  and  void. 

42.  Auctioneer  shall  not  be  liable  for  breakage  of  glass  or  damage  to  frames  (patent  or  latent);  such  defects, 
in  any  event,  shall  not  be  a  basis  for  any  claim  for  return  or  reduction  in  purchase  price. 

Release: 

43.  In  consideration  of  participation  in  the  Auction  and  the  placing  of  a  bid,  Bidder  expressly  releases 
Auctioneer,  its  officers,  directors  and  employees,  its  affiliates,  and  its  outside  experts  that  provide 
second  opines,  from  any  and  all  claims,  cause  of  action,  chose  of  action,  whether  at  law  or  equity  or 
any  arbitration  or  mediation  rights  existing  under  the  rules  of  any  professional  society  or  affiliation 
based  upon  the  assigned  description,  or  a  derivative  theory,  breach  of  warranty  express  or  implied, 
representation  or  other  matter  set  forth  within  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Auction  or  otherwise. 
In  the  event  of  a  claim,  Bidder  agrees  that  such  rights  and  privileges  conferred  therein  are  strictly 
construed  as  specifically  declared  herein;  e.g.,  authenticity,  typographical  error,  etc.  and  are  the 
exclusive  remedy.

Award 
of  lots,  damages  of  claims  to  lots,  descriptions,  condition  reports,  provenance,  estimates,  return  and 
warranty  rights,  any  interpretation  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions,  any  alleged  verbal  modification 
of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  and/or  any  purported  settlement  whether  asserted  in  contract,  tort, 
under  Federal  or  State  statute  or  regulation  shall  or  any  other  matter:  a)  if  presented  by  a  consumer, 
be  exclusively  heard  by,  and  the  parties  consent  to,  exclusive  in  personam  jurisdiction  in  the  State 
District  Courts  of  Dallas  County,  Texas.  THE  PARTIES  EXPRESSLY  WAIVE  ANY  RIGHT  TO  TRIAL 
BY  JURY.  Any  appeals  shall  be  solely  pursued  in  the  appellate  courts  of  the  State  of  Texas;  or  b)  for 
any  claimant  other  than  a  consumer,  the  claim  shall  be  presented  in  confidential  binding  arbitration 
before  a  single  arbitrator,  that  the  parties  may  agree  upon,  selected  from  the  JAMS  list  of  Texas 
arbitrators.
